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PREFACE. 

SEVERAL  excellent  Treatifes  hzvthetn 
already  published  againft  that  Enthufiaftic 
and  Fanatical  Spirit  now  working  in  a 
Set  of  pretended  Reformers  among  lis,  called 
Methodijis :  Which,  though  they  have  not 
been  able  to  fupprefs  it;  have  efl^ually 
Ihewn  its  evil  Nature  and  Tendency^  and  (as 
the  Methodijlf  themfelt^eS  cbdfefi)  given  foine 
Check  to  its  t^ogrl^t.  *  Nor  hecH  I  ahjr  ApcH 
JogVj  '^  I  own  a  ,ibtt  of  Inipu^e  and  Impref- 
Jim  iipon  me^  and .  ^link;  myfelf  ^ktiged  to 
io  throw  in  my-4^>^:tj)ward8  dilcoveriiig  the 

DeluJim(£M^  dang&dut  ani  prefumptum  iien. 
It  is  my  principal  Dejign^   as  a  Caution  to 
all  Protejiants^  to  draw  a  Comparifon  between 
the  wild  and  pernicious  Enthujiafms  of  fome 
of  the  moft  eminent   Saints  in    the  Popijk 
Communiony  and  thofe  of  the  Meth^Jls  in  our 
warn  Country.    Bifliop  Stillin^et  hath  clearly 
proved^   and  fufficiently  expofedj   the  Fanati- 
cifm  of  the  Romijh  Churchy  in  his  incomparable 
Difcourfe  concerning  their  Idolatry ;  hath  (hewn 
to  what  extravagant  Heights  it  has  been  car- 
ried, how  peculiarly  encouraged  by  the  Popes  i 
hath  been  the  Foundation  of  their  feveral  Reli- 
gious  OrJ^rs  anJ SacietieSy  and  the  EngVM  fot  \tv« 
troducing  their /a^,  /uperflitious^  and  tdola- 
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fraus  Pra^icis.  More  of  this  Nature  will  ap- 
pear in  the  following  Treatise ;  together  with 
plain  and  full  Evidence^  that  our  modern  litne- 
rant  Enthuftafts  are  treading  in  their'  Steps, 
and  copying  their  Example ;  their  whole  Cori- 
du<9:  being  but  a  Counter-part  of  the  moji  wild 
Fanaticifms  of  the  moft  abominable  Communiony 
in  its  mojl  corrupt  Ages. 

But  as  the  Spirit  of  Enthuftafm  is  always  the 
fame,  operating  in  much  the  fame  Manner  in 
all  Se^ls  and  Profejftons  of  Religion,  and  difco- 
vering  itfelf  injimilar  Peculiarities  of  Notions 
and  Behaviour  J  I  (hall  take  the  Liberty  to  pro- 


wards  the  la'ttctf  Ertddfithc.jir^;/i  Century  ^  he- 
fort  Popery  Iha/I'^'  §^^P£'»  ^^  Chrijlianity  an 
EJiabliJhmeiit^y:  The^fUry  ^MonidHifm  was 
written  by*  the  late  learned  Dr.  Lee^  of  St* 
John^s  College  J  Oxford ;  compiled  with  great 
Diligence  and  Exaflnefs ;  and  publifhed  with 
Dr.  Hicks's  Enthuftafm  Exorcifedj  in  the  Year 
1709:  And  herein  a  large  Account  is  given, 
from  all  the  Records  of  Antiquity,  of  the  Rife, 
Progrefs,  Difperfion,  Pretenfions,  and  Tenets 
of  that  over-bearing  Se£f.  And  I  am  much 
miftaken,  if  our  Methodifls  (though  not  yet 
arrived  to  the  fame  Height  of  Madnefs)  may 
not  htre  Jit  for  their  PiSfures,  and  be  traced  in 
all  their  Lineaments. 

It  is  indeed  a  Misfortune  that  the  Writings 
of  the  Montanifls  arelojl,  and  never  came  down 
to  our  Hands  i  what  Accounts  ^iXvA  ¥iX\x2i£\^ 
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we  have  of  diem  being  collefl^  fix>m  the  beft 
Hiftmans  of  thofe  Times.  But  it  may  be 
reckoned  a  bap^  Circumftancij  that  we  have 
tbe  moStJhimng  Parts  of  the  Livesy  Cbara^ersy 
SeTalments  and  Actions  of  the  Methodifts  from 
^emfehesy  and  that  too  by  a  Sandlion  from 
Heaven.  They  have,  if  they  may  be  credited» 
been  fb  prejfed  in  Spirity  received  fuch  Divim 
DireHiom  to  preach  and  prints  and  G^d  has 
given  them  fuch  Favour  in  tbe  Eyes  of  the  Prin^ 
tery  that  the  Prefs  has  crammed  the  Pub- 
lic with  their  Journalsy  Letters^  and  other 
Works  even  to  a  Surfeit.  Without  thefe 
Confejjions  from  their  own  Mouths  we  might 
have  wanted  Evidence  for  a  great  Part  of  our 
Chargey  and  been  Strangers  to  many  of  their 
fanSfified  SingularitieSy  low  FoolerieSy  and  high 
PretenfionSp 

And  yet,  for  want  of  Leifure^  Opportunity 

or  Inclination,  there  are  feveral  of  their  Works 

which  I  have  never  feen.     Their  Journals  arc 

what  I  have  chiefly  confulted  and  referred  to  ; 

and  in  my  Rotations  (which  I  hope  are  jufi 

and  fair)  have  not  always  taken  Notice  from 

what  Edition  they  are  taken.

Andy  if  the  Reader  has  fome  Account  of  the 

tnoft  nvild  and  extravagant^  the  moft  ridiculous^  ftroUing^ 

fanaticaU  frantic  y  delirious^  andnufchievousofalltbe 

Saints  in  the  Rond/h  Communion ;  he  muft  coniider, 

that  otherwife  the  Parallel  would  not  hold ;  but 

come  oiFlame  and  defeAive.  They  are»  however, 
fome  of  the  moft  feevcurite  and  magnified  Saints 

among  them,  and  moft  of  whom  had  the  Honour 
'  of  being  canonized.  —  As,  for  Inftance,  the  Seraphic 
Father  St,  Francis,  Founder  of  the  Friars  Miners, 
thought  at  firft  only  a  well-meaning,  but  *weaA  En- 
tbujiafty  but  afterwards  turning  out  a  mere  Hypocrite 
and  Impeftor  :  St.  Dominic,  Founder  of  the  Preach- 
ing Friars,  2l  Man  of  more  Defign,  Ferocity,  and 
Pride ;  the  Contriver  and  Manager  of  that  blefted 
Inftrument  of  Converiion,  the  Inquifetion :  — 
St  Ignatius  Loyola,  that  errant  fhatter-brainM  infi- 
onary  Fanatic,  Founder  of  the  moft  Holy  Order  of

Purfe  out  ftarts  the  De*vil  in  the  Shape  of  a  Serpent,  ^o^*  53* 
and  fuddenly  di/apfear%  Furfe  and  all. — Hence  he 
iblemnly  refolv'd  to  flick  to  Poverty  as  long  as  he  fol.  a  17* 
liv'd.

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Mr.  Wejley  (ets  forth  faihetkaHj,  and  not  withogt 
fomc  Degree  of  hfuh  on  the  nguiar' Minifters  who 
ftay  at  Home, —  *  their  Ddirc  of  going  on  in  Toil, 
in  Wearinefs,  in  Painfufnefi,  in  Cold  and  Hunger,. 
•^Summer  Son,  and  Winter  Rain  and  Wind,  upon 
the  naked  Head  5  Perils  by  Land,  Perils  by  Water ; 
—hurried  away  tO'  America^  —  a  Readinefs  to  go  to 
Ahyjpnia  or  Chbia^  And  much  more  in  the  Spirit  of 
rambling  Sufferings,  and  Martyrdom, 

But  all  this  only  (hews  the  natural  unfettled  Ha- 
mour,  the  rapid  Motion  oi  Enthufiaftic  Heads.  And 
we  may  aiTure  them,  that  the  xealous  Impatience,  and 
real  Wanderings  and  Sufferings  of  Popijh  Fanatics  are 
by  all  Accounts  ^t2iX\yfuperior.  "  Oh  f  how  many  I»tfef 
tones  have  the  Nuns  feen  their  Sijier  of  Pazzi  drunk  ^°*  5®' 
f^/h  Zeal  for  the  Converfion  of  Sinners  and  Infidels^ 
—run  about  the  Qoyfters  and  Gardens ^  and  other 
Places^  bemoaning  herfelf  that  fhe  was  not  a  Man, 
to  go  abroad,  and  gain  erring  Souls.'* 

The  Wind-mill  is  indeed  in  all  their  Heads.  And, 
in  faSl,  'tis  almoft  incredible  what  Miferies  were  en- 
dur'd  by  St.  Francis,  in  his  heroic  Voyage  to  convert 
tiie  Sultan  of  Egypt ;  in  that  of  St.  Anthony  into 
Africa  to  convert  the  Moors,  and  of  St  Ignatius  to 
convert  the  ^urks :  Exploits  much  more  dangerous 
and  terrible  than  a  Voyage  to  the  Weft-Indies,  &c. 

As  to  their  hyve  of  Difgrace  j  it  mult  fitirly  be 
owned,  in  a  great  meafure,  to  be  true.  Otherwife, 
they  would  never  have  puhlijhed  that  Colk^iion  of 
their  own  Fooleries  and  Faults,  extravagant  Whim-

The  AccQunts  we  have  of  thefc 
unnatural  Exercifes  among  Popijh  Fanatia  arc  of 
that  Nature  and  Degree,  as  fcarce  to  be  credited,  or 
exceeded ;  or  wliat  our  own  DifcipUnariam  cannot 
in  any  tolerable  meafure,  pretend  to  come  up  to. 
Something  however  of  this  kind  we  have  from  their 
own  Relation. 
I  Deal.        Mr.  Whitefeldhyt  of  the  Methodifs  in  general  at 
'«^«  '•     Oxford^  that  *  they  kept  their  Bodies  under,    even 
to  an  Extreme,"*  —And  of  himfelf, "  Though  I  fome- 
times  fell  into  Senfuality ;  —  I  kit  off  eating  Fruit, 
and  the  like ;  — -1  faded  twice  a  Week.—  In  Lent 
eat  nothing  (except  on  Sundoj^)  t)Qt  Sage  Tea,  without 
Sugar,  and  coarfe  Bread ;  —  eat  the  worft  Sort  of 
Food ; — conflantly  walked  out  in  the  Mornings,  till 
Part  of  one  of  my  Hands  was  quite  black.     This, 
with  continued  Abflinence  and  inward  Conilifts,  fo 
emaciated  my  Body,  that  1  could  fcarce  creep  up 
kSti  2.     Stairs,  and  was  obliged  to  have  a  Phyfician,^'' 

Under  fuch  an  high  Principle  of  Mortification, 
Bullar.  "  St.  Bridget  refolved  to  eat  nothing  but  Bread  and 
vol.  i.  Water,  and  (becaofe  that  was  not  bitter  enoughj 
P'  **7-  y^ould  needs  hold  Gentian  Root  commonly  in  her 
Brev.  Mouth.  —  St.  Alcantara  chofe  Wornvwood  for  his 
Rom.       piet. — ^A  Franci/can  would  always  dip  his  Bread  in

Wormveod'-m^ater.  —  St.  Francis  of  Rome  would  eat   RiWcu 
hitter  Herbs  without  Oil."  P'  »»• 

St.  Ignatius  was  always  cxercifmg  fuch  kind  of 
Aufierities^  and  always  dangeroufly  ill  by  them,. 
He,  and  many  others,  brought  themfelves  to 
Bcath's  Door ;  and  were  compelled  to  have  Re- 
courfe  to  Phyjicians  and  Surgeons. 

Mr.    Wejley  oftcntatioufly    boafts,    *  of  bearing 
Heat  and  Cold  on  the  naked  Head,  Rain  and  Wind, 
Froft  and  Snow,  as  fome  of  their yfe<a^  Inconve-   Laft  Af 
niencies.'  —  And  another  time  he  tdls  uf,  "  Our  P*  '^5' 
Bed  being  wet,  I  laid  me  down  on  the  Floor,  and 
flept  found  till  Morning.    And  I  believe  I  (hall  not    ^  ,^^^ 
find  it  needful  to  go  to  Bed,  as  'ds  called,    any'  Jan.  3: 
more,"     But  his  old  Friends  out  ftrip  him.     St.  Jg-    '735' 
natius  ufed  no  other  Bed  than  a  Bcard^  or  the  bare 
Ground;    St.  Dominic  the  fame;  and  fifty  others  of. 
the  cbojen  Antichriftian  Saints. 

'*  St.  Francis  happening  once  to  ufe  a  Piilo^v,  on" 
account  of  lUnefs,  the  Dt'vil  got  into  his  Pillow, 
and  made  him  uneafy  all  Night.     But,  upon  his 
ordering  the  Pillonx,  with  the  Z)^^/7init,  to  be  car-  Confor. 
ried  away,  he  prefently  recovered!''*  fcl.  53. 

Whether  Mr.  Wejley  has  not  went  to  Bed  fince 
that  time,  others  may  know  as  well  as  himfelf.  But 
'tis  eafy  to  forefee,  that  in  fome  future  Calendar, 
or  Legend  of  the  Saints,  with  what  Probability  it 
may  be  inferted,  '  Jan.  30,  1735.  From  this 
Day  Mr.  J,  Wefley  never  went  to  Bed  any  more  ; 
but  always  lay  on  the  bare  Ground,  in  Imitation 
of  the  Saints,  Ignatius^  Francis,  &c.' 

And,  however  ridiculons  or  improbable  this  may 
be  thought,  I  am  fully  perfuaded  that  many,  if 
not  mofi^  of  the  Stories,  with  which  the  Pope's  Re- 
ligious Romances  are  fluffed,  have  been  raifed  ui^u  «.

With  refped  to  all  ^is  patient  Enduring,  or  ratheF 
Love  of  Hardfhips,  Dangers,  Pain,  ^c,  —  it  hath 
been  remarked  by  learned  Authors^  that  fome  Per-r 
fons  from  confiitutional  Temper  and  Comple»on 
have  even  been  fond  of  bearing  the  worft  that  could 
befall  them  ;    could  not   be  eafy   and   contented 
without  them*:  — That  others  from  2k.fturcfy  Humour 
and  pertinacious  Refolution,  egg'd  on  by  the  Force 
of  Education,  Emulation,  a  Point  of  Honour,  or 
obftinate  Pride,  have  brought  themfelves  to  make 
light  of  the  moH  exquifite  Sufferings  and  Tortures  j 
fcarce  feeming  to  feel  them,  and  even  laughing  at 
them:  —  That,  vj\itn  Enih%fiafm  comes  in,  in  aid 
of  this  natural  or  acquired  Sturdinefs,    and  Men 
fancy  they  are  upon  Gcd''s  IVork,  and  entitled  to  his 
JUvcards ;   they  are  immediately  all  on  Fire  for 
rufhing  into  Sufferings  and  Pain ;  and  Sorrovo  is 
'  turned  into  Joy  before  them.      The  folid  and  juft 
Coir. forts,  which    a    true    Ti-crtyr  receives   from 
above,  are  groundlefly  applied  to  the  counterfeit. 

And,    at  beft,  whatever  Degree  of  Merit  our 
Meth^difi  may  claim  on  this  fcore,  ^  all  is  but  au 
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liombfe  Imitation  of  the  moft  fanatical  Deaivtrs  in 
the  moft  corrupt  Commumon  in  the  Cbriftian  World. 

It  may  moreover  be  obferved,  that  both  antient 
and  modern  Enthufiafis  always  take  care  to  fecure 
iomt  Advantage  by  their  Sufferings,  and  thereby 
prove  their  Love  of  God  not  fo  very  dijmterefted. 
For  they  brag  of  receiving  larger  Favourj^  and 
freer  Communications  ixntb  God^  under  their  PrefliireSy 
or  have  fuller  Manifefiations  oi  Y6s  Goodnefs  imme* 
diately  after.  And  efpcdally  their  chief  Security 
lies  in  a  pretended  Arrival  at,  or  Approach  to,  a 
State  of  FerfeBion^  and  to  an  Affurance  of  Salvation. 
And  who  then  ihall  be  afraid  ?  A  Man  need  not 
much  fcruple  throwing  out  fome  Expreflions  of  a 
Readinefs  to  undergo  Pains  equal  to  Hellj  or  Hell 
itfelfy  who  is  a£ured^  kncws,  and  feels  that  he  is 
going  into  FerfeHiotiy  and  may  depend  upon  Sal" 
vation.

Here  we  have  the  true  Spirit^  and  very  Effence 
of  Enthufiafm^  that  ungrounded  Pretence  to  Inf^'^ 
ration  \  which  of  courfe  makes  Men  peremptory 
and  pertinacious,  fets  them  above  carnal  Reafimngs^ 
and  all  Convidlion  of  plain  Scripture ;  and  obligeth 
them  upon  their  (fwn  Principles  to  afTume  an  InfaU 
Hbity,  This  is  what  the  whole  Tribe  of  Fanatics 
have  caught  hold  of,  as  the  moft  fpecious  Engine  to 
delude  the  Credulous,  Simple,  and  Unwary,  and 
what  is  neceflary  for  .carrying  on  their  Enterprizes 
in  the  moft  dextrous  and  fure  Manner.  For, 
though  Enthufiafm  may  fometiniies,  or  ufually,  fet 
out  with  an  innocent  and  well-meaning  Heart ;  yet 
fuch  a  Simplicity  is  of  no  long  Continuance  :  Pro- 
ject s  increafe,  and  Oppofition  arifeth  i  and  then  it 
quickly  takes  tq  its  AiTiftance  tb^  feyeral  Artificc;j 
of  Management  and  Craft,

This  Defcription  is  fo  ftrongly  exprefled,  and  h 
many  Particulars  contained  in  clofe  concife  Periods^ 
as  may  fecm  incomparable*  But  many  of  the 
Symptoms  may  be  gathered  from  the  Account  of  Sr. 
Catharine  of  Sienna  under  the  fame  Afie£tions. 
"  Her  burning  Love  for  CbHftj  her  moft  fweet 
Spoufe,  wasfo  intenfe,  exceflive,  and  di'vine,  — that 
fhe  was  almoft  slwaysfck,  languijhingy  faint y  and  in  a 
manner  conjumed  with  pure  Love  and  AfFeftion. — 
She  had  fo  great  Confilation  in  her  Soul,  that  fhe 
wondered  how  it  could  abide  in  her  Body.  And 
the  Fire  burning  in  her  Bread  was  fo  exceeding 
great  and  violent,  that  in  refped  of  it  material  Fire 
feemed  cold  and  frozen.  Once  this  Fire  was  fo  in- 
tenfe, that  it  took  away  her  Life  for  four  Hours ;

**  St.  ^erefas  Heart  was  inflamed  with  fo  great  a 
Love  of  Qod^  fo  high  a  Fire,  that  (he  was  even 
bofnt  op,  and  ready  to  die,  out  of  De£re  of  feeing 
him  ;  and  afterwards  fhe  had  thofe  Twrents  and  In- 
iwdations  of  Love  with  more  Force,  and  greater  jj   q^ 
Rapt^,  than  before."    Nay,  the  Authority  of  the   15. 
Rmian  Church  afftires  us,  that  "  her  Heart  burn'd 
wkh  fuch  a  Fire  of  Diinne  Lo^e^  that  Ihe  defervedly 
liad  a  Vijion  of  an  Angel  piercing  her  Bowels  with  a 
\)art  tipp'd  with  Fire,  and  of  Chrift  taking  her  by 
the  Hand,  and  making  her  his  Spoufe  \  —  and  fhe 
died^  not  fo  much  by  the  Force  of  any  Diftemper,   \^^ 
as  the   ifito/eralle  Burning  of  Divme  Love,''     "St.    Cft.  75 
Gertrude  and  Chrift  were  mutually  fmitten  with  the 
Arrows  of  Love,  — -  and  fhe  died  of  this  amorous  jjjonift.

Tis  true  indeed,  as  the  Legendaries  own,  **  that 

%lt,  Catharine  yi^&  fUmdered  2i%  z  fond  and  light  Wo- 
man ;  and  ferefsi  kept  fuch  had  Company,  that  mofl  Ribaden. 
Perfons  concluded  that  Celeftial  Vijvms  were  not 
oompatible  with  her  Kind  of  Life'' — But  all  may 
be  reconciled.  For  thefe  ExcefTes  of  the  fpiritual 
and  eamal  Affedlions  are  nearer  allied  tYiKn  is  gene- 
rally thought ;.  arifing  from  the  fame  irregular  Emo- 
tions of  the  Blood  and  animal  Spirits.  And  the 
Patient  is  hurried  on,  either  Way,  according  to  the 
Nature  of  the  OhyeS.  And  I  am  much  miftaken, 
and  fo  is  Hiflory  too,  if  fome  of  the  vvarmeft  and 
meft  Enihufiaflic  Pretenders  to  the  Love  of  God 
have  not  entertained  the  (ame  Violence  of  Paffion 
(not  quite  fo  fpiritual)  for  fonts  of  their  'Sdgh- 
hours^

TYicyfeel  fuch  Sallies  of  a  tumultuous  Imag^iatioiv 
fuch  flrong  Emotions  within,  as  eaiily  to  perfuade 
themfelves  this  can  be  nothing  lefs  than  the  Work'  ^ 
ings  of  the  Hcly  Spirit ;.  and  fome  Madmen  have  car-  ^ 
ried  it  fo  far,  as  to  think  they  were  the  i/ety  Hsif  ^ 
Ghoft  themfelves. 

Nor  can  it  be  a  difficult  Matter  to  fix-  Perfaafion 
of  this  Nature  upon  their  eager  and  credulous  Ad- 
mirers, who  have  neither  Judgment  nor  Inclinatkn 
to  dij^ro^e  or  examine ;  but  are  violently,  thoag}i 
voluntarily  and  fweetly,  carried  away  by  their 
teachers  good  Words,  and  fair  Speeches  j  by  their  elo- 
quent,  elevated,  affuming  and  confident  Difcourfes, 
zealoufly  and  fervently  poured  out. 

Hence,  no  Doubt,  they  talk  fo  confidently  of 
"  fome  great,  unufual,  extraordinary,  and  won- 
derful Work,  which  God  is  «cw,  even  wyw,  begin- 
ning to  work  over  all  the  Earth,  whereof  they  are 
to  be  the  hftrumerJs,  the  Trumpets  to  proclaim  it  m 
the  Name  of  the  Lord,^"" 

Mr.  Whitefield,  in  particular,  is  ever  flying,  upon 

the  Wings  of  Injpiration,  and  talking  fublimely  in

natiuis  Ufe  inform  U"",  that,  *^  while  the  Saint  was 
at  Prtv^s^  and  dedicating  himfelf  to  the  Blejfed  Fir- 
gky  the  *vohole  Houfe  trembled 'wlxh  a  fudden  Con- 
xoffion  ;  but  moft  of  all  Ignatius*s  own  Chamber y  the 
Windows  being  broke,  and  many  Chinks  open'd  >  •,     ^. 
— and  that  this  was  generally  believed  to  proceed   ^^ax, 
fiom  the  Rage  of  the  De^iL^^  -^  And  in  another  1. 1.  c.  f. 
Place  he  relates  a  Story  of  the  fame  Nature,  and   Lib.  5, 
afcribes  it  to  the  fame  Caufe,  cap.  16. 

Pibadeneiray  in  the  Li^ves  of  the  Saints,  relates  the  P.  518. 
fame  Story  of  Ignatius,  but  without  mentioning 
what  might  be  the  Caufe,  But  in  his  Life  of  St. 
Anthony  he  tells  us,  that,  "  the  De-vil  threatning  to 
fidl  upon  this  "Saint  with  great  Fury,  at  his  Voice 
all  the  Room  was  Jhaken,  the  Walls  opend,  and 
«iany  Devils  rufhed  in." 

As  to  Pi35f/^/V<2/ Pretenfions  in  general  to  Injpira- 
thn,  they  are  without  Number  or  End.  There  is 
fcarce  any  Part  of  their  Religious  (i.  e.  Irreligious) 
Worjhip  and  DoSlrine  ;  fcarce  a  Mcnaftery,  Nunnery, 
Order,    or    Society  5    fcarce    a  petty    Saintling  in 
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their  Communion^  —  that  was  not  taught  and  in/pired 
hy  the  Holy  Ghofi, 

"  St.  Francis  was  not  only  infpir'd  him/elf  in 
Teaching,  but  all  the  Rules  of  his  Order  were  didatcd 
by  Heaven,  He  was  a  moft  'wonder/ul  Preacher,  by 
virtue  of  the  Holy  Ghofi.  —  All  heard  the  Voice  of 
ChriJI  in  the  Air,  faying,  *  Francis,  there  is  nothing 
of  your  cum  in  your  Ru/e,  but  all  is  mine,^  St. 
Faulfrofhejyd  of  it,  and  underflQod  his  own  Words 
as  belonging  to  this  Rule  of  St,  Francis,  *  Whoever 
lualketh  according  to  this  Rule,  Peace  be  on  /a&^w."  — 

Which  Paflage,  being  the  very  fame  that  *  Mr. 
Wejley  open'd  upon,  when  he  confulted  the  Oracle 
by  Lot,  and  begged  an  Anfwer  of  Peace,'  may  per- 
l\aps  afford  him  no  fmall  Comfort  1  as  having  the 
fame  Honour  with  St.  Francis,  and  his  Rule  equally 
eftablifhed.  St.  Ignatius  was  carried  on  by  a  ilrong 
Infpiraiion,  and  Guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghoji,  which 
fpoke  through  him.  And  his  Spiritual  Exercifes 
had  the  fame  Sanflion.  Pope  Paul  III  indeed  (fays 
Dr.  Geddes)  fpeaks  modeftly  of  Ignatius  and  his 
Companions,  Spiritu  SanSo,  ut  creditur,  afflati.  In* 
fpird,  as  is  believed,  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  But  Julius 
ill  leaves  out  as  is  believed,  and  roundly  pro- 
nounceth  they  vuere  ift/pir^d.  And  Gregory  XUJ 
faith  exprefsly,  that  Ignatius  was  in/pir'd  in  modell- 
ing the  Society  of  the  Je/uits,  So  that  it  feems 
there  are  Degrees  of  Infallihility,  fome  Popes  being 
more  infallible  than  others. 

Bellarmin  affirms,  that  the  Orders  of  Betiedi^^ 
Rcmualdus,  Bruno,  Dominic,  Francis,  nvere  from  the 
Holy  GhoJi,  —  Pope  Hildehrand  aftually  farw  Chrjft 
himfelf  fitting  by  St.  Hugo  in  Chapter,  approving 
all  his  Didtates  with  a  Nod,  and  fuggefting  the 
Rules  of  the  Prccmonjiratenfians  brought  from  Hea- 
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fVin  ly  St.  Auftin,  It  were  eafy  to  produce  an 
l^undred  Inftances.  But  what  need  we  more,  when 
"Popes^  and  the  Church  of  Romcy  have  aiTur'd  us  of 
thefeF

any  fraudulent  Dealings  are  made  ufe  of,  and  any 
wrong  Projeds  carried  on,  under  the  Maik  of  Piety, 
^  htpofture  ;  and  may  be  termed  Religion  turned 
Hypocrite. 

Should  any  thing  I  can  offer  make  fome  Improve  • 
ment  ofsijeriousandfoler  Senfe  of  true  Religion  among 
OS,  fixe  from  Entbufiafie  Delufions,  with  regard 
both  to  Faith  and  good  fForh,  it  will  be  fufEcient 
Sadsfa^Uon :  And  the  Benefit  will  be  doubled^  if, 
by  means  of  the  Comparifon  nuitb  Popnyy  a  juft 
j)etefbition  of  that  nvicked  Communion  be  prefirv*d, 
and  eipedally,  if  in^reafed.

xiii.  5,  6.)  to  whom  ivasgi^ven  a  Mouth  /peaking 
great  Things, — and  he  opened  hii  Mouth  in  Bla/phemy, 
Farther  Upon  our  charging  .the  Metbodifts  "  with  making 
Appeal,  themfelves  like  the  Apoftles,  Mr*  TjT^^  calls  this  a 
Jilly  OhjcSiion^  —  becaufo  every  M^m  on^trnfotne 
Re/peds  to  be  Uke  Apofiles, — in  holy  Tempers,  Ex- 
omplarinefs  of  Life,  Labours  for  the  Good  of 
Souls."  Who  doubts  it  ?  or  blames  any-  Mortal 
for  it  ?  'Tis  not.  for  making  the  Apoftles  an  jE^- 
ample  cf  Holinefs,  ^c,  that  we  £x  our  Charge  on 
the  hUihodifis  \  but  for  Unholinefs,  in  proud  Boafiings 
of  a  like  Dignity  and  Authority  y  for-  Pretenfions  to 
In/piraticn,  and  other  extraordinary  Gifity  and  »«- 
raculous  Powers ^  (as  will  farther  appear  anon)  and 
even  comparing  thepifelves  with  our  Lord.  Inflead 
of  our  Ohje^ion  being  filly y  their  Solution  of  it  is 
Jhuffiing  and  prevaricating.  The  Wind  hath  bound 
them  up  in  her  Wings,  and  carried  them  amatf  into 
the  Regions  of  Vanity,  to  the  Borders  of  Blaj^hetny.

I  fiiall  dierefors  now  ghre  fome  Account,  or 
rather  diey  tbemfehves,  of  dieu*  grievous  Confias 

N  2  and 
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Tind  Comhats  mth  Sataft ;' v/ho,    diOO^  the  f^ARf 
to   all    Trutlf   and    Goodfie/s,    and   therefore-  thtir 
Enemy,  and  fure  to  be  conquered  at  laft,  yet  per' 
fecutes  and  ofprejfeth  them  in  a  moft  grievous  Man- 
ner,   by  Force  and  Fraud,   in  Body  and  Mind. 
Ccrform.        To  begin  with  Mr.  Wbitejitld,     St.  Francis  once 
<'>-  *i3«    faid,  "  that,  if  his  Brethren  did  bat  know  what 
Tribulations  he  endured  from  Satan,  there  is  none 
of  them  who  would  not  greatly  companionate  his 
1  Deal.

Here  again,  I  donbt,  he  has  charged  Satan

So  that  the 
Fadent  thinks  f(Hne  huge  Weight  thrown  on  him, 
ready  to  Jirangle  him ;  and  frequendy  imagines 
fbme  SpeSre^  or  Phantontj  fiopping  his  BreathP 

The  fame  Athor  afcribes  •*  to  the  Hypochondriac 
Tqffion  (Spleen^  or  Vapours)  the  fame  Symptoms  of  a 
Pain  in  the  Stofnach,  a  ConftriSion  of  the  Breafly 
Difficulty  of  Breathing  i  —  as  likewife  Wakefulnefs^ 
Infuietudesj  Fearsy  Su/picions,  Delirioufnefs  ;  —  af- 
feding  the  Patient  more  in  MWthan  Body.^^ 

Nor  is  it  to  be  doubted,  but  the  greated  Part  of  thefe 
firange  Feelings  and  Sufferings,  D^eSlions  of  Mindy 
and  dreadful  Apprehenfionsy  ^c,  proceed  from  Dif 
tafey  caufed  perhaps  by  a  Flatulency  from  much 
Fafiingy  or  die  Fumes  of  IndigeJUon,  or  Want  of 
Exercifey  deep  Intention  of  Thoughty  and  various 
Affeaions  and'  PaJ/ions ;  which  Phyficians  can  much 
better  account  for  than  myfelf.  And  we  may  eafily 

JV  J  conccwt 
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conceive  that  the  EffeSls  of  fnch  Difeafe  muft  of 
Courfe  ht  granger,  when  the  indij^fed  Body  wears  a 
melancholic  and  enthufiafiic  Headi  Strength  of  Ima- 
gination  and  Diftemper  concorring.  — -  For  a  Cure^ 
Mr.  Whitefield  «  applied  to  his  Friend,  Mr.  Cbarln 
Wejleyj  who  advifed  him  to  keep  upon  his  Watchy 
and  referred  to  a  Chapter  in  Kemfisy  Had  he  ap** 
plied  to  a  Phyficiany  he  would  perhaps  have  pre- 
fcribed,  befides,  PhUhotowfy  Cathartics^  Camana- 
ti'veSf  and  Emetics,  And  one  may  the  rather  think 
foy  becaufe  both  Naturalifis  and  Divines  have  af- 
fured  us,  that  the  Devil  often  goes  out  of  the  Bo- 
dies of  the  Fojfejfed  in  a  Vomt  or  Stool.  Gregory  of 
Jours  fays, ''  a  moil:  atrocious  Devil  having  pddeflbd 
a  certain  Perfon,  by  the  Help  of  Oil  he  went  out 
of  his  Body  by  the  Draught ;  ferfitxum  vintrisP, 
Glor.

25.)  *^  that  the  Devil  fometimes  rumbles 
about  the  htefiines  in  the  Shape  of  a  Pill  (for  fo  I 
conftrue  the  Words  in  JtmilitudinempiLe)  until  he 
goes  out  by  the  Draught ;  perfeceffum^ 

*«  Thyraus  (de  D^emoniacisf  Cap.  52,  CsT  54.)  gives 
us  feveral  Inftances  of  Devils  being  caft^  out  by 
Vomit  and  Stool:  And  then  the  learned  Asahor  wifidf 
ohfervesi-'XhzX.  thefe  Paflages  are  the  fitteft  for  the 
Egrefs  of  fuch  unclean' Spirits  i-^  and  that  (tha* 
Devils  commonly  go  out  with  a  Stench)  in  thefe 
Cafes  they  are  expelled  with  a  more  than  ordinary 
fetid  Sfneli:'  Tis  true  thefe  Authorities  are  taken: 
only  from  Popijh  Writers,  and  therefore  may  not 
obtain  Credit  from  a  Froteftant  Reader  \  but  the 
Patient,  who  hath  fo  often  followed  their  Example^ 
miglit  for  once  have  taken  their  Prefcription. 

Hence

—  Wanted  toy^^  Sin  as  it  tvas^  but  feared  left  the 
Sight  fhould  ternfy  me  to  Death.  —  Satan  fo  im-  ib.p.9a^ 
pofed   upon  my  Undirfianding^  that  he  perfuaded 
me  to  Jbut  myfelf  up  in  my  Study y  ^till  I  could  do 
Good  with  ^iJingU  Eje^  This  Mr.  Wbttefeld  ex- 
plains elfewhere,  ''  Satan  kept  me  in  my.  Clofet  3  Jonnu 
near  fix  Weeks,  becauTe  I  could  not  do  any  Thing  P^^*  ^ 
with  a  Jingle  Intention  ;."  /.  e.  was  a  Hypocrite. 

Why  Satan  fhould  endeavour  to  cure  him  of  his 
Hypocrijyy  I  can't  conjeflure.  — But,  if  that  infernal 
Fiend  did  really  ufe  the  poor  Man  fo  unmercifully, 
or  if  a  lurong  Caufe  be  afligned  for  his  Diforders  i 
'tis  certain  he  has  fhared  with  many  Saint-like  Per- 
fons  in  theie  Calamities. 

As  to  <uffocation,  l^c,  "  One  Night  the  'wicked  Ribadcn- 
liend  did  what   he   could   to   choak  St.   Anthony,   P*  39i« 
prefling  his  Paw  upon  his  Throat.  —  At  Rome  thi»  IWd. 
malignant  Spirit  would  have  choakedSt.  Ignatius  in  ^  ^^ 
his  Sleep :  The  Holy  Man  awaking,  called   upon   jgnatii,  ' 
die  Name  of  Jefus  \  but  he  was  fo  koarfe,  and  his   p.  40f* 
Throat  fo  fore,  that  he  could  hardly  {peak  for  a 
Fortnight.    At  another  Time  tn/jo  Devils  lA^bipt  him 
cruelly  in  his  Bed. — The  <wicie/l  Fiend  would  often  Ribaden». 
throw  himfclf  upon  St.  Romualdus.,  as  he  was  lying  p.  J  80*. 
hi  his  Bed,  kneaded  him  ivitb  his  Knees,  and  preiTed 
fi)  heavily  upon  him,  as  almoll  to  fmother  him.  — « 
He  would  often  cry  out— G^,  thou  malignant  Ser- 
pents 
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Franc,      pent,  —  A  certam  Jefaif,  bemg  in  a  haimted  Hoafc, 
il*T^^   had  fcarce  fhut  his  Eyes,  but  he  fcfc  the  T>evtr^ 

HandX.'^xsg  him  by  the  Throat." — 
Mefling.        **  The  Frince  of  Darkmfe  ufcd  tO  fell  opoir  St 
^^\        Fatric  m  his  Sleep,  and  ta  lay  a  heoftr^  Stone  upm 
cap.  xa.    ^  Breajty — fb  as  to  deprive  hinr  of  all  Motim 
and  Senfation;   and  bring  a  Darknrfs  and  torpor 
open  him  for  feveral  Days,  *till  the  Saintj  by  cal- 
ling npon  Eiiasy  the  Prince  of  the  Frophets^  was  at 
length  relieved."

petually   plaguing   him    widi   noSlumal   Tcrrony 
Carfw"*  Noifes,  Dread  of  Thieves,  £ffc."— And  "  he  ufed 
^^    St.  Francis  in  the  fame  Manner,  always  diftuihing 
his  Reft  in  the  Shape  of  Mice  and  Rats.''

Franci',  who  was  but  a  fimplc  Man,  and  unde^ 
Pretence  of  fending  them  among  the,  Bejpiiali 
drew  the  Brethren  iviay  from  their  Prayei^  ^  bnf 
that  he  Ihould  Uve/niitariiy  in  the  Difivt.'  Thuj| 
Satan,  appearing  as  an  Angel  of  Lights  /"M'JJfS

Iiad  not  his  whole  future  Conduct,  his  uncharitable 
Charadters  and  Accufations  of  his  Brethren,  his 
indecent  and  rude  Treatment  of  his  Superiors  and 
Governors,  his  Vanity  and  proud  Boajlings,  his  un- 
warrantable and  high  Prefumptions,  h^s  obtruding 
spoil  Ihc  World  his  ovun  Fancies  for  Divine  Injpi- 
rations,  carrying  on  all  along  a  Nevj  Revelation 
agmnfi  the  Old  infacred  Writ,  and  thereby  deceiving 
many,  G*f .  —  had  not  all  this,  and  more,  rendered 
hiih  inexcujMe.  Ex'ciifei  are  fcarce  allowable  to 
fuch  Exorbitances. 

His    Companion,    Mr.   Sevoard,    has    likewife 
great  Ccrifli&s  vnth  Satan,      "   He  often  turned  joum. 
himfelf  into  ah  Angel  of  Light,  and  made  me  think  P«8-  *7 
Brefh&  WhiiefieWs  Zealvfzs  not  fo  great  as  my   *q*  ^^ 

O  z  cijun  \ 
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fvtm ; — which  Mr.  Whitefield  faid  was  Impetuofiiy-,-*^ 
Was  exercifed  with  flrong  itinvard  Trials,  fuch  as  I 
never  felt  before.  —  Satan  darting  in  fuch  burrid 
Thoughts ;  —  he  made  me  entertain  hard  Thoughts 
of  my  Brother  ; — exercifed  again  with  intwardCtm- 
fiSlSi  and  could  not  pray  for  my  Friends.     There 
feemed  a  Cloud  of  e<vil  Spirits  hovering  round  me, 
and  brought  my  Soul  to  tke  Depth  of  HelL  —  O ! 
the  horrid  Suggeftions,   that  Satan  has.  Day  after 
Day,  followed  me  with  ?  He  has  endeavoured  to* 
caft  a  Cloud  over  all  the  Manifefiations  I  have  had 
of  the  Dianne  Fa'vour,  —  Tho'  the  Lord  has  a 
Thoufand  Times  over  told  me,  that  he  loved  mt 
luith  an  E^verJafing  Lovs  j  yet  Satan  had  the  Impu- 
dence to  tell  me^  in  the  midll  of  my  Prayers^  that  I 
was   not  one  of  God''s  EleSf,  —  that  I  was  like 
Judasy — and  fhould  betray  Chrift. — He  is  generally 
fo  bufy  with  me  in  Prayer,  that  my  Time  is  chiefly 
fpent  in  keeping  him  off. — ^Thus  has  my  poor  Soul 
been  toffed  as  in  a  Tempeft,  'till  brougjit  almoft  to 
De/pair.  — Satan  bad  me  worfhip  him,  or  Stocb,  or 
Stones,  or  any  Thing  but  God,  —  One  remarkable 
Temptation  was,,  that,  knowing  how  little  Sleep  I 
allowed  myfelf, — ha  terrified  me  with  this  Scripture^ 
It  is  but  lofi  Labour  that  you  rife  up  early,  and  fit 
up  late,  and  eat  the.  Bread  of  Carefulnefs,     Here  he 
flopped,  —  for  it  was  Satan^%  Buiinefs  now  to  hide 
the  latter  Part  of  the  Text  from  me." 

This  is  the  fame  Mr.  Seward,  of  whom  Mr. 
y  Jonrn.  Whitefield  gives  fuch  a  particular  Account,  "  whofa 
pag.  81.  Circumftances,  both  before  and  in  his  Converfioii> 
much  refemble  thofe  of  St.  PauL  —  It  pleafed  God 
to  reveal  his  Son  unto  him,  and  to  caft  him  dowa 
to  the  Earth— by  eight  Days  Sicknefs  ;  in  which. 
Time  he  fcarce  ever  eat,  or  drank,  or  flept,  and

In  Reference  to  the  other  Aflaults  of  Satan  upon 
Ir.

moft  drove  him  to  the  Pit  of  DeJ^air,  —  One  p.  »7»' 
ight  an  infinite  Multitude  of  Devils  furrounded 
m,  filling  all  the  Air  with  their  ugly  Forms,  as 
many  black  Clouds  i    threaten  him  with  Death, 
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and  cany  him  away  ta  the  very  yaws  ej 
^ill  at  length  St.  Bartholomew  comes  to  his 
ance,  and  commands  them  to  carry  his 
Home."  Nov.  Legend,  AngL  FoL  169. 
Nor  can  Mr^  WeJIey  efcape  the  Attacks  < 
3  Joura.  infernal  Spirit,  "  Soon  after  receiving  an  Jj, 
F-30/ 31*  of  Forgivenefsy-^  The  Enemy  fuggefted,  Th 
not  be  Faith:  For  where  is  thy  Joy  ? — I  was 
buffeted  with  Temptations ;  but  cried  out^  an 
fled  away.  They  returned  again  and  aga 
The  Enemy  injedled  a  Fear,  If  thou  doft  I 
why  is  there  not  a  more  fenfible  Change  f  — 
fwered,  (yet  not  I)  That  I  know  not.  —  But 
any  Sort  of  Fear^  continued  the  Tempter,  a 
that  thou  doft  not  believe  ?" 

You  obferve  here  a  regular  Cowverfatioi 
Difcourfe  between  Satan  and  Mr.  WeJIey :  — 
Satan  Jpoke  to  Mr.  Whitefieldy  and  threat eneA 
"—Had  the  Impudence  to  Jpeak  to  Mr.  Sewan 
terrify  him  with  a  Paffage  in  Scripture.  Anc 
Letters,  where  "  the  Devil perfuades  them  to  go  no  fu 
—  and  they  have  great  Reafoning  vuith  Satan, 
And  does  not  this  give  too  much  Encourag 
to  the  many  fabulous  Tales,  with  which 
Legends  are  ftufFed,  of  vifeble  and perfonal  Appei 
of  Devils  to  their  Saints,  of  their  Combats  L 
Hand,  and  Difcourfes  in  an  articulate  Voice, 
True  ChathoUcs,  i.  e.  ignorant  and  creduloui 
|Ie,  firmly  believed  thefe  Tales.  The  Me 
/erhaps  are  not  much  vjifer ;  and  may  be  e 
ready  to  conllrue.  fuch  Expreffions  in  a 
Senfe. 

One  more  Satanical. Operation  I  fhall  men 
this  Place,  becaufe  Mr.  JVeJIey  was  concerned 
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He  sdates  tbe  Cafe  of  *'  feveral  breaklng-out  into  t  Jonnu 
Eoitid  Fits  of  Laughter  ;  —  buffeted  by  Satan  ^^'  ^ 
by  fuch  a  Spirit  of  Laughter^  as  they  could  in  no  J.3^^ 
wife  refift,  though  it  was  Pain  and  Grief  unto  them^ 
««Qne  laughing,  'till  ahnoft^r^^/^^;-— Some  were 
tffendedy  and  would  not  believe  but  they  could 
Ulf  laughingy  if  they  would :  —  But  God  fuffered 
Satan  to  teach  them  better..  They  were  fuddenly 
&ized  in  the  fame  Manner,  laughing  almofl  without 
ceafisg.  Thus  they  continued  for  t^o  Days,  sl 
Speftade  to  all.  —  And  both  himfe/f  and  Brother 
had  been  buffeted  in  the  fame  Manner,  when  they 
walked  out  to  fbg.  Pfalms  in  a  Meadow.  Nor 
could  they  poffibly  refrain,  tho'  ready  to  tear 
themfelves  in  Pieces ;  but  were  forced  to  go  Home, 
without  iinging  another  Line." 

Though  I  am  not  convinced  that  thcfc  Fits  of 
Laughing  are  to  be  afcribed  to  Satan ;  I  entirely 
agree  with  Mr.  Wejleyr  that  they  are  involuntary 
and  unavoidable  i  and  don't  in  the  lead  queftioa 
the  Fa^s.  Phyjical  Writers  tell  us,  that  Laughing- 
Fits  are  one  Species  of  a  Delirium^  attending  on 
fome  Dijiempers^  and  particularly  on  the  Hypochon- 
dria,  or  Spleen,  (the  principal  Ingredient  of  Enthu- 
fiafm)  called  by  fome  the  Organ  of  Laughter'^ 
whence  laughing  People  are  faid  to  'vent  their- 
Spleen,

among  Papifts,  But  they  were  very  commoiv 
among  the  French  Prophets  in  their  Agitations, 
Mr.  Aubrey,  in  his  Mifcellanies,  (Page  117)  relates 
the  fame  Thing  of  Oli'uer  CrcmFwelL  "  Oli'ver^ 
fays  he,  had  certainly  this  Afflatus,  One  that  was 
at  the  Battle  of  Dunbar  told  me  that  Oli'ver  was. 
carried  on  with  a  Di'vine  Jmpulfe :   He  did  laugh  (a

The 
Force  of  Diftemper  and  bodily  Diforder  will  eafily 
jiccount    for    moft    fack  dark    and    difconfolatc 
Thoughts.    A  difeafed  Melancholy  alone  will  fuffice, 
to  which  many  pious  and  well-meaning  People  are 
fubjeft.    Mr.  Wiutefield  himfelf  in  Effedl  imputes  it

And  we  may  look  upon 
Enthuftafm  as  a  Kind  of  Drunkennefs^  filling  and 
intoxicating  the  Brain  with  the  heated  Fumes  of 
fpirituous  Particles ;  but  no  fooner  do  the  Inebria* 
tion  and  Incalefcence  gooff,  but  a  Sinking  of  the 
Spirits,  a  Coldnefs  and  Dulnefs,  take  Place :  And 
the  lower  is  the  DepreJJion  in  proportion  to  the  pre- 
ceding Elevation, 

And  yet  thefe  vtry  Defertions  they  can  tiM  to 
Account  J  and  create  a  flronger  Notion  ax^t; 
their  Followers,  that  at  other  Times,  and  in  their 
high  Flights,  they  are  more  inunediately  inj^rtd^ 
and  receive  extraordinary  Supplies  from  Heaven.

— This  Traaio  truly  defcribes  the  AV 
ture,  Caufe$y  and  Kinds  of  Entbujiafm^  that  (were 
not  this  Difiemper  generally  attended  with  tYiefame 
Symptoms)  one  would  think  it  a  Prophecy  of  our  Fa- 
natical Methodifts. 

9.  Of  the  fame  Nature,  as  an  Interruption  to 
their  Progrefs,  and  genuine  Confequence  of  Enthu- 
fiafm^  may  be  reckoned  their  great  Inequality  and 
XJnfieadinefs  of  Temper  and  Condud ;  their  Ehbings 
and  FliFwings  of  Sentiments  and  Adlions  i  their 
yoyi,  Prefumptionsy  JJfuranciSy  &€•  cohtrafled  with 
various  Torments  and  Scruples  of  Confcitnce^  Relapfes, 
DeJpairingSy  &c.  Whereby  they  are  loil  and  per- 
plexed in  endlefs  Mazes  -,  and  their  Oifics  in  the 
Air  fhattered  to  Pieces. 

As  to  Mr.  Whitefieldi — After  \\\s  Jramcful  (I  mean 
JhameUfs)  Account  of  his  Struggles  between  Nature 
and  Grace,  and  his  Viciflitudes  of  the  Pra^lice  of 
Piety  and  Senfuality  j — and  his  preachirg  with  mo)  c 
or  lefs  Poi^ver,  8cc.  —  I  fee  not  much  of  his  decking 
Confcience.  He  fwims  fo  fecurely  on  tlie  Bladders 
of  his  Vanity y  as  to  be  in  little  Danger  0^  finhing. 
Something,  however,  of  tliis  Nature  appears  in 
his  Fifth  Journal,  p.  17 — 19.  But  Mr.  JVtfo^ 
a  Man  of  deeper  Reflection,  is  much  more  eni- 
barrailed,  and  tofled  up  and  down  with  cltcvnate 
Rijings  and  Fallings, 

And  he  has  often  "  taken  Occafion  to  dcfcribe  4  Jt^ma 
that  Wildemefs-Statey  that  State  q{  Doubts  and  Fears,   P^S-  3«- 
which  fo  many  go  through  after  they  ha^vc  received 
Remiifion  of  Sins."      Two  horrible  Inftances  of 
this  Cafe  he  gives,  "  of  Perfons  who,  after  maiy    li^fj.

Godiviil  direS  our  Path  by  Lot,  or  other  Means ; — one, 
who  was  almofl  perpetually  dipping  into  the  Bible 
for  fuch  Dire^ion  ;  and  one  of  intimate  Commu- 
nication with  the  Deity, ^"^  And  is  it  not Urange,  that 
fuch  a  one  (hould  be  deftitute  of  Means  to  re/olve 
his  ScruflesF  ihould  beever  2XFariance  'with  himjel^ 
and  find  no  Place  to  £x  his  Foot  ?  But  this  is  the 
Nature  of  his  Difeafi',  and  I  could  ran  the  Parallel

pretty  exaSi  Agreement ;  and  probably  conclude  the 
Methodift  to  be  as  true  a  Saint  as  the  Papijl ;  and 
like  to  produce  as  ufefula  Society. 
Burt.Vit.  My  firft  Parallel  fhall  be  the  glorious  Founder  of 
i^"fl"'  *^^  Jefuits,  taken  from  his  Life  by  Father  Bartolus. 
"  Manifold  were  Ignatius' s  Experiences  of  Perils ; 
but  none  more  capital,  or  more  troublefbme,  than 
his  Scruples,  It  fo  pleafed  God,  that  Satan  fhould 
fill  and  vex  his  Mind  with  infinite  Doidftings.  He 
flood  in  Fear  of  fome  great  Sin  in  whatever  he  did. 
The  liquid  Joys  too  of  his  inward  Man  were  dried 
up ;  his  Mind  difturbed  and  tofTed  with  Perplexities; 
rendered  unfit  for  thofe  divine  Draughts,  which  in 
its  ferene  State  it  had  drawn  from  Heaven.  More* 
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(^v«r,  6d^ai  ^ieft  m^re  gri^vvafly  Mtxiint^  whettlie" 
thought  vpmi  beawnfy  fiings.    And  this  was  kis 
OccupaekMi  by  Day  ani  Ni^t,  to  litigate^  'wrmgle^ 
and  ^e  ferfkM§d  'witk  kimfelf ;  whether  this  and 
tV>ther  were  not  Sins^  and  he  guiky  of  any.    And, 
die  more  he  ftrof  e  to  extrkate  himfelf,  ^  m6r#  was  • 
he  tntoH}^,^^!^  Ctmf^  fbrhad  him  to  g^  Ear 
tb  Struflet;  hvit  what  was  to  be  reckoned  a  Scrufle  • 
aferfed  new  Matter  of  zfamfukus  Enqmry ;  cveiy 
Thing  to  hCnds  thus  iU-aJMed  affording  Scrufie 
VAiSL  Ihuht.     So  that  he  diought  God  ivas  turned 
from  hkn ;  aad^  as  is  nftal  in  thefe  StreightB»  wonU' 
etemtdfy  hfttty^  hiin«  -—  Thos  did  the  lU'uih  wound 
him,  as  widi  fo  nany  Atrvwi\  demoliflung  his 
holy  Fkfi'  by  mnxions  ThoMgkiSy  and  depriving  him  of' 
his  coin  mid  fiUi  Confidence  in  God,  and  filial  Le^ut. 
Bntthis  was  their  chief  Aim^  to  drive  him  inio 
DeJ^atTf  and  make  him  put  an  End  \o  his  Life.  So- 
that  he  was  feongly  led  to  throw  himfelf  out  of 
^^  Window,    Then  he  ^^uld  needs  ;(?<?r<v#himfel^ 
'tiH  his  Cenfiffhr  made  him  return  to  his  u/ual  Re- 
frejhmenis,  —And  now  he  began  to  repice  as  a  Qnt- 
fueror :  But  icaree  were  t^o  Days  elapfed,  when  a 
new  unfbrefeen  Tempefi  arofe,  of  Scruples y  Diffidence^ 
Sadnefs^  and  DeJ^ahy  not  more  gende  than  the  Tor- 
ments of  the  Damned,  —  But  in  a  little  l^imo  this 
fecond  ^emfeft  ceafid.     The  Heaven  of  his  Mind  be- 
came calm  and  bright,  and  his  Alacrity  was  more 
copious  than  before.  —  God  gave  him  thefe  Expert- 
encesy  the  Difcipline  of  which  he  was  to  deli^ver  to 
others,  ^Certainly,   from  thefe  fo  different  and  oppo^ 
fite  Vicijfitudes  of  Soul y  the  itriguous  and  dry,  the- 
anxious  and  ficurey  the  fad  and  the  chearfuhy  he  be- 
came  fo  well  ikiUed  in  thofe  alternate   Motitmsy 
wherewith  riic  Divine   Goodnefs  aihatis  his  vumy 
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that,  when  ptbers  were  to  be  infir^Sidm  tliMj  A^ 
might  transfer  die  beft  Exaw^from  Hmfelf^ 

The  other  ParalUl  is  die  Seraphic  Virgin  St.  ft-- 
re/a ;  who  was  not  indeed  troubled  with  fiich  a  veiy 
fcritpulous  Confcience  as  the  former,  bat  was  a  laif 
of  a  very  dubious  CharaSer,  of  very  ufufual  tad 
defultory  CotuluS,  generally  ivofvering  hetweeu  the 
Saint  mid  the  Sinner ;  --*  and  that  according  to  the 
Account  of  Popijb  Authors,  What  follows  of  her 
is  tranfcribed  fhnn  her  Dfe  written  by  Rihadmmu 
kibadcn.  «  Atfoc^  OX  fe^fen^  Years  of  Age  Ihe  took  great 
^^88?*  ^e^g^^  in  reading  die  U'ves  of  the  Saints ;  which 
inflamed  her  with  a  Defire  of  Martyrdom:  At 
twehey  her  Mother  djfing,  (he  chofe  the  Virgin  Mary 
to  be  her  Mother,  But  the  Devi/^  envying  dieib 
happy  Beginnings,  made  her  relax  her  holy  Fa- 
voor,  by  redding  Romances,  wain  Compassions j  trim' 
ming  her  Hair,  and  ufing  Perjumes,  But  oar  Lord 
did  not  long  permit  thefe  Vanides,  but  ordered  her 
into  a  Monajiery ;  where  fhe  began  to  rejkme  her 
pious  Cufioms  ^  prayed  much,  defired  the  Prayers  of 
the  Religious,  but  did  not  nuhollj  deflre  to  be  one 
herfelf.  —  Being  twenty  Years  of  Age^,  fhe  enters 
into  the  Order  of  the  Carmelites  \  but  with  great 
Contradi^on  of  her  Soul,  Grief,  Refentment,  and 
Fain.  As  foon.as  fhe  had  taken  the  Habits  imme- 
diately ihe  had  great  and.  lafling  Joy^  and  the  i^- 
dity  of  her  Soul  went  oE  At  the  End  of  the  Year 
*  Ihe  made  her  ProfeJ/ion  with  Joy  and  Contentment, 
but  not  without  Difficulty,  on  account  of  ru^  Af 
faults  from  the  De^il,  She  had  not  been  long  in 
Religion^  before  (he  grew  familiar  with  Perfons  of 
dangerous  Connjerfationy  and  lefi  off  her  Prayer :  A 
Year  after  ihe  returns  to  her  Praj^er,  but  did  not 
.leave  off  h^  accufiomed  Connferfation..'^  A  Fifon  of 
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Cbrifi  nuomubJi  93uiHeU9pem^  hdped  her  towards 
leaving  off  her  imt  CmevtrfatiM ;  but  not  infiantfy, 
nor  etOinfy,  —  Bnt,  even  hifin  lurfull  Converfiotty 
ibmetimes  (he  would  be  carefiil  of  offending  Gtki 
for  a  Month,  or  a  Year.  —  She  was  thus  about 
itjinnty  Tears,  falling,  and  rifing  again,  without 
fill]/  enjoying  the  Confolations  of  God, — She  has  a 
Mw  Fear,  that  her  S*wietne/s  in  Prayer,  and  Suf- 
fen/km  of  her  Soul,  were  lUufions  of  the  Devil  And 
ibme  Servants  of  Ga/ judged  it  was  fo  indeed,  by 
leafbn  of  her  ImferfeSiom  i  GoeTs  Favours  being  in- 
emnpatihU  with  her  ISndof  Life  :  — And  it  aug^ 
mented  their  Sufpicion,  that,  tho*  fhe  had  been 
twemty  Tears  in  Prayer,  fhe  was  never  fufficiently 
dfon^ed.  Some  yefnits  however  aflure  her  all  was 
fiom  God.  After  this  ihe  was  in  a  Rapt,  wholly 
trasej^ried  out  of  herfelf,  and  heard  a  Voice  from 
the  Bottom  of  her  Soul,.  Ivaill  that  thou  ieave  thj 
Familiarity  imtb  Men,  andcowverji  with  the  Angels, 
From  that  Time  fhe  was  tvholly  changed  in  a  Moment, 
had  many  fublime  Fifons  and  Fifits  from  Chrifl  *, 
but  ftill  many  fufpeded  all  was  from  the  DeviL 
Things  were  faid  gready  fr^udicial  to  her  good 
Name ;  and  ihe  went  oa-r-under  great  Oppofiticm 
from  Men  and  Devils,  —  Novu  under  great  Aridities 
for  tvoenty-tvjo  Tears,  without  defiring  Comfort  ;•— 
then  feeling  high  Gufts  and  Confolations,  called  Unions  ; 
amorous,  fweet,  raging  Torments  of  Divine  Love  j 
taken  by  the  Hand,  and  dandled  by  St.  Dominic ; 
—  dies  by  the  Force  of  Divine  Love,  —  is  ca* 
nonized,  fcff." 

Thus  ftands  the  Account  from  as  true  a  Catholic, 
and  xealous  Jeftdt,  as  ever  wrote.  And  what  follows 
has  a  more  authentic  Seal,  atteded  by  Infallibility  in 
the  Roman  Breviarji,  0&.  15 ;  and  efpedally  in  the 
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Aih  of  her  Omadxmthm  by  Gregory  XV.     TIs  m

Rom.  1638.  And,  tho'  it  may  ieem  a  Digreffiejty  it 
aflbrdsy  altogether,  a  joft  Nodon  of  a  complete  Po- 
fijb  Saint,  and  helps  on  die  Comparifon  'withMetbo^ 
Afiical  SaiMtfibif. 

*•  At  the  Trnktrfire-ordahud  fy  G^d,  he  raifodnp 
a  mew  Deborah,  the  perpetual  Vrrgim  Tere/a,  the  E^ 
aadEle^y  to  be  njoorfiipped  and 'venerated  by  Papal 
JptfioUcal  Attthof^tj :  —  Goi/ having  poured  ootdie' 
Mundance  of  his  Spirit  apon  his  Handmaid. — ^When- 
hot  a  CIM,  by  rea^g  the  Aas  6fthe  Martyrs,  fli6 
burned  with  Defire  to  go  into  J^ca,  and  fred  her 
Blood  for  Chrifl,  A  twenty  fhe  e/pot^edhttU3S  W 
Chrlft ;  and  for  twenty -tnvo  Tears  bor&  widi  invin-- 
dble  Padence  the  moft  grievous  Di/^a/es  andTemp' 
rations,  without  any  Refi*efhment  of  fupemettwral 
Con/olations.  She  was  fo  fully  convinced  of  die-Tmdi- 
of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  all  the  DoOrines  of 
Popery,  that  (he  often  faid,  ilynsLS  not  poffibltr  to  ha^ 
a  greater  Certitude  of  any  thing.  By  this  Faith, 
fte  had  foch  a  clear  Sight  of  ChrifTs  real  Prifence  in 
the  Eucharifl,  that  (he  envied  not  thofe  who  had 
ifccn  hira  on  Eardi.  —  She  was  often  in  Ecflaftes, 
and  fnatched  up  to  die  Fruition  of  Heaven  npon 
Earth,  Cbrift  wonderfully  filled  her  with  nfiom 
arj  Re'velaiions  I  he  came  and  efponfed  her  by  a 
Blngi  and  faid,  Hencefirtb  I am'^Uholly yostrs,  and 
you  wholly  mine.  —  Nothing  could  exceed  her  Lne 
e^G.^;    for  fhe   diedhy  the  intolerable   Fire  of  it. 

She  fo  ftr^y  obferved  her  /W  oj^  Obedience,  diat, 
bjC  their  Con^mand  fhe  /W/p  derided  and  canteLd 
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her  heofvenly  Spoufe,  ^hen  he  made  her  a  Vifit ;  — • 
not  withoat  being  rewarded  for.  this  profound  Obi- 
tHence :  And  (he  was  wont  to  fay,  Thatjhe  might  h$ 
decei'ved  as  to  di/ceming  a  Fifion^  or  Revelation  \  but 
xould  not  he  deceived  in  obeying  her  Superiors,  —  She 
was  fuch  a  Lover  of  Poverty,  that  fhe  always  chofe 
the  'vi/efi  Habit  ;  and  if  at  any  time  fhe  ^wanted 
NeceJpmeSf  fhe  would  mamjelloujly  rejoice,  exult,  and 
gi^ve  7'iuzffij.'— She  excelled  particularly  in  the  Virtue 
of  nndefikd  Chaftity  ;  preferving  an  Angelical  Purity, 
vnjpotted,  from  Childhood  to  Death.  —  Such  was 
her  Humility,  that,  when  filled  with  the  fat  Things  of 
Divhte  Graces,  fhe  would  often  cry  out  to  God  to 
pat  an  End  to  thefe  Bleffings,  and  not  To  foon  to 
forget  her  Sins.    She  moft  ardendy  thiriled  after 
Contusnelies,  Derifions,  and  Sufferings;  it  being  her 
MettOy  Either  tofaffer  or  die,  —  She  was  fo  watered 
^th  ^  Showers  of  Cekftial  Wifdom,    that  fhe 
^wreie  B9oks  of  Myftic  Theology,  and  undertook  the 
ftefhrmtOum  of  Women  and  Men, — She  builds  Mona^ 
fitries  wthout  Money,  or  Income ; — ^works  numerous 
Miracles  by  her  Merits  and  Inter cejjions ;    curing  ?e- 
*oers,  bfc»  in  a  Moment ;  dies  With  a  Crucifix  in  her 
Hinn/;—- her  Soul  is  feenfying  oufof  her  Mouth,  in 
the  Sisape  of  a  little  ivhite  Dove,  and  mounted  up  to 
Heaven  ;  —  many  Nuns  and  Religious  faw  her  in  a 
high  Degree  of  Ghry  above ;  as  another  had  feeii 
Ac  Lord Chrift fitting  by  her  Bed-fide,  whilealive.— 
Her  dead  Body  was  farprizingly  beautiful  and  odori- 
ferous^ by  the  Odor  of  the  Ointments  viheren/jith  her 
moft  hofy  Body  vjas  perfumed  by  our  Lord;    and  it 
remains  oekrosss  and  uncorrupt  to  this  Day,^^   So  glo*

Dhri&las,  QoairelS)  perpetual  Broils,  Confofions,  and 
mutual' CondemnatioBs ;  with  various  other  Irrega- 

krities  ;lrid  Vices. And  fuch  is  the  Cafe  with 

the  ReUgiem  Orders  in  the  Romi/h  Commumon : 
Each  of  them  is  the  hefi,  fuUeft  of  Sainfs,  and 
moft  adapted  to  prohkote  GeiTs  Glory ;  all  are  bate- 
ful  emd  bating  one  another ;  and  all  firmly  united  in

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tt/fj  bttt  imfriffidoH  their  Hearts,  —  1(  thefc  Im^ 
frejpons  be  received  as  the  Rule  ofASHon,  ^inftead  of 
the  Written  Word,  I  know  nothing  fo  *wicked  tmi- 
ahfurdhMt  we  may  fall  into,  and  that  nmtbout  Re^ 
mei^r  Thefc  are  Mr.  mjUy'^  Words,  who  like-

Animal  Spirits,  —  Toung  Con-verts  are  veiy  apt  to* 
afcribe  to  the  Operation  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  what  is  ow* 
kg  to  the  Mechanifm  of  the  Body,  i—  The  Hafty,  the* 
Carelefs  and  Unguarded  are  in  moft  Danger  of  being* 
carried  away  with  falfe  Joys,  zxA  imaginary  Tranf 
pprts,""'    See  Church's  Farther  Remarks,  P»  128,  129. 

You  fee  here  how  the  Force  of  Truth  will  fome- 
times  break  out,  among  other  Eruptions  of  thefe  Fa- 
natical Heads ',  and  extort  z.  Obnfejffion  of  the  very- 
Things^  of  which  their  Adverfanes  have  accufed

Many  Uamed  ff^riters  have  ihewn,  that 
as  Enthufiafiic  and  Superfitious  Perfons  are,  in  many 
Cafes,  prone  to  Atheifm  \  fo  Atheifm  often  partakes 
of  Enthufiafm  and  Superfition ;  —  and  that,  like  Ice 
and  Water,  they  beget  one  another.  Dr.  H.  I^lore\ 
firft  Se3ion  againft  Enthfiafm  ftiews  "  the  great 
Affinity  and  Correfpondency  betwixt  Enthufiafm 
and  Atbii/m ;  which,  though  they  feero  extremely 
opfofitet  yet  in  many  Things  very  nearly  agree  i 
and  are  commonly  entertained  fuccef/pvely  in  the 
fme  Br$afi.  For  that  Temper  which  difpofes  a 
Man  to  liften  to  the  magiflerial  Dilates  of  an  o^er* 
hearing  Tancf^ — very  eaiily  gives  Harbour  to  this

But  all  who  fubmit  not  to  their  Jpecial  DJ/^enJation 
of  Methadifm,  "  They  are  inffired,  taught  of  God, 
font  hy  God,  upon  GodU  Errand,  to  make  a  Tender 
of  his  lajl  Offers,  his  lafl  Call  to  a  guilty  Land. 
The  Jpparatiu  of  Providence  in  employing  the  two 
Wejleys  is  furprizing ;  they  can't  devife  what  Man- 
ner of  Men  would  be  more  unexceptionable  on  all 
jfccomas. — AU  their  Oppofers  are  labouring  heartily 
in  the  Caufe  of  Hell,  Thofe  who  would  hinder 
People  fiY}m  joining  them,  or  would  bring  them 
back,  are  moft  inexcufable;  they  are  Blajphemers, 
openly  £ght  againft.  God,  £ght  under  the  DeviPs 
Banner,  are  taking  Part  mjith  the  Devil  againfi  God. 
«—  Some  Honourable  Oppofers,  whom  they  defire  to

From  feveral  of  thefe  Particulars  we  ihould  be 
juftified  in  turning  Mr.  We/Ieys  own  Expreflion  4  Journ.

dom,  but  Independency J*^  And  yet,  notwithllanding 
fuch  Mijtehofviour,  they  bitterly  comjJain  of  the 
Clergy  and  Uni'verfities,  for  oppofing  their  Proceed- 
ings; and  are  furprized  that  every  Man  in  his 
Senfes  don't,  without  the  leaft  Heiitation,  join  them. 

Let  as  now  fee  whether  they  have  not  Precedents, 
according  to  -Cuflom,  among  their  old  Friends. 

Pope  Gregofy  relates  in  his  Dialogues,  "  That  St.   Lib.  i,

proved  his.  Licence  from  a  Vijion  of  an  Angel,  put- 
ting a  Lancet  into  his  Mouth,  and  faying,  Behold, 
I  have  put  my  Words  into  thy  Mouth  \  go  forth  and 
preacb.''\    From  that  Time  he  could  not  hold  his 
Peace.

HaU.  —  Several  Bijhofi  publiihed  E^ms^  forbidding 
either  him  or  his  to  preach  in  their  Diocefe%  and 
die  /linking  black  Cloud  of  the  Sorbonne  borft  opgil. 
diem.<— And  as  few  can  bear  a  Cen/or  of  their  Mm* 
ners,  the  Minds  of  the  C/ergy  were  alienated  fioa. 
the  Society^  as  intruding  itSsif  into  their  Fm^mf

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and  of  i^mr  own  Will  contriving  to  ere£k  a  Semi' 
nary^  umgrahfii  and  fr^wBcial  to  the  Mimfirj^  and.

Bat  IffuUitu  and  Company^  by  the  Jpecial  Fofvour 
and  Direffion  ofHeoFuen^  were  too  ciaming  for  them ; 
and  by  profefling  themfdves  entirely  at  the  Popis 
Devititm^  and  his  Standard^Bearers  agednft  Heretics^ 
they  -gained  their  Ends^  and  obtained  of  Gregory 
XIII  that  Golden  Bull,  allowing  the  Religious  among 
*  them,  who  were  Priefisy  to  hear  QonfeJJumsy  and 
eren  thoTe  not  in  Orders  to  preach  wherever  they 
pkafed.  Attend,  while  the  Bull  is  fpeaking*  "  In  Bullor. . 
Virtnc  of  the  Pri<vilege  granted  to  your  Society  by  ^°^  J'» 
Paul  lU,  that  whoever  of  you  is  ft,  and  deputed 
by  the  Redor  of  the  Society,  may  publickly  preach 
the  Word  of  God  \  and  thofe,  who  are  Priejis,  may 
hear  the  Omfejfions  of  the  Faithful  of  both  Sexes ; 
from  which  Time  your  Religious,  who  were  ft  to 
preachj  though  not  initiated  into  Holy  Orders,  have 
preached  here,  and  there,  and  e^ery  wohere :  Yet,  be- 
canfe  an  impertinent  Doubt  has  arofe,  whether  the 
Privilege  of  Preaching  comprehends  thofe  who  are 
not  erdmned'y  We,  in  order  to  remove  this  Scruple, 
by  the  Authority  of  thefe  Prefents,  declare  and  de- 
cree. That  every  one  of  you,  though  not  promoted 
to  Holy  Orders,  both  had  Power,  and  harve  Power, 
in  Virtue  of  that  Pri^vihge,  to  exercife  the  Office 
of  a  Pfnacher:  StridUy  inhibiting  all  and  lingular 
OnlS»MrA,  and  all  others  invefted  with  any  £jnd 
of  Powet,  not  to  dare  to  hinder  or  moleft  2J\y  one 
of  you,  upon  any  Pretence.

Having  mentioned  the  Irregularities  of  fome 
T^lethodijis  at  the  Communion ;  I  muH  in  Jufiict  own, 
that  the  moft  Part  of  them  behaved  vtryfirioitfy 
and  de^Gutlj :  Some  indeed  carrying  Matteis  to  an 
Extreme,  and  into  a  Sort  of  Ecftafy ;  fo  as  to  be 
quite  infeniible  of  the  Minifiers  Tender  of  the 
Bread  and  Ifine,  'till  fpoken  to,  or  pulled  by  the 
Sleeve,  Which  I  find  to  be  no  uncommon  Thing 
among  the  Popi^j  Entkujlajis.  And  we  have  autbetttic 

Prev.  Tejlimony  concerning  St.  Alcantara,  that  he  not  only 
was  in  fucli  Ardour  of  Spirit  himfelf,  but  induced 
others  to  be  in  a  Rapture  and  Ecjlajy  at  the  Sacra- 
ment, As  to  the  Irreverence  of  pocketing  the  Bread, 
inftead  of  eating  it ;  —  U'e  read  in  tiieir  Books  of 
D^emonolo^y,  and  particularly  in  the  Malleus  Male- 

p.  i%$,  fcarum,  "  'tis  to  be  remarked,  that  Witches^  or 
SorcereJJes^  when  they  communicate,  have  this  Cuflom, 
if  they  can  do  it  without  being  oh/erved,  to  bide  tbe 
Body  of  tbe  Lord  under  their  Tongue,  ihHead  of  fwal' 
lowing  it ;  with  a  wicked  Purpofe,  and  to  rcfervc 
the  Hoji  fcr  'wicked  Ufes:'  But  I  drop  the  Cem* 
parifon  any  farther  than  as  to  the  irreverent  Fait ; 
and  affure  the  Methodifs,  that  I  would  by  no 
Means  fo  much  as  infuiuate  a  Sujpicion  of  their  be- 
ing Witches,  or  Sorcerers,  or  employing  the  Bread 
to  badUfes. 

Under  this  Head  may  not  improperly  be  con- 
iidered  their  undutiful  Behaviour  to  the  GiU  Powers^ 
and  even  flying  in  the  Face  of  the  Highefi  Autho- 
rity in  tie  Nation,  One  of  Mr.  We/leys  Hearers 
was,  it  feems,  prcjjed  fcr  a  Soldier :  Upon  which

Tenets.  In  general,  they  are  all  together  by  the 
Ears,  embroiled  and  broken  with  Unchrijiian 
parrels  and  Confufions* 

Mr.  Whitefield  fadly  laments  '^  the  Divifions  that 
arofe  amongil  God'^s  People ; — how  maitrf^  who  con- 
tinued amongil  them  for  a  while,  in  Time  ofTemptation 
fall  arwerf  ;  — -  how  thofe  who  would  have  plucked 
out  their  Eyes^  and  given  them  to  hiniy  become  his 
'Enemies ;  —  how  t'wo young  Men  in  particular,  once   %  Jouni, 
Leaders  of  the  Religious  Society ^  are  {moA  fallen  back ;   P'  ^3* 
and  our  Brethren^  who  have  fallen  into  Errors ^  have   p.  91. 
Uft  us  voluntarily." 

The  impetuous  Mr.  Seward  complains  of  the 
unpetoous  Mr.  Wathen ;  "  who  being  too  eager  in  Journ. 
teaching  odiers,  and  reproved  for  it,  was  influenced  ^''  ^^ 
by  SeUan  of  a  fudden  to  cafi  awaj^  Ins  Confidence, 
as  if  all  the  Work  of  God  in  his  Soul  had  been  a 
Deiufion. — ^AndMr.^.  aFollower  of  Mr.  Whitefield,  p.  17, 
was  (kdly  fallen  away,    and  oppofed  him;    and 
many  were  offended.** 

Mr,  Wefiey  runs  more  in  this  Strain ;  his  Fourth 
Journal  being  moftly    taken  up  in    enumerating 
their  Wrath,   DrJ/entions,    and  Jpojiafies,  —  "  At    3  Journ* 
Oxford,  hut  afevj,  who  had  not  forfaken  them  ;  —  P-M^^s* 
many,  in  whom  the  Seed  had  nvithered  a^w^ :  — 
Out  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  only  t>vo  left,  not  one  4,  journ. 
continued  to  attend  daily  Prayers -,  the  few  once  P-  9*' 
united  now  torn  afunder,  and  fcattercd  abroad,  —  At   P.34,36. 
London,  the  poor  Brethren  at  Fetter  Lane  in  great 
Confufion  'f  —  the  Plague  <u'at  fpread  to  the  little  So-   P.  S. 

citty.— 
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her  not  to  partake  of  the  LordU  Supper  any  men:, 
4  Joum.  f^^ce  (he  fed  upon  Chrift  continually.*'  —  "  At  the 
P'S-  ^7.  -^^tfi^gham  Society,  the  Room  not  half  full,  which 
ufed  to  be  crowded  :  ^—  Not  one  Perfon  who  came  m 
ufed  any  Pra^^er  at  all ;  but  e<very  one  began  either 
talking  to  his  Neighbour,  or  looking  about  him  : 
When  I  began  to  pray,  there  was  a  general  SurpHztt 
none  once  offering  to  J^neel,  but  all  ftanding  in  die 
nwft  eaj^  and  indolent  fofture.  I  afterwards  looked  for 
one  of  our  Hymn-Booksj  upon  the  Dejki — but  bodi  • 
thaty  and  the  Eibkt  were  'vamjhed  away.  And  in 
the  Room  lay,  7h  MoroFvian  Hymns,  and  the 
Count'' s  Sermons^  [i.  e.  Count  Zinxendorf,  the  Mo* 
radians  BiflfopJ] —  One  Thing  laid  to  the  Charge 
P.  X06.  of  the  Moravians  is  as  follows ;  *'  Some  of  our 
Englijh  Brethren,  who  are  joined  with  yours,  have 
faid  openly,  you  will  never  have  Faitb,  'till  yea 
leave  off  running  about  to  Church,  and  Sacraments, 
and  Societies.  Another  of  them  has  faid,  in  his 
Public  Expounding,  as  many  go  to  Hell  by  Praying 
as  by  Thieving.  Another,  I  knew  one,  who 
leaning  over  the  Back  of  a  Chair,  received  z^ai 
Gift.  But  he  mud  kneel  down  to  give  God  Thanks. 
So  he  loft  it  immediately ;  and  I  know  not  whether 
he  will  ever  have  it  again.  And  yet  another ;  you 
have  loft  yowtfirft  Joy ;  therefore  you  pray :  That 
is  the  Devil.  You  read  the  Bible  :  That  is  die 
Devil.     You  Communicate  :  That  is  the  Devil.^ 

Thefearey&z«^  {for  I  could  produce  many  more]  of 
the  Moravian  Tenets.  And  what  can  be  more  grating 
to  a  Chriftian  Ear,  or  more  (hocking  to  the  Mind\ 
what  more  impious,  than  to  pronounce  all  the  Ord- 
nances of  Religion,  Prayers,  Thankfgivings,  Sacra- 
ments, reading  the -5/^/p,  &c.  to  he  Diabolical  Per- 
formances ?  One  woxjid  iia?L^iv^  thcY  wally  believed 
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Ac  Dreams  of  thofc  ?ofifl>  fanatics^  who  tell  us,   Mcd^ 
tikat  the  Divtl  has  fometimes  fubmitted  to  thcTe   ^"S- 
Ordinances ;  that  he  has  even  perfuaded  People  to  p.  ^* 
goto  Mafs  and QmfeJJion \ — has  been  found  out   M. Par's, 
fing^ig  at  MijfM  *among  the   Monks ;  —  and  (as   P*  ^^• 
Madam  Bourigwm  relates)  that  the  De^il,  concealed  ^^j'<* 
in^fSie  Shape  of  a  Monk,  preached  a  mofl  excellent  p,",^"!* 
SermiM  on  the  yoys  ofHearven,  and  Torments  pfHefl: 
Bot  being  difcovered  before  he  went  off,  and  afked 
the  Reafon  of  his  Freeuhingfo  woelly  gave  this  Rea- 
fim  ;  that  'he  was  fure  the  Auditors  would  not  be 
perfnaded  by  it,  and  fo  would  more  eiFedlually  be 

iemnid. 

Mr.  Wejley  will  probably  fay.  What  is  all  this  to 

me?  Muft  I  be  anfwerable  for  the  MoroFviam, 
agarnft  whom  I  have  fo  often,  and  zealoufly, 
frioched  tmd  ^written  ?  And  this  Plea  is  true  in  a 
great  Meafore ;  efpecially  fince  he  and  the  Mora- 
viwu  quarrelled.  But  TVho  at  the  fame  Time 
g^ves  the  Monevians  a  Box  on  the  Ear  with  one 
Hand,  and  embraceth  them  with  the  other  ?  Who 
firft  brought  over  this  ^wicked  Generathny  and  en- 
couraged them  afterwards  ?

It  would  be  throfUng  my  Sickle  too  mnch  mt^t 
another  Man's  ^arvell,  and  doing  what  has  beea 
done  better  already  by  abler  Hands,   to  fhew  what 
an  ill  Afpedi  and  Influence  fome  of  their  PecmUarities 
and  fenets  have  upon  'virtuous  Pra^ice^  —  Such  a$ 
:tho(e  fudden  and  inflantaneous  Calls  and  Conperfans^ 
which  the  Methodifis  are  trained  up  to  expeA,  and 
wait  for  in  Quietnejs  ;  whence  they  are  naturally 
led  to  negledl  the  Means  of  Sakfotion,  all  gradu^ 
Improvement,  and  Gro^wing  in  Grace : — The  pre- 
fumptuous  Dodtrine  of  AJfurances  of  Pardon  and 
Salvation,  prefent  and  future ;   a  Arong  Imagina- 
:tion  and  fuppofed  Feeling  of  which  will  fill  th^ 
Yi&zidL  mt\i  fpiritual  Pride  I  and  induce  a  fidieand 
fatal  Security^  to  the  Negled  of  future  EndfOfoours, 
— Impul/es,   IpipreJ/ionsy  fancied  In^ration  andRtve- 
lations ;  which,  being  made  the  Rule  of  Duty^  will 
make  them  as  confident  in  'wrong  Bra^ce,  as  in 
right ;  and  prefumed  upon,   as  certainly  coining 
from  Heaveny  will  of  Courfe  lead  them  into  dan- 
gerous Errors  of  Judgment  and  Behaviour. — That 
iifimmit  of  Arrogance^  a  Claim  of  Mnfisming  Per- 
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fi^ioHy  and  abfelaM  Freedom  from  Corruption^ 
which  is  the  PrMkge  of  our  Redeemed  alone ;  and 
from  which  I  may  fafely  affirm  the  Methodip  are 
at  a  wide  Diflance :  Whence  thofe  ^arm  Heads^ 
whkh  in  Imag^iation  have  attained  it,  or  are  juH 
fxfm%  hold  of  it,  will  arrive  oidy  to  the  mod  £n^ 
thufiaftic  Pbrenfas ;  and  thofe  of  a  lefs  fanguine 
Spirit  will  be  tempted  to  give  over  the  Purfuit/ 
hecomt  dejperate,  or  t^xrn  Libertines. — 

To  which  may  be  added,  —  that  the  Folitnvers, 
perfnaded  that  thidr  Teachers  {peak  from  Gody  and 
are  immediately  fent  upon  bis  fTork,  will  find  litde 
Inclination  to  difpute  any  of  their  Do^rinesy  or 
boggle  at  their  Examflesy  how  immoral  or  unfcrip- 
fural  ieever.  The  MountebanlCs  Infallible  Pre/crip- 
fiOKs  muft  be  fwallowed,  whatever  be  the  Confe- 
quence,  thou^  they  die  for  it.  Let  us  fee  if  there 
be  na  Danger,  The  Mora^vian  Methodifis  fland 
Mfeffedfy  guilty,  beyond  all  Meafure  and  Modefy^ 
•f  tnonpling  down  Morality  ;  teaching  Juftificatioh 
ty  Foitb  alone^  not  only  to  the  Bxclujion,  but  Con» 
dernnaiion^  of  ^Good  Works  ;  and  Multitudes  of  the 
Wejt^ans  have  been  infedled  with  the  Plague. 

yix,  WeJUy  often  accufeth  the  Morannans  "  of  4  Joam. 
jaBngGuilef  and  defending  the  lanufulnefs  of  it;  a***'^V 
ef  teaching,  not  to  do  temporal  Good,  nor  to  at- 
tempt ^o\n%fpiritual  Good  \  — as  not  likely  to  come 
to  any  true  Foundation ;  —  grounded  on  a  faith 
which  is  without  Works ;  —  of  faying,  that  good 
Works  are  the  greateft  Hindrance  of  coming  to 
Cbrifti — ^and  that,  \ill  the/e  Works  are  laid  afide,  no 
Man  can  receive  Faithr 

Among  the  Societies  of  Methodifsy  he  finds  *'  a  P.  39,40; 
general   Temptation  prevail   of  leaming  off  good

Uft  any  Man  Jhould  boafi.     For  we  are.  created  in 
Chrift  Jefus.  unto.  Good  Works,  —  [Thefe  are  the 
Works  of  the  GoJ^LY  I  havcL.this  from  Dr.  Heylin  ; 
who  adds,  '*  I  have  judged  it  neceflary  to  take  No«> 
tice  of  an  Error,   which  has  been    mifchievoufly 
fjpread,  and  incautioufly  admitted,  that  the  Works  of 
the.  Ltewy  w[id.good  Werks^  are  the  farne^"'— - 
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What  IS  odu^rwife  Matter  of  Controveriy,  fiems 
to  rae  either  'wrangling  about  Words^  or  pAving  the 
Way  to  dangerous  Delufiom.     In  the  mean  Tiiiic» 
*tis  fomediii^  firange,  (if  among  Metbo£Jh  and 
Tapifts  any  thing  can  ht  ftrangt)  that,  aftor  (b  many 
and  unanfwerable  Writings  of  our  Drvints-  againft^ 
die  Merit  of  good  Works,  we  fhoukl  be  charged 
with  letting  too  high  a  Fahte  upon  them  ;  and  that 
the  MetboiUftSi  who,  in  Agreement  with  Papiftfy 
taUc  of  arriving  at  PerfidtoUy-zxiA  an  unjinmng  Stale,- 
Ihould  fo  undervalue  and  MJ^age  them  ;'  —  mikft* 
they  mean  a  Perfe^on  deftitute  of  good  Works* 

We  might  produce  various  Infiances  of  Entimfiafts 
among  Pafifisy  &c.  fuch  as  thofe  MentUcant  Frfirs^ 
die  fratricelliy  the  Alumbrado^s  or  UlttmhuUi  of 
Spain  i  wlio  were  2qS  Maintainers  of  PerfeBku ; 
in  which  Situation  they  were  ahot>€  Ordinances 
of  Church  or  Statey  above  the  Exercife  of  moral 
Virtues  ;  looked  on  natural  Inclinations  as  indifferent 
Things ;  and  fo  deemed  unclean  Mixtures  as  no  Sinr, 
Tis  to  be  hoped  not  many  of  our  MethoSfts  will 
be  carried  to  thefe  Lengths.  £ut  they  may  be  put 
Wbrkt,  in  Mind  of  Bifhop  Stillingfleet\  Words  j  «  Tw  an* 
rtfi  c4  ^^y  ^vf  of  Salvation,  if  no  more  were  required 
to  Men's  Happinefs  but  a  Fancy  andftrong  O^rnoUf 
which  they  will  eafily  call  Believing,  —  Such  as- 
make  no  other  Condition  of  the  Gojpel  hut  Believing^ 
and  will  fcarce  allow  that  to  be  called  a  ConStion^ 
ought  to  have  a  great  Care  to  keep  their  Hearts 
founder  than  their  Heads.:  For  their  only  Security 
will  lie  in  this,  that  tbey  are  goody  though  they  fee 
no  Necejffity  of  being  fo.  And  fuch,  of  all  others,  I 
grant,  have  Reafon  to  acknowledge  the  IrrefiJKhk 
Power  of  Din/ine  Grace,  which  enables  them  to 
ohej  the  Will  of  God  againft  the  J>iaates  of  theip

that,  one  Time  or  other,  immoderate  Vtcioufnejs  will 
rebound  into  their  Enthujiajiic  Madnefs. 

To  proceed :  Without  infifting,  as  an  Encourage- 
ment to.Sm,   on  Mr.  IVeJleys  Defcription  of  "  the  4  Jo"™- 
State  of  thofe  whahave  Forgivene/s  of  Sins,  but  not  ^'^^'^  * 
a  clean  Heart,  even  a  Heart  defperately  inched  j  *— 
yet  need  not  doubt,  or  fear ;"  — Let  me  infert  here 
a  pretty  remarkable  PafTage  of  his ;  which,  though 
perhaps  not  any  OhftruBion  to  Methodifm,  is  evi- 
dently fo  ta /^^/^xr,  and.  a  good  Life  I  **  I  heard  a   3  Joonu 
Zermom,  wherein  it  was  aiferted,  that  our  Repen-  P-7^»79» 
tance  was  not  Sincere,  but  Feigned  and  Hypocri- 
tical, \ft.  If  we  relapfed  into  Sin  foon  after  re- 
penting :  Efpecially  if,  zdly,  we  did  not  arvoid  all 
OccafioHS  of  Sin  ;  or  if,  ^dlj,  we  relapfed  frequently ;    ' 
and  moft  of  all,  if,  ^hly,  our  Hearts  luere  hardened 
thereby."    One  would  think  this  no  bad  Divinity : 
But  it  (eems  not  a  Word  of  it  is  true.  For  he  adds, 
"  O  what  a  Hypocrite  have  I  been  (if  this  be  fo) 
for  neat  T<ivice  Ten  Tears  f  But  I  knovu  it  is  not  fo." 
He  i|  at  Liberty  to  fpeak  for  himjelf;  but,  I  ap- 
prehend, has  no  Authority  to  include  every  one ;. 
notwithflanding  his  Poiitivenefs.     '*  Iknovj  every 
one  under  the  Lofw  is  even  as  I  was.     Every  one 9 
when  he  be^ns  to  fee  his  fallen  State,  and  to  feel

Mapy  Authors  have  ihewn  a  naturml  Connexion 
between  Enthufiafm  emd  Impurity.     And  'tis  obferv- 
aUe  in  Fa^l^  that  a  Multsflidty  of  Wives^  and  pro- 
mifcoout  Ufe  of  Women,  has  been  the  Favourite 
Timet  of  moft  Famttical  Seas :  —  The  Nicolaitsms^ 
Gmftics^    Montanifts^    Valentinians^    &c.     Some    of 
whom  have  maintained  it  not  merely  as  Lawful^ 
bat  as  necejpary  to  Ferfe&ion :  •*  It  was  the  grand 
Allurement  to  embrace  Mahwncti/m :  -«  Was  the 
pro&fled  Dodrine  of  modern  Fntbuftafts ;  as  John 
of  Uyden^  Deevid  George  &c.  who  warmly  taught  Df.More; 
that  no  Man  was  confined  to  one  Woman  \  but  that  S?**^ 
Procreation  was  ?l  fru  Thing,  in  common  to  all 
that  are  hem  agMn^  or  regenerated  by  the  Spirit  of 
D^md  George :  -^  Was  zealoufly  inculcated  and  de* 
fended  in  Prints  as  well  as  exemplified  in  Praaite^ 
by  Mr.  Latyt  ib  famous  among  the  French  Prophets ; 
whofe  Mantle  has  been  taken  up  by  /^— «  H-^. 
And  all  of  them  were  fond  of  employing  the  Sex 
as  their  Bmijffaries,  to  prepare  the  Minds  of  their 
Acqueuntance  for  Cowverfion, 

llQ9f  the  Cafe  ftands  in  Faa,  as  to  the  Number 
of  Concerts  among  the  Methodiftsy  and  real  Refor- 
mation of  Life  to  the  certain  and  known  t)utics  of 
t\ifi*  Gfijpel,  is  Matter  of  difficult  Determination. 
But,  from  what  Enqtdry  I  can  make,  there  is  no

Such  I  take  for  g^:anted»  fays  he,  i 
among  ns,  akho'  we  purge  them  out  as  i 
can ;  Perfons  that  talk  much  of  Religion,  di 
mendxSit  Preachers,  perhaps  are  diligent  in  i 
them ;  read  all  their  Books,  and  fing  their  J 
and  yet  no  Quu^eti  wxDught  in  their  Hearts, 
they  of  old  Time  as  Idons  in  their  Houfes  ? 
are  the  fame  ftill. -i-^lothful,  intemperate,  t 
or  difhoneft,    over-reaching  or   oppreflive 
Ethiopian  hath  not  tbanged  his  Skin.     Wer 
(in  high  Life)  delicate,    felf-indulgent,    fi 
Trifis,  6r  their  own  dear  Perfons?    Tbe  a 
hath  not  changed  her  Spots.  —  Others,    in 
there  was  a  rea/  Change.    But  it  was  onl}

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Wlience  we  may  iafcr^  thai  oar  Nevt  Rifirmers 
hare  made  but  a  flow  and  flight  Progrefs  in  the 
dm/  Rtformatim  tf  Manmrs,  We  read,  that  *'  the  Fraoc. 
Divilt  finding  a  certain  Jtfidt  to  have  an  Inttmati  ^^^^^ 
Commtnucatiw  ivitA  Ga^  endeavoured  to  cooJ  hit 
Zeal  by  throwing  a  Bttciit  of  Wattr  upon  his 
Head  througjh  the  Roof  of  the  Houfe."  But  what- 
ever Occafion  Smne  of  our  Mttbodifis  Ardon  mi  Pi* 
ailiariiiir  may  h^ve  for  Water,  the  Devii,  I  am 
pexfuaded,  will  not  he  fend  of  bringing  his  Bucket  i 
and  their  Zeal  fir  good  iFvrh  having  no  Need  of  a 
Cooler^  he  may  fave  himfelf  the  Trouble.  'Tis 
welly  upon  the  whole,  if  they  are  not  rather 
Hinderers  than  Pr^mQters  of  MoraUty  and  Virtm. 

Their  Friend  Madam  BMrigmtfi,  who  waa  en« 
gag^  in  fuch  another  PrefeS^  not  only  confeiieth 
her  Jrtfutnt  lUle^es  into  Sin  i  bat  the  little  Gm4 
or  rather  tnuch  Barmt  all  her  Inftru^ons  had  done: 
"  I  exerdied  myfelf  about  mm  Years  in  teaching  soIid 
the  Ignorant,  without  frofiting  xay  Thing  in  the  Virtu?, 
Salvation  of  their  Souls.    On  the  Caafraty,  I  hud  ^;^f^' 
the  Diflatisfadion  to  hear  fome  of  them  fay,  tq 
whom  I  had  ihewn  the  Gmfiian  Do^rine  and  9^ir^ 
$ues,  ThBt  they  could  mw  do  greater  Etnls^  than 
they  conld  do  before;    becaufe  jy^w  they  could

Cki 
the  Contrary,  we  find  no  imall  Tendimcy  to  it,  Fof 
Inftance,  By  Prmfiagfbr  ihi  Diad.  — ;  In  his  Frofen 
fmr  tnmy  Dmf  of  the  Wttk^  we  have  thefe  Words,

Which  Dec- 
trine  comes  from  Pope  Clement  VI,  in  order  to  fill 
his  hSetgaxines  *uutb  Pardons  and  Indulgemcies^    We 
have  the  whole  in  the  Papai  Canon  Law,     Extrofu, 
Com.  Ub.  V.  Cap.  2.  Unigenitm.     «  The  Son  of 
God,  though  a  moderate  Drop  of  his  Blood  would 
have  fufficed  for  the  Redemption  of  all  Mankind^ 
yet  ihed  the  nvhole.    That  therefore  the  FUmmnder 
cf  his  Blood  [all  above  that  Drop'\  might  not  be

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But  when  I  had  abandoned  aH  Lets  tutd  Hiniru^(5\ 
my  moft  afflicting  Trouble  was,  <wbat  ReJigm  I 
Jbould  embrace,  — I  beg^  to  frty^  /aft 9  ivatch,  and 
lie  hard. — After  thb  I  faw  in  the  FieUU  a  Vifion^  of 
an  extraordinary  Nature^    which  I  related  to  a 
Friend  who  was   a    Catholic  :     He   was  highly 
pleafed,  and  told  me  of  Exorci/nu  done  by  Catho- 
lic Priejis,  with  many  other  marveOBus  Things,  — 
The  Devil  then  fo  a£aulted  me,  that  when  I  took 
the  B»§k  rf  RefilutioMs  into  my  Hands  to  read,  k 
pofited  me  nothing.    And  he  told  mej  ^«t  my 
Spirit  ihould  be  io  turmoiled^  that  I  ihould  be  in 
danger  of  lojing  tny  Wits ;   and  that  my  Brmn  *was 
mlready  cracked.      Being  unexperienced  in  Sfiritud 
Combats^  I  was  forely  beaten  by  this  4erce  B^tttilt 
and  grew  wonderfuJDy  iA:eak  and  opprejfedz  I  was 
deprived  of  my  Senfes^   and  brought  to  the  Door  of 
Dejpair ;  and  perceived  that  God,  *^as  gone  a  ^'bile 
from  me.     In  the  Midft  of  this  great  'Dtfolatim  wd 
Ohfcurity^  a  Beam  of  Light  Ihone  ttpOB  me;  and 
my  Tribulations  were  recompenfed  with  Plenty  of 
ConfolatioHSy  Joy^  and  Peace.     And  ThoOt  O  Lonl» 
didA  reveal t  by  an  inexplicable  Mamur^  the  cUir 
and  perfeA  ^ight^  a»d  affwred  Kaawleefge,  of  dij 
only  true  ReHgioo,  with  abfobite  Certainty.    Thfi  next 
Morning  I  went  to  an  ei^  infamous  Frifau^  called 
NenugatCi  which  was  ccommonly  filled  with  Priefis\ 
where  I  met  with  a  Prieft^  to  whom  I  made  Can* 
feJpGn^  and  was  reconciled  to  the  Holy  Church,  Thea» 
following  the  Motions  of  divine  In^iratien,   I  pro- 
pofed  to  retire  to  ibme  Monafiery,    This  was  not 
without   great  Contrariety  and  Perplexity  of  Spirit, 
But  the  Lord  called  me  ivith  fo  clear,  manifejf,  and 
loud  a  Voice^    that  1  could  not  reftfi  the  Call,    In 

which

which  'Rafuiflnmnt  and  AltemaiotttfSinJe,  I  was  oia 
ff  myfilfi   and  tranjforted  into  Gad, 

I  had'  before  refolved  with  myfelf  to  become  a 
RtUgious^  of  the  Order  of  St.  Francis ;  but  was  in 
great  Doubt  whether  I  ihould  take  the  Habit  of 
the  Cordeliers  or  the  Capuchins.  At  length  fuch  Vi- 
gour and  Force  of  Spirit  was  given  to  me,  that  I 
refolved  to  become  2c  Capuchin  ;  and  inftantly  I  had 
an  Injpiration^  which  faid  to  me,  *  Lo  !  now  all 
die^^^MT  is  accomplilhed.*  For  that  Fj^/^/zihewed  me 
all  tnundane  Vanities  pail ;  and  the  Habits  and  Holt- 
neffes  of  the  Francifcans,  particular iy  of  the  Capuchins, 
So  I  took  the  Habit  i  and  others,  by  my  Example 
and  CounfeU  did  the  fame.'* 

Thns  much  Father  Berniet  fays  himfelf.    What 
follows  is  from  the  Writer  of  his  Life, 

*'  From  the  Inftant  of  his  Con'uerfon,  he  was  a 
Com/  all  OH  Ftre^  glowing  with  Zeal ;  —  He  had"  (b 
numy  Fyhns,  Revelations,  and  Lights  of  the  Spirit^ 
towards  obierving  the  Rules  of  St.  Francis ;  and 
God  in/fared  him  fo  manifejtlyy  that  he  could  not  ad- 
mit of  ofpf  Doubt,  One  Day  a  glorious  Angel  ap- 
peared to  him,  encompailed  with  Light,  and  with 
a  Book  in  his  Hand;  which  the  Jngel  opened,  and 
turned  over  the  Leaves  for  him,  direfting  him  to  a 
Place,  where  it  was  God'^s  Will  that  he  Jhould  be  a 
Capuchin.  fMr.  Whitefield  feems  to  have  been  more 
honoured,  when  "  the  Lord  himfelf  %2Ne  him  a  l^ext,  y  Jourii, 
and  direded  him  to  a  Method,  as  he  was  going  up  **•  ^^« 
the  Pulpit'Stairs:'"] 

The  Devil  was  fully  employed  in  fetting  Gins 
for  him ;  omitting  no  Tentation,  outward  or  in- 
ward ;  prefaging  that  the  Saint  vjould  overthrcvo  his 
Kingdom-,  if  he  were  fuitcred  to  perfevere  ;  and 
appeared  X.0  him  fometimcfi  in  a  religious,  fomeXimes 
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ia  a  ikeadful  Form.  The  Vifiom  which  he  had  if 
the  Beginning  grew  more  common  and  fearfb^ 
grievous  to  the  Apprehenfion.  Our  Lord  made  him 
fee  and  hear  all  the  Torments  and  Pains  of  Helli  tbt 
horrible  Cries  rf  the  Dennis^  and  BlaJ^btndis  tuhich 
they  yelp  firth^  their  dej^r^  and  Stomcb  of  their 
Dungeons:  which  made  him  terribly  roar,  to  the 
Afloniihment  of  all  the  Religious,''^  [  I  hare  had 
the  Honour  to  hear  Mr.  Whitefeld  roar  out  in  tbi 
fame  Manner^  upon  feeing  fuch  a  Vijion  of  Hell,  lA 
the  Midft  of  his  Preachment,'] 

Thefe  and  other  firange  Accidents  made  the 
Fathers  fufped  fome  Illufion  of  the  Devil  i  bnf 
upon  Trial,  he  appeared  to  go  upon  thefamo  Fomt- 
dation  nvith  Saint  Francis,  ivhen  he  efiahliflnd  hii 
Rule. 

His  Rapts  and  Ecfiafies  threw  him  into  fuch  a 
Di/order  that  they  had  recourfe  to  Phyjicians.  The 
Phyjiciansy  who  feldom  have  recourfe  to  God,  when 
they  can  find  any  Relief  in  Nature,  applied  Pigeons 
to  him  ;  pricked  his  Legs  and  Thighs  with  great 
Pins ;  but  they  could  difcem  no  Motion  or  Sen/e  in 
him.  At  length,  after  he  had  been  out  of  himfeif 
for  two  Days,  he  came  to  himfeif  again ;  and  was 
fo  poiTefTed  with  Joy  and  Juhilation,  that  though 
he  was  all  Humility,  he  was  forced  to  make  out- 
njuard  She'w  of  it. 

Notwithftanding  this,  to^t  the  Gate  of  Vanity, 
which  creepeth  in  infenfibly  like  a  Serpent,  they 
did  humble  him  by  all  Sorts  of  Indentions ;  told 
him  he  was  unprofitable,  and  talked  of  taking  the 
Habit  from  him.  But  he  had  a  Revelation  againfl 
that.  For  having  once  untied  the  Cord  where- 
with he  was  girded,  the  bleffed  Virgin  appeared, 
took  his  Girdle,  put  it  on  again>  and  ajfured  him. 
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Aat  he  fiiould  peifevere  a  CbiU  of  St,  Francis.^ 
.[No  Wonder  then*  tkat  Mr.  Wie/ky  fhould  be  in 
inch  a  Fright,  that  ''  God  would  drop  him,  and  3  Journ* 
Jo;  Inm  afide ;"   or  that  his  "  Brother  Charles  fhould  P-  ^o. 
adaall/  Uieve  off  Preachings   and  become  a  ////  p  67!!!^', 
Brother ;   'till,   in  Verification  of  Mr.  7.   ^/5/^'j 
P^rofkety^  *  that  he  fhould  roufe  himfelf  like  Samp/on^ 
emdbe  avenged  on  his  Enemies 9 — he  once  more  be- 
came a  Friar  Predicant,''''']    "  After  this,  there  was 
icarce  an  Hour  and  a  Half  out  of  four  and  twenty,. 
when  he  felt  Jiot  himfelf  drawn  by  divine  Tra^s 
into  ^  Union,  and  Transformation  into  Jefus  Chriji  ; 
Avhich  left  inolent  Imfreffions,  Painty  and  Dolours  on 
his  Body  and  Soul,  But  the  Pleafure  he  took  in  them, 
was  an  Jnfallible  Argument ,  that  (uch  AttraHions 
were  truefyfrom  God,  and  not  lllufions  of  Satan, 

Befides  thefe,  he  laboured  under  painful  Difeafis 
for  ttjcekoi  Tears ;  for  all  which  he  rejoiced  ex- 
i;eedi]igly :  Becaufe  nothing  makes  us  return  fo 
ibon,  as  a  Snail  njuithin  his  Shell,  as  when  God 
Cometh  to  fndte  the  Horn  of  our  Prefumption  and  ArrO" 
gancy, 

God  .otly  knoweth  how  many  religious  Men  and 

Women  have,  .by  the  Ssdlimity  of  his  Do^rine,  been. 

malted  to  the  high  State  of  Perfection,     But  his 

Toate  particular  Dejign  was  the  Qnrverjion  of  Here» 

tics,  efp^aUy  the  Proteftants  in  his  own  Country^ 

for  which  Reafon,  after  ybxious  Peregrinations^  he^, 

returned  to  England,  and  underwent  grievous  Per*, 

jecutiims.     But  yet  he  exhorted  the  Catholics  to  live 

93  Lambs  among  Wolves,     He  was  taken  up,  and 

examined  by  Sir  Fr,  Waljingham,  Chief  Secretary  of 

State,  a  M^  moil  obftinate  and  fliff  in  his  fal/e 

Religim  ;   who    committed  him   to  the  Tower  ; 

whence  i?^  mis  &at  Prifoner  to  the  Cafik  of  Wif-

iitch.  In  Us  Way  through  CMtSru^^  \t  vis  led 
through  all  the  8tFeetSy  as  a  Jhwtgtj  mmfinus 
SpeSacki  and  followed  with  edioos  Shouts,  aal 
dc^itcfiil  Reproaches. 

While  he  was  at  Wifiitek^  many  Prwitjhmi  ^i- 
mflirs  came  to  tU/futt  with  hira ;  but  departed  fitm 
Imn  with  their  own  Shame,  Among  other  Cmfi- 
rencesy  he  had  a  remarkable  one  with  the  freiemkd 
Bijhof  of  Efyt  who  was  named  Dr.  Eatotg  ;  whkh 
he  fo  well  managed,  that  the  CathoUcs  thought  k 
vizs  God^s  Spirit  which  fpake  within  him,  to  the 
JHftonottr  and  Confufim  of  the  Bijhop^  and  bis  Ad- 
'berents.^-'hSxxx  three  Years  Impri/ommmt,  Father 
Sennet  nvas  banijhedinto  France, 

Bong  ill  of  a  /«vr,  God  cured  him  fy  a  Mfrac/e, 
For  htfilt  a  certain  S^weetne/s^  and  a  certain  Voice 
mfitred  \i\my  *  that  he  Iheuld  recdve  a  ferfeS  Re- 
medy  on  the  Fea^  of  the  Serafhie  St.  Francis*  Ac- 
cordingly on  that  Day  the  Foice  faid,  *  Co,  and 
iing  confidently,  for  thou  art  now  wholly  cuied  of 
thy  Difea/e,' 

He  inflidled  a  yiu(gment  too  on  a  Man  who  drew 
his  Son  by  Force  out  of  the  Monaftery,  Fbr  upon 
his  threatening  the  Man  with  Puniihment  for  this 
enormous  Crime,  behold  a  Thing  very  ftrange,  and 
worthy  of  Mark  !  At  that  ^ery  Time  Sentence  ivas 
given  in  Heaven ;  and  was  ihortly  after  pot  in  Exf 
nation ;  the  Man  fell  fick,  and  iHed^  to  ratify  the 
true  PrediSHon  of  this  good  Father, 

If  I  ihould  fpeak  as  is  meet  of  his  ftrait  Unioit 
nMth  Gody  the  Force,  Perfedion,  and  ContinaaDce 
of  it,  X  ihould  fay,  that  his  whole  Ufty  fiace  he 
became  a  Capuchin^  was  a  continued  Raft,  ondEc- 
fiaff  \  which  made  him  become  enguifed  m  the 
jLnowledg^  q£  tb^  Crsotor  •,  lait^  ilhummnirf  Ufi^ 
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md  mffufi  Wof  of  Perfeaion.  After  his  EcftafUsf 
yiho  can  prefame  to  fay  this  was  natural^  and  that 
thqr  were  nothing  elfe  but  Swecmings  ? — In  his  laft 
Sicknefsy  God  revealed  to  him  the  Ttme^  Day  and 
Hour  of  his  Death,  And  before  he  died,  the  ^- 
ligims  about  him  conje£lured  that  he  fcew  fomc<« 
thing,  and  that  the  Devil  was  now  attempting  to 
wonnd  him.  But  foon  after,  the  blejfed  Fatherlud, 
iX  fttjicttb  \  which  made  them  believe  the  Tentation 
was  pad,   and  the  Eneiry  'vanquijhed,^'' 

So  much  for  Father  Betmet.  And  who  would 
not  believe^  were  there  any  Truth  in  Tranfmi-^ 
graiiatij  that  bis  Soul  pajfed  into  Mr,  Wejley  ?

cf  fny  Religious  fliall  take  any  Harm  from  this  /»- 
fiQion^  For  our  hlejfed  Lady  had  appeared  to  the 
Abhefsy  with  all  her  Religious  under  her  Mantle ;  af- 
furing  her,  that  fhe  would  preferwe  them  from  the 
Plague.  [Mr.  Weflefs  Society  fafc  in  a  like  Cafe. 
4  Journal,  P.  56,  61.} 

Hearing  a  Sermon  on,  *  I  am  Black,  But  comely^ 
the  AbBefsXJcXdL.  her,  *  You  alfo,  lifter  Clare,  viwx^hlack 
yourfelf : '  Upon  which  ftie  went  into  the  Kitchen^ 
and  Blacked  her  Face  and  Hands  all  over  wth  Boot ; 
which  caufed  fome  Di*verJton  among  the  Nu?ts,  — 
She  had  many  Vijtts  from  her  belo*ved  Jefus,  —  re- 
ceived the  Gift  of  Infpiration,  and  burned  in  the 
Fire  of  di<vine  hme,  —  However,  fhe  felt  great  Z>^- 
folation,  Drynefs,  and  Darknefs,  not  to  Be  exprejfed.

P/intfid  with  the  former. 

*^  &]ie  was  converted  alTo  to  Pop^ry^   and  the 
msfiperft^  State : — Was  (ogood^  that  ihe  never  loft 
her  Bafti/pud  Vovm  hy  any  mortd  Situ  —  In  her 
Pr^er,  ibr  feveral  Years,  ihe  never  found  ^nyj^" 
titual  or  fenfihle  Gufi  i   but  continual  Aridity  aii4 
Defolation  ^  -—  J[n  a  frofoimd  Defidatiwy  and  no  Eafc 
pnm  Hecpven.^^OncQ  kneeling  down  in  her  Celly  iSi^ 
chaoccd  to  fpy  in  a  Chink  of  the  Wail  a  litde  Sctolf^ 
ff  Pmfer ;   whic)i  taking  out  and  unfolding^  ihp

tion  and  De<votion ;  but  rejoiced  to  lee  herfelf  in  tills 
JrltBtfi  quite  parched,  and  dried  up,  and  become 
a  liwing  Holocauft  to  the  di*vine  Fin  of  Love,  ^without 
the  leaf  Drop  of  Comfort, — Her  Pntfer  was  very  ex- 
traordinary and  intenfe,  and  frhvileged  with  ^fitftr' 
tiatural  Stt/penfim  above  the  Reach  of  Sen/i.-^She  is 
in  a  Calm,  amidil  the  Storms^  fwlncb  Defkrfions^  OB* 
fcuritieSy  Aridities,  and  Defolatiom   thai  Jkrrounded 
her,  endeavoured  to  raifi, — God^Jr  £*uine  Imfrefpons, 
emd  Operations  of  the  Spirit ,  were  fo  vcryfecrett  that 
^er  Condition  was  unknown  even  to  herfelf    For 
while  ^f  enjoyed  God,  by  z.fecret^  but  infenfsBleVmon, 
fhe  thought  (he  did  nothing  but  kneel  like  a  Stock, 
or  a  Stone,  And  though  God  permitted  her  not  toy^ 
nxhatjke  did,  and  (he  was  totalh^  infenjtbie  of  what 
pa(red  between-  God  and  her  Soul, — yet  (he  had  fuch 
zfecret  Impulfe,  —  Though  (he  thought  God  bad  for-

Temper,  and  enthufiafiic  Turn,  are  made  a  Prey  ti 
crafty  Seducers  :  and  that  the  taking  a  fpiritual  De* 
H^ht  in  reading  the  Le^etu^i  0/  \ht  ^axntt,  and  other 
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foftflj  Books  (recommended  b^  Methodtft-feachm  f9 
Proteftatts)  ^^v^h6xig  half  IFitf  over  Sea  already^ 
And  what  good  Per/on  can,  without  fome  Degree  of 
ItuUgnatiofiy  fee  the  Weaknefi  and  Misfortunes  of  bu" 
man  Nature  made  a  Handle  for  Seducement  ?  How 
dextronfly  doth  an  Angel  convey  an  AJfurance  firom 
Heofven  through  a  Chink  in  the  Wedl?  —  As  eafily 
as  a  MetbodiJi'Teacher  can  through  a  Crack  in  the 
Brain.  Who  will  not  obfenre  from  what  Model  our 
fie<w  Difpenfation  is  taken  !  "  Through  the  Wilder- 
nefs-State  of  Doubts  and  Fears ;  a  Coldnefs^  and 
fenlelefsy  unaffedled  Hearty  even  at  the  Holy  Com-' 
mststton  ;  Horrors^  Drynefs,  Defolation ;  —  through 
Intervals  of  Light  and  Darkneft  j  —  into  Imfref 
Jionsy  Teelings^  htfiirationsy  Communications  *witb 
God,  FerfeSion^  Deiformity,  and  VntonP  Hence 
hath  been  learned  **  the  Benefit  and  NeceJJkyf  of 
Jpiritsud  Defertion  and  De/pair;  —  the  driving  Peo- 
ple, fy  proper  Management^  out  of  their  Senfes,  and 
dien  telling  them,  that  in  that  <very  Moment  the  Lord 
Jefus  enters  into  their  Souls P  —  If  aMethodift  die, 
•«  Never  did  I  fee  fuch  a  fine  Corpfe,"  fays  Mt 
WeJlefC*  "  Our  Lord  comes  and  perfumed  hcf 
Grave,"  fays  Mr.  Whitefield. 

Every  Scrap  of  it  is  rank  Jefuiticcd  Popery*

This  S,  H.  was  Sam,  Harfnet,  fucceflively  Bijbop 
of  Chicbefler,  Nonvich,  and  Archhijhop  of  York: 
Who  hath  there  given  us  "  Copies  of  the  Examna- 
tions  and  ConfeJJions  of  the  Parties  themfelves  pre- 
tended to  be  pojfejfed  and  difpojfejfedy  from  the  Records 
in  tb€  High  Qmmffion  Qiurr:\    Lond.  i6ov 
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"  About  fwihM  Vnc&s  were  concemedl  ia  das 
Aflfair ;  all  usder  the  DireSicn  of  Wefion^  o/iwi 
Edmunds^  tht  Jtfmt,  They  pubHfhfid  ia  1 58  j^  or 
1 986,  a  Book  of  Mirac&s,  contaming  maojr  woa- 
cUrlul  Things  done  by  Virtue  of  Exorq/ms,  &c* 
whereby  they  g^ned  a  great  Nomber  of  Prcfdjtui 
and  wherein  we  fee  the  failed  Proof  of  their  hfing 
WonJerSf  and  counterfeit  ZgaJ. 

For  a  pardcular  Inftance,  they  chofc  the  Hoa& 
of  a  trufiy  Friend^  whoTe  Houfe  they  £iid  was 
boitnttd:  And  he  having /;^f  ^«rc%»i/jr  that  were 
Frotejiatttsy  upon  thefe  they  were  to  try  their  Skill. 
Accordingly  the  ivicked  Sfirits  made  a  horrid  JUf-^ 
ieti  blew  out  the  Candles^  except  fuch  as  were* 
hallowed  9  turning  every  Thiag  u^fide^do%m;  amf 
Biaking  even  the  Priefis  fume  and  fwoaf. 

They  convhiced  the  S^ervanti  of  the  great  Fofvoot 
9f  the  Devil  in  that  Place ;    and  if  the  MaU 
did  but  Jlip  in  the  Kitchen^  it  was  the   Devil  who 
came,  and  tripped  up  her  Heeh :   Becauie  ihe  was 
wafiiing  zfbul  Shirt  of  the  Priefi\  which  was  do- 
iigned  to  'whip  the  D&uil  out  of  the  PoJeffiuL  — 
Another  Time,    the  Devil  flipt  into  Sarmb  Wik 
Hams' s  Leg  ^  but  the  Prieft  daps  his  hofy  Ho/e  on 
the  Place;    and  makes  him    tumble,    and  bawl 
•ttt„  ^  PuUoff:   Pull  off,     Eafe  the  poor  Devil  of 
hit  Pain,''  —  The  fficred  Stole  is  wrapped   abqat 
the  Neck  of  another  Pojefed;    which  fo  clofc^ 
ly  begirt  the  Devi/,   that   hs  fared,  fumed,  and 
foamed,  as  if  he  had  been  mad.  —  They  tdd  thei» 
ilrange  Stories  of  the  Fits  of  other  poffeffed  Perfons, 
what  Words  they  fpake,    and  what  Sights  they 
fa^M :    How  the  hle£ed  Virgin,    with  a  Tredn  of 
celefial  Ladies^  came  down  to  grace  tki  miraculou$ 
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Cures.     Which  made  thq  nvi/e  SpeSlators  cry  dut^ 
Ob  !  the  Catholic  Faith  !  Oh  /  fenfeie/s  Heretics, 

By  fuch  Means  having  aftonijhed  and  convinced 
the  Servants ;  the  firft  Thing  they  order  them  to  do 
is,  to  renounce  their  heretical  Religion,  be  recon- 
ciled to  the  Pofe,  and  folemnly  engage  never  t9 
ieofve  Popery.  And  they  are  rebaptized,  with  all 
the  ridiculous  Ceremonies  of  Puff,  Crofs-Fuff,  Im- 
puff,  and  Expuff\  with  the  Application  of  Salt, 
Spittle,  and  Oil,  to  their  Lips,  Nofe,  Eyes,  and 
Ears,  €sff.  Then  they  are  difpoffeffedm  this  Manner. 
The  Party  is  tied  down  in  the  holy  Chair,  [Mr. 
Wejlef^  Pofleffed  are  commonly  held  by  four  or 
iiN^  fbong  Perfons]  and  drenched  with  holy  Po- 
tions of  Sack,  Oil,  and  Rue,  &c.  They  forced 
the  Maid  to  drink  largely  of  this  noifome  Potion ; 
perfuading  her,  that  it  was  the  Devil  within  her 
Xk2X  detefted  it,  not  her.  Hereupon  ihe  grows  ^ci^ 
giddy,  and  falls  into  cold  Siueats :  Then  i^  fund' 
gated  ivith  Feathers,  Brimjlone,  and  other  Stinkst 
in  a  Chafingdijh  of  Coals;  and  her  Face  held 
dofe  to  it,  'till  as  black  as  a  Chimney'S<weeper» 
Hence  Reachings,  Strugglings,  Dizsdnefs,  Siuoon* 
ings,  almgft  Lofs  of  Senfes,  babbling  Honfenfe,  raving 
Fits,  Exclamations  that  all  the  Devils  in  Hell  ijnere 
in  her,  —  They  put  Things,  as  little  Knives,  in  her 
Mouth ;  flick  Pins  in  her  Flefh.  — In  general,  the 
Parties,  by  fuch  Management,  tumble,  nvallofw, 
foam,  hoFwl,  roll  their  Eyes,  and  gnajh  their  7ieth ; 
are  in  Trances,  fee  Vijions,  &c.  When  they  are 
thus  fitted  for  the  good  Purpofe,  the  De*vil  in  them 
muft  he  found,  and  dijlodged:  He  is  hunted  from 
Place  to  Place,  Toe,  Foot,  Leg,  Thigh,  Handy, 
the  mol^  Daily  and  fecret  Parts ;  and  the  holy  Relics 
muft  be  appUed  ^^f» 
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If  the  Devil  he  ohftinate^  they  mufl  chafey  troilp 
hurn  him,  and  make  him  roar :  The  PrieJTs  very 
Gloves,  Stockings,  Girdle,  Shirt,  can  fearch  and 
roaft  the  Devil,  But  the  hefi  Exorcifms  are  biilj 
Water,  Potiofis,  halloFwed  Candles,  Brimfione,  &C. 
which  will  varioufly  torment  him  j  efpecially  if  they 
add  ^whipping.  One  of  the  Patients  confefled  that 
*  fhe  did  not  know  how  it  fared  with  the  Devil  y 
but  was  fure  Jhe  was  all  hlack  and  hlue,  felt  griev- 
ous Pain,  and  vuas  almofi  killed^ 

The  common  Signs  and  Marks  of  a  Poffejffton 
were,  UnwiJlingnefs  to  fign  them  with  a  Cro/s ;  nor 
to  bear  the  Application  of  Relics,  nor  the  Gc/fel  in 
their  Cajket,  nor  the  Words  Ave  Mary,  nor  Catho- 
lic Church,  nor  Prefence  of  the  Prieft.  [The  like 
4  Jctirn.  ^igns  are  in  Mr.  Wejleys  Pcjfejfed,  "  Trcmbh'ng 
f  •94— 6.    aj  jjjg  jy^^^  ^  j^j-^^  3— crying  out,  •  Field-Preacher  ! 

Field- Preacher  f  J  do  not  like  Fields  Preaching:  This 
repeated  for  two  Hours  together,  with  Spitting,  and 
all  the  Expreflions  of  Jlrong  Averjion, . —  By  Prepfef 
her  Pangs  increafe^  —  She  could  not  bear  to  hear  ul 

At  length  however,  by  the  Force  of  thdr  £»- 

ercifms,  they  extorted  Truth  from  the  Devils,   who 

confefled  their  Infufficiency  to  withlland  them.     By 

this  Command  over  Devils    they  procured  Reverence 

to-  themfelves.  —  Sometimes  the  Devil  cannot  be 

expelled,  in  the  Name  of  the  Trinity,  by  Virtue 

of  the  Sacranmnt,  and  the  like ;  but  by  the  Power 

of  the  holy  Priefthood  away   he  flies.     Such  is  the 

3journ.    Dignity  of  their  Office,   [  Thus  «  one  of  Mr. /Fc/&J^V 

p.  8-9.    Pojfefed  owned,  that  Church,  Sacrament,  Scripture, 

Prefer y  profited  nothing ;  —  but  upon  Mr.  Wejleys 

P.  43.      p^^y'^&*  he  {aid,    *  Now  I  know  God  loveth  me- 

—  Now  1  kiiow  tl\o\3L  3Ltt  a  Prophet  of  the  L9rd*  — 
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Ay,  this  is  his,  who  I  faid  was  ft  Detei'verT'^ 
«  The  Devil  is  forced  to  let  a  Woman,  whom  he  5  Jowst 
fojf^ed^  be  quiet  while  Mr.  Wejkj  was  there.    He  P*  *^' 
had  promifed  her  fo ;  and  kept  his  Word.**— 

Thc:r  Way  of  attacking  Protefiants  was  this': 
*  Their  Hearts  bleed  for  Sorrow,  in  feeing  poor 
Createres  in  this  woful  Plight;  they  bum  with 
Bowels  of  Commiferation ;  they  will  lay  down 
their  Lives  to  do  them  good,  and  deliver  them 
from  SatanJ'  [A  Methodifl  could  not  have  fpoke 
more  reitgiouJIyJ\ 

They  played  their  Artillery  chiefly  on  young 
Boys  and  Girls  of  fixteen  or  feventccn ;  —  upon 
Peribns  of  a  melancholy  Temper  ;  hypochondriac y  hy* 
ftericy  or  epileptic  People ;  and  any  Way  dijfemfered, 
in  Mind  or  Body, 

Any  Thing  is  fwallowed  by  thefe.  Devils  in  the 
Shape  of  Cats,  with  Saucer-eyes,  and  as  big  as  a 
"Mafiiff,  run  upon  their  Heads,  or  under  their 
Coats.  The  T>evil  conies  in  the  Form  of  B^ind^ 
blows  out  the  Candle,  or  blows  the  AJhes  about  the 
Room  ;  in  the  Shape  of  a  7oad,  of  a  Mouje,  or  a 
Drum ;  in  a  Fizard-Majk,  or  in  the  Ha^it  of  an 
Englijb  Trotejlant  Minifier, 

The  Devil  to  be  expelled  muft  go  out  in  fome 
^vijihle  Form;  and  for  Proo/^  of  his  Depaiture,  moft 
inake  a  Hole  in  the  ffindo-zv,  or  blow  out  the 
Candle ;  get  out  of  the  Pojfejfeds  Ear  in  the  Shape 
pf  a  Moufe ;  his  Voice  be  heard  by  the  Cook,  as 
hp  ikipped  over  the  Larder*,  or  vanilh  up  the 
Chimney  in  the  Shape  of  Smohe :  And,  to  lliew 
what  a  Fright  he  was  in,  mull  leave  an  unfanjoury 
Bmell. 

For  better  Cbnjirmation,  they  relate  divers  Mira* 
tJft,  ^j^€w  etbcrs.     The  PrieJTs  facred  Handle 
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numhf  or  Finger  ^  having  been  anointed  mioi  the 
holy  Oil,  flnne  forth  as  a  fire,  or  the  Bun.  —The 
Holy  Sacrament  appears  fo  bright,  that  it  cannot  be 
looked  upon.  — The  Prieft  can  tell  who  hath  been 
at  Mafs  by  the  Smell,  —  Sarah  Williams  is  made  to 
confefs,  that  the  De^il  made  her  drop  her  Beads,  and 
unwilling  to  adpre  the  bleffed  Hofi.  She  lay  paft  all 
8enfe  in  a  France,  utterly  hereoFved  of  all  her  Ses^ 
•at  once.  The  Prieji  no  fooner  came  near  hei*,  bat  fbp 
difcems  who  he  is  by  the  SmelL  —  WilUian  Traford 
had  a  Devil  in  him,  that  rebounded  at  the  Dint  of 
the  PrieJPs  Breath-,    unable  to  ftand  it. 

The  Book  of  Miracles,  Accounts  of  Fifims,  Exor^ 
eifmsy  and  Numbers  of  Converts,  made  a  great 
Noife  \  and  put  Perfons  in  Authority  upon  making 
Inquiry,  T\ityfeized  fome  of  the  Perfons  concern- 
ed, Agents  and  Patients,  who,  upon  Examination, 
made  Confejton  upon  Oath  of  all  that  hath  been  iaid» 
and  much  more. 

They  feverally  witnejfled,  *  that  they  were  feducod, 
and  engaged  to  a^  their  refpeBi<ve  Parts  in  the  Im- 
pojfure,  by  Flattery,  Fear,  loathfome  Potions,  and  Fu- 
migations i  by  Oaths  and  Vo^s  of  Adherenct  i  by  the 
Bond  of  'Violated  Chafity :  —  That  the  Priefs  told 
them  they  would  be  burned  for  Heretics,  if  they 
confejfed  SLuy  Thing,  and  would  go  the  Devil; 
with  Promifes  of  Favour,  Povuer,  and  Money,  if 
they  proved  faithful. 

They  owned,  that  in  their  Exorcifms  they  WQpM 
fay  any  Thing  to  pleafe  the  Prieft ;  would  pretend 
fometimes  to  be  in  Trances,  and  have  Vifions  of  Put' 
gqtory,  of  Chrijl,  and  the  Firgin,  &c.  and  there- 
by they  would  fometimes  avoid  their  intolerable, 
ftinking  Fumigations  and  Drinks.  When  they  com- 
plained  of  tortures  in  thdr  Eajwci/nu,  tbe   Priefi 
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toU  them  itwas  the Z>^/7 that  put  them  to  fo  much 
Pmu,  and  ill  Ufage ;  and  that  what  they  faid  was 
not  from,  themfehvesy  but  the  Devil  in  thtm,  —  After 
being  exard/ed^    they  were  perfuaded  to  declare 
that  they  fometimes  fpoke  in  Greeky  or  Latin ;    of 
which  they  never  faid,  nor  knew  a  Word.  — They 
were  fo  mumageahle^  that  the  Priefi  would  put  his 
Finger  into  one  of  their  Mouths,  in  the  moft  raving 
P^ffkffion^  bidding  him  hite  it^  if  he  could ;    but 
the  Z>r<v£/ acknowledged  he  dared  not  bite  it^  hecaufi 
it  bad  touched  the  Lord,     The  Friefts  were  very  r^//- 
tious  in  keeping  away  Perfons  of  ^enfe,   as  Infidels 
emd  Incredulous  ;    and  did  not  like  curious  Beholders, 
and  AJkers  of  impertinent  ^eftions ;  who,  they  faid, 
would  hinder  the  Effect  of  the  Operation, 

They  witneffed,  that  divers  Attempts  were  made 
againft  the  Chaftity  of  the  Maidens:  —  That  one  of 
the  Priefts  endeavoured  to  feduce  Sarah  Williams ; 
who  therefore  could  not  l^ear  his  Company ;    but  he 
tells  her,  *  it  is  not  Jbe,  but  the  De^nl,  who  did  not 
like  him.'    And  it  was  the  Devil  that  tempted  her, 
or  any  of  the  Maids,  to  fay,  they  were  v)ith  Child 
hy   the  Priefts.     When  Ihe   had  got  a  Siveetheart, 
and  intended  to  leave  them,  they  declared,  that 
•  the  Devil  had  been  fo  bufy  with  her,  had  fo 
ferreted  and  torn  the  Part,  that,  whoever  married 
her,   ihe  would  never  have  a  Child,''  —  All  of  them 
had  their  darling  Women  and  Mlftrejfes, 

Befides  thcfe  private  Comforts,  they  had  that 
of  making  Converts  -,  and  one  of  the  Priefts  depo- . 
feth,  upon  his  Confidence,  that  the  Number  of 
Converts  could  not  be  lefs  than  Five  Hundred  in 
Half  a  Year ;  induced  by  their  Miracles,  and  Com- 
mand over  Devils,    All  thefe  were  to  be  ready  at 

Z  the 
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Ae  Calk  to  deltnqr  die  ^uteHf  Gnfinmmt  mat 
Treteftant  Religion, 

Ta  this  £nd»  the  Devils  were  fenctimei  made 
to  ^ve  out  of  the  Moaths  of  the  Poffeffed^  tibtt 
they  were  going  to  ring  for  the  ^neen ;  —that  thej 
muft  go  to  Court,  'where  all  <were  their  Friemdr  :  -« 
That  they  were  obliged  to  attend  a  Pr9iejfant*i 
Funeral,  in  order  to  carry  him  to  HeB.  And 
they  raifed  fuch  a  Storm  at  the  Man^s  Funeraly 
that  his  good  Wife,  rather  than  go  to  die  fame 
Place,  was  foon  perTuaded  to  turn  CatMlc, 

Another  Ufe  they  made  of  Mireuksi  whidi 
was  to  give  Authority  to  their  peculiar  DoBrines ; 
as  Purgatory,  Jranfitbftantiation,  the  Immaculate 
Conception*,  to  E^ui'uocation,  the  Depofing'DeSrinet 
AJfaJpnation,  Stabbing,  &c.  —  And  likewife  to 
gain  Credit  to  a  netv  Saint,  or  Relic;  foch  as 
Sherwin,  Bryan,  Coltam,  and  efpecially  Father 
Campion ;  whofe  Girdle,  which  he  wore  when  he 
went  to  Tyburn,  was  fo  effe8ual  in  cafiing  out 
Devils, 

Some  of  thefe  Examinants  fay,  that  the  Priefts 
intended  to  have  carried  them  off,  before  they 
were  apprehended;  but  were  difappointed.  TTiey 
inftruded  them  however  to  lye,  for/wear,  fay  cr 
do  any  Thing  i  all  being  lavjful  for  the  Sake  of 
the  Church ;  and  becaufe  they  fhould  not  be  called 
before  lawful  Povoers,  or  competent  Judges,  as  be- 
ing Heretics, 

They  o>ui  too,  that  the  Infuence  of  the  Priffis 
over  their  Concerts  was  fo  ftrong  and  bewitching, 
that  it  was  with  the  utmoft  Difficulty  they  were 
brought  to  difcover  any  Thing}  although  they 
kn£^  all  to  be  a  Cheat, 

In 
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In  CmfimmiiM  of  all  this,  one  of  their  oww 
frieftsj  (who  was  taken)  Anthwy  Tyrrell  declared 
npon  Oatby  and  wrote  his  Conf^im  with  his 
own  Hand ;  *  That  the  Pope,  King  of  Spmn^ 
ami  Duki  of  Guife^  were  then  thought  to  have* 
a  Defign  of  invading  EngianJ  i  which  was  to 
be  furthered  by  the  Priefts  in  England^  under 
the  DirefUon  of  EJmundi,  the  Provincial  of  the 
y^ts ;  who  faidy  that  his  Exorcijms  would  make 
the  Drvils  themfelves  confefs,  diat  their  King' 
dom  was  near  at  an  End.  —  As  touching,  fays 
he,  the  Dif^ffeJJums  of  the  Parties,  their  Fits^ 
7rancesy  and  VifimSf  divers  Difcourfes  were  pen- 
ned ;  among  which  I  myfelf  (lyrrel)  did  pen 
one.  —  We  that  were  Priefis  were  thereby  great- 
ly magnified  by  Catholics,  Schifinatics,  and  vueak 
Protefiants\  and  there  was  fcarce  any  Thing, 
I  am  perfuaded,  that  we  could  not  have  wrought 
upon  our  Converts  to  attempt.  —  And  I  am  fully 
perfuaded,  that  the  other  Examinants  have  de* 
fofed  the  Truth  in  the  Points  belonging  to  their 
Poffejfion  and  Difpojfejpon: 

In  flior^  Tyrrel  difcovered  the  vohok  "Myfiery^ 
and  fliewed  how  eafy  it  was  to  imfofe  upon  young 
and  vjeak  People, 

Some  of  the  Criminals  fled  i  fome  were  taken ; 
and  BaUdrdy  Balington,  and  others,  were  exe- 
cuted:' 

And  (hall  we  not  yet  difcem,  ivhat  Sort  of 
Lambs  live  among  us  Wolves?  Shall  we  never 
be  upon  our  Guard  againfl  pretended  Miracles^ 
Ex9rcifmsy  and  Cheats?  Againft  any  fpecious  hit" 
poftor^  carrying  a  Pope  in  his  Belly  ?

JVhich  muft  be  al- 
lowed to  be  a  cautious  and  prudent  Step.  For  fome 
of  the  Parties  concerned  may  probably  have  died  in  the 
Interval :  —  Many  Circumftances  (as  a  found 
Judgment  and  good  Memory  dont  often  meet)  may 
have  been  forgotten  by  your  Difciples.  Lt  ^whieh 
Cafes  you  are  therefore  under  no  Danger  of  being  con- 
tradided ;  and  may  relate  as  litde,  or  as  much^  as 
you  pleafe,  —  Charaders  of  Ferfons^  and  Vari^  of 
Incidents  may  harve  been  fo  altered,  that^  after  a 
Courfe  of  Tears,  you  may  fnd  it  proper  to  change 
your  Note ;  and  thereby  be  guilty  of  fewer  Incon- 
fiftencies.  Prophecies  efpecially  mc^  have  been  sater» 
edy  in  Ecftatic  or  Raging  Fits,  of  Things  fhortly  to 
be  fulfilled.  And  then  it  is  perfeSlly  right  to  vuait 
the  Event  J  lefi  Want  of  Azcom^^VLfhrnent  fhould  oc* 
cafion  Shame.  Prophecy  (you  vjellkwyw)  is  om  of 
the  nece£ary  Ingredients  of  Enthu£aim.  And  the 
Predidlions,  if  put  off  to  a  remote  Event,  visoidi 
notferve  an  Impoflor's  Purpofe.  His  Followers  are 
too  impatient  and  eager  to  flay :  Jhey  mufi  be  firuck 
nuith  fomething  near  at  Hand.  And  yet  the  predfe 
Timty  Day  or  Tear  of  it,  mufi  be  too  punSlually  men" 
tioned,  for  Fear  ^/'Difappointment.  Tour  Acquain- 
tance, Madam  Bourignon,  was  fo  impruthtt,  as  to 
fx  "  the  Millennium,  or  Day  of  Judgment,  vntb- 
in  her  own  Days ;  and  fo  near,  that  voithin  three 
Years  we  fhould  fee  the  EfFeit  of  it^  She '  hath 
been  dead  about  {^venty  Yeais>  md  thereby  proved 
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herfelf  a  falfe  Prophetefs.     Tou^    Sir,    lave  heejt, 
for  fame  Tears,  a  Dealer-out  ef  the  fame  Prophetic 
Warnings :    **  Behold!    the  Day  of  the  Lord  is 
come.  —  ^t  this  very  Hour  the  Lord  is  rolling  anvay 
our  Refroach,^    As  your  Reproach  is  not  beginning 
to  he  rolled  oFway,  much  lefs  appears  any  full  Com- 
pletion ;    hafly   you  hofve  obtained  an   Inhibition  ; 
or  have  Po'wer  to  adjourn  the  Day  of  the  Lord, 
from  Time  to  Time,  at  your  Pleafure,     By  fuch  Arti- 
£ces  you  may  hope  to  efcape  the  Snare,   into  nvhich  a 
Brother   Methodifl -Teacher  fell;    <who  pronounced 
peremptorily,  fomefe^  Tears  ago,  **  that  the  Day  of 
Judgment  fliould  come  that  very  Year  5  "  hut,  un- 
luckily, a  Failure  of  Prophecy  happening,  he  vjas  put 
to  Shame:  — /  mean,   if  he  had   any.     Tou  will 
have  the  Story  anon,  — 

In  the  mean  Time  take  the  following  Story  from 
Av6ntine»  **  At  that  Time  [about  nine  Hundred  Aimal. 
Tears  ago]  there  was  a  crazy  Woman,  called  Theo-  f**'  ^ 
dsL,  who,  under  the  Direction  of  a  Prieft,  for  the 
Zake  of  Lucre,  and  depending  on  the  Credulity  of 
the  People,  (ignorant  Perfons  being  ahwcr^s  more  fu- 
pcrftitious  than  religious)  fet  up  for  the  Gift  of  Pro- 
phefying.  She  pretended  Heavenly  Vilions,  Meet- 
ings, and  Converfations  with  the  CelelHal  Beings ; 
and  foretold,  that  the  Day  of  Judgment  Jhould  come 
that  very  Year.  Men,  Women,  and  Children, 
frightened  out  of  their  Senfes,  focked  about  her; 
brought  her  Prefents,   and  begged  her    Interceflion 

with  Heaven;  y^//(9ai;^^,   adored,   and  efeemed  her 
infpired.     But  being  brought  before  fome  Bifhops,  Jhe 

difco^ered  the  lohole  Cheat,  in  ijuhich  Jhe  'was  in^ 
firu6led  by  the  Prieft.

which  are  the  natural  Properties^  Tendencies^  and 
EffeBs  -of  their  Jirange  DiJ^fation, 

The  Reader  may  recolleift  what  was  laid  before,  in 
their  own  Words,  "  of  their  bitter  and  uncharitablp 

Spirit  towards  all  not  of  their  Sedl ;  —  their  own 

mutual  Rancours  and  Quarrels ;  their  biting  and

thofe  of  a  confident  and  bold  Temper,  ftirred  up  by 
Imagination  and  a  heated  Brain,  have  daringly  fet 
up  their  own  groundlefs  and  wicked  Lnpreffions  for 
ti^  will"  of  God.  Hence  Mr.  Whitefield,  in  his 
penitential  and  lecantiug  State,  fadly  bewails  *<  his 
spajdi^  Lppreflions  without  the  written  Word,  his 
Rule"  of  aAing.'*  And  Mr.  Wejley,  in  his  Zeal 
i^gainft  the  Moraojianst  complains  c^  this  Prefump- 
Hfn,  as  **  Enthufiajiicy  and  tending  to  produce, 
whatever  is  vyicked  and  abfurd,  and  that  nji^ithout 
Jjiofif^J"    See  Cpn^p^rifon;  2d  Par^  p.  104 — 8. 
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The  Cafe  is  much  the  fame  from  their  Dodbiiur 
of  AJfurance  of  Pardon  mnd  Sahtation,  Mr.  Sewari 
Joora.  is  fo  charitable  as  *'  to  wifh  all  Perfons  moily  wha 
^^'  ^'  were  not  affured  of  Forgivenefs."  Mr.  WhiteJUld 
5  Joora,  fays,  "  it  is  a  dreadfbl  Miftake  to  deny  the  Doc- 
r'»7>i9'  ^'^^  ^  AJJurances ;  and  dkat  Affurance  of  Etemd 
Salivation  is  one  of  the  Pri'uileges  of  Chtifi's  Folkmu* 
ers,^^  And  Mr.  PTe/kj^  has  taken  care  to  puih  the 
Do^ine  home.  For,  befides  his  Writings,  yov 
may  depend  upon  the  following  Story ;  and  aa 
Doubt  but  his  Prance  has  been  the  fame  in  other 
Places.  <<  A  fenfible,  honeft  Woman  tc^  the' 
Bijhop  of  Exeter,  in  Prefence  of  feveral  Witneflesr 
that  Mr.  J.  Wejley  came  to  her  Houie,  and  que- 
fUonedher,  '  Whether  (he  had  an  Ajptranaof  ber 
SaI'vation  ? '  Her  Anfwer  was,  that  fhe  hoptd  ihe 
ihould  be  faved,  but  had  no  abfolute  AJfiawut  of 
it.  *  Why  then,  replied  he,  Tou  are  in  HeiJijou  are 
damned  already,''  This  fo  terrified  the  poor  Wo- 
man, who  was  then  iv//;^  Chiidy  that  fhe  was  grie- 
voufly  afraid  of  mifcarrying,  ^id  could  not  in  a 
long  time  recover  her  right  Mind.  For  this,  and 
the  Methodifs  afking  her  to  live  upon  FreeCoft,  (he 
determined  to  admit  no  more  of  them  into  her 
Houfe."  So  much  is  hfr  o'wn  Account  to  his  Lord- 
fhify  on  whofe  Authority  it  is  here  publilhed.  And, 
had  Ihe  been  a  Perfon  of  fomething  ^weaker  Sfirits^ 
who  knows  what  might  have  been  the  Confe- 
quence  ?

They  will  of  cburie  fall  into  Fears  and  Doubts,  an4 
D^Jperatiofif  as  Peribns  in  a  reprobate  Condition  i 
becauie  they  have  nor  the  fame  Experiences  with 
others,  not  only  of  knowing  vcA  feelings  but  aAu* 
ally  fieing  Chrift  taking  anuay  their  Sins, 

Others' in<ieed,  by  the  Help  of  a  conceited  Tem^ 
per,  and  prefemptuOus  Imagination,  will  take  care 
to  work  up  their  firain  into  an  Affurance,  But  are 
they  fure  dieyare  iafe,  and  (land  upon £rm Ground? 
Mr.  Whitejield  [See  his  Anfiwer  to  Enihujiafm^  &c. 
pag.  31.]  **  readily  grants,  that  fame  of  the  Me-- 
tho£ftsy  who  really  had  not  this  AJfwrance^  have 
prefomptuoufly  imagined  that  they  bad  it?''  And 
doth  he  preteiid  to  the  Gift  of  Mfcermng  the  Spirits, 
fo  as  to  be  dear  ivhich.  Or  whether  any .  of  them, 
had  it  ?  Thefe  are  fonte  of  "  the  Extremes^  into 
which  the  Metbo^fis  are  apt  to  run :  "  Such  the 
Danger,  either  of  rifing  into  Frefamption,  or  £nk« 
Jng  into  Dej^r, 

§.  3r  To  f^k  more  generally.  As  far  as  I 
can  obferve,  thei^  dreadful  Apprehenfions,  pufhing 
them  upon  Defpair,  are  the  common  Lot,  and  ai- 
moftefiential  Part,  of  MethoM/m,  Their  Auditors 
and  Profelytes  are  fo  drenched  with  the  Teacher's 
titter  Potions,  and  horrid  DoSirines,  and  carrying 
ibme  Points  of  Religion  to  an  extravagant  Height, 
(I  do  not  mean  good  Works,  oi^that  they  have  fuffi- 
dently  cleared  themfelves ;  but  fome  trifling,  ab- 
furd,  or  groundlcfs  Peculiarities  i)  or  fuch  is  the 
Fatality  fHcking  dofe  to  Enthujiafm,  —  that  they 
^-equently  fmk  into  this  terrible  State.  Some  /»- 
fiances  I  have  known  myfelf ;  and  have  heard  fo 
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much  of  it  from  others,   both  Oeffy  'and  Lakj^ 
that  I  make  no  doubt  of  the  Fa^ :  And  themielves 
own  enough  of  it  for  a  Foundation  of.  the  Charge. 
Nor  is  it  Matter  of  much  Wonder,  that  Peribas  of 
fuch  unfettled  Minds,  and  rambling  Brains,  tofied 
up  and  down  between  Tranfports  of  Joy  and  Pre*- 
fumption,    and  the  Dejections  of  Dcfclations  and 
Defertions;    Perfons  over -run    widi  Sceptidfin, 
Doubts  smd  Denials  both  of  Natural  and  Revealed 
Religidn ;  frequent  Rdapfes  into  thefe,  as  well  as 
into  the  Mire  of   Sin,  [See  Compar.  Part  ad, 
$.  14,  &€.]— fhoul4  frequently  find  themfdves  over- 
whelmed   with    De/peratioH.      Hence  one    com-

off  Preaching.  —  At  length  had  an  Jjffuramce  of  For- 

givenefs.  —  Had  more  Comfort,  Peace,  and  Joy, 

•—  i)egan  to  prtJUme.  •*  K%^^  ^Sea^wg^  *^od0(a  Pc^- 
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phxitj  ;  -^  mttch  in  Doubt  whether  God  would  not 
hf  mi  afideP  —  Mr.  WbiteJUidvi^  once  fo  good  as 
to  take  the  Honour  upon  himfelf  of  caufing  De- 
fpair.     "  A  Woman  dcfiring  me  to  baptize  her  7  Jo^^«* 
ChiUj  I,  being  otherwife  engaged,  refufed.     Upon 
tlua  the  Devil  aflaulted  her  in  a  mod  violent  Man- 
iier»  sttd  endeavoured  to  perfuade  her,  that  all  I 
told  her  were  L^,     She  nuas  caft  into  Darkne/s  j  ^- 
went  to  Bedy  where  the  Devil  would  fain  have  per- 
fuaded  her  to  cut  the  Child's  fhroat  with  a  Pair  of 
Scijptrs.

The  fame  horrible  and  black  EfFedb  of  diftenr- 
peied  Entbufiafm  are  commonly  found  among  the 
moft  extravagant  Fanatics  of  the  Papacy.     A  long 
LiH  of  Female  Sufferers  might  be  produced  :    Such 
as  M.  of  Pazziy    "  whom  five  furious  Devils  at-  Life,   ' 
tacked^  tempting. her  to  Blafphemy  and  Infidelity,   '*  ^^ 
to  Pride  and  Prefumptibn^  to  Gluttony  and  Lafci* 
vioufneis ;  and  then  to  Dejpair^  fa  far,  that  once 
(he  took  up  a  Knife  to  kill  herfelf ;  but  the  Virgin 
Maty  ilepped  in,  and  prevented  it." — I  might  men- 
tion too  a  fatid  Inftance,  not  indeed  of  Dejpasr^ 
hut  prejiimptuous  AJfurance  of  Salvation :  "  A  young  VduoA. 
Woman,  who  obferved  the  Ride  of  St,  Francis^  be-  Scl.Hifr. 
ing  ajfured  of  Sahuition ;    the  Devil  appears  to  her 
in  the  Shape  or  St.  Francis,    perfuading   her  to 
stake  fure  of  Heaven,  by  inflantly  hanging  herfelf; 
and  fhe  did  fo." 

Nor  is  Dejperation  a  more  uncommon  Cafe 
among  the  Male  Saints,  and  fuch  as  were  the  faireft 
Models  of  Methodifin.  Francis  of  Sales,  **  after  his 
TrsaSports  of  Spiritual  JoYr  was  reduced  to. Dark- 
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nefs  and  Sadns/sy  and  erven  a  'DJftruft  of  all  7 ruth  \  -^ 
Satan  perfuading  him  that  Cod  hdd  d^q-eed  his 
Damnation ;  —is  cafl  into  a  deep  M^lanpholy ;  -^ 
Dejpair  in  his  Look  ;  —  but,  however,   is  in  a  Mo- 
mint  recovered  by  a  Prayer  to  the  Virgin  MaryT 
[Compar.  Part  2d,  pag.  177.] 
Confer.         *•    St.   Fraud s^    in  Imitation  of   Chrifi^    chofe 
fol.  59,     T'wel've  Apoftles^  one  of  which  dejfofred  and  hanred 
himfelf :"  Which  gave  the  Smnt  a  frefh  Advant^^ 
by  making  him  ftill  more  like  to  his  Saviour, — iTic 
Maffei       Grand  Mafier  of  Popijb  Metho£fm^    **   $t.  Inuftius, 
^7/10!  ^^  oppreffed  fo  with  De/fair^  that  he  attempted 
to  deftroy  himfelf,  and  throw  himfelf  oat  of  Win- 
dow.    But  afterwards,  more  narrowly  exai^injn^ 
his  Confcience^  he  rofe  into  a  flrong  Tenpition  ^ 
Fain  gloty.    For  it  rufhed  into  his  Mind,  that  he 
was  perfeAly  jufi,  and  need  not  doult  in  the  leaft 
of  his  Salvation."     And  the  Author  oblerv^, "  that 
both  \i\%fcruf  ulcus  Defpondenciesy  and  confident  Vanity 
of  JJfurance,  were  fraudulent   Suggeftions  of  the 
De^iL    By  thefe  means,  however,  he  obtained  of 
God  a  wonderful  Science  in  curing  the  Conjciences  of 
Martyr,     others,''''  —  "  Friar  Rizaus  was  tempted  by  Satgn 
Francjfc.    to  the  Brink  of  Defpair,  and  Appreheniion  of  be- . 
mg  forfaken  hy  Gjad ;   'till  St.  Francis  took  him  un- 
der his  Management,   crofTed  him,  and  kifled  him, 
carried  him  into  Perfe^iouy    and  working  of  Mi- 
raclesr 

We  fhall  iee  hereafter  fuch  Favours  granted  to 
Anfw.  to  our  Mgthodifis.    In  the  mean  time,  Mr.  TVeJUy  will

htonx)ledging  the  Truth  of  the  following  Relatiotty

Bat  one  Thing  is 
clear ;  namely,  that  thofe  Difiafes  which  caufe  En- 
thufiaffjij  as  Melancholy^  Hyfterics,  Hyfocbondriaci^ 
have  in  themfelves  a  certain  Degree  of  Madnejs^  and 
that  Enthujiajm  and  Madnefs  are  but  the  fame  thing 
in  different  Words :  That  violent  and  diforderly 
PaJpoHsof  the  h^indy  or  intenfe  Thought  upon  fome 
particular  Thing,  l^c.  naturally  lead  into  Entbu' 
fiajlic  Madnefs  \  and,  when  in  Excefs^  really  be* 
come  fo.  For  which,  were  I  difpofed  to  ihew  my 
Learning,  I  could  produce  amfle  Auibenties, '^ 
That  ewl  Sfiritsy  if  they  are  not  allowed  to  caufe 
thefe  Diiiempers  of  Mind  and  Body,  yet  make 
their  jfdvantage  of  them,  and  take  occafion  to  in- 
fufe  into  the  Svfferers  the  moft  gloomy  and  dread- 
ful Jffrehenfioni  and  Terrors  \  —  this  alfo  hath  the 
Sandion  of  numerous  and  great  Anthers.  And  I

For  Fear  of  being  caught  again  without  my 
Parallel^  out  of  an  hundred  Inftances  of  Hiad  Pa- 
falivs,  we  need  only   mention  the  Seraphic  St,  Fram- 
dsf    and   the  Giorious  Ignatim.     The  former  was    Cdnfbr. 
chained  down  in  a  dark  Room  by  his  Parents^  ^d    ^^^'  19» 
deemed  out  of  his  Senfes  by  the  JLeamed  and  the 
Vulgar ;  loved  to  ftrip  himfelf  naked  in  proof  of 
his  Innocence ;  or  appear  in  a  fantajlical  and  _  najiy 
Drefi,   on  purpofe  to  be  derided^  and  pelted  wi^ 
Din  by  the  Rabble.  -^Thclatter  (as  all  the  PTn-   AMW 
ters  of  his  Life  teftify)  was  indiely  in  die  £une  J?*^^ 
Cafe ;  and  was  fo  fond  of  the  CharaSer  and  Treat*  cap.  3. 
ment  of  a  Madman,   that  he  defired  to  march  out 
into  the  Streets,  naked,  and  with  Horns  upon  his 
Head,  and  counterfeit  Madnefsj  in  hopes  of  being 
befpattered  with  Dung  and  Filth.     He  was  often 
calkd  to  Acc6unt  by  Authority  for  Herefy,  Fana^

Popijh  Preteniions  of  this  Nature  are  fo  nume- 
rous, that  we  need  jQot  be  particular :  There  is  no 
dipping  into  a  L^^ea^,  vikbuswX  ii^ening  upon  a 


thumping  Miracle}  tihey  are  ibme  of  their  chief 
Marks  9f  the  trtu  Church  :  Nor  is  there  any  Way 
to  Smn/^f9nd  Cafummatitm  without  them.  And 
yet  modeft  ^sAfenfihle  PMfifis  have  long  been  alham- 
ed  of  them,  as  done  out  of  Oftentadon,  Avarice, 
and  Cheat :  While  the  MethoMp  are  taking  tip 
with  their  Leavings,  and  the  very  Refufe  of  their 
Itnfdjhires. 

The  fl^JSUng  Condu6l  of  Mr.  Wejleyy  in  gitiing 
up.  Or  timntaimng  the  Power  of  Miracles;  his  al- 
ternate Sinking  and  Riiing  (like  a  Duck  diwing  un- 
der Water,  when  in  Danger  of  being  caught^  and 
faffing  ftp  its  Head  again  at  a  proper  Diftance) 
puts  me  in  Mind  of  his  PiUteni,  the  Founder  of  the 
Jefmts,

Mr.  fFeJIey  owns  his  l^alent  of  ejeSing  Satan  i  and 
adually  doeth  it,  by  the  ?rajtr$  of  himfdf  and 
Brother,  Let  ns  confider  a  few  of  the  Circiun- 
ibnces. » In  the  firft  Place  we  ihoold  admire 
Mr.  JVeJIey's  excellent  Trap  to  catch  Fame^  s,  e.  an 
Appearance  of  profound  Humility,  He  was  avwr/- 
ling  and  afraid  to  venture  upon  expelling  Satan 
himfelfy  cafting  aboat  for  othen  ftrong  in  the  FaitL 
In  this  Perplexity  he  dips  in  the  Bihie,  by  Wiay  of 
Lottery ;  (which  Mr.  WHtefield  calls  ttrnpting  God^ 
and  much  greater  and  better  Men  have  looked  upon 
as  little  fhort  of  Conjuring)  immediately  Hafve» 
openly  attefls  his  Talent  of  efedting  Diviis,  He 
goes  and  fucceeds.— Again,  (even  after  the  Sane^ 
tion  of  Heaven  to  be  an  Exorcift^  and  the  Rehmh  for 
Wcflcy,  drawing  back)  "  being  informed  of  a  Woman 
p.  85!'"'  deemed  mad^  or  pofjeffedy  and  defired  to  come  to 
her ;  he  afketh,  <  What  Good  do  you  think  I  caa 
do?"  But,  being  prefTed,  he  went;  performed  his 
Office ;  and  left  her  rejoicing  and  praifing  GodP*^ 
Plain  Once  more :  *<  Mr.  Wefley  having  cured  an  Old 
Account,  Mjm  Qf  an  inveterate  Cough^  alketh,  (how  modeffyy 
and  yet  how  artfully  ?)  Does  Humility  require  me 
to  deny  a  notorious  Fa3  ?  If  not,  which  is  Vanity  f 
To  fay,  I,  by  my  eiwn  Zkill^  reftored  this  Man  to 
Health  ?  Or  to  fay,  God  did  it  by  his  own  utf- 
migbty  Ponjuer  ?  " 

In  all  thefe  Infbmces  Mr.  ^^  well  knows  'the 
Perfon3  with  whom  he^  has  to  do/  nnhere  the  Ho- 
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noar  will  center,  what  Veneration  his  vwtt  will 
concave  for  the  ifjonderful  Man^    who  is  fuch  a 
powerful  OperatoTy  and,  at  the  fame  time,  of  fuch 
felf-denying  Humility.    *Tis  our  Buiinefs  to  remark, 
how  carefully  he   hath  copied  his  Originals:  —  As 
that  of  the  great  '^  Ignatius^  unto  whom  a  Woman  Ribaden. 
/f^S^  with  a  Z)««i;£/ being  brought,  from  an  Opi-  J"^*  3i- 
nioQ  of  his  eminent  San^ity,  he  anfwered  very  hum- 
ify, '  that  he  deferved  not  fo  much  Favour  at  the 
Lmrd*s  Hands:   Vet  he  would  fray  for  the  poor  Wo- 
mass,"*    He  did  (b ;  and  prefently  fhe  yt^is  freed  from 
her  Trouble."—"  From  the  fame  Principle  of  Thyr. 
Humility,  and  Fear  of  affuming  too  much,  many   ^«n»on. 
Ulu/hrious  Saints  have  with  DiiHculty  been  induced  cap.  3SI 
to  lend  their  Operation  in   cajiing    out    Devils. 
6t  Laurentius  Jufiinian,  being  defired  to  expel  a 
Dtvil  oat  of  a  Woman,  faid,  ^  Aik  not  of  me  what 
i  can^  do.*    Gregory  of  Lingon  gave  the  fame  An- 
fiver ;  St.  Remigius  the  fame,  when  a  Woman  pofi 
feffed   applied  to  him;     and    fo  did  Nicetius  of 
tyws^^    This  they  found  the  mofl  elFedual  Way. 
For  the  Fride  of  the  Devils  could  never  refift  the 
Humilitj  of  the  Exorcift.     «  The  Devil,  in  full  Pof-   Conlbr, 
feJSon  of  a  Man,  feeing  Fryar  Ruffin  coming,  ran    ^^^'  ^ 
enne^  as  f2A  as  he  could,  and  gave  for  a  Reafort, 
*  that  he  coold  not  ftand  the  Poverty,  Humility,  and 
Prayers  offuchaSaintJ*'*  — "   St.  Antony y  once  find-   Thyr. 
ing  himfelf  not  powerful  enough  to  expel  a  JD^r-  i^i^* 
mmt,  fendeth  the  Pojfejfed  to  Paul  the  Simple ;  and 
then,  *  I  go,  I  go,  (faith  the  Proud  Spirit)  the 
Simp/idty  and  Humility  of  Paul  drive  me  away."

Language,  and  contemptuous  Treatment  of  the 
Wefiys.  «  Preachers  !  Field- Preachers  !  I  don't

far  remote  from  human  Sight:"   Or  that  Inftance  P*  55 >• 
•*  of  Fryar  Johny  a  Trandjcan^  who  had  a  clear   Martyr. 
Perception  of  the  Coming  of  Brother  Giles^    at   Franci^c. 
twenty-eight  Miles  Dillance,  by  the  Odour  of  his   J**  *  ^' 
Sasiaity:' 

The  fecond  Particular  remarkable  is  another 
Inftance  of  the  De*viPs  Iwpuder.ce^  in  ridiculing 
tAi,  Wefley  for  his  draggled  Condition  ;  and  taking 
Advantage,  from  his  being  quite  cold  and  dead^ 
to  burft  out  into  a  horrid  Laugh  \  thereby  infuldng 
him  both  for  Want  of  Fvmery  and  of  Faith,  Mr.

This  Secret  is  drawn  from  Satan  by  **  Ow,  who 
was  clearly  convinced  this  was  no  natural  Diforder  T 
Which  One,  I  prefume,  is  Mr.  IVe/Ieyi  Good  Self 
by  his  fpeaking  fo  anthoritativelyy  "  I  command 
thee  to  tell.'*-—  TVve  ifccoun<  Cecois  to  betray  fome 
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^rfpicion  tf  a  ComfoB.  For  I  do  not  find  this 
^mtftkn  was  ever  afked  before  in  any  of  the  Me- 
tbo£fts  that  were  fojjejfed:  And  it  mufl  be  a  fodi/b 
Pevtl,  who  would  fo  freely  declare  into  nvhat  par- 
ti€ular  Perjont  he  was  to  enter ;  -^  unlefs  he  were 
tnupelied  irrtjiftibly  by  Mr.  WeJUy\  fuperior  Power,

And  about  a  garter  before  Six  the  next  Morning 
the  Feace  of  God  came  to  her  SouL" 

In  this  Account  (which  I  thought  neceffary  to 
tracfcribe  at  large)  the  three  following  Points  are 
ohfermahle ;  —  The  feeing  Things  done  at  a  Difance^ 
-—  the  Ktufwledge  of  the  Secrets  of  the  Hearty  —  and 
Utterance  of  Propheciesy  —  all  by  a  Woman  poffejfed 

hy  the  De^l, 

But  previoujly  I  would  take  Notice  of  an  odd  Sort 
of  Circumflance,  wherein  this  KncnvleJge  of  the 
Heart  confifted.  When  fome  Methodifis  came  to 
■  viiit  Mrs.  J — /,  you  obferve,  fhe  immediately 
cries  out,  "  What  do  you  come  for  ?  You  can't 
pray:  You  knvw  you  can't."  This  Mr.  Wefley 
fays  was  true,  for  *•  they  could  not  open  their 
Mouths ;  and  were  confirained  to  leave  her  as  flie 
was."  But  here  is  the  Difference  betv^ecti  tk'a 
Vol.  II.  F  Pri>jctfaU 
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Prindpal,  and  his  Inferiors,  Mr.  WeJIey  at  Aw 
tkne  was  ahfent.  But  when  the  Devil  taunted  Mr. 
Wejlr^  himfelf,  as  wanting  Faithy  and  «zwi^/<f  to 
pray ;  he  prefently  fliewcd  that  he  couUy  as  in  die 
preceding  Number. 

For  a  Compari/on,  I  do  not  remember  at  prefent 

more  than  two  of  this  odd  Kind.    One  happened

ihe  could  not  exprefs  one  Wordy  even   when  on  her 
Knees  for  the  GirVs  Reco^'ery^ 
Sec  The  ^r/? 'Point,   that  of  y^^/»^   and  kno^'ing  Per- 

No*  3-  fans  and  Things  at  a  Diftance,  may  be  pafled  over; 
as  we  have  fpoke  of  it  before,  and  it  will  fall  in  our 
Way  again. 

The  fecond  is  the  Knowledge  of  the  Secrets  of  the 
Heart,  And  of  this  I  have  fpoken  too  already; 
at  leaft  as  far  as  it  concerned  the  Principals,  whe- 
ther Methodifts,  or  Papijls :  And  fhall  now  confider 
this  fupcrnatural  Gift,  as  communicated  to  thofe  of 
Icnver  Rank.  There  can't  be  a  plainer  and  ftronger 
Inftance  than  this  before  us ;  "  The  Woman  in  her 
Fitsy  or  rather  coming  out  of  them,  fpoke  fo  clofc- 
ly  to  her  Vijitorsy  not  only  concerning  their  a^ual 
Sinsy  fuch  as  they  had  in  Faft  committed i  but 
their  *very  Heart  Sins,  fuch  as  had  only  rifen  in 
their  Thoughts ;    thu  \S^.^t«iVj  ^^  "^x&  taaay  of 
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tbem  to-  Sbamty    and  makes  them    run    haftily 
away." 

Were  I   difpofed  to  make  a  Trifle  of  this,    I 

might  (ay,   that  one  natural  Way  of  knowing  the 

Hearts  of  each  other  might  proceed  from  their  con- 

flant  Cuftom  of  mutual  Confejpons  in  the  moft  za/- 

nute  Circumftances    and  Temptations,  and  Anfwers 

to  the  mo^/earcbing  ^ejlions :  Whereby  they  come 

acquainted  not  only  with  the  Sins  of  the  Party 

confejjing ;  but  of  thofe  who  have  made  no  Confef- 

fion  ;   but  who  have  been  guilty  of  Sins  in  Company 

with  thofe  who  ha<ve  confejfedy  &:c.     And  fo  by  one 

out  of  his  Sen/es,  in  a  nvild  Fit,  all   is  betrayed;    and 

the  confcieus  Parties  ?C£^Jhamed  and  difgraced.     This 

happened  in  Mr.  Wejleys  Abfence  \  who,  had  he  been 

there,   might   have   prevented   the   Scandal  \    and 

have  given  the  Matter  a  better  Turn,   by  ihewing 

k  to  be  an  Artifice  of  Satan,  in  order  to   calumniate 

the  Society  of  innocent  Lambs,     For  Popijh  Damono- 

hgifts  teach,   "  that  'tis   one  Trick  of  the  De^vil,  to    j^ajj^ 

make  the  Poffeffed  tell  impure  and  criminal  Stories    Malcf.

and  to  terrify  them  fo  that  they  may  run  off,  and 

take  no  more  Care  of  the  Patient ^     And  fo  it 

happened  here. 

The  Cattfe  of  thus  knowing  the  Heart,    and  re- 
vealing Secrets,    (which  fome  have  afcribed  to  Dif- 
tefnper,   or  other  Secrets  of  Nature)  the  fame  Da-   Loc^Ta 
monologifis  impute  diredly  to  the  Operation  of  Satan  \   pag.12^ 
as  what  diftinguifheth  Daemons  Agency  from  Hu-  'Omrnxsu, 
mant  and  Poffeffton  from  Difeafe.     Thus  "  A  Girl  ^'  ^* 
in  a  Monafery,  being  deeply  in  Lo've,  but  difap-    pr^ftig. 
pointed  by   the  Unfaithfulnefs   of  her  Lover,  run    Daemon* 
mad:  The  D^W  entered  into  her,   and  difcovered  1*3  c,ij.

hvLt  live."  —  And,  "  Jnne  Cole,  when  dying,  de- 
dai-es,  *  I  know  my  Sa'viour  will  rejiore  me  foon.* 
And  he  did,  in  a  few  Hours,  to  Faradifer    This 
Is  a  truly  Oracular  Prophecy,  which  wotdd  be  verified 
either  by  Life  or  Death.     Had  fhe  furviveJ,  what 
a  Miracle  !  She  dieth,   and  'tis  the  fame. 

In  fuch  a  Cafe,  "  One  Stephen  Bartolus  be- 
ing defjJerately  ill,     St.  Ignatius  after  going  ta 
Af^  declareth,    *  Stephen  Ihall  «<?/  die  at   this 
Time." —  On  the  contrary,  "  when  a  Cartejtan  in  Solldi 
a  dying  and  defpairmg  Condition  ftnt  to  that  good  J^irtui.- 
o6ui  Mrs,  Bourignon  to  pray  for  him,  prominng  to 
turn  wholly  to  God,  if    he  recovered ;    fhe  pro-* 
nounceth  (with  a  douhle   Prophecy)  '  He  fhall  not 
recover,  but  h^  Jhall  die ;   for,  if  he  did  recover,  he 
would  fall  deeper  into  that  pernicious  Error y 

If  we  look  into  PopiJ^  Authors,  particularly  con- 
cerning their  Exorcifms,  we  generally  find  thefe 
three  Faculties,   (feeing  diftant  Things,    knowing 
the  Heart,  and  foretelling  future  Events)  in  one 
and  the  fame  Perfon,  either  under  a  PoJfeJJion,  or  an 
Ecjlafy ;   and  afcribed  likewife  to  Satan,  as  the  effi* 
dent  Caufe,     "  When  you  hear  ignorant  and  illi-   Thcfeur;- 
terate  People  interpret  difficult  Points,  difcover  the   Exorcif. 
Secrets  and  Sins  of  others,  or  fing  with  a^  mufical   ^'    ^^'^ 
Voice,  foretell  Events,  {ffc.  this  is  an  undoubted 
Sign  of  a  diabolical  Prefence. — The  Revelation  of  Thyr. 
Secrets,  and  Prophefying,   ^sfA'&i^y  diftingujh  Da-   Loc.Inft 
mons  from  Men 'y   becaufe /^^^w^»j  may  know,  Men 
cannot." — Above  all,  the  Authority  of  the  Romijh 
Ritual  determineth,  "  that  a   Desmoniac  is  to  be   De 
diftinguifhed  from  one  troubled  with  the^/^f>^  Bile,   ^*^'^''*' 
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•r  other  Dififmper^  hy  his  di/covering  Mftant  tud  oc- 

cult  nittgsr 

And  yet,  when  they  have  a  mind  to  make  a 
Saint y  the  Proof  is  brought  from  thfife  very  extra- 
ordinary  Gifts.     Thus    Rihadenara,   in  his  BihUotb, 

p.  txo.  Sac,  Jefuy  extols  "  Jacob  Rhemy  becaufe  he  was  often 
endowed  with  a  Prophetic  Light,  declared  openly 
Things  future.  Things  at  a  Diflance,  and  other- 

P.  283.  wife  fecret,  with  infallible  Veracity.  —  Jof  Ancbieta 
knew  Things  abfent,  diftant,  and  future ;  and  fore- 
told them  as  diilindtly,  as  if  his  Mindnuas  the  Re- 

P.  291.  fieBing-Glafs  of  the  Di^vine  Will.  —  Mancinellus  prov- 
ed Spirits,  caft  out  Dennhy  cared  the  Difeafed, 
foretold  various  Things  in  Futurity,  and  told  of 
Things  at  a  Diftance."'  And,  I  believe,  there  are 
an  hundred  Inflances  of  this  Nature  in  that  ^^ook. 
And  there  are  perhaps  as  many  in  Honour  of  the 
Francifcans  in  the  Francifcan  Martyrology^  and  the 
famous  Book  of  Conformities  betnveen  Chrift  and  St. 
Francis, 

But  the  moft  irrefragable  ^ejiimonies  are  in  the 
"Roman  Breviary ;  where,  on  the  Fefi'vals  of  divers 
Saints^  all  thefe  ivonderful  Gifis  are  related  :  Moft 
of  them  too  were  canonized.  As  of  St.  JUavier,  St. 
Frances  of  Rome,  Ph.  Nerius,  Alcantara^  Ignatius^ 
Francis,  Anthony,  Romualdus,  Catharine  of  Sienna, 
&c  Many  of  them  foreknew  particularly  the 
TiTne  of  their  Death. 

Thus,  by  an  unaccountable  Infatuation, y^0«nVtf 
Saints  are  beatified  and  canonized,  on  the  very  fime 
Account,  for  which  others  are  pronounced  to  be 
under  a  diabolical  Pojfef/ton: 

But,  after  all,  'tis  poffible  thefe  Wonders  may, 
in  a  good  Meafure,  be  accounted  for  from  Difiem- 
fer,  a  Difturbancc   of  Brein^    Alienation  of  the 

RialHi 
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JLtafim  and  the  Zenfes^  fotne  Di/order  of  Mind  or 
or  Body.  For,  that  Perfons  afflided  with  natural 
Diftempers  have  frequently,  in  an  Enthufiafiic  Man- 
Ber,  uttered  Prophecies,  and  revealed  Secrets; 
and  when  they  were  cured  by  natural  Means,  the 
Gift  of  Di'vination  quite  left  them,  together  with 
the  nine/s ;  —  I  could  prove  from  Authorities  of 
Fhrjficians,  antient  and  modern.  Nor  is  it  an  /»- 
credible  Thing  to  me,  as  being  attefted  by  Ktflory, 
and  known  in  Fadl  to  be  true,  that  thofe,  who 
have  little  or  no  Ufe  of  their  Reafon  and  Senfes, 
flioold  utter  Predi^ionsy  and  reveal  Secrets:  As, 
for  Inilance,  Madmen,  Idiots,  Epileptics,  Ecfiu" 
tics,  &c. 

Nor,  again,  is  there  any  Room  to  doubt,  but 
that  ijuicked  Men  and  Seducers  have  fometimes  uttered 
Things  prophetically,  which  came  to  pafs.  And 
we  know,  that  in  the  latter  Days  Daemons  fhould 
be  the  Authors  of  many  furprizing  Things,  feem^  • 
ingly  at  leaft  miraculous;  God  permitting  Satan  to 
work  upon  the  Affeftions  oi  fal/e  Prophets,  and 
e<vil  Men* 

J.  14.  We  have  not  yet  done  with  the  Damo^ 
niacs.     For  [No.   8.]   Mr.  Wejley  mentions    "  a  4jo«"» 
Spirit  of  Laughter  coming  n^on  him/elf ,  Brother,  and  ^'^'*^ 
federal  others  ;   which  they  could  not'poffibly  help„ 
and  which  he  imputeth  to  their  being   buffeted  by 
Sa/an.''     To  what  I  faid  of  this  before,  [Enthu/^ 
Part  2,  Page  73,]  I  now  add,  that,  if  it  really  pro- 
ceeds from  Satan,  he  worked  in  the  fame  Manner 
long  before  the  Time  of  the  Go/pel:  This  being  the 
Dame  as  what  the  Ancients  called  the   "  Sardonian  Doctor 
Laughter  I   convulfive  and  involuntary,  and- a  Sort  Jj^g"^ 
of  Madnefs:   Which  Diforder  hath  paf{ed  into,  a  donius».

Cowvuljions,  and  fometimes  to  Phrenjy  and  Alienation 

of  Mind.  — Give  me  leave  to  add  aPaflkge  from 

"Mr.   Turner*s    Hifory    of  remarkable     Prtnndences, 

(Part   2,    Ch.  36,)    "  Platerus    fpeaks    of  fome, 

particularly  an  Abbot,  who  Was  forced  involuntarily 

to  laugh,   and  tofs  himfelf  about,    to   the  utter 

Spending  of  his  Strength.     Which  puts  me  in  mind 

of  a  Story  related  by  H.  Stephens  (in  his  TVorld  of 

Wonders)   of  a  Man,   who  being  at  Church,  and 

feeing  a  Woman  fall  down  oiF  her  Seat  while  fhe 

was  lleeping,  fell  into  fo  great  a  Fit  of  Laughter, 

that  he  continued  three  Days  and   three  Nights 

without  giving  over.'* 

It  is  obfervable  in  Homer,  [Odcyi![.  T.  verf.  345—) 
that  Penelope^  Suitors  grow  mad,  and  are  forced  by 
a  Damon  into  a  Laugh,  like  that  of  the  two 
IVeJleysy  and  their  Followers.  Euripides  in  his  Herculet 
Furens  (verf.  935—)  defcribes  that  Hero,  in  his 
mad  Fit,  as  forced  into  the  fame  Laughter,  and 
talking  wildly  of  his  Murthers,  and  purifying  Fires, 
&c.      And  Horace   terms    fijch   a  Perfon    (Satir, 
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Lib.  II,    Sat.  3,  verf.    72,)    malts  ridentem  ahenir, 
laughing  ivith  J^aws  not  bis  vwriy  but  made  ufe  of 
by  fome  Damon,     Thefe  three  Foets  are  all  fpeakr 
ing  of  Perfons  diftraSied,   and  out  of  their  Senfes^ 
The  Context  of  Horace  feems   to  prophejy  of  Mr. 
W—ley,  under  the  Name  of  Proteus,  and  of  iWif- 
thodijlical  Madnefs,  for  the  Cure  of  which  he  pre- 
fcribes  Hellebore,     Homer  is  clear,  that  the  Suitori 
were   depri'ved  of  their  Senfesy  and   could   not  fop 
their  Laughing  i  being  aSuated  by  2ifuperior  Ponxjer: 
That  prefently  afterwards  they  fall  a  crying,  and 
prefage  dreadful  Things,     One  of  them  was   feized 
with   this  Sardonian  Laugh  a  little   before.     Both 
Clarke   and  Pope   have  taken  Notice   of  this  wild 
Symptom ;   and  the  latter  hath  thefe  Words  in  his 
Notes:     **  Homer  defcribes  the  Suitors  under  an 
Alienation  of  Mind,  and  a  fudden  Dif  ration,  occa- 
fioned  by  Minerfva,     And   hence  we  may  gather 
the  Reaibn  why  they  are  tojfed  by  fo  fudden  a 
Tranfition  into  contrary  PaJJtons,   from  Laughter  to 
Tears :   This  Monwat   they   laugh   extravagantly, 
and  the  next  they  weep  with  equal  Excefs :   Per- 
fons  in   fuch  a   Condition  being  fubjefl  to  fuch 
Vieiffitudes:' 

Mr.  Wefl^  contends,  that  the  Laughing-Fits 
among  the  Methodifis  proceed  from  an  E'vil  Spirit, 
I  will  allow  it.  But  then,  1  doubt,  he  muft  allow 
that  they  are  mad,

Thyjicians  often  obferve  thefe  Sytaptoms  to  be  the 
lffe6t    of  Madnefi :    P^tioularly  Smnertus   reUtes   DeMania 
ivers  Cafes,  where  Perfons  under  this  Calamity  Qs*^'^* 
lave  talked  Latin,   Jung  Hymm,   difcourfed  well, 
SJ'f  -  none  of  which  they  could  do  in  their  Senjes. 

The  earlieft  Account,  which  I  can  recolledl,  of 
his  Change  ef  Voice,  proves  it  to  be  2.  diabolical  De^ 
ufmn  ;  the  Delphic  Oracle  being  firft  found  out  by 
his  Accident.  "  The  very  Goats,  feeding  at  the 
i^lace,  by  Qiance,  vjcre  ftcddenly  infpired,  and  quite 
'hanged  their  Voice,  and  the  Shepherds  coming  up 
were  a6loated  in  the  fame  Manner :  And  all  who 
::ame  near  were  feized  with  the  like  Di'vine  Fury^ 
Uid  began  to  utter  Prophecies.  —  But  many  Perfons 
livere  loft  there."     Diodor,  Sic.  Part  II.  pag.  427. 

We  read  too  (rf*  Orpheus,  (an  initiated  Magiciatt, 
whofe  Headj  like  fbme  of  the  Metbodiji-Preachersy 
praphefied  after  it  njuas  cut  off)  "  that  the  Nightin- 
gales  which  build  near  his  Tomb  fng  both  fnxeeter 
emd  ftroHger  than  any  others :  —  And  that  the 
Shepherds  falling  aileep  near  it  would  fmg  Or- 
fheus'^s  Hymns  loudly  and  melodioujly,'''*  Paufan» 
Beeotic.  Cap.  31. 

5.  16.  [No.  10.]  One  more  Cafe  of  a  Damo- 
mac  I  ihall  tranfcribe,  pretty  largely,  as  attended 
with  feveral  remarkable  Circumftances.  *•  At  Strat- 
ford upon  J'von,  —  Mrs.  K had  beefi  for  many 

Wccke  in  a  Way  that  nobody  could  underjiand\  fhe 
had  feat  for  a  Minifter  ;  but,  almoll  as  foon  as  he 
came,  jQie  began  roaring  in  fuch  a  Manner  (her 
"iimgue  t$L  the  fag^e  time  hanging  out  of  her  Movxt\i) 
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and  her  Fact  difinrtedSs^  the  moft  terrible  Form) 
that  (he  cried  out,  Mt  is  the  Devil^  doubtlefs!   It 
is  the  Z)«w7.'    And  immediately  went  away.— I 
afked,  *■  What  Good  do  you  think  I  can  do? '  One 
anfwered,    *  Wc  cannot  tell.'     But  Mrs.  AT— -i 
eameftly  delircd  you  might  come,  • —  faying,  that 
ihe  had  feen  you  in  a  Dream^   and  Jhould  htovjyw 
immeiBately»     But  the  Devil  (aid,  *  I  will  tear  thy 
Throat  out,  before  he  comes/     But  afterwards  his 
Words  were,   *  If  he  does  come,  I  will  let  thee 
be  quiet ;  and  thou  ihalt  be  as  if  nothing  ailed  diee, 
'till  he  is  gone  away.'     [Mr.  Wejley  fays,  *  I  jull 
relate  what  was  fpoken  to  me,  without  paifing  anjr 
Judgment  upon  it.'    Though  he  fneeringly  refleds 
upon  the    *  Unfhilofophical    Mimfieri*   and  adds 
afterwards,  *  a  ftrange  Sort  of  Madnefs  this!'  — 
He  then  proceeds,]    '  I  walked  over  about  Noon: 
But  when  wje  came  to  the   Houfe,    I  defired  all 
thofe  that  were  with  me  to  ftay  below.     One 
{hewing  me  the  Way,  I  went   up  flraight  into 
the  Room.     As  foon  as  I  came  to   the  Bedfide, 
ihe  fixed  her    Eyes,    and  faid,   *  You  arc   Mr. 
Wejley.     I  am  very  well  now,  I  thank  God.    No- 
thing ails  me  now :   Only  I  am  weak.'     I  caDcd 
them  up,   and  we  began  to  fing :  —  hStttfingmg  a 
Verfe  or  two,  we  kneeled  down  to  Prayer,     I  had 
but  juft  begun,  (my  Eyes  being  fhut)  when  I  felt 
as  if  I  had  been  plunged  into  cold  Water,     And  im- 
mediately there  was  fuch  a  Roar,  that  my  Voice 
was  quite  drowned ;  though  I  fpoke  as  loud  as  I 
ufually  do,  when  I  fpeak  to  three  or  four  thoofand 
People.     However   I  prayed  on.     She  was  then 
reared  in  the  Bed,  her  whole  Body  moving  at  oiuit 
juft  as  if  it  were  a  Piece  of  Stone.     Immediately 
after  it  was  wnt\ved  mXo  ^Wkvadof  Poftuxts;  the 
fame  horrid  Y cW  co\\UYi\xvi^^ ^>SJl«   "^^  -^^  \&. \«x 
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IOC  'till  all  the  Symptoms  ceafed,  and  fh«  was  (for 
be  prefent  at  leaA)  rejoicing  and  praifing  Go</.'* 

That  I  may  not  too  often  omit  fuch  Circum- 
kances  as  tend  to  the  Glory  of  Mr,  Wejley^  emulat- 
ng  that  of  his  Familiar,  St.  Ignatius  i  I  fhoukL 
ake  ibme  Notice  how  carefully  he  relates  the 
Roman's  *'  Dream,  in  which  Ihe  faw  Mr.  We/ley^ 
ind  fhoald  know  him  immediately."  To  prevent 
ill  Fallacy,  and  fhew  that  all  was  fair,  "  he  went 
jp  into  Uie  Room  by  him&lf,  and  ihe  immediate- 
y  cries  out,  *  You  are  Mr.  WeJUy:^ 

Not  to  fay,  how  eafy  it  was  to  guefs  it  was 
Mr.  Wejleyy  by  the  Expe^ation  of  his  coming,  or 
(bme  previous  Defcription  of  him  j    it  was  proper 
hme  divine  Notice  ftiould  be  given  of  fuch  a  pow- 
erful Man ;  that  he  fhould  go  alone  into  her  Cham- 
ber, to  prove  it  true  ;  even  though  contrary  to  his 
SLUthoritative  Diredions,  "  that  above  all  Things  the  Compl. 
Exorctft  muft  beware  of  vifiting  any  Perfon  pofTe/Ted   Artis 
alone,  and  without  fome  Company ;  efpecially  a  Dear's. 
Womanr 

The  fame  Honour  had  that  other  great  Mav,  Bartol. 
St.  Ignatius :  For  "  a  Woman  in  a  delirious  Fenjer, 
and  at  the  Point  of  Death,  faw  in  a  Dream  a  'vene- 
rahle  Per/ony  of  the  Jefuits  Society,  as  Ihe  con- 
je^bired  by  a  Relick.oi  his  Garment :  The  Relick 
of  St.  Ignatius''^  Garment  was  brought ;  and  ihe 
inftantly  crieth  out,  *  I  am  found ;  I  am  well.*  A 
Figure  .of  Ignatius  being  then  ihewn  to  her,  (he 
knew  it  was  the  fame  whom  (he  had  feen  in  her 
Sleep.  And  ihe  had  him  in  Veneration  all  her 
Life.''— 

"  That  famouS/JMirade-monger,  Jolm  de  Brid-  Kov. 
fytgtoitf  soidjif^lar  Se<retary  of  Celeftial  Myfte-   I-cgend. 
lies,   was  equally  honoured  by  *  five   Marintn^  IkqUv^V 

Vol.  JX  G  \v\io 
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who  in  a  Temped  at  Sea  faw  a  Vifim  of  a  feiie* 
rable  Perfon  ddhrering  them  from  their  Diftre(b: 
And  afterwards  going  into  a  M9maftmy9  they  (aw 
Jolmt  and  knew  him  to  be  the  Man  ^at  i^ppeared 
to  them  in  VifienC^ 

The  DtviU  in  a  terrible  Fright  at  Mr.  Wefef% 
being  fent  for,  threatenedi  cruelly ;  <<  I  will  tear 
thy  Throat  out  before  he  comes.''  But  afterwards 
he  grows  c^der  and  eumdnger  :  And  dien  his 
Words  were>  "  If  he  does  come,  I  will  iot  ibtt  bi 
^tuet ;  and  thou  (halt  be  as  if  nothing  ailed  thee, 
'till  he  is  gone." 

A  common  ClergymoM  he  had  pot  to  Fli|^  ;  but, 
defpairing  of  ferving  our  Hero  Jb,  he  recars  to  his 
^rtificii ;  and,  perhaps  to  avoid  die  Bi%race  of 
being  cjeded,  walks  off,  and  owns  Mr.  Wefltfs 
PoFwer,  —  Such  an  Account  we  have  in  ^  Stoiy 
<^  the  Devil  of  Ma/con ;  who  would  ibmetimes  tell 
the  Exorcifi,  "  While  yon  pray,  I  will  go  and  take 
a  Turn  in  the  Street." 
Thyr.  Thus  the  Papi/s  tell  us  "  Safofi  boafted,   I  will 

^•^^  not  be  ejeded  by  thofe  little  Fdlows,  SyrM/Ms  and 
p.  183,  Bemariklusy  —  Again ;  "  A  Woman'^  Daughter 
1 12*  being  pofTefTed,  fhe  had  a  Fifion  of  the  PeHbn  who 
was  to  cure  her :  What  fhould  fhe  do  ?  Away  (he 
fiies  to  the  Monafiery,  to  find  out  the  Man.  The 
Frafea  of  the'  Monaflery  comes  out ;  he  was  not 
the  Man:  'Ti}l  at  lengdi^«^/V/i^/  coming  out,  fte 
inftandy  knew  his  Face,  and  the  Dewl  left  her 
Daughter."—  '^  The  Devih  have  crften  confefled, 
that  they  would  not  be  ejected  but  by  feme  exctl- 
lent  Perfon.  When  feveral  had  tried  in  vain  to 
drive  a  Damon  out  of  one  Eibeler^  he  declared,  •  I 
will  be  expelled  by  nobody  except  St.  Stvihert^  the 

^poftk  of  tb^  Saxm:  •«  Another  Denm  fiud,  '  I 

will 
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will  not  gp  out,  unlefs  tlie  Archdeacon  of  Lyons  will 
come  liimfelf,  and  eje£l  me  out  this  Vejffely  of  which 
I  have  PolTeflion." 

The  DeviPs  Promife,  however,  of  "  letting  the 
Woman  be  ^kt^  'till  Mr.  IVeJiey  was  gone,  as  if 
nothing  ailed  her;'"  and  her  faying,  when  he 
came,  **  that  fhe  was  very  well,  and  nothing  ailed 
her,"  are  but  fomc  of  the  De^viPs  Jly  Tricks^  if  we 
may  believe  the  Pope :  For,  "  among  others  of  the  Rlttwl. 
<u;Uhd Sfirits  Arts  and  Deceptions,  they  fometimes  J®*"* 
hide  themfelves,  and  leave  the  Body  as  it  were  free 
from  all  Moleflation,  that  the  Pojeffed  may  think 
himfelf  quite  delivered.  But  the  Exorcijl  muft  not 
ceafc,  'till  he  fees  the  Signs  o£  Delivery.". 

Mr.  TFe/Iey  accordingly  obeys  the  Rule,  "  not 
leaving  the  Woman  'till  all  the  Symptoms  ceafedi 
and  llie  was,  for  the  prefatt  at  leaft,  rejoicing  ;"  — . 
flpt  JI:::^!!''  rji\^ev^^^  that  Sataff'f  Predi(^ion  might 
be  verified,  of  "  nothing  ailing  her  'till  Mr.  WeJIey 
was  gone." 

It  is  another  obfervable  Circumftance,  that,  when 
the  Woman  "  v/as  reared  in  the  Bed,  her  whole 
Body  moved  at  once,  not  one  Joint  or  Limb  bend- 
ing, juft  as  if  it  were  a  Piece  of  Stone  -,  and  im- 
mediately after  it  was  writhed  into  all  kind  of 
Poftures." 

This  feems  to  be  that  Sort  of  Diftemper,   which 
is  called  a  Catakpjlsy  of  the  con^ulfi^ve  kind ;   which 
Wierui  defcribeth  much  after  the  fame   Manner,    DePraft. 
and  imputeth  to  a  diabolical  Ponjuer ;   and  of  which   !•  3>  ^-9- 
he  brings  feveral  Inftances,  efpecially   among  fome   i'**c.ii! 
Nufts,      Dr.  James  (in  the   Words    Catalepjis  and 
Sfafmus)  fays  of  fuch,   "   that  in  the  con<vulfi've 
Paroxyfm  the   Limbs  are  furprizingly  agitated,  and 
drawn  into  'various  Dire^ions ;  —  at  other  Times  the

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*VLhole  Body  is  ftifF,  and  immoveable  as  a  Stone ;  the 
Limbs  /;r^^,  but  eafily  flexible:  —  Sometimes  the 
Diforder  hath  its  Ori^nal  from  Melancholy,  and  is 
of  the  Hypochondriac  or  Hyfteric  Kind ;  —  fometiitics 
arifeth  from  a  thick,  fvifad^  and  ifnpure  Blood  i 
fometimes  from  the  Commotions  and  Bajfions  of  the 
Mind }  profound  Meditation,  and  Workings  of  the 
the  Imagination,  And  he  gives  Inftances  of  Pcrfons 
thus  feized  at  the  Recital  of  certain  Words,  or  fing- 
ing  of  Pfalms,  &c,  and  fometimes  the  Dlftemper  is 
complicated  with  a  Trance, "^ 

The  Reader  may  there  fee  more  o£  this ;  with 
feveral other  diftempcred  Cowuulfions,  Diflortions,^c. 
into  which  the  Metbodifts  are  fo  often  falling. 

In  this  Cafe  I  obferve,  that  the  Operator  himfelf 
catcheth  the  Contagion,  feized  with  Part  of  the  i\r- 
tienis  Malady.  For  Mr.  Wefl^  fays,  "  that,  after 
finging,  he  had  but  juft  begiift  jfrayh^, 

felt  as  if  he  had  been  plunged  into  cold  Water. 

Pfaft.  Thus    Wierus    tells    us    of    "    a.  Witch,     Alice 

D«inon.    Kamitsc,  who  herfelf  was  affliaed  with  Part  of  the 
p.  400.     f^^ 

Torments,  which  fhe  was  inflifling   upon  others  j 

but  was  thought  purpofely  to  have  andergone  this 
Evil,  that  (he  might  not  be  thought  to  have  be- 
witched the  reft." 

The  fame  Author  fays  of  one  fuppofed  to  be  pof- 
P.  114.  fefled,  "  that  the  D^/7caufed  a  Senfation  in  her 
of  a  cold  Humour  diftilling  from  the  Head  to  the 
Back."  —  And  Sennertus  (de  Morbis  a  Fa/cino,  cap. 
6.)  mentions  "  ore  thought  bev:itchedy  who  feltfuch 
a  Chill  all  over  the  Back,  as  if  he  had  been  plung- 
ed in  cold  Water? ' 

Dr.  Jarnes  (under  Sfcfmus)  fays,  "  one  of 
the  moft  confiderable  Signs  of  the  Diforder  is,  a 
Senfe  of  Formication,  [1.  e,  a  Senfation  like  that 
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of  the  Creeping  of  AnUy  Fonnicay  on  any  Part] 
which  alio  fdzeth  the  Os  Coccygisy  and  like  a  cold 
Vapour  afcends  throagh  the  Spine  of  the  Back; 
and  the  left  Hypochondrium  is  afFeded,  IScP 

But  the  Fopijh  Exorcifts  reckon  this  as  a  certain 
Sign  of  a  Perfon's  being  both  pojeffedand  bewitched. 
Per  *^  fomedmes,  when  the  Damons  enter  into  hu-   Mall. 
man  Bodies^  it  feems  as  if  a  Veflel  of  the  coldeft  ^^' 
Water  ran  aboot  their  Backs,  which  fpreadeth  itfelf  p.  i^^) 
over  the  nxbole  Botfyy  from  Head  to  Foot.  —  Some   **^» 
feel  a  very  co^  fFind  ddjccnd  through  the  Shoulders 
and  Reins:  And  if  the  Exorciji  would  put  his  Hand 
upoo  the  Headoi  the  Pojfe/Jedy  he  feels  a  cold  Thing 
like  Ice  under  his  Hand."     Wierus  too  tells  of  <'  a   Praeftig. 
Girl,  whom  the  Df«v/7  (etting  upon  began  with  in-   ^'S'C^S* 
dttcing  a  Senfation   as  of  a  Catarrby  or  a  cold 
DeJluxioKy  diflilling  from  Head  to  Foot." 

Mr.  Mather  gives  much  the  fame  Account  of  Hlftor.^ 
fome  Children  bewitched  in  New-Englandy   "  who   ^^^l\ 
would  complain  of  being  in  a  red-hot  Oi'en;    and 
(boa  after  would  complain  of  having  cold  IVater 
thrown  upon  them."     **  And  it  is  a  certain  Sign   Dodr.  5. 
of  a  Damoniacy    (according  to  Complement,  Artis 
Exorcijl,)  when  a  feryy   or   an  icy  Vapour  runs 
about  the  Body." 


f.  17.     Here  we  may  bring  in  an  Inflance  or 
two  of    fbqng   Imaginationy    or  Deception  of  the 
Senfes ;  which  Mr.  JVeJley  afcribes  to  the  E'vil  Spi- 
rit-,    and    are   probably    the  Ffieds  of  Difeafe, 
[No.  9.]     "  I  was  deiired  to  meet  one  who  was   WelTey, 
ill  of  a  very  uncommon  Diforder.     She  faid,   *  Fdr    5  Journ, 
ieveral  Years  I  have  heardy  wherever  I  am,  a  Voice  ^^*  ^  ' 
continually  fpeaking    to  me,    curfing,    fwearing, 
s^d  blafpheming,  in  the  moft  horrid  Manner,  and

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inciting  me  to  all  Manner  of  Wickednefs.    I  ka 
applied  to  Phyfidans^  and  taken  all  Sorts  of  JlfA&'« 
cinesf  but  am  never  the  better.'     No,    nor  ever 
will,  'till  a  better  PfjyJicUm  than  thefe  bruifes  SaiM 
under  her  Feet." 
Medic.  The  learned  Dr.  Mead^  fpeaking  of  thofe  Pcr- 

Sacr.        turbations  of  Mind  which  afied  tfielancboly  PerfoD» 
F»g»  7»«    jiu  wonderful-  Manners,  fays,    **  I  have  known 
'  invo,  who,  even  when  alone,  imagined  they  heard 
Voices  of  Perfons  fpeaking  into  their  Ears."    And 
Under       Dr.  James  obferves,  that  "  in  ibme  Defrawam 
of  the  Organs  of  the  Bar^  or  of  the  Praitt,  Peo- 
ple perceive  Sounds,  which  have  no  Exigence  but  in 
the  Imagination ;  —  it  being  a  Matter  of  Indifc- 
rence,  whether  the  Fibres  of  the  Nervt  (the  Au- 
ditory) be  agitated  in  the  Brain,  or  in  the  Ear : 
That  this  happens  in  a  Delirium,   Vertigo  ;   and  is  a 
Forerunner  of  bad  Diilempers,  an  Epileffy,  ^c^ 

That  this  is  no  new  kind  of  Diforder,  and  the 
Effcd  too  of  diftempered  Bile,  we  learn  from  the 
T^p'ft.  2  ^"Pty  ^^ adman  of  Horace,  (who  had  the  Story  from 
Lib.  2.  much  ancient er  Writers)  who  fancied  he  heard 
fome  excellent  tragedians  ailing  their  Parts  on  the 
Stage ;  but,  at  length,  was,  to  his^  great  Morti- 
fication, cured  of  his/itw/  Delirium,  by  drinking 
proper  Dofes  of  Hellebore,  —  And,  if  it  would  be 
kindly  taken,  I  would  venture  to  recommend  this 
fame  Hellebore  to  my  Patients  of  the  Order  of 
Methcdifm, 

Galen  hath  another  Inftance  of  fuch  **  depraived 
Imagination;  one  who  fancied  a  Company  of 
Trumpeter  J  were  in  his  Room,  and  wotdd  be  cal- 
ling out  to  the  Servants  to  turn  them  out  of  Doors 
for  making  fuch  a  Noife,  and  breaking  his  JRcft." 
Differ.  Sympt.  cap.  3. 
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But  the  Exorciftical  Writers  reckon  "   among   Compl, 
the  certaim   Signs    of  a  Poffeffion,    or  IVltchcrafty    ^^^^ 
the   hearing  or  feeing  fretematurally  fuch   iVrange    Doft,  5. 
Things.     And  one  of  them  cured  a  Madman,  who 
only  thought  he  had  the  E'vil  Spirit  in  his  right 
Ear,  by  pouring  a  VefTel  of  Holy  Water  into  his 
Ear,   and  upon  his  Head.'*'' 

Wierus  fays,  "  The  Damons  enter  into  the  Fhan-    Prseftig. 
iafyx  and  insinuate   Words  either  of  Perturbation,   Damon. 
or  Pleafure ;  not  indeed  emitting  any  Voice   by   ^  ^** 
Pulfation  and  Sound,  but  injecting  their   Words 
without  any  Noife,  ^c^""     But  the  fame  Author,  in 
the  Chapter  ''  of  the  depraved  Imagination  of  me-   p.  229, 
lancholy  People,  mentions  a  Fry  or  guilty  of  tmna" 
tural  Vices,  who  afHrmed  hey2iai;  another  Perfon,who 
lived  at  many  Miles  Diilance,  and  complained,  that 
every  one  he  nut  airways  made   a  great  Noije  in   his 
Ears,  and  fent  to  fflerus  for  Advice.   Some  thought 
the  Fault  lay  in  the  Organs  of  Hearing  j  but  indeed 
his  Mind  was  difordered''' 

He  has  another  Inflance  in  '^  a  poor  Country-  Ibid. 
man,  who  had  vomited  Glafs  and  Nails,  &c.  for   P*  *^'» 
federal  Tears,  as  if  hewitched;   of   which  being 
cured,  he  yet  afterward  always  felt  and  heard  in 
his  Belly  the  Sound  of  a  Bag  of  hroken Glafs-,  and 
likewife  the  Clock  friking,  and  diflin£l  Strokes  of 
the  Hammer  on  his  Heart.     What  People  thus  hear 
and  fee  is  owing,  fays  he,  to  the  black  Bile ;  which 
happens  partly  from  the  Diet,  Air,  ^orrtyw,  and 
Fear  j  partly  from  the  Conllitutions  of  Heaven ; 
and  partly  in  Agreement  with  other  delirious  Per- 
fons."    But  after\vards  he  fays,  "  Who  doth  not  P,  3^5.; 
fee  in  the  Man's  Org^^ra  (fitted  on  Account  of  his 
Simplicity  to  the  Deal's  lllufions)  the  Operation, 
T.ickings,  and  Vexations  of  a  Damon  f 'I

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Thyn^        It  b  a  common  Complaint  among  Fopiflf  Enthu- 
Loc.        JSa/s,  that  the  Devil  enters  into  all  the  Senjh,  See- 
^'      ingj  Hearimgy  ^ofting^  Smelting,  Feelings  and  they 
ihew  bow. 
Ribaden.       Accordingly  "  he  was  fo  angry  with  St.  Fran- 
pag.2i3.  ces  of  Rome,  for  the  many  Booties  ihe  had  fnatcked 
from  Hell,  —  that  he  was  always  plaguing  her, 
-^  appearing  in  the  Shape  of  Men  and  Women  in 
filthy  Poihires,    mofl  unbefeeming  Gefhires,   and 
wanton  Adlions.     And  he  cmce  played  her  a  moSt 
f  malicious  Trick,  by  trailing  about  her  Room  a  rot- 

*  ten  Carcais  of  a  dead  Man,  which  made  fbch  an 
intolerable  and  lafling  Stench,  that  fhe  had^fbr  ever 
an  Averfion  to  Man."  Rihadeneira  fays  the  fame 
P.  »9i*  of  Catharine  of  Sienna ;  "  whom  the  Devils  mo- 
lefted  with  foul  and  abominable  Imaginations, — 
representing  to  her  Eyes  and  Ears  moft  unfeemly 
Things.  And  ihe  was  a  long  Time  thus  afflifted." 
By  comparing  thefe  btories  together,  we  may 
juftly  afcribe  the  feveral  Voices,  internal  and  exter- 
nal, which  fo  many  Papifts  and  Metho£fis  hear, 
as  well  as  their  fuppofed  Vijions,  to  the  Force  of 
^fiempered  Fancy ;  the  Foices  being  as  it  were  the 
Eclw,  and  the  Fijions  the  Refe^ion,  of  their  own 
Imagination. 

In  Analogy  to  this,  [No.  lo..]  we  find  the  Effeft 
of  Mr.  Wejlefs  Difcourfe  on  Feeling :  For,  fays  he, 
Wefley,  "  It  pleafed  God  to  make  this  Diibourfe  an  Occa- 
5  Journ.  g^jj  ^f  difcovering  fuch  Wiles  of  Satan,  as  it  never 
entered  mto  my  Heart  to  conceive.  —  Fmdmg 
many  had  been  offended  at  the  Sermon,  -—  I  called 
them  together,  and  examined  them  feverally  con- 
cerning their  Experiences,  and  other  Orcumftances. 
And  thus  far  I  approved  of  their  Experiences,  as 
to  their  feeling  Ac  Working  of  the  Spirit  of  God, 

to:*

See.  But,  as  to  what  ibme  of  them  faid  farther^ 
concerning  **  fueling  the  Blood  of  Chrift  running 
upon  their  Arms^  or  going  down  their  Throaty  or 
poured  like  warm  Water  on  their  Breaft,  or 
Heart  ;*  I  plainly  told  them,  *^  the  utmoft  I  could 
allow  was,  that  /ome  of  thefe  Circumftances  might 
be  from  God^  (though  I  could  not  affirm  they  were) 
working  in  an  unufual  Manner ;  —  but  that  aJ/  the 
reft  I  muft  believe  to  be  the  mere  empty  Dreams 
of  an  heated  Imagination." 

However  good  Mr.  Wefley  may  be  at  his  Di- 
fttnaions\  I  believe'  he  would  find  it  difficult  to 
difUnguifh  ix:hich  of  thefe  odd  Circumftances  might 
he  from  God^  and  fwhich  were  cdl  the  reft,  that  were 
the  mere  empty  Dreams  of  an  heated  Imagination^ 
and  which  difcovered  fuch  inconcei<vable  Wiles  of 
Satan*  Here  we  fee  the  manifcft  Danger  of  run- 
nmg  into  Metb^difmi  in  which  fuch  fanatical  Super- 
ftitions  and  Diabolical  Delufiem  ftand  confijjed.  And 
do  thefe  Evils  ftop  here  ?  Hath  not  Mr.  We/ley 
himfelf  related  feveral  of  a  worfe  Kind,  as  Sceptic 
cifmsy  Infidelity y  and  Atheijm?  And  will  he  per-* 
fuade  U8,  that  he  hath  difcovered  half  of  what 
himfelf  knows  ?  And  is  it  not  evident  what  Delu" 
fions  run  through  the  ^hole  of  their  firange  Dif- 
penfation  ? 

§.  18.  Let  us  try  the  Point  in  feme  other  Cafes. 
[No.  II.]  "I  was  both  furprized  and  grieved  at  Wefley, 
a  genuine  Inftance  of  Enthufiafm.  J—  5—,  of  5  Wn. 
Tanfield  Leigh y  who  had  received  a  5^»/?  ^  z/*^ /^^ 
of  God  2l  few  Days  before,  came  riding  through 
the  Town,  hallowing  and  fhouting,  and  driving  all 
the  People  before  him,  telling  them,  *  God  had 

told 
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told  him  ho  fhould  be  a  ISt^,  and  ihould  tread  all 
his  Enemies  under  his  Feet.^' 

He  might  have  called  it  an  Inftance  afdiriS  Mod' 
mfit  as  well  as  of  genuine  Emim/m/m:  But  then  per- 
haps an  Entbufiafty  and  a   Mi»dnumy  might  have 

<»  been  deemed  the  fame  Thing ;    and  what  would 

become  of  Methcdi/m^^^^nt  to  take  the  Faft  as 
here  related;  —  We  fee  a  ^Id  Metbedift,  bat  a 
few  Days  after  receiving  a  ^tnfe  of  God^s  Lotfi, 
coming  with  all  the  Claims  of  Royalty  ;  which  af- 
fords frefh  Proof,  how  foon  their  fancied  Falings 
and  Impreffiom  are  apt  to  puff  up  frefiimftuom  Minds 
with  ? ride  and  Vain  Glory  \  as  if  they  were  of  a 
^  fuperior  Ranky  and  common  Mortals  of  a  UnKtr 
Difpenfation :     Another  Difcovery  of  the  inies  tf 

P.  229.  Satan  among  them.  Thus  Pflerus  tells  us,  *'  I 
knew  one  of  this  depraved  Imagination,  who  be- 
lieved himfelf  the  Monarch  and  Emperor  of  thjg 
World;  iiiu  that  that  Nami  belonged  only  to 
him."     In  fuch  a  mad  Tran/port  St.  Francis  exclaim- 

Confor.     ed,  "  I  know  that  I  fhall   be  a  Grf «/   Prince: -^ I 

f^^'  »3f  fliall  be  adoredover  all  the  Earth." 

An.  1672,       In  the  j^iSa  Germanica  we  have   "  feveral  Exam* 

Cbf.157.  pies  of  fuch  high  Clainxs  in  Perfons  grown  mad  out 
of  Pride;  who  imagined  themfeives,  onfe  a  Count 
of  the  Empire t  VLiiolYi^r  King  of  Portugal^  a  third  a 
great  ^ueen,   a  fourth  Czar  ofMufcovy^ 

Thefe,  however,  were  innocent  mad  People^  in 
Companfon  of  this  outrageous  MethodiJl\  and  I 
doubt  not  their  Pretenfions  to  Royalty  Hand  upon  as 
good  Foundation^  as  the  Methodijis  Fancies^  or  even 
AJfuranceSy  of  Celefiial  Croons,      For   (as    Fbitarch 

Ed.  Par.    obferves)   "  A  groundlefs   and  irrational  yoy    agi- 

Z^]'Jl\     ^^t^s  and  alienates  the  Mind  more  than  either  5«r- 
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row  or  Feavx 
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Nor  make  I  any  Doubt  but  the  fame  TTeceftion 
of  Ac  ^wfesy  caofed  by  Aftempered  Enthufiafm  ever 
mftifed  into  tbe  Head^  produced  the  feveral  follow- 
ing frefumptuous  Jffiirances,  and  'vijknary  Exulta^ 
Horn.  "  One  in  a  Jingh  Fever  cries  out,  *  O  f   I  am    Weiley, 
hftf^,  happy,  happy  :  — All  the  J/tge/s  rejoice, —   4  Joum. 
md  I  rqoice  with  them ;   for  I  am  unitedio  Je/us*  ^'    ^* 
—  Smiling  and  loddng  up,  (he  fays,  *  There  is 
the  Lamb.     The  Enemy  may  come  j  but  he  hath 
no  Part  in  me,  8cc.^ 

«  Sarah  fFhiJJdn  was  taken  ill  of  a  Fever ^ —   5  Journ. 
continnally  praying  that  God  luouU  reveal  iimfel/tQ  P*  *3' 
her  Soul.  —  In  the  mean  time  fhe  fays,  *  The 
Dml  is  very  bufy  with  me.  —  But  I  am  fnatched 
out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Devil,     Though  God  has 
mt  revealed  \am{^  to  mt',   yet  I  believe,  were  I 
to  die  this  Night,  before  To-morrow  I  Ihould  be 
IB  HeoFven,  —  I  have  not  feen  the  Lord  yet.     But  I 
believe  IJhall  fee  him,  and  live.'r— The  next  Day 
fte  fiys,   '  I  have  had  no  Sleep,  but  I  have  had  the 
£on/with  me.*     Soon  after,  *  I  fear  I  haife  de- 
ceived myfelf.     I  thought  the  Amen  was  fealed  in 
my  Heart ;  but  I  fear  it  is  not.'    She  fings,  they 
pray,  and  (he  is  delivered  from  her  Fears.  —  Soon 
^er  we  were  gone,   fhe  rofe    up,    and  faid,  — • 
'  *  Nof^  it  is  done.     I  am  affured  my  Sins  are  for- 
^¥cn.*— Dieth,  —  I  ihould  have  obferved,    that  " 
fhe  had  a  Vifim  of  her  Relations  receiving  inllan- 
taneeufly  a  Bleffing.    '  I  faw    my  Mother  and 
Brodler  and  Sifter  in  my  Sleep,  and  they  all  re- 
ceived a  Bleifing  in  a  Moment." 

As  we  know  nothing  of  this  Woman^s  Life  and 
Converfationy  we  have  no  Reafon  to  quefUon  her 
SalvaHm ;  thou^  we  may  queftion  whether  her 
jffirances  and  Fi^ont  are  well-grounded.     Tvio 
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Things  feem  plain :  That  the  Metho£fis  are  traioed 
up  and  bolftered  with  Expedations  of  RevtkHmy 
and  oi  fieing  God  fre/eni  'untb  tbtm  %  which  (iudjr 
is  a  very  ^^omptuous  and  dangerous  Dodrine: 
And  that  her  Difcourfes  are  like  the  Rambling^  of 
a  deliriws  Fever ;  which  Mr.  Wefley  acknowledge 
fhe  had.  —  As  to  her  ViJioM  of  her    Relations^  it 
Vita,S*.   is  much  like  what  St.  Terefa  fays  :  **  Being  nrach 
P*  ^^     ituRJpofedy  I  took  up  my  Rofary,  and  infenfibly  M 
into  a  Rapi ;  feemed  to  be  in  Htafotn^  and  there  I 
feew  both  my  Father  and  Mother.  I  doubted  whether 
this  might  not  be  fome  lllufim ;  though  it  did  not 
fo  feem  to  me/* 
Wefley,        [No.  1 2.]    We  have  an  Account  of  "  a  Bej^ 
\}^^^   turned  out  of  School  for  Miibehaviour^  mnnii^ 
away  from  his  Parents,  fufiering  Hunger  and  Coldy 
three  Days  without  Suftenance,  hearing  Mr.  WeJUj^ 
and  reforming :  —  Tempted  by  the  Devil  to  hang 
or  drown  himfelf :  —  But,  wreftling  with  God  in 
Prayer,  he  faw  himfelf  furrounded  on  a  fudden 
with  an  inexprejjibh  Light : — Seized  with  a  painful 
lUnefs,  declares,  *  Though  I  am  not  in  Heaven 
yet,  I  am  as  fure  of  it  as  if  I  was ;  —  as  fure  of 
Chrifi,  as  if  I  had  him  already.'  —  One  Day  his 
Mother  faid,  *  Jacky,    you  have  not  been  with 
your  Saviour  To  night.'      He  replied,  *  Yes,  I 
have.'     She  afked,  *  What  did  he  fay  ? '  He  an- 
fwered,  <  He  bid  me  not  be  afraid   of  the  Devil ; 
for  he  had  no  Power  to  hurt  me  at  all,   but  I 
fhould  tread  him  under  my  Feet.'     In'  this  lllneis 
he  died,  fome  Months  above  thirteen  Years  old." 

In  this  Cafe,  as  in  the  former,  I  have  no  Quar* 

rel  with  the  Boy's  Piety,  but  the  Enthufiafm  attend* 

ing  it ;  in  which  he  appears  to  have  been  well  in- 

firuaed.    For  he  has  AJjurance  of   his  SahatioK, 

and 
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and  that  Eternal I'^Chrift  comes  to  attend  him, 
and  ipeaks  to  him  formally,  in  fo  many  Words ; 
and  his  Mother  draws  him,  as  a  Thing  expeSledj  or 
agreed  upon,  into  a  Declaration  of  this  Bi'vine 
Trejence  and  Coiwerfation,  To  which  add,  his 
ikying  that  "  he  faw  himfelf  furrounded  with 
an  incxpreffible  Light,  while  he  wreftled  with  Go//." 
All  which  may  be  reckoned  as  more  "  Dreams  of 
a  heated  Imagination,  or  Wiles  of  Satan i'^  (to 
countenance  the  Delufan  of  Methodifm :)  Unlefs  it 
can  be  proved,  that  all  the  Pretenfions  of  the  fame 
Nature,  among  the  mod  frantic  and  wild  Sai,:ts  of 
the  Antichrtftian  Communion^  were  truly  from  God» 
and  Confirmations  of  the  Truth  of  PopiJJj  Religion. 

I  do  not  know,  whether  die  inexpreffihle  Light 
furroumUng  the  Boy,  be  to  be  underllood  of  a  Glory 
irradiating  his  onxjn  Per/on,  or  emitted  from  it ;  or 
whether  it  was  a  Sign  of  the  Di<vine  Prefe?tce,  while 
he  was  *wreftling  njuith  God,  But  1  could  produce 
hundreds  of  Inftances,  were  it  needful,  of  fuch 
fabulous  Papifical  Talis ;  where  not  only  the  Great 
Saints^  St.  Francis,  St.  Ignatius,  &c.  but  Novices 
and  Nuns  have  been  emblazoned  in  the  fame  Man- 
ner, and  encompaffed  with  fuch  extraordinary 
Splendors,  by  the  Vijtts  of  Chrift,  the  Virgin^  Jh- 
gels,  JpoftUs,  and  Saints,  Some  of  which  I  fhall 
fet  down,  after  mentioning  the  Cafe  of  Samuel  and 
Thotnas  Hitchens,  two  Brothers-,  who  in  a  little 
Compafs  of  Time  went  through  mod  of  the  My- 
fleries  of  Methodifm,  and  arrived  to  this  Brightnefs 
of  Glory,  In  the  Account,  printed,  and  induftri- 
oufly  publifhed,  we  read  that  "  Samuel,  a  Smith 
by  Trade,  had  almoft  forgot  every  Thing  that 
was  good,  'till  the  Methodift  Teachers  came  into 
afrawaJ/, — During  ih&\x  Prayer^  he  feW  to  X^e 
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Ground,  and  roared;  bat  is  (bon  convierted  to  Ae 
Fttitb.  But  the  Devil  then  ftrove  to  reafon  him  out 
of  it;  —  then  raifed  a  Moh  againft  the  MetboMJtt^ 
got  a  Warrant  to  prefs  him  fpr  a  SolUer ;  but  Gd 
fuffered  them  not  to  touch  him.  —  By  another 
Snare  of  the  Devil^  he  is  tempted  to  marry y  where- 
by his  Heart  is  drawn  away  from  Godi  and  he  ii 
plunged  into  utter  Darknefs,  often  faying,  *  he 
ivat  in  HeU.*  He  wandered  about  the  Fields  by 
Night,  threw  himfelf  on  the  Earth,  beat  his  Head 
againft  the  Ground ;  roaring,  beating,  and  cutting 
himfelf  in  feveral  Places.—  Is  quite  detivtrtd  in  a 
Moment,  But  flill  has  frequent  and  fore  Confii^s 
with  Satan,  —  doubts  of  the  Being  of  a  Godi  but  is 
delivered.  Is  Head  of  a  Qafsf  or  Band;  where 
he  difcovered  any  7hing  amifs  by  a  Weight  which 
he  felt.  Takes  upon  him  to  be  a  Preacher,  bat 
doubting  of  his  Mijfton,  'till  convinced  it  was  the 
Will  of  God. —  He  runs  into  another  Miilake,  and 
is  to  an  Extreme  negligent  of  his  Apparel  \  but 
afterwards  convinced,  that  a  Chrifiian  ought  by  his 
out'ward  Neatne/s  to  (hew  the  Purity  of  his  Mind, 
His  laft  Temptation  was  to  Jiar<ve  himfelf,  by 
denying  his  Body  necefTary  Support ;  but  is  con- 
vinced of  this  Error  too ;  which  began  and  ended, 
while  he  walked  in  the  broad  Light  of  God^j  Counter 
nance,  —  A  Day  or  two  afterwards,  "he  was  taken 
ill,  and  caught  a  malignant  Fe'ver,  (whereof  he 
died)  in  which  he  cries  out,  <  I  have  not  the  leaft 
Doubt  of  my  Salvation  \  —  I  fee  the  Gates  of 
Heaven  (land  open,  and  Jefvs  ftands  with  open 
Arms  to  receive  me.  Let  me  go?  I  aiuft  be 
gone!'  The  next  Day  he  cries  out  aloud,  «  Open 
the  Heaven,  O  my  God,  and  come  down  \x^ 
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tay  Soul  r  Come  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  GHofl, 
and  fiuHgi  mi  into  God!  C&try  me,  ye  Jngels,  &c/^ 
The  Account  is  much  the  fame  with  regard  to 
Ids  Brother  Thomas,  a  Timter ;  '^  who  from  follow- 
TMig  RevelUngs  stnd  Hurlings  became  a  Methodift 
Pnacb^,  In  much  Trouble  and  Heavinefs,— 
i^eceives  great  Comfort  of  the  Lord;  but  foon 
after  firipped  of  all,  and  thinks  God  hath  left  him 
%  faud  Cafi'OFWitf,  But  goes  into  his  Clofet,  and 
has  an  Anfwer  from  the  Lord,  *  1  am  thy  Righte^ 
mifiiefs»  — -  When  in  great  Joy,  is  in  the  greateft 
Dai:^er  of  Pride  and  Lightnefs  -,  —  and  found  great 
Temptation  to  Fride,  when  fpeaking  to  the  People. 
——Falls  ill  of  a  high  Fever;  in  which  he  prays, 
with  a  Foice  quite  altered.-^  *  God  is'come  to  carry 
ne  Home.  Oh  !  I  fee  Thoufands,  and  ten  Thou- 
iands  of  Angeh  !  Do  you  not  fee  them  ?  O  Bro- 
ther Tremhath,  do  you  not  ^  what  a  glorious 
Shot  I  am  going  to  ?  —  Maty  Bifvine,  cannot  you 
./ke  Je/ui  Chnft  coming,  with  an  innomerable  Com- 
pany of  Angels,  and  the  Goiden  Banner  difplayed  ? 
Tliey  are  coming  to  carry  me  to  the  Bofom  of  my 
Q^.  Open  their  Eyes,  O  God!  that  they  may 
ieediem.  — >  I  am  ^whiter  than  Snow.  I  am  wafhed 
in  the  Blood  of    my  Redeemer,     Why,  /  am  ail 

That  I  may  not  repeat  what  I  have  before  re- 
marked, concerning  the  fb-ange  Viciflitudes,  and 
Perturbations,  Sceptici&is,  Defpairings,  Madnefles, 
isfc.  attending  the  Frogre&  oi  Methodifm ;  I  ihalt 
only  take  Notice  of  thofe  delectable  Fhrenfies,  and 
fineet  Deliria,  which  fo  often  accompany  a  Fever  i 
o£  which  both  the  Brothers  (neither  of  them 
moch  above  twenty  Years  of  Age)  died.  Both  are 
BbSoixnctLy,  ^e  ff  Heaven;  bolh  have  the  Com^on^ 
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itn.-f  Sight  of  yefm  and  Angels ;   one  is  phmgei  infa 
God ;  the  other  is  all  Ged. 

Fraccfioritts  tells  lis,  that "  in  Ecjfatic Phrenfies''ii 
is  common  for  pious  Perfons,  or  fach  as  irom  die 
Strength  of  Dijlemper  and  Imagination  think  them- 
felves  fuch,  to  fancy  they  fee  Gods  and  Choirs  tf 
Angehy  "  If  Heathens  be  thus  delirious^  and  fe- 
duced  by  the  llluficns  of  Satan,  they  are  in  Com- 
pany with  Diana,  Herodiasy  or  Minerva :  Or  dfe, 
Venus,  Minerva,  and  Diana,  ihall  come  and  cany 
Hyacinthus  and  his  Sider  to  Heaven,  for  dying  in  a 
State  of  nrginify:"  —  U  they  are  Pefifh  Fanatics, 
we  are  told  of  *•  Johannes  Magims,  who  in  a  de- 
lirious Fever,  and  near  dying,  was  refrefhed  widi 
the  Sight  of  Chrifi,  St.  Ignatius,  and  other  Saints ; 
fo  that  he  declared  a  Fever  ivas  pUafanttr  than 
Realthr 

"  Fb.  Nerius,  weakened  by  a  continual  Fever,  as 
if  he  had  embraced  fomebody  they  could  not  fee, 
cries  out,  *  O  moil^  dear  Virgin !  are  you  come 
to  free  me?  O  mod  Holy  Mother  of  God!  the 
mod  beautiful  of  all  Creatures  ;— >I  will  prefume  to 
embrace  you.'  —  At  length,  returning  to  himfelf, 
he  fays  to  thofe  about  him,  *  Did  yon  not  fee  the 
mofi  hlefed  Mother  of  God,  who  by  her  Prefence  hadi 
driven  away  my  Sicknefs  ? "  —  Would  you  have 
the  Sanaion  of  hfallihilityf  «  St.  Nicholas,  juft 
before  his  Death,  faw  Angels  come  out  to  meet 
him.  —St.  Alcantara  frequently  enjoyed  the  Pre- 
sence of  Chrifi:  The  Virgin,  St.  Francis,  and 
other  CelefiiaJ  Sfnrits,  entertained  their  Fellow^ 
Gtizen  with  familiar  Difcourfes.  —  St.  Tere/a,  who 
for  twenty -two  Years  had  Fevers,  and  other 
Diftcmpers,  fees  Angels,  and  Jefus  Cbrift  taking  her 
b}'  the  Hand,  sjnd  eC^Qu^n^  her ;  and  they  like- 


Wife  attend  her  Death;  when  ihe  gdes  up  to  liea^ 
yen  in  the  Shape  of  a  nxihite  Doo;^."— - 

"  Bit)ther  Emtmuel^  being  delirious  by  the  Force   ^'wn^. 
of  his  Diftempery  fung  excellently  well  Fftdm  and  ^^{^^ 
Hpnns\   and  juft  before  his  Death  began  moft  de-   p.  402. 
voiitly  to  fpeak  to  the  Comers  of  his  Chamber. 
Being  aiked,  to  whom  he  direded  his  Words  ?  he 
replied,  to  the  Ho^  Angehy  whom  he  faw  waiting 
lor  the  Departure  of  his  Soul,  that  they  might 
tuty  it  t^  to  Htawn.^''  —  "A  certam  Fryavy  ex*   Speeu!. 
9nmilf  reUgtMUj  was   almoft  driven  to  Defpair  to-   ^*r°^'V 
wards  the  Beginning  of  his  Con^erfion ;    but  the  £x,  *^j^ 
Mbat  pawned  his  Life  for  the  Security  of  his  Sahva" 
tim^  if  he  would  but  continue  obediently  in  the 
Order.     Afterwards  the  Fryar  was  feized  with  a 
tever^  fell  into   an  £r/?^,  had  2.  Sight  of  Hea-^ 
*vn;  and  brought  back  from  Chri^,  to  whom  he 
was   prdentedy   Promife  of  Pardon   and    Eternal 
Life  in  his    Bofom;    and  heard  from  his  Holy 
Mouthy  that  all  who  continued  obediently  in  that' 
Order  ihould  certainly  be  fanjed^^ 

Though  I  have  been  pretty  long  on  this  Article^ 
Lcannot  help  prodt^cing  the  Jefuit*s  Mark  in  one 
Inftance  more.—- •<'  Brother  Emanuel,  who  ufually 
was  g^evouily  troubled  at  the  very  Shadow  of  the 
leaft  Fault,  faid,  when  he  was  dying,  that  nothing 
troubled  his  Confcience,  he  had  no  Spot  to  be  wiped 
away  by  Qmfeffion,  After  his  Mind  had  been  thrown 
out  of  its  Seat  by  a  Fhrenjy ;  all  wondered  that 
he  talked  with  God,  in  Words  fo  well  adapted,  and  ^ 

£0  warm  with  Di<vine  Lwe,  that  he  could  not  have 
coropofed  any  Thing  better,  when  in  his  Senfes, 
He  requeued  tht  Firgin  Mary  that  he  mighty?^ 
heri  and  ihe  granted  his  Petition." — One  might 
alledg!^  Hundreds    of  Inilances   of  Pofi/h  Saints 
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beatified  by  God^  Angels,  and  Saints,  in  Life  saf 
in  Death. 

Haffy  Madmen!  fmthful  Teachers!  who  cn 
thus  convert  Diftempers  into  Deities,  and  die 
groundlefs  Rants  of  a  ^/ordered  Brain  into  Afih 
ranees  of  Sai'vation ;  and  by  fach  Devices  ^ve  C 
San£h'ofi  to  their  ivicked  Peculiarities. 

$.  19.     Of  Affinity  to  thefe  Di'oine  and  Jngdi- 
col  Vifits  is    the  extraordinary  Light    which  for- 
Toands  Tome  of  the  Favoured  Methodifts.     Such  wu 
Wefley,    ^^X  of  <'  a  Perfon  in  bright  Clothes   appearing  in 
1  Jmirn.   ^^  ^\^x.  to  Feter  Wright y  whence  the  Room  was 
as  bright  as  Day." — Such  that  of  the  Boy  joft  men- 
tioned, <*  who  faw  himfelf  furrounded  with  an 
inexpreffi!tie  Light,    while  he  was    wrefHing  with 
Codr    Whether  this  was  the  EiFea  of  a  CeleJiiaL 
Prefenccy  or  a  Radiation  of  Glory  from  the  Boy ;

1^ 
ibppofed  to  be  the  Son  of  Vukany  or  fome  Dome- 
fie  Gimusy  was  illuftrated  with  fuch  a  G/ofy  round 
his  Head  : — That   of  Apollo's  Baftard  Boyy  who   Panfan. 
being  expofedy  and  found  by  a  ^wandering  Shepherd^    Cap  "id*. 
die  Shepherd  faw  a  Ctleftial  Light  emitted  from 
him ;  and  he  afterwards  was  famed  for  curing  all 
Difeafes, 

Which  being  a  juft  Emblem  of  Pretenders  to^  Inf^i^ 
ration f  and  Jpurious  Prophets ; 

Let  us  pafs  to  our  ufual  Parallel  from   Pagani' 
xtng  Papifts,     Beiides  their  eminent  Saints,  as  Foun^ 
ders  of  Orders^  Sec.   among  whom  fuch  Favours 
were  common,  I  fhalJt  produce  two  or  three  (out 
of  about  fifty  which  I  have  obferved)   of  the  lower 
Ciafs.     Francus  tells  us,   that,  "  while  the  Jefuit  Annal. 
Suarita  was  praying  before  a  Crucifix^  in  a  Sort  of  Jefuit, 
Rapt  J  fuch  Rays  of  Light  iflued  from  the  Sides  of  ^*  ^^^ 
the  Crucifix,  as  made  the  whole  Chamber  and  the 
Man's  Ftut Jhine^'^'^T^huillkr  fays,  "  that,  as  feve-   j^j^^ 
ral  Nuns  teflified,   while  Father  John  was  at  Ma/5,  Minim, 
they  faw  him  <war medio  iuch  a  Degree,  by  a  Di-      *^  '3* 
vine  Spirit,  that  his  Face  was  irradiated,   and  like   ' 
a  Globe  of  Flame  :"  —  And  "  What  Mortal  can  Feb.aS. 
fuffidently  admire  Pet,  Herbert,  a.  Minim  j  if,  as 
many  report,  a  Heavenly  Splendor  Jurrounded  him  at 
theJItar ',  and  more  than  once  Concerts  of  Angels 
were  heard,  comforting  zxA  ferenading  this  Condi' 
date  of  Heaven  ?  " 

Sometimes  indeed  Cheat,  Magic,  or  diabolical  lU 
iufions  were  fufpe£led,  and  even  confeiTed,  in  thefi; 
Ca£es.  Wierus  iJ3eaks  of  *'  a  young  Girl  ]^(reffcd» 
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taiii  nakrMy  harrftfled  by   the  Z)#v//;  bat  ht 
promifed  her  a  Jkn  John  of  Deliverance,  lAci 
(he  went  next  to  Mafi*    Accordingly,  at  Mafh  tk 
Prieft  faw»  and  the  Gh4-  perceived,  a  nubitt  Sbak 
furroonding  her.  See  thelUnfion  of  the  DeviiT'^ 
Ribadeft.       **  Satan  often  appeared  to  Ignatius  hina^f  ia  a 
^  5^V   A^^'^i^  ^d glittering  Form,  as  if  it  had  been  ktm 
5^  '     Di'vine  Ugbt:  —  Bat  he  difcovered    the.  Irmir 
And  why  might  it  not  be  a  like  Satamcal  Ddt^m, 
when  **  divers  beheld  his  tmm  Countenance  r^ 
fplendenty  and  fparkling  with  Beams  ofL^^?" 
Or,  when    **  St.  Francis  was  wholly  fnrroimded 
Wit\i  2i.  bright  Cloudy  in  Codbimity  to  G6r^;  and 
would   make  Night   as   light   as    Day?"— Otj 
Spfnell.     again,  *<  when  that  true  Devotee  iaw  openly,  not 
pjf  •        in  the  Spirity  but  with  his  bodiiji  Eye,   the  ^ueen  ef 
p»  672.     Heaven  flanding  by  him,  and  the   whole  Room 
Jhining  from  her  extraordinary  Brightnefs  ?  "—  One 
Specul.      of  their  famous  Miracle-Authors  declares,  '*  that  one 
dS?^^'    ^^*^^  was  fo  elevated  with  Fride,  on  account  of 
Bx/21.     ^is  Religious  StriSineJJesy  that  he  boafted  of  having 
^jr/fi?»/^^/rff/r  attending  him;  and  that  one  Day 
the  Devil  transformed  into  the  Figure  of  Chrifl  came 
to  him,   in  Company  with  2k  Tboufand  Angels  with 
their  blazing  Lamps,     One  of  them  faid,  *  Thy 
Converfation  hath  pleafed  Cbrifty  and  lo !  he  is 
come  to  thee.'    He  then  lAjorJbipped  the  Dennl  \  and 
the  next  Day  told  his  Brethren,  «  I  have  new  no

Thelaft  of  thefe  Expreffions,  fuggefled  by  the 
Devil y  agrees  well  with  that  of  the  MetboMfi  Wo- 
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moiti    who   affured  Mr.  JFeJley,  «  lihat  God  had  4  Joorn* 
told  her  not  to  partake  of  the  Lord''s  Supper  any  P*  8b» 
Itoore,    iince  fhe  fed    upon  Chrift    continually." 
Upon  which  Mr^WeJUy  exclaims,  "  O  ?  Who  is  fe- 
core  from  Satan* j  transforming  himfelf  into  an  An- 
gel of  Light  J**  —  And  «  the  id/e  Boy  (juft  before 
mentioned)  who  ran  away  from  his  Parents,  to  whom 
Cbrtft  appeared,  and  bad  him  not  be  afraid  of  the 
Devilj  whom  he  fhould  tread  under  his  Feet,"  — 
has  the  fame  Honour  with  St.  Jgnatiusy  who  ran 
away  likewife  from  his  Parents,  and  in  the  Days 
of  his  Vanity  was  as  idk  a  Rogue,  as  the  other 
could  be  for  his  Life.     For,  as  Bouhours  relates, 
**  the  Saint  being   Ecftatic  in   a  Fever y  heard  a   Life  of 
Voice,  that  he  fhould  not  be   afraid  to  die,  be-    Igo.**!*- 
canfe  he  died    a  Saints    and  need  not  fear  the 

5.  20.  Of  a  fimilar  Nature  with  this  State  of 
Delirioufite/sj  Madne%  and  Phrenfyy  wherein  our 
Entbufiafls  have  fuch  Vifionsy  Re<velationSj  AJfu- 
rancesy  &c.  is  that  Alienation  of  Mind  called 
BcftaJ^y  Rapture,  and  Trance.  Something  of  this 
ia  the  Methodifts  I  took  Notice  of  in  Part  I. 
S8  well  as  their  enjoying  the  Pre/ence  of  God,  and 
entering  into  Difcourfes  with  him.  As,  for  In- 
ftance,  when  (fays  Mr.  Whitefeld)  "  my  Loving  7  Joum^ 
Saviour  permitted  me  to  talk  with  him,  as  a  Man  P*B-  6»* 
talketh  with  his  Friend."  I  could  eafily  add  many 
other  Inftances ;  together  with  a  thoufand  ParaU 
leh  from  Fopijh  Fanatics,  But  I  forbear  j  not  wil- 
ling to  naufeate  the  Reader  with  fuch  Tales,  any 
farther  than  they  fall  under  fome  Remarks, 

For  one  may  obferve,  what  many  good  and 
learned  Perfons  have  obferved  befote,  that  tWft 
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Ecfiatic  FitSy  with  Vifiom^  Affearanees  of  Godj  An- 
gtlsy  and  SahUSy  &c.  are  mere  Imagination  &0111- 
Diftemper  and  Phrenfy ;  —  or  a  diabolical  Ulufim ; — 
or  CouHferfeit  and  Cheat.  And  this  Truth  hath 
been  allowed  by  many  fober  and  moderate  PapifiSy^ 
by  even  the  moft  Enthufiafiical  of  them^  and,  is 
a  great  meafure,  by  our-  Metbodiftical  Teacbtn 
themfelves. 

Accordingly,  I  obferve  h&.y  that  it  is  general' 
ly  agreed  among  the  Leamedy  that  EcftaJ^y  or  Rnf- 
Utrey  (the  Mother  of  Vifion)  is  of  itfelf  a  Zfedtt 
of  Madnefsy  and  termed  both  by  Hippocrates  and 
Galen  a  'vehement  Madnefs.  Irregular  and  tmbolent 
Commotions  of  the  Blood  cauiing  violent  Diftrac- 
tions  in  the  Brain,  fo  as  to  drive  out  the  Reafon 
and  Senfes ;  the  Perfons  thiis  difordered  are  ^<^ 
with  a  thoufand  Chimaera's  ;  fancy  they  hear  and 
fee  and  feel  Things,  which  have  no  Exifience  in 
Hature ;  efpecially  fuch  Things  as  they  have  moft 
inienfely  thought  on,  or  which  have  been'  Beat' 
into  their  Heads.  See  Fracofor.  dc  IntelleS. 
Lib.  II. 
Vit.Ign.  "  The  glorious  St.  Ignatius  had  many  foch 
p.  273.  Vijions  in  his  Ecjiajies ;  which  Me^eivs  confeffisth 
to  have  proceeded  from  the  Force  of  his  Difiem* 
Life,  pers:'  —  "  St.  Terefa  fays  herfelf,  that  (he  had  veiy 
great  and  long  Dijiempers, —  was  ready  tp  grow 
mad  with  Pain,  —  her  Head  was  difoidored  for  fe- 
veral  Years ;  —  has  many  Sickneiles^  Fevers,  and 
Pains ;  for,  God  be  thanked,  ({ays  ihe)  generally  I 
have  little  Health  ;  —  fometimes  is  like  a  ftupid 
Fool;  fometimes  a  furious  Fool ;  fometimes  a  child- 
ifh  Fool,  employed  in  Toys  and  Trifles,  drefles 
up  Images  with  Pofies  and  Flowers,  isle.  Then 
fhe  is  rapt  into  Ecjiajtes  ^xid  Ft]um^  which  ihe  calls 
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[iriflsr  Pbrenfiesj  and  hccevtnly  FolUe$\  is  frequentljr 
b  Company  with  ^edntSy  Angels^  the  ^ueenofHea- 
vm^  and  Chrift  her  Spou/e,  In  one  of  her  Ecfta- 
Iks  ihe  continiies  two  Years  and  a  half;  and  in  one 
of  her  Fits  fees  only  the  Hands  qf€Ji?rifi ;  in  another 
his  Di<vine  Countenance :  She  had  a  firong  Deiire  to 
fee  the  Colour  and  Bignefs  of  bis  Eyes,  but  could 
never  obtain  that  Favour.  —  However,  flie  is  united 
to  him;  her  Soul  (fhe  fays)  is  ingulfhed,  or,  to 
fay  better,  our  Lord  is  ingulf  hed  in  her :  —  He  in- 
ipires  her  with  thjs  Gift  of  Prophecy,  aflures  her 
of  her. own  Salivation,  and  the  flourishing  State  of 
her  Order.  When  fhe  comes  out  of  her  Reveries, 
and  a  litde  recovers  her  Senjes,  fhe  falls  into  Suf- 
pidons,  that  all  is  mere  Imagination,  or  Satanical 
pdufioni  her  Friends  and  ConfefTors  are  quite  of 
the  fame  Mind  ;  but  fome  Holy  Jefuits  afTure  her, 
that  all  is  from  the  Spirit  of  God.  She  owns  too, 
that  fuch  Deceivings  in  the  Monafteries  are  not  fb 
much  from  the  De^il,  as  our  own  perverfe  Inclina- 
tions and  Humours,  efpecially  if  there  be  Melon- 
chofy.  For,  ?idds  fhe,  the  Nature  of  Women  is 
weak,  their  Self  Love  very  fubtle;  fo  that  many 
Peribns,  hefidesthe  Nuns^  have  been  deceived  by 
themfelves.'* 

One  fees  nothing  here,  but  what  might  well  pro- 
ceed from  Diftemper,  without  Satan's  Devices. 
And  therefore  the  famous  Ger/on,  a  learned  and 
moderate -P^/)?,  advifeth  "  always  to  confiderin  DcProb. 
Vifians,  whether  the  Perfon  be  in  his  Senfes,  and  Spirit. 
Jiis  Brain  untouched  ;  for  that  we  need  not  doubt 
tsom  ivhat  Spirit  Melancholy  and  illufory  Vifions 
,conJC  J  as  is  dear  from  Perfons  in  a  Phren/y  and 
'variffuj  Difmpers,  who  fancy  they  hear^  fct,  and 
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tafte  Things  J  like  Men  in  a  Dreamt     And  he  pro 
divers  Inftances  of  fuch.Delufions. — 

Secondly,  we  may  obferve,  that  (befides  die 
above-mentioned  Cafes]  many  fiber^  and  even 
fanatical  Pafifts^  Have  acknowledged  a  Satamcd 
hnpofition  in  Ecjlafies^  VifionSy  Voices  j  AJfurances,  &c 

Bartbclomaus  de  Spina  allows,   '^  that  the  Dm/ 
will  fometimes  appear  as  an  Angel  of  Light  to  de- 
ceive Vifionary  Perfons ;  and  that   Vijtons  proceed 
from  him,    as  fometimes  from  Phrenfy  and  Difiem- 
per.'''' —  And  again,  "  it  is   one  of  his  Sirategtms 
to  Ihew  fome  Holy  Vijion  to  the  Diilempered,  diat 
he  may  be  thought  to  be  gone,  while  he  lies  larking 
within."     Even  the  B'lgheft  Authority  in  the  Pi^acj 
hath  given  a  SanSiion  in  the  Roman  Ritual:    For  it 
fays,   "  The  Devilsy   while  the    Prieji  is  in  the 
middle    of  his  Exorcifms^  will  make  the  Patient 
fleep,  and  fliew  him  fome  Vijton,  that  he  may  feem 
to  be  deli^veredy     Accordingly    Terefa  confeileth, 
that  "  fhe  had  three  or  four  Times  a  Vifion  of  Sa- 
tan in  the  Form  of  Chriji, —  Evpn  the  Blefled   Jgna^ 
tius,   who  had  fo  many  Celeftial  Vifions,  and  fome 
Infernal,  yet  fays,  «  of  that  Sort  of  Religious  Fiji- 
onaries,   who  profefs  fo  much  Familiarity  cwitb  God, 
thatmoft   of  them  are  under  Illufons  of  Devils  i 
and  partly  pcrverfe  Selfpleafers,    and  wonderfully 
ohflinate  in  their  Fancies'^ — The  Devil,  however, 
was  fo  fair,  as  to  affure  Ignatiush  Salvation  j    **  to 
declare  that  he  was  in  Heaven ;    and  he  was  the 
firft  Perfon  that  predided  his  Canonization^    And 
the   Pope,  who  afterwards  canonized  him,  fulfilled 
the  DeviPs  Prophecy.     Who  now  will  queflion  the 
Teflimony   of  two  Perfons  of  fuch   Veracity?'^ 
"  Ph,  Nerius,  a  Follovjer  of  Ignatius,  and  an  emi- 
nent Field  Preacher^    z&  i^xsss^^  lot  EcjlajUi  «bsL 
2  V\Jw»x 
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^yiwj  as  any  Mortal, —  had  alfo  the  Gift  of  diflin- 
{oiflung  /a(/e  Vijions  from  the  true,  and  adually 
Ud  fo  on  feveral  Occafions.     One  way  of  Trial 
was  this:     "  Once  the  Devil  appearing  in  the 
LIkeneu  of  the  ever-hleffeJ  Virgin  to  his  Difciple 
^ncent^  he  commanded  Vincent  the  next  time  to 
pt  in  the  Face  of  the  Perfon  that  appeared.     The 
lext  Night   the    De<vil  appeared   again    in    the 
fame  rejpkndent  Shape ;  and  he  inilantly  /pit  in  the 
DnnTs  Face ;  who,  confounded,  and  bafely  foiled, 
inmediately  vanifhed.     No  fooner  was  he  fled,  but 
ic  Sacred  Firgin  berfelf  clearly  Ihewed  herfelf  to 
tiim,  and  bad  him  fpit  in  her  Face  too,  if  he  could. 
Then  fhe  Angularly  comforted  him,  and  went  up 
into  Heaven^     But  upon  the  whole,  Nerius  was  fo 
«rcll  convinced  of  Satan's  lllujions^  "  that  he   be- 
::amc  a  fharp  Reprehender  of  thofe  who  were  de- 
ighted  with  Vijions ;    affirming,  that  nothing  was 
nore  pernicious  than  thofe  mad  Mockeries  of  the  De- 
viis,     who    eafily    transformed   themfelves    into 
^Mgels  of  Light.  —  If  it  be  not   too   much  a  Di- 
ireffion^  I  wiU  add  one  more,  and  ftronger  Proof 
jf  Satan's  being  detected  and  confounded  by  fuch 
^ofnt'/ih    yanagement.      This   curious   Story    is 
n  the  Edition  of   the  Book    of  Conformities^    Mi^ 
!a».   1510,    (omitted  in. my  Edition,  Fofwn.  1590,) 
md  is   likewife    carefully   preferved  In  the    Spe-    Dift.  7. 
it/um  Exemplorum,     "  Fryar  Rtiffin,  a  Difciple  of  ^*'  *4- 
)f  St.  Francis y  was  brought  aim  oft  to   Defpair,   be- 
aufe  the  Son  of  God  appeared  to  him,  and  told 
liniy    that  he  y^z.%  predejlinated  to  be  damned  \   and 
b  would   St.  Francis,  &c.     But  St.   Francis;  who 
vas  as  «»  Jngel  of  God,  taught  him,  that  he  who 
aid  that  was  the  Devil,  and  not  Qbriji.     And 
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when,  fays  he,  he  (hall  come  again,  and  tell  yon,  yoa 
are  damned^  anfwer  him  thus,  *'  Open  your  Mouth, 
and  I  will  ■  in  it."  [jffen  os  tuum,  l^  ego  ftercm- 
Kabo  in  idJ]  And  it  fhall  be  a  Sign  to  you  that  it  is  the 
De^ly  that  upon  your  faying  thofe  Words  he  win 
inHantly  Hy .  Ruffin  then  adored  the  Saint,  was  conr 
fejfedy  and  returned  to  his  CelL  Where,  behdd ! 
the  OA/£»my  comes  again  in  the  Form  ofChriJi, 
faying  much  the  fame  as  before.  Inmiediatdy 
RuffM  replies,  "  Open  thy  Mouth,  {sTr."  The 
Z)^'//  took  this  Indignity  fo  heinouily,  that  he  pack- 
ed off;  but  raifed  a  dreadful  Storm  of  Stones  and 
Fire  againft  poor  Ruffin,  Soon  ailerwards  Chrijt 
appeared  to  him,  and  melted  his  Soul  with  Divim 
Lwe,  and  gave  him  Security  of  his  eternal  Salva- 
tion. After  this  a  Damoniac  being  brought  to  St. 
Francis  to  be  exorcifed,  the  De^il  feeing  Fryar 
Ruffin  with  him,  began  to  roar  horribly,  and  run 
away  ;  declaring,  that  ''  he  could  not  fland  againft 
that  obedient,  hu?nble,  and  holy  Brother  Ruffin^^ — But 
to  proceed. 
Canon.  Gabr,  Biel,  the   famous    Popijh  Canonift,  owns, 

Mi^.      i<  that  their  Miracles  are  fometimes  cffedled  by  the 
Operation  of  Devils  to  deceive  diforderly  WorJbipers{' 
Lca.sx.    and  particularly,   "  that  the  Apparition  ofCbrift  in 
the  Eucharaift  may  be  by  the  lllujion  of  the  Devil 
In.  4.       ^^  deceive  and  delude  the  Unwary." — Alexander 
Sent.        Hales  gives  the  fame  Solution  :  "  It  appears  Flelb, 
*<*53*      fometimes  hy  human  Contrivance,  fometimes  by  a 
diabolical  Operation,^'' — And  why    may    we    not 
fufped  the  fame  in  our  Vifionary  Methodifts,  who 
have   fo  often  at     the    Sacrament    evidently  feen 
Je/us  Chriji  crucified  before  them  ?  (See  Enthufiafm, 
Part  II.  p,  \^i^\  "  St,  TertpL^  who  had  fo  many 
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RapiSf  Vifions^  and  Allocutious  nuith  our  Lordt  was    Life« 
firongly  perfuaded  of  their  being  great  DeJufions  ^^^'  '• 
C3id  Difffdfes  rf  Satan ;    and  (he  owns,  that  feveral   ^  ittU\ 
ReUgionifis    had   been  thas  deceived,  either  from 
ImagtHotiott,    or  the    Delujion    of  Salan^''      The 
Writer  of  the  Treface  too  confeffeth,     that  "  va- 
rious   Impofters,  and  Women    efpecially,   were   fre- 
quent in   Spain  about    that  Time,    who,   ambi- 
tious of  procuring  the   Fame  of  SanSity^    or  de- 
ceived by  the  DenjiU  pretended  to  thefe  Eleva- 
tions, £5*f." 

Happy  furely  would  both  Papift  and  MethoSft  be 
thought,  could  they  have  the  fame  Favour  with 
the  Saint  mentioned  by  Balinghem  i  **  who  obtain-  Pag*  ?« 
ed  by  Prayer  to  the  Firgin  Mary^  never  to  be  dt' 
cervedia  Revelations  and  Vifions^''  This  was  ac- 
counted a  Ugh  FofvowTy  but  probably  might  be  the 
ifDorfi  Delujion  of  ail. 

And  yet,  whatever  Share  the  Devil  may  claim, 
tbeie  Ecfiatic  Vijumaries  are  the  principal  Saints  cano' 
Mtxidlnthzt  Communion.  And  not  without  Reafon. 
For  tbeie  Fifions  and  Ecftafies  have  always  been  the 
grand  Engines  for  introducing  their  corrupt,  falfe^ 
and  idolatrous  Tenets.  Nor  is  there  one  of  their 
D^Brines  of  D^anons  that  has  not  been  confirmed 
by  fome  Heavenly  Fifions,  **  And  this  is  ilill  (as  Introd.  to 
l>r.  GoMs,  who  well  knew,  obferves)  one  of  the  Vcronia^ 
moft  fubtle  and  prevailing  Sorceries  of  Popery,  Not 
only  Papifis^  but  Protefiants,  (efpecially  thofe  in- 
clined to  ^ietifm)  being  all  naturally  difpofed.  to 
believe  any  Reports  oi  Raptures  ondFifionsy  let  them 
come  from  what  Quarter  they  will,  do  with  an 
eaj^  Credulity  fwallow  down  the  Popijh  DoHrines^ 
which  they  were  invented  to  give  Credit  to."

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«  Thirdly,  I  obferve,  that  even  our  Metho£Jts^vt 

0>\'ned  both  a  I'iutt  Imagtnaiio/ty  and  De^'iliftf  A^ 
€y  among  themfelves  in  fuch  Cafes.  Mr.  Wi^

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introducing  Vifimmy  Scenes^  to  bring  a  Blemi/h  on 
the  Work  of  God.''    Again,  "  It  mufl  be  owned,   Brafn. 
Saiam  feeroed  to  transform  himfelf  into  an  Angel  of  J°"'"* 
light,   and  made  fome  vigorous  Attempts  to  intro- 
duce  turbulent  Commotions  and  Paffions,  inilead  of 
gtnmtii  Convidions ;     and   imaginary  and  fancifld 
Notions  of  Chrift^  as  appearing  to  the  mental  Eye 
in  human  Form,  and  particular  Pofiuresi-^  and  divers 
other  Delufions.

The^ 
whole  of  which  deferves  our  Perufal.  —  St.  Auftiu 
telb  us  of  '*  one  Reftitutus,  who  could,  whenever   Civ.  Del, 
he  was  defired,  quite  alienate   himfelf  from  his    '*  i4* 
Senfes,  lie  like  a  dead  Man,  fo  that  no  Breath  was    *'  ^' 
perceptible  in  him ;    and  no  Pinching,  Pricking, 
or  Burning  could  make  him  feel."  —  "  BoMn  pro-    Daemon, 
duceth   Variety  of   fuch,    not  only    "Moderns,    or   ^-i'^^'S^ 
Saint-like  Perfons  j  but  Heathens,  and  Atheifiic  Fiji- 
onaries,  long  before  ChriftiarAty  was  in  Being."  For 
Ecfiajtes  are  by  no  Means  peculiar  to  Religion,  much 
lefs  the  Chrifian, 

What  the  Religion  of  Cardan  was,  "  who  could    Ib-<J» 
throw  himfelf  into  an  Ecftafy  whenever  he  pleafed," 
I  am  not   certain.     But  that  genuine  Papif,   Ph, 
Nerius,   had  the  fame  Faculty ;   and,  by  frequently

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nfing  kimfelf  to  EcftaJUt  and  Rapivres^  could  more 
eafily  fall  into  one,  than  another  think  of  my 
common  Affair."  —  And  that  Cheat  ami  Imfoftmt 
(out  of  Wantonnefs  or  Pride,  l^c)  may  come  in 
for  a  Share ;  we  read  in  the  Ufe  of  St,  AUtguA^ 
who  was  almoft  all  Rafture^  her  own  ConfeJjStM^ 
Chap.  4.  *'  that  Fifions  and  Rapts  many  Times  are  but  fart 
Imagination  and  Fancy ^  efpecially  in  Maids  and  Wih 
men ;  but  mofl  commonly  a  kind  of  working  in 
the  Brain;  withafecret,  but  pemidocis,  Prejkmf- 
tiony  deiirous  to  appear,  and  to  have  fomethmg^ 
Geddes,  aAove  the  cemnion,^^  —  "  Mary  of  Agredd%  Rapturet^ 
▼oJ.III.  as  agreed  by  the  Z;«<^  ^^^^'i  and  the  Nuns^  (who 
well  knew  the  Tricks  of  young  Girls)  were  fuck 
HyJIeric  Fits  as  young  Girls  ufed  to  counterf^t.  But 
her  OmfsffoTj  one  of  the  Franci/can  Fryarsj  (who 
never  fail  to  fham  them  upon  the  Woild  for  JH'vini 
Ecflajjes)  makes  a  better  Ufe  of  them,  declaring 
them  to  he  fupernatural  I  and  he  treats  the  Ahbefs 
very  feverely  for  Infidelity ;  nor  would  reft  'till  he 
got  her  difcharged."  And  we  have  feen  before 
how  frequent  fuch  Impoftures  were  in  Spain. — 
How  many  fuch  Tricks  have  been  played  in 
England  by  Pcpijlj  Priefts,  for  the  Reftoration  of 
Pcpery^  may  be  feen  in  Gee's  Foot  out  of  the  Snare. 
Particularly  he  mentions  the  Cafe  of  one  "  TUfo- 
mas  Nekton,  who  pretended  he  had  a  Vifion  of  the 
Virgin  Mary  appearing  to  him,  and  faying,  *  AVw- 
tGiiy  fee  that  thou  take  not  the  Oath  of  Allegiance," 
Being  alked,  *  How  he  knew  it  to  be  the  Virgin 
Mary  ?  he  replied,  bccaufe  fhe  appeared  to 
him  in  the  Form  of  her  Ajfkmption^  &c."  This 
was  in  the  Year  1621;  and  for  the  Truth  of  it,  the 
Authcr  refers  to  the  high  Commijion  Records,

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.  Whoeirer  would  fee  a  veiy  good  Account  how 
the  feveral  Sorts  of  Dijiempers,  fuch  as  we  find 
among  the  Methodifts^  may  be  counterfeited^  what 
Tricks  have  been  pradtifed,  and  how  they  may  be 
ieteSidi  he  may  confult  Zachia  ^uafiifmes  Medico^ 
kgaUh  Lib.  III.  Tit.  11.  Quxft.  i.  De  Morbo- 
nun  Simulatione. 

Nor  in  general  need  we  doubt,  but  that  a  euft- 
tdng  Matij  having  under  his  Management  Perfons 
of  temdtr  Nerves  and  *weak  Braitu,  of  a  tradable 
Difiofitiony  or  rather  Indi/pofithn  of  Mind  or  Bodjr, 
«—  may  infufe  fuch  Do/es  of  'wild  DoSbrinei^  as  ea&- 
ly  to  work  them  up  into  a  Pbrenjy,  and  teach  them 
whatever /rtf»j^^  Sights  the  Arcb-Enthufiaji  pleafeth. 
And  the  fame  may  be  faid  of  thofe  dreadful  Fits 
fo  common  among  Mr.  Wejleyh  Followers,  "  Vei- 
lings, Groanings,  Gnafhings,  Foamings,  Convuliions, 
and  Contortions,  Curfes,  and  Bkifphemies,  dying 
and  defpairing  Agonies,  fffr."*  which  call  for  a  far- 
ther Confideration ;  though  indeed  Jhocking  it  is  to 
confider  them. 

$.21.  A  fufficient  Detail  hath  already  been 
given  of  thefe  lamentable  Cafes ;  and  I  fhall  now 
take  into  Confideration,  —  The  Nature  of  the  Dif 
wdersy  —  The  Cau/es,  —  The  Cure,  —  and  other 
rare  EffeSs  j  as  we  find  them  fet  forth  in  the  luoti"

tbemj  —  tbe  Finger  of  God^    &c."      Thefe    were,   ^^* 
*'  loud  Cries  as  in  the  Agonies  of  Deaths  —  finking  to

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the  Earthy  Mnd  dropping  on  etttry  Sidt  m  Timtidn^fnck, 
great  Drops  ofS^weat,  all  their  Boies  Jhahiugj  IolT 
Pag.(j5.  Particularly  he  fays,  '<  I  had  an  Opportunity  of 
talking  with  Mr.  Wlniefield  of  thofe  Out^ward  Sigu, 
which  had  fo  often  accompanied  the  ImvardWwk 
ef  God.'^  He  was,  it  feems,  as  to  this,  an  UtiheBi' 
njer  before  :  '*  But  had  the  next  Day  an  Oppor- 
tunity of  informing  himfelf  better.  For  no  iboner 
had  he  begun  to  preachy  bot  four  Peribns  fonh 
down  clofe  to  him,  almoft  in  the  fame  Mmem. 
One  lay  without  Senfe  or  Motion,  A  fecond  trem^ 
hkd  exceedingly.  The  two  others  had  firong  Cat" 
nmlfions.

And  from  this  Time  Mr.  Wbitejield  talks  much

Power  of  God.     For,  when  an  extraorSnary  Work 

is  carrying  on,  God  generally  manifefb  himfelf  to 

fome  Souls  in  this  extraordinary  Manner^'* 

If  thefe  Gentlemen  mean  only,  that  God  is  the 
efficient  Caufe  of  ail  Dijiempers,  permits  fpch  Dt- 
fajiersy  or  ordains  the  Courje  of  Nature^  whereby 
they  happen  ;  they  have  no  Ad^tferfary  among  Be- 
lievers. But,  if  they  mean,  what  they  often  fay, 
that  they  are  not  Natural  DiJIempers,  but  extraordi- 
nary Workings  of  God  in  the  Soul ;  it  may  eafily  be 
proved,  that  thefe  feveral  outward  Signs  sure  real 
Difea/e,  mere  Difiemper  \  if  any  Credit  may  be 
given  to  Philofophers  and  Pkyficians^  both  before 
Chriji  and  fence.  Heathens  and  Chriftians ;  and  where 
it  cannot  be  pretended  the  Work  of  Methodifm  was 
concerned.    1  have  looked  into  fome  of  the  moil 

eminent 
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it  Original  Authurs,  as  well  as  Cemfiiltrl  ef 
Flrf/Uai  Diilisnariti,  and  find  there  all  thote  Difir- 
Art  ef  Be^  end  Mind,  (which  the  MithaSJi- 
Ttatbtri  make  ufe  of  to  /ervt  a  Turn,  magtajj  ihar 
ilUJfian,  wiA  create  JAmraiisn,  &c.)  with  their  rCr 
fpe£live  Symftairu,  ImScatiimi,  and  Circumfiaaeti,  to 
be  mere  tiiftemptr;  and  efpecially  in  thofe  particular 
C^oinfiancet,  which  our  Methodijls  reprefent  as 
ixtraor£nary  Workings  of  God,  Preltrnatural,  or  Sw 
pemaUtrid.  Thefe  I  Ihall  put  together,  without 
any  manner  of  Addition  or  Alteration. 

"  In  diat  convulfive,  nervous  Diforder,  called 
Bjperics,  die  Patients  are  aJTefted  with  diven 
Ibange,  inconfiftent,  and  contrary  Symptoms  t 
Faina  of  Body,  and  Terrors  of  Mind  ;  with  Va- 
riety of  inordinate  Salliei :  Breathe  nnequally,  feel 
a  Sort  of  Choaking  in  the  Throat  like  Strangling  i 
a  nolcnt  Palpitation,  that  the  By-Ilandcn  think 
they  can  hear  the  Heart  beating  againft  the  Ribs  j 
now  fpeechlefs,  fenfelefs,  and  motionlefs,  feeming 
as  if  diey  were  dead,  the  Pulfe  being  fcarcc  percep- 
tible: Then  again  uttering  a  wild  Noife,  and 
rambling  in  their  Talk :  Have  alternate  Fits  of 
Joy  and  Sorrow,  Laughing  and  Crying  ;  Are 
calTO)  weak,  fad,  fearful,  and  fufpicious ;  grow 
ftiff  and  imntoreable,  and  again  flexible  :  Then 
falling  into  a  Fit  of  Rage,  Quarrelling,  and  De- 
bacchation  ;  fo  Itrong  as  fcarce  to  be  held  by  three 
or  four  Perfons :  Sometimes  in  the  utmolt  De- 
jeAion,  Terror,  and  Defpair,  prefaging  difmal 
Things  i  fo  much  tormented,  thii  they  feem  in  a

^***    ^'    PasGsd  was  grievoufly  diftempered  for  &v^  Yean  to- 
gether ;  and  all  looked  upon  her  as  another  Job  apon 
Life,        a  Dunghill.  —  Mary  of  Jgreda  was  vifited  with  fo 
p.  6,  IS,   jnany   painful  Difeafes,    that  ihe   had   fcarce  an 
Life.         Hour's  Reft.  —  Francis  of  Sales  had  fuch  a  deep  Me- 
lancholy, that  nothing  in  Nature  could  rai(e  him, 
—  a  Jaundice  from  Head  to  Foot  -,    his  Blood  fo 
heated  that  he  fell  into  a  Fe^ver.     St.  Francis  was 
diftempered    much,    efpecially  in  the  Liver    and 
Spleen,   and  Stomach,  all  proceeding  fiom  his  cor- 
poral Severities."  —  Ay,  there  is  the  Cafe  j    they 
had  all  Variety   of  Drfempers,  to  which  we  may 
well  afcribe  their  various  Tumults  of  Mind,  and 
Jadlations  of  Body ;  their   Ecftafies^  Vijions,  Reve- 
lations ;  their  SanSiity  and  Canonization  j   eipecially 
as  the  Diftempers  happened  where  there  was  a  na- 
turally Fanatical  Head, 

And  feeing  how  artful  the  Methodifs    arc  in 

making  Difeafes  to  be  the  Workings  of  God*s  Spirit, 

and  Signs  of  Grace  and  SanSity ;  we  may  conclude^ 

that  aU   their  Holinefes,  Mr.  Wejley,  Mr.  White- 

feldy  and  the  Pope,  have  embraced  the  Religion  of 

their  Pagan  Predecejfors,  who  (as  wc  read  in  divers 

•  Authors)   confecrated  moft  kinds  of  Diftempers  of 

the  Body,  and  AiFedlions  of  the  Mind ;     ereded 

Temples  and  Altan  to  Fc'vers,  PaUncfs^  Hadnefi^  and 
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to  Laughter^  Lufty  Qmtumefy,  Impudence,  and 
immKy.  Every  ftrange  DHbrder,  as  well  as  £//- 
^y  is  the  Sacred  Difea/e,  and» 

—  Sua  ctuque  Deusjit  dira  Cupido, 
Each  bold  Fancy  grows  into  a  God. 

It  it  muft  be  remembered  this  Diftemper  was  called 
b  Murhu  Comtialis ;  becaufe,  if  any  one  fell  into 
dnxing  die  AJfemhljy  it  was  ^  fatal  Ometiy  and  they 
imediately  broke  up.  Whereas  the  JJ/emblies  of 
'tiboSftt  confift  of  fuch ;  the  more  TumhlerSy  the 
ore  Sacred  is  the  Meeting ;  and  they  triumph  in 
e  Fa// of  their  miferable  Brethren. 

§•  22.  Notwithstanding  this  Phyjicai  Account, 
kd  although  it  be  a  general  Maxim,  that^  where 
ere  is  a  plain  natural  Solution,  we  need  not  inquire 
r^^ematural  Mezas;  neither  Papifi,  nor  Metbo-  . 
9^  will  own  this  to  be  their  Cafe ;  but  will  be 
uting  Ohje&ions  and  Exceptions*  Sometimes^  how- 
er*  they  are  fo  good  as  to  allow  real  Diftempery 

eUe  a  mixed  Cafe ;  ibmetimes  it  is  no  natural  Dif 
mfcTy  but  proceeding  either  from  a  good,  or  evil 
irit.     As  to  real  Diftemper,  it  is  the  firft  Direc- 
m  in  the  Roman  Ritual,  de  ExorcixamUsy  **  that 
e  Exvrcifi  muft  not  eafdy  believe  a  PoJfeJJion ;  but 
aft  know  the  Marks  whereby  z  poJfeJfedVcx(oti  is 
fting^iiiihed  from  thofe  who  are  troubled  with  the 
9ck  Bile,  or  any  other  Difeafe:'    St.  Ignatius  was  jBouhours 
^are  of  this  Truth ;  when  a  Maid  thaught  to  be  Life  of 
ffkffed^  and  raging  violently,  with  Contortions  all  '8°*^"*' 
rerher  Body,  being  brought,  Ignatius  faid,  ihe  ^* 
as  not  pojffeffed  I  and  that  thefe  extraordinary  Mo- 
ons proceeded  from  a  natural  Cau/e  ;  and  that,  if 
le  Devil  had  any  Share  in  it,  it  was  only  ixi  txovi- 
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Uing  the  Ima^natioii  of  the  fide  PeHbn.  ^  He 
then  made  the  Sigv  of  the  Crojs  upoi^  her,  and  her 
Fury  prefently  ceafed.'*  You  fee  ^e  Saint  loft 
nothing  by  this  Conceffioo^  when  he  had  the  Ho- 
nour of  a  miracuhus  Cure, 

Mr.  WeJUy  too  will  own  a  Natural  Diftempery 
when  he  has  a  goodRfofm  for  it.  As,  for  Infiance, 
3  J«»n«  in  the  Cafe  of  one  of  the  R^encb  Prepbets.  **  She 
^*  ^  came  in,  —  and  foon  after  leaned,  back  in  her 
Chair,  and  feemed  to  have  fbong  Warkh^s  in  her 
Bieafl:*  with  deep  Sighing?.  Her  Hea4  and  Hands, 
and,  by  Turns,  every  Part  of  her  Body,  feemed 
alfo  to  be  in  a  kind  of  cottvuJfrue  Motion.  — •  She 
{poke  much  (all  in  the  Per/on  of  Gody  and  moftly 
in  Scripture  ff^crds)  of  the  fulfilling  of  the  Prtfife' 
ties,  the  coming  of  Chrift  run^  at  Hand,  and  the 
fpreading  of  the  Go/pel  over  all  the  Earth, «—  Two 
or  three  of  our  Company  were  much  affeiEied,  and 
believed  Ihe  fpoke  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  But  this 
was  in  no  wife  clear  to  me.  The  Motion  might  be 
either  Hyfierical  or  Artificial ;  and  the  fame  Words 
any  Perfon  of  a  good  Underftanding,  and  well 
verfed  in  Scriptursy  might  have  fpoken." 

Hath  not  Mr.  Wejley  cut  up  his  own  InfHtotion 
by  the  Roots  ?  Here  is  a  Perfon  of  a  fimihr  Dif- 
fenfation  ijuith  MethoSfniy  with  the  fame  ho£ly  A^ 
tions  and  Contortionsy  and  talking  more  religioofly 
than  the  Methodifts  in  their  Fits  j  teaching  too 
Mr.  Wefiey' s  fanjourite  Doctrine ;  and  yet  fhe  may  be 
Hyfiericaly  or  a  Cheat,  Some  of  his  Followers  | 
thought  fhe  fpoke  from  God,  And  why  not,  if  they 
thought  their  vu:n  Difpenfation  was  from  God?  But 
mark  Mr.  Wefiey  s  good  Reajon  for  his  Opinion.  He 
was  afraid  the  French  Prophets  were  drawing  away 
his  Difciples.     Aud  tbis  lUajon  he   hath  lockily    ( 
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^covered.     For  he  faith  afterwards,  "  I  called  6n    3  Journ. 
one,  who  riSf^/  run  weN,  'till  he  was  hindered  by  fome   P*  ^^' 
of  thofc  called  French  Prophets,     Woe  unto  the  Pro- 
fheti^  /kith  the  Lord,  *coho  frophefy  in  my  Name,  and 
I  haive  not  fent  them^''     He  hits   himfelf  a  Slap  in 
the  Face,  rather  than  bear  a  Competitor  in  Saint- 
finp ;   and  his  Quarrels  with  the  Moravian  Leaders^ 
aiul   poor   Mr.   Whitefield^  fhew,    that  ftealing  the    Welley, 
Hearts  of  his  People  is  a  capital  Offence,  and  that  a   ^  J^"*'". 
Rival  in  Enthufiaflic  Jmbition  is  not  to  be  endured. 
—  This  Cafe  puts  me  in  Mind  of  a  Story  I  have 
heard  of  a  Madman  in  Bedlam,  who  being  in  a  /v- 
dd  Interval,  went  about  the  Houfe,  and  gave  fome 
Strangers  an  Account  of  the  Place  ;  he  very  calm- 
ly and  rationally  told  the  Reafons  of  each  Perfon*s 
Diftra^ion ;   "till  at  length  coming  to  one,  he  faid, 
"  tjiis  Man  run  mad  with  Pride,  and  pretended  to 
ht  the  Holy  Gho^,     But   I  am  he;    I  &m  the  Holy 
Chofi,^*    And  then  run  on  raving  in  a  wonderful 
Manner.

Andif  to  all  this  we  add  the  Amazements,  and  Stag- 
geringsin  Vertigoes  zxA/iuooning  Fits,  with  all  the  fur- 
prizing  Gefticulations  in  Cbnvu/Jions,  nothing  will  be 
wandng  to  complete  the  Methodijiical  Symptoms,  And, 
if  the  Reader  keeps  in  Mind  what  was  faid  before,

mihafpff  Se^  are  eaiily  accounted  for  from  Natural 
Difiimper.

f.  t4.  Let  us  next  proceed  to  the  Caufes  of  thefe 
lamentable  Difirders^  honid  Cowulfions,  ScreamingSy 
&c  where  fomething  will  again  fall  in  of  the  Nature 
of  them.  And  as  far  as  they  are  natural  Biftem* 
fersy  no  doubt  but  they  are  owing  to  the  fame  Caufe 
in  Methodsfisy  as  in  other  People.  Here  we  find  the 
Fdculty  pretty  well  agreed ;  and  imputing  the  afore* 
faid  Diftcmpers  —  "  to  ftifling  Air  in  clofe 
Rooms;  bad  Diet,  Indigeftions,  Crudities,  and 
Flatulencies ;  to  being  expofed  to  Wet,  Cold,  or 
violent  Heats ;  to  long  Watchings  and  FafUngs  j 
to  Suppreflions ;  to  fudden  Frights,  Wounds,  and 
Blows,  giving  a  Concuffion  to  the  Brain:  — To 
divers  AfFeftions,  Paffions,  and  Perturbations  of 
die  Mind;  Love,  Jealoufy,  Fear,  Shame,  Sor- 
row, Anger,  Envy,  Malice,  great  Difappointments^ 
or  great  Expedlations ;  to  Ambition  and  Prides 
fwelling  'till  they  are  ready  to  burft  5  to  deep  Cogi- 
tation, cfpecially  intent  upon  one  ObjeSt,  &c.  Thefe 
operating  in  various  Kinds  and  Degrees,  according 
to  Men's   different   Humours  and  Conftitutlonsr ;

But  are  there  not  numerous  Natural  Caufes  befides 
tiiat  ?  —  **  While  I  was  preaching  in  Nevjgatt,  a  WeOej, 
Woman  broke  out  into  flrong  Giesy  and  all  her   3  Joum. 
Btius  Jbeok,     A   Fbyficiany    who  had  known   her   ^*  ^^' 
many  Years,  obferving  every  Sypiptom^  was   clearly 
convinced  it  was   not  Frauds    nor  any   Natural 
Difirder ;    but  acknowledged  the  Finger  of  GodP 
WEiat,  Sir !  Yon  have  often  declared  your  Con- 
tempt of  Pbyfaiansy   and  thofe  eminent  in  their  Pro- 
ftffion,    as  ignorant  of  the   Caufes^  Nature^    and 
Cure  of  your  Metbodifiical  Maladies  ;  and  do  you  ap- 
peal to  a  Ne^Mgate-PbyJiciany  to  bear  Teilimony  in 
your  Favour  ?  Why  did  you  not  name  the  Man  ?   I 
well  remember,  that,  in  that  famous  Impofiure  of 
Martha  Broffier^  (of  which  there  is  a  particular  Ac- 
count by  ^huanus)  fhe  was  grievoufly  Sfiorted  and  Hiflor. 
cmmdfedy  and  had  all  the  Symptoms  of  a  Pajf^m^   ^^-"S^ 
for  which  ihe  was  brought  to  Paris  to  be  exorcifed. 
The  mofi  celebrated  Pbyficians  being  confulted,  de- 
clared, it  was  much  of  Impofiure^  and  fometbing  of 
Difiemperi    but  notbing  preternatural.     But  after- 
wards  other  Pbyfdans  were  introduced  by  Father 
Seraphiu  the  Exorcifty  in  the  Abfence  of  the  for- 
mer $    and  thefe  attefled  that  it  was  no  Difemper, 
but  dtaboUcal  PoffeJJion\  or  fomething  preternatural^ 
The  Girl  repeats  her  Agitatimsy  and  Serapbin  his 
Exorcifms  $   *till  at  length  the  Frastd  was  detedted* 
as  intended  to  raife  a  SetBtion  in  the  State,  to  the 
everlafting  Confiifion  of  fuch  defigning  Impoftors, 

Mr.  Wefky  brings  the  Cafe  of   Mr.  Meyrick,   5  Joosm 
•*  His  Pulfe  was  gone.     He   had  been  Jpeecblefs  P«  *'• 
audfenfelefs  for  fome  Sine,    A  few  of  us  joined  in 
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Prayer.  Before  we  had  done,  his  Senfi  oni  SfHdji 
returned.  Now,  he  that  will  account  for  this  by 
Natural  Cau/eSy  has  my  free  Leave.  But  I  ch«fe 
to  fay,  this  is  the  Power  of  God,  &c.*'  A  Mtracli* 
monger  will,  no  Doubt,  chufe  to  fay  this.  But  it 
is  no  very  uncommon,  or  extraordinary  Thing  for  a 
Perfon  from  Natural  Caufes  to  laofe  all  thefe  ^«j^, 
DcVitiis  and  recover  them.

Some  bad,  they  were  quite  choaked,  fo 
that  they  cmU  not  breathe  i  others,  that  their 
HearU  fweUed  ready  to  butfi\  and  others,  that  it 
was  as  if  their  Hearty  all  their  Infide^  all  their 
wobole  Body,  was  tearing  in  Pieces 

Tlfe/e  Symptoms  I  can  no  more  impute  to  any 
Natural  Caufi,  than  to  the  Sfirit  of  Ged.  I  makb 
MO  doubt,  hut  it  was  Satan  tearing  them,  as  they 
were  coming  to  Chrifi,  And  hence  proceeded  thofe 
grie'vous  Cries,  whereby  he  might  defign  both  to 
£fcredit  the  Wori  of  Gody  and  to  affright  People 
from  hearing  that  JVord, 

I  found,  that  their  Minds  had  been  as  varioafly 
affeded  as  their  Bodies.  Of  this  fbme  could  fcarce 
give  any  Account  at  all ;  which  alfo  I  impute  to  that 
w/e  Spirit,  purpofely  funning  and  confounding  as 
many  as  he  could,  that  they  might  not  be  able  to 
betAfray  his  Devices,  Others  gave  a  very  clear  and 
particular  Account,  from  the  Beginning  to  the  End. 
The  ^cr^^Gof/  pierced  their  Souls,  and  convin- 
ced them  of  inward,  as  well  as  outward  Sin. 
They  fanv  and  felt  the  Wrath  of  God  abiding  on 
them>  and  were  afraid  of  his  Judgments.  And 
here  the  Accufer  came  with  great  Power,  telling 
them,  *  there  was  no  Hope,  they  were  lofl  for 
erer.*  Their  Pains  of  Body  then  feized  them  in 
a  Moment^  and  extorted  thofe  loud  and  bitter 
Criesr 

Thefe  are  the  Words  of  Meffieurs  Whitefeld  and 
Wefley  j  wherein  the  Reader  will  fee  how  the  Tables 
are  turned.  Here  he  finds>  no  doubt  but  thefe 
Agonies,  dropping  down  as  d^ady  loud,  grievous,  and

(This  all  kiWW,  as  wdl 
as  himfelf.)  For  he  hath  exprefily  excluded  both 
Nature  and  God.  Perhaos,  before  his  next  Journal 
tomes  out,  Yi^  mvj  ww\tt&V^^.^  There  arc,

And  here^ 
in,  I  aj^vditBd,  he  has  greatly  the  Advantage  of 
Mr.  WhHefitli\  after  **  muiing  in  his  oM  Room 
«l  Oteftfdf  and  refie£iing  how  many  that  came  aftHf 
iim  mjtre  fnftrrti  hefire  himi^  he  now  is  become 
fiipaiwr  to  a  Principal  Antagonift,  For  poor  Mr. 
Whitffieli  faySt  (after  owning  that  the  Vemil  was 
liie  Caufe  of  the  Fits)  '*  I  had  not  prayed  long  in  5  jaurn. 
the  WwntiCs  Society  y  but  two  of  them /ell  down  again  P*  4«  • 
iir/^  ^9lmit  Fitsi  fo  that  I  was  obliged  to  leawe  them^ 
Fie  for  Shame^  Mr.  Whitefieldl  You  not  ftand  out 
ftgainft  the  Jfevil?  Indeed  he  has,  in  this  Cafe, 
mUvfitUd  ytiM,  You  were  not  aware  of  what  the 
Rom^m  Ritual  &ys,  *'  How  many  Arts  and  Falla-  pe  txau 
Ciei  the  Devil  ufeth  to  deceive  the  Exorcift ;  and 
ihat  the  Exorcift  mitft  not  leave  off,  'till  he  has  feen 
aU  the  Signs  of  Liberation,^''  You  probably  have 
never  looked   into   fuch  Popijh  Ceremonials,    But 
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Mr.  Wefiey  mufl  have  as  mean  an  Opinion  of /nr, 
Wefley,  as  he  had  of  the  Clergyman,  <^  who  being  fent  for 
5  ly  ">•  by  a  Wgwum  fofftffei^  ihc  no  fooncr  began  to  nm 
and  hang  out  her  Tonguiy  but  he  cried  out,  *•  It  is 
the  Devil  doubdeis  ?  It  is  the  Devil !  And  imme- 
diately went  away,  — Bat  Mr.  I^ej!^  came  to  her, 
KD!^  left  her  not  'till  all  her  Symptoms  ceafed^^  Hi 
was  better  acquainted  with  his  Rsile,  and  better  ob- 
ferved  it,  and  had  much  more  Work  of  this  Nature 
upon  his  Hands. 

This  leads  us  to  our  ParalleL  For  feme  Phyfi- 
eians,  Philo/cphersy  and  Di'vines,  have  been  of  Opi- 
nion, that  fuch  uncommon  and  entraopdimary  Cafes 
proceeded  from  a  disd^olical  Operation.  But,  my 
Buiinefs  being  only  with  Papifts^  I  need  not  ioquire 
farther. 
Dc  Ezor.  The  Roman  Ritual,  after  '^  the  Caution  againft 
mifiaking  the  black  Bile^  or  other  Difiempers^  for  a" 
PoJJeffioni^  ibon  leaves  the  Way  open  again,  by 
acquainting  us^  that  *'  one  of  the  Deinl^s  Arts  it 
to  induce  a  Perfuafion,  that  the  Patient  only  lies 
under  a  natural  Difcrder,  when  he  himfelf  is  at  the 
Bottom."  And  we  have  there  **  Three  Signs  of 
a  diabolical  PoJfeJJton^  freaking  in  an  unknotun  Tongue, 
dLcovering  Things  y^rr?/  and  di/ant,  and  having 
Strength  above  the  natural  Age  and  Condition  of 
the  Party ;  and  others  of  that  Nature,  which,  if 
many  of  them  concur,  are  greater  SignsJ*^ 

Their  approved  Writers  on  this  Subject  have,  by 

way  of  Supplement,  recounted  thefe  numerous  and 

great  Signs ;  intirely  agreeing  with  Mr*  JVeJUy.

Sot  diat  diefe  are  unihuhied  Signs  of  a 
F9ffiffi$9if  tfr  Witchcraft f  or  hoth  in  CoajuB^on  | 
ftaaielyy  Lolling  out  the  Tongue ;  Clamours,  Roar- 
xnes,  Q&aftmgB,  Foamlogs ;  a  Weight  in  the  Sto- 
mitnthf  m  Choakiftg  in  the  Throat;  Swooiiii^, 
t^pidially  of  many  at  one  and  the  fame  Time  f 
Bowels  torn  by  Dogs ;  ilidden  Terrors,  and  in- 
ftiiitly  remc^nA ;  the  Feeling  of  a  hot,  or  cold  Va- 
^Uri  tltfowing  themfelves  on  the  Ground,  and 
learfaigtlieinftlvvs;  a  piercing  like  a  Sword;  te^ 
reatittg  occult  and  remote  Things ;  fpeaking  My«r 
fteriaS)  and  explaining  Scripture  i  prophefyiag,  and 
fifigifig  mufically ;  an  Averiion  to  the  Minifter, 
Prayers,  Relicks^  Holy  Water,  and  all  Sfirittud 
Books  and  Things.  —  But  the  firongeft  Sign  is^ 
wh/GEL  Piyficians  cannot  help,  ^cciA  Medicines  are  of 
Ro  Senrke.'*  Thus  we  Und  both  Popety  and  Mr. 
Wffliy  agreeing  in  their  Ver£B^  that  Saimt  is 
Xmliy  \  and  neither  N^wr^  nor  the  God  ofNuhirs, 
liave  any  Concern  in  the  Cafe. 

We  fhould  obferve  too    thefi  Words  of   Mr, 
Wofity :   **  I  carefully  examined  thofe,  who  had   5J<>am. 
mod  09a  lately  in  the  Congregation.  —  I  enqviired   ^*  *'^'* 
particularly  into  the  Caib.  — And  I  found'  dieir 
Minds  had  been  as  varioufly  afle^ted  as  their  iti« 
net,"*    Wonderful   Thing,    that  Mind  and    Bocfy 
bould,  in  a  Diforder,  have  a  mutual  Influence  on 
sackothnr!  The  Enparer,  however,  did  well  in 
xmlbrraing  to  the  Roman  Rituai  i    **  In  order  to    Jhtxors 
enow  this,  [whether  the  Diforder  be  Natura/,  or 
diabolical  ]  after  an  Exordfmy  or  two,  let  the  Ex-^ 
rr^  interrogate  the  Patient,  what  he  was  fenfible 
>f,  orfeh,  in  Mind  or  in  J?*^,"    And  what  An^ 
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We0ey,  fu:er5  did  hc  draw  out?  "  Some  could  give  m  ic- 
*^*^'  «w»/  at  all,  how,  or  wherefore ;  only,  that  of  a 
fudden  they  dropped  down,  they  knew  not  how* 
Others  could  jufi  rememher  they  were  in  Fear ; 
but  coold  not  tell  what  diey  were  in  Fear  of.  Se» 
veral  £ud,  they  were  afraid  of  the  De^li  and 
thb  was  all  they  knew.  But  a  few  g^ve  a  more 
iutettigible  Account,  of  a  piercing  Senfi  of  their  SinSf 
and  of  the  Wratb^  of  God,  and  the  Poniihment  into 
which  they  were  juft  falling.  One  told  me,  *  I 
was  juft  as  if  I  was  falling  from  the  bigbeft  Pkct  I 
had  ever  feen.  I  thought  the  De^il  was  pnfhing 
me  off,  and  that  God  had  fbrfaken  me.*  Another^ 
faid,  «  I  felt  the  very  Fire  of  HeUr  Upon  his  fc- 
eond  Examination^  '*  Some  (aid  they  Mt  as  it 
were  the  Piercing  of  a  Sword  i  others  thought  a 
great  IVeight  lay  upon  them,  ^c*^^ — "  Some 
could  fcarce  give  arr^  Account  at  all  %  which  alTo  I 
impute  to  that  Wife  Spirit,  purpofely  ftwmng  and 
confottnding  as  many  as  he  could,  that  they  might  not 
hewray  his  Devices,  Others  gave  a  very  clear  and 
farticular  Account^'*  as  before. 

In  this  whole  Account^  the  Bonders  of  Goi\ 
Power  and  Satan's  are  fo  near,  and  the  Tranfaions 
from  one  to  the  other  fo  quick,  that  fuch  an  acute 
Metaphyjician  alone  as  Mr.  WeJIey  could  have  de- 
tided  fo  exadUy.  As  to  the  Farticular  of  fome  be- 
ing able  to  give  little  or  no  Account ;.  others  a  very 
clear  and  particular  one',  —  were  any  thing  of  l^U' 
ture  or  Diflefnper  to  be  admitted,  there  would  be 
no  need  of  quoting  Authorities  for  a  perfeS  or.  /«- 
perfect  Remembrance,,  or  none  at  all,  of  what  was 
felt  in  the  Fit :  The  Di<verjity  beudg  fo  well  known 
irx  Proportion  to  the  ISnd.  and  Degree  of  the  Fit ;  as 

ia 


in  Feriigoa,  Cotevuljums,  Efikpfies^  &c.  as  likewife  an 
dmaxemiKty  like  what  Mr.  Wejltf  ca^ftunning. 

But  he  will  cbufi  to  ad  in  Concert  with  his  Bet' 
fir  Friends  of  the  Papacy ^  who  afcribe  all  (for  fub^ 
^OMtial  Riafons)  to  Satany  and  have  inierted  a 
Prayer  in  the  Office  of  Exorcization,  "  for  one  af-  Rjtual- 
laiilted  by  the  Frauds  of  an  unclean  Spirit^  whom  >Roiiuui*. 
the  MAdverfary  hovers  aboqt'  with  the  Horror  Of 
Dread ;  and  iinketh  the  human  Mind  with  a 
Sti^for,  con^Dunds  it  with  Terror,  and  exagitateth 
ividi  trembling  Fear.**

the  Patient,  to  induce  a  Perfuafion  that  he  is  gone." 
^fr.  f^e/ley  was  well  guarded  againft  this  Trick. 
—  '*  Sometimes  lie    throweth    his  Prey  on  the 
Ground,  and  caufeth  Cofrvulfious ;   that  the  Exorcift 
may  ceafe  from  his  Conjuration,''''    Here  Mr.  White- 
fiiJd  was  caught^  but  Mr.  Wejley  flood  it  out.  — < 
''  Sometimes  he  will  let  the  Patient  be  quiet,  and 
and  fay^  that  he  feels  no  Pain,  and  give  no  Sign  of 
mff  Terror,"^    This  was  the  Cafe  of  the  pojfejfed

the  PhyficioHSy  and  he  makes  the  Fhyficians  them- 
Jel^vfs  incredulous ;  a  Sort  of  Men,  who,  if  they 
can  but  think  of  fome  natural  Caufe,  will  always 
T^eSt  any  t\nng /upernatural;  alledging  fomeyrra^^-^ 
lous  Reajbns.  Thefe  Men  ought  to  read  fuch  Books 
as  the  Malleus  Malefcarum,  &c.  And  the  Exorci^mnA, 
take  Care  to  have  a  Phyiician,  in  fuch  IMempers^ 
who  is  of  the  fame  Opinion  with  bimfelf^'*  "  Mr. 
Wefley  accordingly  has  over  and  over  cautioned  the 
World  againil  being  ruled  by  Dr.  Monroe,  and 
others  of  the  Faculty*,  fhewing  their  Ignorance  and 
luMUty.  Bat  yet  he  has  been  wife  enough  to  in- 
trodnce  his  Newgate-Pbyfcian,  who  was  of  the 
feune  Ophrion  with  himfelf,  to  teflify  in  his  Favour."

whicih  did  not  heat ;  then  they  laid  their  Faces  to 
his  Mouth,  to  try  if  he  breathed,  but  could  not  per-

Cheat 
farther;    and,  in  Supply  of  Parallels,  afler^  that 
among  the  feveral  Popijh  Orders  there  are  always 
fome  trained  up  to  aQ  a  Part,   and  prepare  Accom- 
plices,  who  are  to  counterfeit  Diabolical  Fits,  ip  order 
to  bring  on  Exorcifms,  and  carry  on   the  Trade 
of  cheatifig  filly  People,    And  they  can  eaiily  bring 
Proof  enough  to  fill  whole  Reams  .of  Paper.    Not 
to  mention  the  famous  hnpofture  of  Martha,  (cited 
before  from  Thuanus)  or  the  execrable   Story  of 
Jetzer ;   the  Bey  of  Bil/on,  or  the  Nuns  of  Louden^ 
(for  which^  fee  Boyle  in  the  Article  Gran£er)  and 
the  like;  —  they  may  refer  to  feveral  fuch  Dif 
femblers.    Cheats  ^    and  Counterfeits,    in    Wierus  M 
Prafiigiis,

Another  Story  is   of  one  "  Ham  Fatter^  i.  e. 
y^bn  the  Father j  who  pretended  that  on  St,  John^s 
D^  he  was  enchanted  by  Nicholas  GotteU    by  drink- 
ing a  foifoned  Draught ;  and  that  Nicholas  confefTed 
this  at  his  Trial,  where  he  was  condemned,  and  af- 
terwards burned.    Hereby,  he  faid,  the  Den;il  tor-^ 
mented  him  various  Ways,  bound  his  Body,  Ft^t, 
and  Neck,  with  Iron  Chains,  and  (hewed  him  for 
a  SfeSacle  to  all.     He  added  alfo  njoonderful  Phan- 
toms,   Afparitions,  and  Bfe&res.     E*very   Thing  he 
could  not  relate,  but  faid,  every  Thing  was  ivrit- 
tern  biftorieally  in  a  regular  Journal  -,  that  the  World 
might  fee  hotv   cruelly   the  Devil  had  tortured  and 
tore  him.    Nor  did  he  pafs  over  his  Cuftom  of 
Pre^ng,  hearing   Sermons,  and  communicating^  and 
affirmed,  that  he  had  an  Imfulfe  to  preach  Repen- 
tance.    Coming,  in  his  Cour/e  of  Vijuingy  to  No- 
ringherg,  the  Magijlrates  ordered  him  to  be  narrow- 
ly njuaicbed  and  guarded*,  when  he  would  fometimes 
preis  to  be  gone,  pretend  Dejpair,  with  ether  Ar- 
tifices.   Ba^  being  detained,  he  at  length  confeffed 
that  he  never  was  bound  by  the  Devil,  but  made 
his  own  Chains.    In  ihort,  he  difcovered  his  whole 
jfrt,  that  his   Miracles  were  mere  Lyes,  and  all  a 
Trick,  to  get  a  Livelihood,     For  which  ample  Con- 
feffim  his  Punifhment  was  mitigated,  and  he  was 
<mly  expofed  on  a  Pillory  for  a  public  Spe&acle  and 
Derifion:' 

A  third  Account  concemeti  a  ^'  Girl  of  about 
twenty,  wcU  habited,  but  with  a  fierce  Lo^»  wW^ 
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was  gcnng  to  St.  IbAert^  to  be  freed  htm  Ae 
Tfke  of  Satan.  She  wss  fornHhed  with  Lettert 
Tefthmmalt  to  obtaiii  P^wifom  on  the  Road;  and 
was  attended  hf  a  Mmk  aim^t  Hnriy^  bpcauie  the 
Devits  AJfauUs  were  lefs  terrible  in  his  Ptejhue ; 
and  for  dils  Reafon  fhe  cmtfefid,  that,  he  was  her 
Companion  in  Bed^  She  was  thought  to  be  Epi- 
leptic.  And  the  Monk  hoaftei^  that  iy  three  fFonh 
he  eouUmake  a  horrible  SfeHaek  of"  her^  [If  that 
be  die  proper  Englijb  of  the  Words,  Si  tribus  vtrhis 
foffe  horrihile  in  ed  JpeSaculmn  excitareJ] 

After  a  fourth  Account  of  the  fame  Nature,  bat 
greater  WtcifeAufs^    wc  hare  an  Account  of  one 
**  Bartbolonueay  a  Semfont  Maid,  who,  when  Nkfs 
was  faid  in  the  German  Tongue^  covxizrj  to  Cufiom, 
and  die  Hymny  *  Glory  he  to  God  on  highy    began, 
became  immediatdy  Ecftaticy  as  if  feized  by  the 
Devily  and  raifed  a  grievous  Difturbance.     Bat 
when  the  fame  was  fung  ia.  Latin,  fhe  was  not  of- 
fered.   Her  Mifirefsy  a  prudent  Matron,  promifed 
the  Maid  to  cure  her,  if  fhe  wotdd  comr  into  her 
Qfomber,    Tht.  Maid  casne ;  the  Miprfs  repeated 
the  Hymn  in  the  German  tongue,    Inftandy  the  fits 
letum ;   and  the  AfciV,  ohfemnng  a-  proper  Fiaee  to 
fall  in,  was  thrown  violendy  on  tiie  Ground.    The 
Mifb^s  prefendy  takesup  her  Coats,  and  (affiled 
by  her  Daughter,  who  held  die  Maid  down)  makes 
an  hnpr^ffion  upon  her  Poft  errors  nvith  federal  /mart 
Strokes  of  a  Rod;    which  threw  the  Maod  into 
unfeignedf  horrible  Contortions.    For,  as  Hipfoerates 
0Qrs,    *  Extreme  Diftemfers  require  extreme  Kemt* 
£es.^    After  thb  fhe  could  hear  the  Bymn  nvithont 
any  Commotion,  except  what  arofe  in  her  Mind  by 
being  twtUd,  whenerer  fhe  went  abroad,  by  fbme 
unlucky  R^gftii^  ^nbt^^vro^  ^piikqi  Aowx  W^  vod 
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fmg  the  faid  Hymn  in  her  Ears.  The  MatJ,  fays 
WSeruSf  €omff{fsdto  me^  that  ihe  was  ferfeBly  cured 
by  her  Miftrtfe  in  this  Manner.''  So  much  from 
Wkrus.  My  Plnkfiphkal  Friends  highly  commend* 
ed  this  Mediod  of  drawing  a  litde  Blood  in  tbt 
lofWtrPartSf  iy  Way  ef  Revulfion  from  the  Headi 
adding,  that  it  might  be  no  bad  Remedy,  if  fome 
nare  Cheats  of  this  Sort  (for  Inftance,  the  Metbo* 
dtJi'TeAcber^  who  fixed  the  Day  for  the  D^  of 
yudgment)  in  order  to  carry  the  Re*vulfion  ftill  farther 
from  the  Head,  were  laid  by  the  Heels,  But  I  told 
them,  Perfecution  «was  a  ^wicked  Thing.  And  yet  I 
might  obferve,  what  the  Exorcifis  afErm,  "  that  Thyra. 
the  Devil  may  fometimes  be  di'ove  out  by  Scourg-  Daemon. 
ing,  KCit^tU  OX  Box  on  the  Ear*,  efpecially  when 
he  will  not  yield  to  facred  Remedies  .''^         • 

fiat,  if  I  may  fpealc  my  Mind  freely  concerning 
the  horrid  TeUingSy  Convulfionsy  Sec,  among  the  Me^ 
ih^Sfis,  my  real  and Jmcere  Opinion  is  this  :  ^*  That, 
though  these  is  Reafon  to  fufped  DiJJimulation  and 
Coterrterfrfit  in  feveral  Inflances ;  yet,  that  the  great<- 
eft  Part  of  their  Sufferings  is  involuntary  y  they  can>- 
not  help  it»^  Some  Light  will  be  given  to  this  Mat-* 
ter  in  the  next  Sedion,  And  /  readily  fuh/criie  to 
what  Mr.  fTefiy  hath  owned ;  <<  I  look  upon  fome  Anfw.  to 
of  thefe  Cafes  as  wholly  natural;  on  the  reft,  as  Church, 
mixt}  both  the  Di/order,  and  the  Removal,  being  ^*  *^* 
fartfy  f^t*r^9  and  partly  not'''  What  he  precifrly 
meaneth  by  thefe  Mixtures,  or  in  vohat  RefpeSs  the 
Diforders  were  not  natural,  I  leave  him  to  declare. 
Botf  if  the  poor  Creatures  muft  be  put  to  the  Torture, 
and  have  Pains  and  Jgonies  inflicted  on  them,  above 
all  Defcription,  too  horrid  to  be  home ;  I  muft  con-

p,  ^%      roar.  —  Some  funk  down,  fome    trembled,  fome 
59.  torn  with  Convulfions ;  another  dropp'd  down  in  a 

violent  Agony :  —  Twenty-fix  of  thofe,  who  had 
been  thus  afFccled.  —  One  before  me  dropp'd  down- 
as  dead,  and  prefently  a  Second,  and  'sT  Third.

Thefby  and  many  more  fuch  fudden  Blaflt, 
and  wide-fpreading  Contagions^  we  have  in  one  o£ 
Mr.  Wtflfff%  Journals  i  who  muft  have  the  Heart 
afiSione,  not  toy^#/ the  Mifery ;  and  the  Heart 
of  a  TyrasUf  or  Inquifitory  to  rejoice  and  triumph  at 
it.  And  what  ihali  we  fiiy  to  thsfe  Things  ^  or 
how  account  for  them  ? 

I  take  k  fi»r  granted,  diat  we  are  not  fiifficiently 
acquainted  with  the  Confiitution  of  Nature,  and  ther 
Lmss  of  the  Creatmr\  particularly,    not  with  the 
hemaieFraim\  how  SouJ and  Boify  a£l  upon  eetch^ 
other  i  how  other  Beings  and  Parts  of  the  Creation, 
may^  aid  wpon  either ;  —  and  eipecialiy  in  a  £ftenk- 
peredStmUi  aDi(brdero£  Mind,  or  Body.     More 
ILnowleclge  is  neceflary    towards   accoontmg  for 
emiy  Rind  and  Degree  of  hfedion.    In  general 
we  heat  aandi,.  and  no  doubt  truly,  of  Concagiont^ 
communicated  by  the  Air ;    by  the  Eye,  the  Voia^ 
thftTiMciiv  di^  Bneath,  Iffiumia  and  Vafowt  oo&«^ 
fifliBg  a^  fiihtiU  Particles,  and  of  a-  very  penetrating 
NatUft.

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of  SuperflittM,  and  Entbufiafm  in  pacrticolary  that 
they  are  very  catching  and  ift/e&inu,  runmmg  Bk 
mid'Fire  from  Breaft  to  Breaft  :  That  the  Jfet^ 
tions  and  Paffiom  of  the  Mind  cannot  only  change  a 
Perfon^s  own  Body^  bat  make  Inipreflions  apon  ata- 
ther,  fo  as  to  give^  or  tah  oFvuay,  divers  Di/ea/Uf 
mental  and  corporal ;  and  that  a  corrupted  and  pol- 
luted Imagination  is  capable  of  corrupting  and  pol- 
luting the  ambient  Air  ;  fo  that  thofe  who  fuck  it 
in  ihall  be  thrown  into  ^^fame  Malady.  Thus  it

on  any  Occafion,  will  carry  Perfons,  even  againft 
their  Wills,  into  thefe  natural  and  familiar  Jffec-

Nor  will  it  be  thought  ilrange,  that  the  Conta- 
gion (hould  have  a  quicker  and  ftronger  EffeS^  when 
it  catcheth  Perfons  of  vjeak  Heads  and  Underfiand' 
ings ;  or  of  njceak,  fickly^  tender  and  delicate  Nerves 
and  ^piritsy  which  ai^  fo  eajily  offered.     Nor  is  it 
Ikange,    if  this  fhould  be  much  more  the    Cafe ; 
when  the  Company  are  of  they^xw^  Ca^  and  Complexion 
of  Body,   and  Turn  of  Mind;,  the  fame  Temper  and 
Diftemper.    The  leaft  Spark  felling  upon  Perfons 
already  heaed  will  foon  rife  into  a  Flame.     Ta 
make  ufe  cf  Dr.  ifor//py's  Sentiments  ;    «  Enthit- 
fiafm  may  be  defined,  a  mifiaken  Perfuafion  of  be- 
ing peculiar  Favourites  ivith  God,  —  This  works  gc? 
nerally  in  Perfons.  of  firong  Fancies,    and  little 
Judgment,  efpecially  where  there  is  a  natural  Dif- 
pofition,  and  that  fermented  by  Difeafe.  —  The 
con^vuljive  Motions  are  apt  to  return  of  themfelves; 
—  ^n^  feeing  a  Perfon  in  Onevulfions  is  apt  to  occa- , 
fiOii  them  in.  Perfons  of  nwTjoiu.  oxd  imtable  Frames^ 
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•—  And  there  is  Reafon  to  believe,  that  ibxne  En' 
ihufiafis  and  Impoflors  have  been  able  to  throw  them- 
(elves  into  Corevulfions  by  a  'voluntary  Fvwer ;  and 
particularly,  as  it  feems,  by  introducing  ^roir^  Ideas^ 
and  internal  Feelings?^ 

This  contagious  Communication  may  be  illuflrated 
by  the  Cafe  of  Pcrfons  hit  hy  the  Tarantulay  "  a 
'venomous  Italian  Spider,  whofe  Sting  caufes  the 
&ine  Appearances  with  the  Hyfterical  Affe3ions.  The 
Diforder  is  fomedmes  counterfeited  by  'wanton  ^0- 
men^  but  is  often  a  real  Malady ;  the  Ferfon  bit  being 
feized  with  a  Difficulty  of  Breathing,  univerfal  Faint- 
ing and  Trembling;  —  iand  growing  by  Degrees 
melancholy,  ftupid,  and  ftrangely  timorous.  The 
only  Cure  is  Mufic,  which  fets  all  the  Patients  a 
Dancing,  At  the  Hrfl  Sound  they  begin  to  move 
their  Hands  and  Feet,  and  foon  dance  wkh  won- 
derful Vigour.  In  the  mean  time  they  lofe  in  a 
manner  the  Ufe  of  all  their  Senfes,  do  many  ridi- 
culous and  foolifh  Tricks,  talk  and  adl  obfcenely 
and  rudely  ; — and,  at  the  fame  time,  cannot  bear  the 
Sight  of  any  Thing  black ;  in  general  are  Phrenetic 
and  delirious.  But  by  a  Continuance  of  the  l/Iufic 
they  are  fweated  and  agitated  into  Health.  —  W& 
may  allow  fomewhat  to  the  determinate  Force,  and 
particular  Modulation  of  the  trembling  Percuffions 
of  the  Air,  made  by  the  mufical  Chords  upon  the 
Elafiic  Fihra  of  the  Brain,  —  This  we  fee  in  the 
common  Experiment  of  two  mufical  Inftruments^ 
toned  both  to  the^/n^  Pitch :  7  he  Strings  of  the 
one  being  firuck,  the  corre/pondent  Strings  of  the. 
other  will  found."  This  from  Dr.  Mead^s  Ac-, 
count  of  the  Tarantula,  See  alfo  Chambers,  ift. 
IfarantHla  and  Taranti/mus,

Of  the  fame  eoKtagiom  Nature  is  what  is  called: 
St.  Vitus'^  Damcii   impvted  by  ibme  ta  Hfjimor 
Conwuljunsy  &c.    This  Diflemper  raged  nudi  m 
Girmawf ;   fcizing  moft  Sort  of  People,   efpccially 
the  Vulgar^  who  in  great  Numbers  becmie  horniff 
furious,  running  about  roaring,  foaming,  *till 
Breath  £uLed.    This  happened  particularly  wl 
they  n)tftted  St,   Fitvs's    Chapel ;    and    might    be 
thought  a  juft  Punifhment  for  their  loring  z/a^ 
ami  tmcked  Religion^  had  not  their  CMre  foUowed  by 
Pra^  to  St,  Fitms. 
In  the  Dialogue  ef  Plato ^  called  Jbvr,  Socrates  ^le- 
Edit.        ^Qttfly  derideth  that  'vain  Creature*,    **  who  pie- 
Semo.     ttndled  an  Ability,  above  all  Mankind,  to  explain' 
Hemer^  and  infpire  others  with  his  Knowledge ;  for 
which  he  deferved  a  GoUen  Cro^wn.     Socrates  ob- 
ferves,  that  the  Entbujiaftic  Fwyi  of  a  Poet  nuas  net 
em  Art,    but  Dhiine  Imitation  i    which,    like  the* 
L/md- Stone,  not  only  dranueth  Iron,  but  commuai- 
cateth  the  fame  Quality  through  a  whole  Chaitk 
And  thus  a  Drvine  Seixm^  (hall  run  through  » 
whole  SerisLs  of  Enthnfiafis,  as  it  were  by  Sympa- 
thy ;  one  catching  it  from  another.    All  Q>eak  nooft 
divinely,  when  they  are  out  of  their  Senfes,  aod,  lihe 
the  Qnybantei  and  BeiQcbanals^  are  inftigated  by 
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Madne/Sf  by  an  Ohfeffim  of  their  peculiar  Deity. 
%i  Words  and  Geftures,  his  Tone  and  Modulation 
ikme  fbike  them  one  after  another ;  to  all  other 
^tej  they  are  immoveable." 

Mr.  WeJUy^  infpired  Difdples  feem  like  thoTe 
'n'ozm  Vejfeh  in  Dodona^  fo  placed  that»  if  one  was 
buck  or  moved,  the  Sound  and  Motion  were  im- 
nediatdy  communicated  to  all  the  reft.  Or  perhaps 
le  may  have  the  Art  of  Electricity^  and  communi- 
ating  to  all  Followers  his  Fire  and  Bumingj,  which 
le  feems  fo  fond  of  infliding  on  his  Difciples. 

In  Ludan,  de  Syria  Dea,  we  have  an  Account 
>f  hcf  Myjleries  ;  wherein  "  thofe,  who  carry 
he  Image  of  their  "Deity ^  are  whirled  about  as  with 
I  Vertigo^  the  Deity  leaping  from  one  into  another, 
[n  thefe  Myfieries  attend  a  great  Number  of  Ihly 
MeUf  zxkd  furious  Fanatical  Women^  for  the  Sake  of 
Vretyer.  The  Friefts  begin  the  Ceremony ^  and  while 
they  are  celebrating  the  Orgia^  making  horrid 
Noiiesy.  cutdng  themfelves,  (sfr.  the  Fury  pre&nt* 
ly  feizeth  the  reft,  and  many,  who  came  only  as 
^peHators^  area6ted  in  the  fame  Manner.** 

Beiides  thefe  Myfieries^  (which  may  be  reckon- 
id  as  Types  and  Shadows  of  Methodifm)  fome 
ommon  Incidents  in  Life  may  farther  illuftrate  the 
-afe  of  a  contagious  Propagation,  Upon  feeing  a 
'eribn  ya<wn,  others,  not  difpofed  to  it  before, 
re  fet  a  Tanvning,  The  hearing  a  grating  Sound, 
r  ieeing  another  eat  crabbed  Fruity  is  apt  to  fet  our 
wn  Teeth  on  Edge,  —  How  often  are  ?eo]p\e  f right- 
i  (even  by  Perfons  in  a  Joke)  into  Difiortionsy 
^^wuulfionsf  and  other  grievous  Diforders  ?  Or,  per- 
Aps,  thrown  into  Madnefs  by  fome  alFedling  Ob- 
sft  of  the  fame  Nature? — In  Diftempers,  Small- 
*0Xf  Plagve,  &Q,    how    often*    •ni  eafily,   will

Ail 
how  coaia^B,  when  difappcinted  of  what  thqr 
have  Ufig€iifor,  or  upon  feeiog  fome  tmnfiraa  CM* 
j«^,  to  catch  the  Imfriffitmt  and  oonuniinicate  id 
their  Children  the  fame  Mwrku  which  were  the  0^ 
jed  of  their  Defire^  or  Avirfion  f  Hven/ratg  md 
hiabhy  fipfins^  by  fome  m/traiU  Sfe^Mcie,  vOi 
fometixnes  grow  ill,  and  their  Conftitution  fuddenlf 
be  altered  by  an  Emotion  and  AlteratioB  of  dtf 
Spirits,  Humours,  and  Blood.  Much  more  tlxa 
will  a  difoafid  JSoify  or  Mind  be  thrown  into  a  bad 
Condition,  even  by  a  fmall  Incident ;  and  difiMA 
ami  tragical  Ohje^is  mutt  have  a  powerful  Effe^aid 
ftick  dofe  to  *weak  Spirits  and  aulamcMf  Tmfm. 
Why  therefore  ihould  not  Vapours  and  Efflovia 
from  a  Mstbo^Ji  (fuppofed  to  be  in/^rtd^  at  £fr 
tefftperedy  or  p^Jefid)  work  themfelvcs  into  die  I 
]PreaAs  of  the  Byjiandersy  and  comnnmcate  fiaiiat  \ 
Effeas?  Why  fhould  not  i*^,  or  Featy  or  Espa-  I 
tation  of  what  they  are  taught  to  expeft,  adcU  A 
to  Bight  and  Feelingy  naturally  caufe  the  faae  b 
Marks  and  Deformitiesy  upon  which  their  Mindhatk  |i^ 
been  fo  intent  ?

<H  by  Means  of  fome  SaltJsto\s^  to  them  by  xt\ 
M  Woman,  were  grievoufly  tormented;   fome 
ii  Lemghing  Fits,  fome  horridly  con^td/ed  andeok^ 
Hdi  or  lying  down  as  dead.    Thefe  Toitnre 
illMied  among  them  in  die  Kumtery  for  three 
i^.«*.^c«  A  Cafe  not  unlike  'was  tkat  of  fbise^ 
^fjhtt  cmt^trmd  fit  th  Jhm  Adt%  ^^^ 
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who  were  tormented  in  divers  fbange  Manners, 
leaping  about,  and  fcreaming  out  horribly,  tkcir 
Jaws  contraded,  Cffr.  The  Caufi  of  this  7r«|AJp 
was  imputed  to  a  Vtr^  in  Lon^t  with  a  young 
Man ;  but  her  Parents  thought  it  an  unfmttik 
hJatcb,  While  (he  was  in  this  Anguiih,  the  Dmi 
appeared  to  her  in  the  Shape  of  that  young  Mm, 
peifuading  her  to  be  a  Frofeffed  Nun.  She  com- 
plied ;  and  no  fooner  was  cbijtered,  but,  Jlruek  with 
a  Fufyf  (he  became  a  horriJ  SpeSofle  to  all,  in  va- 
-rious  Refpefls.  And  the  Evil,  as  by  Contagmy 
pafled  into  many  others  of  the  NunsJ*^  — •  Of  the 
fame  Nature  were  the  monftrous  Convulfims  of  all 
Kinds  inflidted  by  the  De^l  upon  the  Firgnu  ia 
i\iQ  Nunnery  of  Kentofft  which  feized  them  once  a 
Day,  or  oftener,  continuing  fometimes  for  feveral 
Hours.  Some  of  them  in  the  AcceJJion  of  the 
Malady,  on  Account  of  the  Con'imifions  of  the 
Spiritual  Parts,  and  the  Tongue,  could  not  J^. 
They  were  not  equally  torn ;  but  fome  more,  and 
feme  lefs.  But  this  was  almoft  unvuerfaU  that, 
when  any  one  of  them  was  feized,  the  ref^ 
though  infepwate  Jpartments^  hearing  only  the  tu- 
multuous Noife  of  the  former,  were  tormented  in 
the  fame  miferable  Way.  In  order  to  difcover  the 
Origin,  Jncreafe,  and  tragical  lilue  of  this  Cala- 
mity, and  to  prevent  other  fuch  Attempts  and  hor- 
rible Vexations  of  Satan ;  I  fhall  truly  relate,  in 
few  Words,  what  upon  diligent  Enquiry  I  received 
from  Jnne  Lemgou^s  own  Mouth,  a  Jenfihle  Virgin^ 
and  one  in  this  Nunnery,  *  She  was  firft  taken  with 
a  Pain  in  her  left  Hypochondriuntf  and  being  deem- 
ed Epileptic,  was  fent  to  the  Monafiery  of  Nonhirt, 
to  ^ink  out  of  St.  Cornelius' i  Scull;  whereby  the 
Nuns  told  abo^t,  \raX  ^^2^^>  ^C&ax  ^^hi^  &cm«-. 
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Afterwards  |;rGwitig  work,    together  with  9flef 
Ntms,  they  went  to  the  Cwijttnr,  who  told  them^ 
ihey  were  ienx/itcM  iy  Alice  Kamsntx,    The  Detnt^ 
aUi^  a  Handle  from  this,  began  tormenting  them 
widi  mmnfild  Gmrvir  jl£Mr/,Tumblings  on  the  Ground^ 
ct^iriving  them  of  dieir  ^enfes,  making  them  bin 
and  heat  one  another ;  h  that  they  feemed  Mttohe 
in  their  mum  Power.     Antm,  in  her  fits,  fpoke  as  if 
another  J^ke  through  her  :   She  imderftood  what 
(he  fiudy  but,    after  fpeaking,  intirety  forgot   it. 
When  flie  wonld  pn^  feriooflyy  fhe  was  lb  hindered 
by  the  e^l  One,    that  ihe  could  not  move    her 
Tot^ue,  But,  whenever  (he  run  over  her  Beads  with* 
out  Thought  and  Attention,  flie  did  it  with  Eafe 
and  Pleaiure  i  Satan  not  hindering  her.    If  a  good 
Peribn  fpoke  to  her,  (he  feemed  as  panilhed  by  the 
DeviL    Bat,  if  other  Women  talked  to  her  of  /w^- 
croni  Matters,  (he  was  wonderfully  f leafed.    When 
(he  was  exordfed,  fhe  ieemed  to  vomit  an  incredible 
Qnantity  of  Blood,  but  fek  no  Hurt.    But  this 
was  common  to  all  the  Firgins  dius  poflefTed  by  the 
Devil,  that,   together  with  irregular  Pains,  they 
had  a  creeping  Senfation  under  the  Soles  of  their 
Feet,  as  ST  homed  with  hot  Water.    The  Devii 
was  ufed  to  fpeak  frequently,  and  much  out  of  the 
the  Mouths  of  the  younger  Girls,  ivhen  deprived  of 
tbnr  Senjes,  and  teirify  them  with  Vifiorn,  and  ap« 
pearing  to  them  in  Severs  Shapes,     As  to  Anna  her- 
iielf,  when  her  Parom  <had  taken  her  out  of  the 
Nnsmny,    and  fhe  had    taken    a   firm   Refolution 
never  to  retnm  to  it,  but  to  ferve  God  out  of  it  in 
a  fmnder  Mind',   the  Calamty  ivos  at  an  End."** 
This  certainly  was  an  excellent  Remedy,     And  yet 
Enthttfiafm  had  fuch  hold  of  her,  that,  **  when- 
ever the  Mriiy'  AU^Ient  her  but  a  Letter,  idWt 
Modyi  was  in  a  Borror,  as  if  (he  was  relaffmg.     Kx, 
Vol.  II.  O  \e.Ti^ 
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Hogjtli  (be  marrmdp  and  fek  «#  AMfV  tf  her  Difitt- 
iler.  She  added,  that  JHc^  Kammi%  herft^  would 
femetimes  be,  as  it  were,  EpUefiU^  and  talk,^x^ 
^fly ;  and  the  Num  coiidiided»  flie  hroiig^t  dut 
Evil  on  berJeJ/^  that  ihe  night  not  §^tm  to  have  k* 
wtcbed  oihers.  Htnct  tbi}  iw^td  tbdr  TmrmtMU 
nmiber  to  Gad,  mr  to  ibi  Dowl,  bat  to  Jliu  Ka- 
$mntz.^  ^  fHor  rd^tcB  farther,  *'  how  the  CoMtO' 
gom  foon  caught  the  neighbourilig  Towns  and 
V^ges,  efpedally  five  Paib^s,  whom  a  cirtmm 
Freacber  had  taken  into  hisQkamier,  in  ordtr.to 
,  puard  them  ogmnft  tht  Divicos  of  S^UianJ"  He  re- 
lates too  fome  odier  Cafes  of  this  inftdimu  Natare, 
whidi  cannot  dtantfy  be  tranferibed. 

Thefe  feveral  Circumftancet  b  txzQSiy  udif  with 
Mr.  WefityS  Fatimts,  I  thinkr  in  tvery  F^trtkidm'f 
that  they  ftand  in  need  of  no  JfpUcatitM.  Nor  is 
it  neoeflary  to  determine  precifdy,  njoho,  or  wi/atf 
utbeC^e.  Popery  doadAhtJMfittveBgiKed  as  to 
Matter  of  FaS  ;  which  is  «pp  frofer  Bujimfs  tofljew. 
One  Piece  of  Adoice,  however,  in  Dr.  Wieft 
Words,  X  would  inculcate  im  mMing  contnptm 
Lib.  IV.  Comipaiy :  **  If  a  Number  of  People  (honld  be  thus 
^P'  ^9-  fojfiffed  in  the  fame  Place,  (as  is  ofual  in  Monafte- 
ries,  particnlarly  of  Virginsy  whofe  Organs  aro 
mod  expofed  to  SatanU  Pranks)  before  all  Thii^ 
Care  fhould  be  taken  to  feparate  them,  and  fend 
each  to  their  Parents  and  Relations ;  and  not  leave 
them  to  Snperftitious  Prieftsand  Imfoftors,^  in  Hopes  of 
a  CMre  from  their  pretended  Ceremonies  ;  or  think  by 
ahfurd  Rites  to  dri've  awey  the  Devil,  who  does  bat 
laugh  at,  and  delude  tbem>  — Tmmg  Peribns  efped* 
ally  fhould  never  be  admitted  to  thefe  horrid  Sfec^- 
tacles,  \eSt,  being  frighted  With  the  Usuotnmoemefs  and 
Fudence  of  the  TonMe«ri,  they  (houU  €miimd  the, 


E'vif  thmfifves*^    On  die  contrary,  Mrl  PTeJ^  » 
laboonng  hearcity  to  bring  as  many  ftch  together 
as'  he  can,  eipecially  of  the  younger  Sort ;  and^ 
fee  them  groaning,  cmiyalfed,  ftruck  to  the  Ground, 
and  ftriking  others  down  in  Heaps,   by  Sympathyf 
or  Contagion ;  and  the  more  the  better:  —  This  is 
his  peculiar  Bujinefs,  his  Trade y  and  his  Jty,     Thh 
Article   therefore   I  conclude    in   the  Words    of 
M,  Cafauboni    **  To  commend  this  to  ordinaryY^-    Enthuf. 
pie,  and  to  Women  efpecially,  is  to  perfuade  them   P''7'-3« 
lb  Madnefsy  and  to  expofe  them  to  the  Illujions  6f 
the  De<viU   always  ready  to  take  fuch  Advantages. 
The  Ufe  of  this  Theology  doth  moft  properly  belong 
to  JeJuitSy  and  Je/uited  Pcliticians ;    who  have  no 
better  Way  to  bring  their  Defigns  to  pafs,  than  by 
the  Hands  of  tkofe,  whom  they  have  hrcught  up  t% 
theft  myftical  Artsi   who,   beiides  their  common 
Obligation  of  hHnd  ObeMemce^   by    long,    forced, 
^ufUd  CetitimpUuionf  are  become  ecfiatical,  /.  e.  fitted 
Ibr  emy    dtj^erate  Attempts  —  Let   others    admire 
Witches  emd  Magicians  as  much  as  they  will ;  I  ho- 
nour and  admire  a  good  Fhyfidan  much  more,  wha  .  . 
can,    (as  Gods   Inftrument)  by  his  Knowledge  of 
^aturcy  bring  a  Man  to  his  right  Wits  again,  when 
he  hath  loft  them;   and  I  tremble  (Homo/um ;  hi- 
mani  nihil  a   me  alienum  puto)  when  I  think  that  ^ 
§ne  Madman  is  enough  to  infeSl   a  'whole    Pro^ince^

— Sulpitius  Severus,  ia 
his  Jacred  Hifiory,  [Thofe,  who  have  not  the  Book^ 
may  confiilt  Bayle  in  the  Article  Pri/cilHan']  gives 
thb  Account  of  PrifdlUan.  **  He  was  vehement 
veftleis^  doquent,   kamed,  ready   at  Lofgyc  and 


J^putitions.  Happy  indeed,  had  fie  had  not  otr* 
I'iif^the'beft  Capacity  by  an  evH  Applkatkm ;. 
lor  he  had  many  good  QaaUdes  of  Mind  and  Bodf  , 
He  woidd  watch*  long,  bear  Hnnger  andThirft^ 
not  covetoas  of  Wealth,  and  ^ery  temperate  bx  the 
Uie  of  it.  Bnt  the  fame  Man  was  the  'uahf/l  of 
Mortals,  puffed' up  beyond' Meafare  on  accoontof 
his  worldly  Knowledge,  and  befides  was  fappofed 
to  hare  pradtifed  the  magic  Arts  fmoL  his  YoDtL 
When  he  had  broached  his  femiciom  D§ffrmf,  by 
his  Art  of  Perfaafion,  and  crafty  Infimiations,  he 
enticed  into  his  Society  many  of  the  NMHtjf,  and 
more  of  the  Popuiaee.

I  fent  him  Home,  fays  Mr.  WeJIey^  immediately  to 
his  Work,  and  advifed  him  to  cry  Day  and  Night 
to  God^^^ —  This  is  all  that  is  faid,  or  done,  in  both 
Cafes.  The  Diforders  were  gone  too  far^  beyond 
the  Faroxjfins  of  a  Fit;  no  Laurels  to  be  gathered 
by  midertaki^g  a  Cure  of  fuch  difficult  and  tedious 
Operation.     In  thefe  Circumdances  he  might  trufy

for  him  to  eje£i.    And  Pope  Gregory  (Dialog.  Lib.  i. 
Cap.  10.)  ihewethy  that  the  Man  is  pofTeAed  with 
a  Devil  himfelf,  who  dares  attempt  the  Expul- 
fan  of  a  Devil  in  a  Cafe  beyond  his  Povjer^'* 

We  may  alledge  tpo  what  Irenaus  fays  of  the 
pretended  Miracles  of  fome  Heretics  in  his  Days ; 
"  They  cannot  drive  away  all  Devils,  but  only 
thofe  whom  themfelves  have  put  in^     I   will  pro- 
duce the  vi)hole  Faffage,  for  the  Sake  of  the  Com- 
parifon  in  feveral  Particulars.     "  Simony  and  Carpo-    Lib,  H. 
cratiSi  and  others  who  are  faid  to  v:ork  Wonders^   ^ap-  57»1 
do  it  not  by  the  Power  of  G/fd;  nor  in  Truth;  nor 
doing  any  Good;    but    by  magical  Delufions   and 
Frauds    doing  more  Mifchief  than  Benefit  to  the 
credhdous  Perfons,   whom  they  have  feduoed.     Pot 
they  can  neither  give  Sight  to  the  Blind,  no;  Hear- 
ing to  the  Deaf ;  nor  drive  away  all  Devils ^  but  only 
thofe  whom  themfelves   have  put  in ;   if,   however, 
they  do  even  this,  — Much  lefs  can  they  raife  the 
Pcad."-^

Biid  Diverjions  ;^'  (which,  with  SobmiiSon  to  your 
fuperior  Wifdovty  may  be  of  great  Ufe  :)  — What 
genuine  MetJjodtft  will  think  of  confulting  the  Faatl- 
/y;  efpecially  as  Perfons  difordercd  like  thofc  in 
Methodifmy  have  from  the  very  Nature  of  the  Dif- 
cafe  an  Averjion  to  the  proper  Remedies  ?  This  I  take 
to  have  been  the  Misfortune  of  the  lUtchensy  who 
were  as  genuine  Methodifs  as  can  well  be  conceived ; 
plunging  into  the  ViciiStudes  of  Light  and  Dark- 
nefsy  Prefitmption  and  Dejpairy  Faith  and  Infidelity ; 
with  every  Peculiarity  of  mnld  Enthufiafm\:  Till 
their  heated  Brains  threw  them  into  that  Calenttircy 
and  malignant  Tever^  of  which  both  of  them  died.

"  An^^S^  Saints  in  Turkey,  who   (as  Bujbequius  re-   £pift.  3^ 
both)  rambk  about  under  various  Appearances  and 
Atfi  9f  Sttnitinmy^^*^  Such  again  the  Tatnuli,  and 
o^ttv  in  India,  who  are  a  Son;  of  Magicians,  and 
jday  ^e  fame.  Pranks  as  do  the  Romjh  MiJJlonarits, 
or  9str  MitboiBfts.    This  Account  we  have  in  the 
Ihjhry  ^  the  EwangeHcal  Miffitm,  latdy  publiihed 
by  Prtfeffhr   Francks :    "  Thefe  Men    (who  are   P.  67. 
called  Enchanters,  De^UDri^oers,  and  Prophe^ers) 
arlDgate  to  themfelves  the  Poiwer  of  driving  away 
Ennl  Spirits  by  the  Help  of  other  J>amtms,  or  Ttae- 
lory  Deities.    They  work  Miracles,  and  difcover 
Secrets,  by  the  Herb  Gangia,  which  throweth  them 
into  divers  <vebement  jfgitations,  and  prodnceth  fer- 
tihle  £ffe6b.     Though  often  it  is  only  a  counterfeit 
Fanatical  Madnefs ;  and  the  Dehfim  hath  been  de- 
fefted.  -^  They  affirm,   that,  if  they  ftrongly  ^ 
Aot  Thoughts  upon  any  one  Thing,  and  ibmly 
believe  it  to  be  Ga^^  him/df,  or  that  Ood  is  frefint 


there,  he  naJIj  isfi.  Whence  it  is  no  Wonder,  tkt 
they  bfift  fo  much  upon  Fag'th,  and  piomife  Ajfu- 
ranee  of  Salivation  and  Pardon  of  Sins  to  all  that  have 
this  Faith ;  although  they  want  the  other  requifite 
Qualifications.     Their  Penitence  confifts  in  faftiiqs^ 
WatcbingSf    Pilgrimages^  Macerations    of  the  Bodjy 
and  leaving  their  Families.    They  diredt  Cbejls  to  be 
procured,  facred  to  their  Idols,    to  contain  dieic 
Gaim  in  ilrolling,  and  enjoin  abfolnte  Obedience  to 
the  Priefi,  as  well  as  Confijfion  to.  him.     And  if  any 
contra^  a  DiJIemper  by  any  Hardfhips  in  following 
them,  they  promife  ample  Reward  by  a  fatore 
New  Birth.     Their  Self-Severities  are  fo  great,  as 
tOvcarry  away  all  the  GUryy  which  Popiflif  and  odier 
SaintUngs  propofe  by  afflicting  the  Boify.    And  by 
obferving  whatever  their  God  Bruma  emfrintetb  on 
their  Brain,  they  fhall  be  ingulphed*into  the  Deity. -^ 
But  fo  far  are  thefe  Penitents  from  acquiring  Bum- 
lity  by  their  corporal  Severities,  that,  highly  fwelled 
'with  Pride,  they  deipife  all  others,  as  unworthy  of 
their  Society,   who  no  longer  feel  any  carnal  Defires, 
Among  thefe  Penitents  there  is  no  Scarcity  of  evi- 
dent Decei'vers.  —  They  are  wont  to  boaft  much  of 
their  Prayers,  and  attribute  to  them  'various,  'woti" 
derful  EffeSis  in  curing  Difeafes,   driving   out  Serpents 
and  E'vil  Spirits :    And  they  have   {cvcrsil  approval 
Remedies  to  expel  Sin,  Pojfejjltons^   and  Uitchcraftr 
Of  the   fame  magical  Kind  are  the  wonder&l 
Performances  of  Apollonius  Tyanaus,  as  related  by 
Philofiratus,  in  Oppojition  to  the  Miracles  of  Gnrifi. 
(Unlefs    the    whole  Account    be    mere    FiSiion,) 
Vit.         **  When  his  Mother  was  with   Child,  fhe  had  a 
A^l.       ftrange  Vifiin  of  the  God.  Proteus,  famous   for  turn- 
Op.  4!     ^^  himfelf  into  various  Forms ;  who   faid  to  her, 
*^  I   am  Protcusy  and  you  (hall  bring  forth  nu' 
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For  Pr^tems-  was  Tery  /^fti^  ^aut  crafty^  and  'fin 
quickly  diangiiig  into  anodier  Shape,  diat  he  oouli 
not  be  uuigbt.    And  die  Progrds  of  diis  Difcooiie 
will  ihew,   that  ApJlmdas  was  a  greater  Pn^bei 
tlian  Proteus,    and  could  better  extricate  himfelf 
firom  almoft  infoperable  Difficulties,  when  reduced 
to  a  Nan-plus.     He  was  admired  for  M trades,  Pre^ 
AaUms,  exfelliug  Devils,  SccT    The  fame  Autior  ^.^^^ 
mentions  **  one  JuiMms,  a  Man  of  Imfiperable  Bile]   ub.  Ill 
who  often  had  Coufvajatious  voitb  Efculafius,  who 
taught  him  the  Jrt  of  HeaKug.^

People  of  Sasiusrin,   ^ving  oat  that  bimjelf  luas  fome   ^* 
Qreat  One.    To  whom  they  gave  Heedy  — frying, 
This  Man  is  the  Great  Power  of  Godr  —  "  Becaufe 
he  could  not  obtain  the  fame  Gifb  of  Healing,  and 
cafting  OBt  Devils,  with  Apoftles,  having  no  Part  or 
hot  in  this  Matter  \  from  Ambition  and  Avarice  he 
became  a  Dealer  in  Magic,  ufing  Incantations  and 
Exorci/ms,  and  pretending  to  work  divers  Miracles. 
He  carried  about  with  him  his  Mifirefs  Helena, 
whom  he  called  xktfirjl  Conception  of  his  Mind,  and 
initiated  into  his  Myfieries ;  and  it  was  one  of  their 
Ineffable  Secrets  to  ftun  and  amaze  the  Minds  of  the 
Hearers,  and  caufe  a  StupefaSion^  Lofs  of  Senjes, 
andMadnefs,     After  rendering  them  infenfate,    he 
raifed  Phantafms  and  Apparitions^  of  no  Stability  or . 
Duration ;    and  perfuaded  hb  Followers,  that  they 
were  like  Jefus,  and  had,  by  a  Sort  of  Circulation, 
the  fame  Soul  with  him.     He   could   afTume  the 
Shape  of  a  Serpen/;  ihew  himfelf  with  ^u:o  Faces,

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fp  as  not  to  be  dKcorered ;  had  even  the  TecvEir 
Prknbge  of  transformmg  himfelf  into  ^wkuevir

there  bring  upon  them  diven^rox^r  Difea/esj  and 
cnai  Devils,    But  to  (et  all  right  again,  he  pre- 
tended to  Jfy  tJda  the  j£ry  and  bring  down  all  SHrts 
rf goodTUngsP    That  I  vary  not  in  the  Ua&itm, 
Wfiory^  any  one  may  lee,  that  ^lU  confult  Z^-

Converts  to  him/elf,    as   the  moft  knowing,    mod 
Urfea,   and  endued  with  Power  from  on  High :  — 
A  true  Forerunner  of  Antichrift,     For  he  would  turn 
the  Euchariftical  Wine  into  Blood,  and*  thereby  do 
Miracles ;  whereby  he  drew  after  him  miferahle  Wo- 
men, and  drove  them  to  Madnefs,     By  the  Help  of 
a  Damon  he  prophejied  alfo,  and  made  as  many  as 
were  worthy  to  i^axtaike '  of  his  Grace  to  fropheff 
like^'ifr%  efpedaiVy  lUchlVomen^  viViSi^V^,  ^^>aSd 
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ihu«  ^attir :     *  Partake.thou  of  my  Gracf,  ^J^^^^Jf^ 
^e  £^t^fT:  ahvays  feetk  tty  Angel  before  his  Voce, 
3i;tf  the  Place  of  thy  Greatn^fs  b  in  me.    It  be- 
Jiavcth  us,  tfvfo  to  become  one.  —  Bfihola  Grace  is 
come  upon  tlief ,  open  tl^/  Mouth,  and  propher^.^ 
Then  by  freih  h^ocatiom  he  Jirikes  her  into  em 
Jlmqx^ment  and  Siufor.    The  Woman  thus  puffed 
up  oTtd ftultified^  becomes  beated  into  an  Opinion  of 
her  beginning  to  frajtbej^;    and  when  the  Heart  .

The  fame  Marcus  abufeth  many  Women  with  Fhil- 
ins,  and  other  Allurements,  inflaming  them  into  a 
Lovi  of  him.     His  Difciples  take  the  fame  Method 
p{  feducing    Women^    and  calling  themfelves    th^ 
fnfed  Ones,  as  if  the  dpofiUs  were  not  equal  to 
tbem,  who  alone  have  drank  the  Greatnefs  of  the 
Kmwledgi  of  the  Unfpeakabk  Power  j    whence  they 
are  fff^  to  do  any  Thing,  having   no  Manner  of  fear 
in  the  leaft.     Some  of  thefe  deluded  People  re- 
turned to  the  Truth,   and  openly  confeifed  theif 
Error ;    others,   ajhamed  of  what  they  had  done^ 
withdrew  themfelves  privately."

But,  if  we  un- 
lerfbnd  by  Miracle  fuch  extraordinary  and  wonder- 
ul  Effedls,  as  created  Beings  are  permitted  to  caufe, 
or  Inftance,  Diabolical  and  Magical  Operations  i: 
—  or  thofe  furprizing  EfFefts,  which  Mafs- 
^riefts^  Mountebanks^  Jugglers^  and  other  Lnpoftorsy 
;an  work  by  Sleight  of  Hand,  and  Impofition 
ipon  the  Senfes  ;  —  or,  again,  fome  unufual  and 
Irange  Operations  within  the  Powers  and  Lofws  of 
Mature,  though  unkown  to  us ; ' —  I  forefee  no  /«• 
owveniencty  in.  any  of  thefe  lower  Senfes,  in  aUonsi* 
ifi^^e  Suppoiition :    Becaufe  tbrft  Opvtaxiwa  %s^ 
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noFioofofa  Divini  Mifiwf,  botratlier  trmatU 

(.  42,  Ii«t  us  enquire  therefore,  wliat  Soit  of

Both  Antients  and  Modems  are  faid  to  have  per- 
formed Wonders  of  this  Nature  by  Nahanal  Mapc^

Plio.        Such,  they  tell  us,  is  the  '^  Jgnus  CafttUj  or  Chu^ 
^*'  J|*   Lamb  5  a  Shrub  efficacious  in   Hyfterics^  Pbrenfies, 
Theophl  tmdBitittgs  of  Serpents ;    and  whidi  the  WMiOh  ^^ 
Bodati,     their  dlebration  of  the  MjfitrieSy  ufed  to  carry  wkh 
^.^♦-     them  to  preferve  their  Oniftiiyr  — «  Such  is  the 
Prl[ft']g.    Herb  EypericuMt  caQed  aifo  St.  JobnU'W^rt  and 
P*  55t«     Scare^Dml;    good   in  Madnsfs,     V^tpmrsy  Mekti' 
cMy,  or  rofving  Fits,  IXilempen  of  an  onacoooot- 
able  Nature,  and  coming  without  a  manifeft  Caofej 
but  pardcularly  potent  to  cure  Peifons  fofiified,  and 
drive  away  the  DevzL    But  thofe,  yvho  nie  it,  are 
generally  Fagabond  Chiats,  or  Agmts   of  Satan,  or 
Compl.     fometimes  nal  Hypochondriacs. *'''^*  Pofifif  Exorcifit 
£xofc.      recommend  it  as  efie£tual,   in  Conjnn^ion  widi 
P'3o*3»«   their  Ai§urations,  for  putting  5^tf«  to  Flight **  — 
Raym.      ^'^  ^  remove  all  Doubt,  '*  P9pi  Ahxtrndtr  I.  lb 
LuUius,'  engaged  and  commanded  the  Frhfts  to   ufetliis 
*?^k-   ^^  tf  Grace,  for  the  JanSi^ing  the  People,  and 
tsflent,     driving  away  the  Snares  of  the  DewL'^'-^Tq^ 
Polendc.  p.  334.—- And  Don  ^stote,  I  rtaiettober, 
talked  of  fome  Balfams  of  tikat  fovereign,  Nat«e> 
as  to  heal  all  Wounds,   particularly  of  Km^f 
immt.    But,  as  thefe  Secrets  have  not  CfeKen  widun 
the  Compaft  of  my  Stadief,  anil  Would  aot  li;

Ottt  PrwfJbwUiy  bdt  hath  ttmedhs  ut  Haud  fir  ait  *f^*^' 
DifiemfiTsi    both  which  are  performed  by  one  of      ^'  ^^ 
hia//9^i/  PrUfts^ — Such  were  the  Agyrta,  or 
VagmhondPriefisofCybele,  who  flrollod  about  with 
the  Marks  of  their  Godde/s  upon  them;  gathering 
ji  MaiBOmance  under  Pretence  of  Gifts  to  Cyiele ; 
£6it  which  they  promifed  a  htg^  Degree  jof  HeaJltB 
mtd  Prc/peritj^.'^Such,  in  later  Times,  are  the 
**  ^"iPf'g  Suiuis  iu  Turkey,  who  (as  Buflepiius  re-   Epift.  3# 
lattth)  nunUe  about  under  various  Appearances  and 
Arts  rf  ^auBimony.^''*^  Such  again  the  hamuli,  and 
cchen  in  hi£u,  who  are  a  Son  of  Ma^dans,  and 
}^y  the  fame.  Pranks  as  do  the  Romft)  MijfftoHaries, 
or  9ur  MithoAfis,    This  Account  we  have  in  the 
Hiftery  tf  the  E<vaugeHcal  Miffidn,  latdy  publiihed 
by  Prtfeffvr  francks :    "  Thefe  Men    (who  are  P.  67. 
called  EncbauterSf   De^l-Dri*t/irsy  and  Profbefiers) 
ftHrOgate  to  themfelves  the  Power  of  driving  away 
Etfil  Spirits  by  the  Help  of  other  Damtms,  or  Tuie- 
Uuj  Deities.    They  work  Miracles,  and  difcover 
Secrets,  by  die  Herb  Gangia,  which  throweth  them 
into  divers  *vebement  Citations,  and  prodnceth  ter- 
rible  Efiedb.     Though  often  it  is  only  a  counterfeit 
fanatical  Madnefs ;  and  the  Dehfim  hath  been  de- 
teaed.  —  They  aflinn,   that,  if  they  ftrongly  fix 
thchr  Thoughts  upon  any  one  Thing,  and  firmly 
believe  it  to  be  God  himfelf^  or  that  Gad  is  frefitu 
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tiiere,  he  nalfy  isji.  Wkenoe  it  is  no  Woader,  iSbai 
ihey  infift  fo  much  opon  Faith,  and  promife  Jfi- 
ranee  ofSahatiou  and  Pardon  of  Sins  to  all  that  luKve 
this  Faith ;  althon^  they  want  the  other  xequifite 
Qualifications.    Their  Penitence  conMs  in  FafttngSt 
WatchingSf    Pilgrimages,    'Maceratiom    of  the  Bodf, 
eoid  leofving  their  Families.    They  diredl  CbeJIs  to  be 
procured,  facred  to  their  Idols,    to  contain  theic 
Gairu  in  drolling,  and  enjoin  abfolute  Obedience  to 
the  Prieji,  as  well  as  Con/effion  to.  him.     And  if  any 
control  a  Dijiemper  by  any  Hardihips  in  following 
them,  they  promife  ample  Reward  by  a  fbture 
New  Birth,     Their  Self-Severities  are  fo  great,  as 
tOvcany  away  all  the  Glory,  which  Po^Jlf  and  other 
Saintlings  propofe  by  affixing  the  Boaj^.    And  by 
obferving  whatever  their  G^  Bruma  imfriMteth  on 
their  Brain,  they  (hall  be  ingulphed^into  the  Deity. -^ 
But  fo  far  are  thefe  Penitents  from  acquiring  Humi- 
lity  by  their  corporal  Severities,  that,  highly  /welled 
'with  Pride,  they  defpife  all  others,  as  unworthy  of 
their  Society,   who  no  longer  feel  any  carnal  Defires, 
Among  thefe  Penitents  there  is  no  Scarcity  of  evi- 
dent Deceivers, — They  are  wont  to  boaft  much  of 
their  Prayers,  and  attribute  to  them  various,  'wm- 
derful  EffeSs  in  curing  Difeafes,   driving  out  Serpents 
and  Evil  Spirits :    And  they  have   feveral  ^/^^rviW 
Remedies  to  expel  Sin,  PoJfeJJsons,   and  Witchcraft^ 
Of  the  fame  magical  Kind  are  the  wonder&l 
Performances  of  Apollonius  Tyanaus,  as  related  by 
Philofiratus,  in  Oppojition  to  the  Miracles  of  Chriji. 
(Unlefs    the    whole  Account   be    mere    Fiction.) 
Vit.         **  When  his  Mother  was  with   Child,  fhe  had  a 
Apol.       drange  Fifon  of  the  God.  Proteus,  famous  for  tum- 
^  '    '     ing  himfelf  into  various  Forms ;  who  faid  to  her, 
*^  I   am  ProtCMs^  and  you  (hall  bring  forth  me' 
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For  Proteus,  was  very  Jhifiing  and  crafty^  and  'fa. 
quickly  changing  into  another  Shape,  that  he  could 
not  be  caught.    And  the  Progrefs  of  this  Difcourfe 
will  (hew,   that  ApoUonius  was  a  greater  Prophet 
than  Proteus  J    and  could  better  extricate  himfelf 
finm  almoft  infuperable  Difficulties,  when  reduced 
to  a  Non-plus.     He  was  admired  for  Miracles^  Pre" 
£aionsy  expelling  Debits,  &c,"     The  fame  Author   ^f\^^^^ 
mentions  "  one  Antiochus^  a  Man  of  Infuperable  Bile",    Lib,  II. 
who  often  had  Cowverfations  nuith  E/culapius^  who 
taught  him  the  Art  of  Healing:" 

§.   43.     Thc'famc  Pretences  and  PraBlces  were 
common  among  the  Principal  Heretics  in  the  Primi- 
tt<ve  Church.     Let  Zimon  Magus  firft  make  his  Ap- 
pearance, "  who  ufed  5crrm^;,  and  hc'u.'itched  the   Afl^vm. 
People  of  Samaria,   giving  out  that  himfelf  ^as  fome   ^'  ^ 
Qreat  One,    To  whom  they  gave  Heed,  — fajing, 
This  Man  is  the  Great  Power  of  God:"  —  "  Bccaufe 
he  could  not  obtain  the  fame  Gifts  of  Healing,  and 
calling  oat  Devils,  with  Apofiles,  having  no  Part  or 
Lot  in  this  Matter ;  from  Ambition  and  Avarice  he 
became  a  Dealer  in  Magic,  uiing  Incantations  and 
Exorcifmsy  and  pretending  to  work  divers  Miracles, 
He  carried  about  with  him   his  Mifrefs  Helena, 
whom  he  called  iktfrfi  Conception  of  his  Mind,  and 
initiated  into  his  Myferies ;  and  it  was  one  of  their 
Ineffable  Secrets  to  Jiun  and  amaze  the  Minds  of  the 
Hearers,  and  caufe  a  StupefaSIion,  Lofs  of  Senjes, 
and  Madntfs,     After  rendering  them  infenfate,    \it 
raifed  Phantafms  and  Apparitions,  of  no  Stability  or . 
JDuration;    and  perfuaded  his  Followers,  that  they 
were  like  Jefus,  and  hadi  by  a  Sort  of  Circulation^ 
she  fame  Soul  ivith  him.     He   could   aflume  the 
Shape  of  a  Serpent  i  ihew  himfelf  WitV  t^o  Faces, 
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(p  as  not  to  be  difcovered ;  had  even  the  PeatEar 
Pri'vibgi  of  transforming  himself  into  nvhateikt 
^h^  he  pleafed.    Sometimes,  under  a  Pretence  of 
Kiwkefsi  he  would  invite  People  to  a  Feaft^  and 
there  bring  upon  them  6vrtnftrange  Di/ea/esy  and 
cruel  De*vils,    But  to  fet  all  right  agam,  he  pre- 
tended to  fy  into  the  Sr^  and'bnhgd6wh'ai7  ^ktU 
•f  goodmngiP    That  I  viary  not  in  the  leail  fiom 
Hzftory^  any  one  may  lee,  that  ^ill  confult  In- 
futusy  lik  I.  Cap.   20.  and  Lib.  'H.   Cap.  57. 
Eufehius  Ecclef,  Hift.  'Lib.  IL  Cap.    13.  Nictphor, 
(^lifius  WJl.  Lib.  n.   Cap.   27.   cum  multis  aUh, 
Anafieifius  NicamiSy  Quacft.  23.  in  Sa<ir.  Script,  (ays, 
**  that,  when  fome  I^erfons  deeihed  Simon  an  Im- 
foftoTy  he  invited  them  to  a  pretended  Teafty  and 
there  fubjedled  them  to  Variety  of  Dijiemperi  and 
Devils,''''    And  I  find   from  Fromman,  de  Fafcinat, 
pag.    1063,    "  that  he  created  a  new  Man  out  of 
an  old  Piece  of  BrafsT 
Lil».  I.         Irenaus  gives  an  Account  of  "   Marcus,  a  Difci- 
Cap.8^9.   pjg  q£  $jfffQff  Magus,  who  muil  needs  improve  upon 
his  Mafier,     Mingling  ludicrous  Delufions  with  the 
Wickednefs  of  "Magic,  he  was  thought  Hereby  to 
*work  Wonders    among    Perfons    dbprived  of  their 
Senfesy  and  gone  out  of  their  Mind,     So  that  he  fe- 
duced  Numbers  of  Men  and  Womai,    making 
Converts  to  bimfelfy    as  the  moft  ^OFwing,    moS 
perfect,   and  endued  with  Power  from  on  High :  — 
A  true  Forerunner  of  Antichrifi,     For  lie  would  tiirh 
the  Fuchariftical  Wine  into  Bloody  and'  thereby  do 
Miracles ;  whereby  he  drew  after  him  miferable  Wo-

moft  i  the  Soul  growing  audacious  and  immodejl^  by 
being  beated  njuitb  empty  Air,  Then  fhe  aiTumes  tlie  . 
Title  of  a  Prophet efs ;  rewards  her  Infpirer  with 
Fre/entSf  and  even  with  the  Communication  of  ber 
Body,  deilrous  of  being  united  to  him  in  every  Ke« 
fpedl.  Others,  who  are  Proof  againft  Sedu^ion, 
avoid,  anatbematize,  and  fly  from  this  ivi/d  Society, 
The  fame  Marcus  abufeth  many  Women  with  Phil- 
freSf  and  other  Allurements,  inflaming  them  into  a 
Love  of  him.  His  Difciples  take  the  fame  Method 
of  feducing  Women^  and  calling  themfelves  th^ 
ferfeU  Ones^  as  if  the  Apofiks  were  not  equal  to 
tbemt  who  alone  have  drank  the  Greatnefs  of  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Unfpeakable  Power ;  whence  they 
are  fr^^  to  do  any  Tbingy  having  no  Manner  of  Fear 
in  ^e  leaft.  Some  of  thefe  deluded  People  re- 
turned to  the  Truth,  and  openly  confeflTed  theif 
Error ;  others,  ajhamed  of  what  they  had  done^ 
withdrew  themfelves  privately."  —  Among  St.  Cy- 
t>rian\  Epijiles  is  one  to  him  from  Firmianus,  giving 
the  following  Account.  "  A  certain  Woman  Jiath  Epift.7e» 
ftarted  up  here,  who  in  EcJIatic  Fits  would  pretend 
;o  be  a  Propbetefs,  and  fhe  aded  thus  as  being  full 
f  tb^  Holy  Qbojf,     She  was  fo  aftuated  by  the 
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Power  of  foine  Principal 'D^trnmut  tliat  for  a  long 
Time  fhe  decerved  the  Fratumity  ;  and  perfonning 
fomcwendnfUimJfortivtosuTldngs,  fheengagei, 
tkat  J^e  nmulifiah  the  Earth.     By  which  Isti 
andBragtfh^  brought  die  Minds  of  many  into  a 
Refolution  of  following  her  with  an  impUdt  Ok- 
dtence ;  particuliuly  a  JUIj  Priefi^  and  a  Deacwtf  fo 
far  as  to  be  her  Companions  in  Bed;  which  was 
afterwards  detected.**    Upon  which  the  Commen- 
tator obferrethy  *  that  the  Faith  is  feldom  oAdtt- 
rated,  without  the  Proftitution  of  Chaftity^    And 
as  to  the  Boafi  offl?aking  the  Earth ;  the  rafturoKs 
Part  IIJ.  Bourignon,  (Light  rifcn  in  Darkneis)  hath  the  fame 
'\^*   Power  from  Heaven :   "  It  was  faid  to  me,  Tku 
Jhalt  Jhake  the  Earths    And  fhall  Mr.  Wejiey  be 
3  Journ.  lefs  powerful  ?    "  In  mufing  (faith  he)  upon  which 
p.  48.,      Words,  my  Soul  was  fo  enlarged,    that  I  could 
have  cried  out,  *  Gi<ve  me  inhere  to  Jiand,  and  I 
'Will Jhake  the  Earth:'-^

ed from  the  Point,  concerning  Exorcifms  and  mira- 
culous Cures ;  it  may  be  proper  to  fupply  that  De-

Cap.  12.   {j{ys,  "  They  are  evidently  very  beneficent  in  the 
Cure  of  Difiemfers\  for  they  firft  do  the  Mifchief, 
and  then  frefcribe  a  Remedy,  nuonderfuUy  nenjo,   or  of 
a  contrary  Tendency :    J^fter  nvhich  they  ceafe  to  tor- 
ment, and  then  are  thought  to  cure,  &c.*'     Wierus 
Pnefti&     ^^^^  ^  Chapter  or  two,  "  Upon  the  Devil's  healing 
l-io.  1/.   Difeafesonly  by  ceafing  to  torment."     And  gives

Mi.  Wejleyy  comes,  I  will  let  thee  be  quiet,  and 
tlioa  pialt  be  as  if  nothing  ailed  thee,  ^till  he  is 
gone."     ^uch  Encouragement  doth  Satan  gi<ve  to  Me* 
tbodifm.  rr"  Such  another  Inftance  we  have  of  the 
DeviPj  Kiudnefi  in  Mr.\}Fe/Ieys  Account  of  that  mife- 
aScAi^Woman^  who  faid,    "   She  badgi'ven  her/elf  to    3  Journ. 
the  DenHl^  &c.    and  then  began  praying  to    the  P«  9*« 
Divti.     But,  at  laft,  *  in  a  Moment  God  /poke  Peace ^ 
an^.fiij^ed  thf  £nen^  and  A'venger^    If  this  was 
an  A3  of  Goodnefs  in  Satan ;    the  Author  of  the 
CpxftploKfet^,  Art,    Exorciji,    hath  a  Parallel  Cafe^ 
•*  which,  he  faitji,  happened  to  himfelf     *  While  Part  I. 
J  was  exorcizing  a  Womap,  n^^  Ifahellay  I  conj-   ^^o^*** 
manded  the  Devil  to  defcend  into  the  little  "Ncdl  of 
her  left  Foot.'

But,  if  Mr.  Wejley  chufcth  to  fay,  -that  Satan  in 
this  Cafe  viZ&Jiilledfy  his  Prayer ^  ratj^er  than  the 
(jppd-^ill  of  the  owVi^^  5]^/r//,  —  I  muft  be  co^-'  ' 
tented,  wit^  a  Parallel^  or  two,  frpm  Pofifi?  Recover 
riej  afContra^s  made  n»itb  Satan,  Ignatius  is  a  fure 
Card  on  thefe  Occafions.   **  A  young  Man  havii^  Bar^. 
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by  formal  Covenant  pawned  his  Soul  to  the  Dm/f 
he  was  hereby  enabled  to  perform  dhrers  Thu^ 
cither  truly,  or  apparently,  mtraadmsi  Afterward 
grievoufly  convinced  of  Sin^  he  applies  to  the  Jt- 
fuits  for  Deli'verancey  and  ii^  to  the  Pretedmn  of 
their  Founder.  The  young  Mam  is  advifed  to  make 
an  equally  formal  Abjuration  of  the  Devil  i  which 
he  did,  full  of  Horror  andl'rembUrig^  and  resuly  tx> 
be  cboaked.

When  that  defpairing  Creatura 
was  horribly  raving,  "  fVe  begofij  fays  Mr.  Weflej^ 
3  jc'urn.  — <  Arm  of  the  Lord>  awake,  ^wake  !*  She  imme* 
diately  funk  down  as  ajletp ;  but,  as  ieon  as  we 
left  off',  broke  out  again  with-  inexfreffibk  Veht' 
meiicey  And,  as  far  as  I  can'  observe,  it  is  their 
ufual  Method,  to  {et  up  a  general  loud  Singingf  in 
thefe  Cafes  ;  for  which  there  may  be  feveral  Rea- 
fins.  For  Mufic  and  Noife  have  a  natural  Efied, 
both  to  r9ufe  thofe  who  lie  quiets  and  to  ^ill  thofe 
who  are  objirepereus.  In  another  fuch  Caie,  "  The 
Company  not  only  fings,  but  even  in  Proffer,  I 
(poke  as  loudy  fays  Mr.  fVeJley,  as  I  ufually  do  to 
three  or  four  thoufitnd  People, ^^  If  fomething  extratrS- 
nary  was  not  expedled  from  'Noife^  what  Occafion  of 
being  fo  fvcry  Icud?

We  arc  not,  however,  to  concdve,  that 
a  Cure  of  foch  dreadful  DifirderSf  anJ  tBaboUcal  Fof- 
fejfionsy  is  the  file  Benefit ^  which  die  MetbaSfis  ob- 
tain by  their  SufFerings.  Divers  other  good.  EffeiSt 
follow.  For  Inflance,  JuMcial  Pmafimnas  of  the 
mraculous  Kind,  for  People's  Ofpofition  /«  Mttbo' 
£fm :  (For  I  am  not  allowed  to  fay  fo  fartiatlarfyj 
"  for  oppofing  me^  John  Wejley^')  and  in  Older 
to  bring  them  into  MethoSfm ;  in  which  Cafe  the 
Puniihment  ihall  be  releafed.  I  know  he  will  ffw- 
fvocate  and  prevar^f^i  where  the  Words  Jtu^eut 
$r  Miracle  are  n^^prefsly  mentioned.  Bat  the 
Narration  will  fhew  itfclf. 

What  doth  he  think  oij—n  H-~-n,  the  Wieaver  t 
3  Journ.  (<  He  was  a  zealous  Churchman^  and  againft  all 
^'  -♦*•  Dijfenters ;  faid  the  Fits  of  the  Methodtfts  were  Dt- 
lufiom  of  the  Devil,  But  prefentty  he  falls  raving 
mady  —  fcreams  terribly,  and  beats  himfelf  againU 
the  Ground  :  —  Then  cries  aloud,  *  Let  them  all 
come ;  let  all  the  Worid  fee  die  jufi  Judgment  of 
God', '  then  fixing  his  Eyes  upon  me,  *  Ay,  this  is 
he,  who,  I  faid,  was  a  Decei<ver^  He  then  roared 
out,  *  O  thou  Curfed  Devil!  yea,  thou  Legion  of 
Devils !  Thou  canft  not  ftay.  Chrifl  will  caft  thee 
out.'  He  then  beats  himfelf  againft  the  Ground 
again;  —  his  Breaft  heaving,  as  in  the  Jgmesof 
Death,  We  all  betook  ourielves  to  Prefer.  His 
Pangs  ctafed,  and  both  Body  and  Soul  were  fet  at 
Ubert^r 

Here  we  have  a  grievons  PunKhment ;  a  Legion 
of  Devils  entering  into  the  Man  for  his  Oppofition  to 
Mr,  Wefle^  and  Company  ; —  this  confeifcd  to  be  a 
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Juft  ytuj^meni : '^Bxit  he  becomes  a  Profe^u^  and 
2dl  is  well.  And  one  neceflkry  Form  of  Exercifm 
is,  "  Cunningly  to  get  out  of  the  Devil  the  Con-  '^^y^^^; 
fejfion  of  fome  peculiar  DoSlrine^  or  fome  new  p  -54,' 
Stdnit  for  the  Edification  of  the  By-fianders.  In 
this  Cafe  the  Father  of  Lyes  is  always  foppofed  to 
fpeak  the  ^rutb.  —  He  is  commanded  too  to 
knock  his  Head  three  Times  againfl  the  Ground, 
in  Adoration  of  the  Trinity.  —  If  he  will  not 
yet  depart,  the  Exorcift  is  to  fnt^^  and  J^ak 
louderr 

Much  the  fame  End  has  the  Judgment  upon  the 
**  Quaker  I  who  was  biting  his  Lips,  and  knitting  3  Jounk 
his  Brows,  at  the  Diffimulation  of  thefe  Creatures ;  P*  43* 
but  fuddenly  he  dropped  down  as  Tbunder-ftruck^^-^  in 
an  jigony  terrible  to  behold.  We  befought  God  not 
to  lay  Folly  to  his  Charge.  And  he  foon  lifted  up 
his  Head,  and  cried  aloud,  '  Now  I  know  thou 
art  a  Prophet  of  the  Lord.^^  It  is  but  getting  a  // 
Tool  for  the  Work ;  and  then  terrible  is  the  Judg-^ 
ment  for  ofpofingi  but  inftantly  Mr.  Wefey  is  a  Pro* 
pbet  of  the  Lordy  and  the  Man  is  fet  free. 

The  Inflances  of  the  Daughter ^  and  her  Mother^ 
have  the  like  IJfue.    ''  The  Girl  feehng  in  herfelf  Ibid* 
itich  a  Conviftion,  [/.  e.  fenlible  that  one  of  the  ^*  ^'' 
dreadful  Fits  was  coming  upon  her,]  ran  out  of  the 
Society  in  all  Hafte,  that /he  might  not  expofe  herfilf. 
But  the  Hand  of  God  followed  her ;    fo  that,  after 
going  a  few  Steps,  fhe  was  forced  to  be  carried 
home,  and  there  grew  worfe  and  worfe,  in  a  violent 
Agony. ^^  —  "  The  ixh  that  was  deeply  touched  was   n^^^ 
£ —  IV —  ;  whofe  Mother  had  not  been  a  little  dif-   p.  64* 
pleafed,  when  fhe  was  told,  how  her  Daughter  had 
exfofed  herfelf  before    all  the    Congregation.     The 
Mother  herfelf  ^z,%  the  next  who  ehoffod  dovm^  and 
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kft  her  Siitfis  in  m  Momtmt ;  bat  went  Hoitie  with 
lier  Darngbier  fbll  of  Joy.'*  So  nvicked  a  Thing  i 
k  to  be  offndid  at  the  ftrange  Hts  of  MeH}oSJm\ 
and  fo  Jrmtkfs  the  Attempt  to  fy  fipom  it.  Bot,  if 
we  remember  Mr.  Wejlef%  ftrong  Aignings,  that  it 
is  StUan  who  ilrikes  them  down,  and  deprives  them 
cf  their  Senjes ;  we  may  kam  how  Bmck  he  it  th 
hUtb^difiS  Frlmd^  as  not  petmitdng  any  to  rm 


Thus  in  'Ptptrfy  the  Devil  ft^ttendy  Itelds  d^ 
friend^  by  confirming  the  Truth  of  their  DeSrhe 
and  Sednifiift  and  tormeating  fach  as  begin  to  yS»/- 
Whift.     /ft?  them,  or  meditete  a  Flight,     **  When  a  ceitaiA 
^1^       Jt^^ni  did  not  pay  dae  Honoor  and  Reverence  to 
p.  ao7.     ^-  Ofvcedd,  a  Z^^/V?»  ^  //^^  ^Awi  Sfirits  feize  him. 
Vol.  IL    tear  him,  throw  him  down,  &r.  aiking  him,  What 
Madnefs  po^leJiedhim  to  defpife  fb  great  a  Friefi  7^ 
Myfter.     "~  "  ^^n*  ^  St.  Ignatius^s  Society  beginning  tofuBu^ 
Jefuit.      41/^^  and  form  a  Dcfign  of  deferting  the  Society ;  the 
^  ^       Devil  met  him  in   the  Shape  of  a    Man  of  a 
terrible  Afpe6b,   and  with  a  drawn  Sword  frighten- 
ed him  back  again  to  the  Sairt ;    who   rebuked 
him,  faying,  Are  you  fo  miavering  ?    O  thou  of 
lUbaden.  ^^^  Faith,  why  didit  thou  doubt?  "  — "  It  hap- 
F*  395*     pencd  to  St.  Anthony ^  that  a  certain  Novice  of  the 
Jon*  »3'   Q^^^  ^^  anvay,   and   ftole  his   F/alter.     But  the 
De^-rl  met  him  with  a  naked  Sword  in  his  Hand, 
and  threatened  to  kill  him,  if  he  returned  not  back 
to  the  Convent,  and  reflored  Fry  or  Anthowf^  Book, 
The  Novfce,  affrighted  with  his  ftem  Look,  re* 
turned  to   the    Convent,    reftored  the  Booby    and 
begged  to  be  admitted  again  into  his  Order ^'* 

To  the  fame  Purpofe,   and   by  the  fame  Fvil 

Spirit,  were  the   Laughing-Fits  judicially  infliftcd 

4  /burn,    on  fome,  *•  wVkO  ^2aA>   the  Mtthoifijls  nd^   hel^  it. 
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if  they  icouUL  Bat  God  frnffered  Satam  f  Uach  them 
bitter.  For  they  were  feized  in  the  (ame  Maimer 
as  the  reft,  and  thus  contmaed  for  two  Days,  a 
^peSmcle  to  aiiy  —  Here  plainly  Satam  doth  the 
Work,  it  is  bis  good  Pleafure  to  teach  them  better, 
for  the  bitereft  of  Methodifm,  God  barely  fifferr, 
or  permts  it ;  as  he  doth  other  Evils. 

,  In  one  Paragraph  we  have   no  lefs  than  three 
yudgments  on  Pcrfons,  who  came  to  difttrb  the 
Methodift  Meeting'hou/e,    '*  One  of  the  chief  hanged 
him/elf     A  fecond  had  been  for  fome  Days  in 
froHg  Pain.     A  third  confeiTed  to  Mr.  fFe/Iey^  that 
he  was  hired,  and  made  ihunk  on  Purpofe;  but, 
when  he  came  to  the  Door,  he  cou/d  not  fiir^  nor 
open  his  Mouth.^'* — The  Man  might  be  almoft  dead 
dnmky   without  fuppoiing  a   "Miracle  or  Judgment. 
But,  if  it  muft  be  fuch,  we  have  a  Pagan  Parallel^ 
-p^  (for  Pofifl?  are  innumerable)  concerning  *^  a  7etnple  Diodor. 
of  that  Purity  and  Majeftjy  as  immediately  to  cure  ^^^' 
Dijiempert    of  the    True    Votaries:    But  Defpifersy   p.  131, 
coming  thither,   hfe  their  Voice,    and  become  as 
it  were  deeul.^'* 

The  Methodifis  would  take  at  amifs,  ihould  I 
omit  that  cktm  Miracle  in  their  Letters^  N^'.  i. 
Vol.  II.  which  I  think  is  Mr.  fVhitefeld's.  **  One 
old  Man  vehemently  threatened,  that,  if  I  came 
there,  he  would  throw  a  Chamber-pot  of  Filth  upon 
me;  and  foon  he  was  feized  with  fo  violent  a 
Purgingf  that  thofe  about  him  defpaired  of  his 
Life,  This  was  many  Days  ago ;  nor  is  he  yet 
recovered."  Several  Popi^  Writers,  particularly 
Peter  de  Natalibus,  Lib.  IX.  Cap.  27.  mention  fuch 
a  decent  Miracle  by  St.  Gandulphus.  *<  Many  Per* 
ions  derided  hit  Miracles,  and  even  his  fVife  fcorn- 
fully  told  hinip  that  he  performed  them  \\xSi  as  (he. 
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fartid:  Wbereupon  (be  vidbidy  broke  Wind,  vJL 
contiBiicd  to  do  fo,  whenever  fbe  {poke  a  Word, 
en  die  fame  Day  of  evtty  Wed^  to  her  Death.'* 

The  laft  Ju£dal  Miracle  I  ihaU  mention,  (for 

there  are  many  more)  was  upon  a  Man  for  beatiai 

4  Joorn.    ^  ^^^  ^j^^,^  j^  ^^^^^5^  ^^s  a  Metbodifi. .«  I  vifit^ 

ed  one  whom  Ga/  is  purifying  in  the  Fircy  in  An^ 
fwer  to  the  Pra^^s  of  bis  Wifi^  whom  he  was  jaft 
g^ng  to  heaty  (which  he  frequently  did)  when  G^i 
finoti  him  in  a  Moment f  fo  that  his  H^mddroffed^  and 
he  fell  down  upon  the  Ground,  having  no  more 
Strength  than  a  new-bom  Child.     He  has  bea 
confined  to  his  Bed  ever  fince;     but  rejoices  in 
^^^^    Hope.*'— In  which  Cafe  Mr.  ^^  aiks,  "Hafe 
f  .4a.  '    you  known  a  parallel  One  in  your  Life  ?  "—-Pro- 
bably mt.    Thefe  Caies  are  not  fa  common  among 
Us  Protejlants.    The  Papalins  deny,  that  God  ever 
enableth  fuch  Heretics  to  work  a  Miracle^    But 
among  them  Jui^ents  fall,  thick  as  Hail,  upon  the 
Violators  of  their  dear  Perfins.    Such  was  the  Pro* 
Mcfliag,    teaioB  of  St.  Patrick :    "  When  a  Man  of  z  Gi* 
P*  '••       gantic  Stature  brandiihed  his  Stvord  to  kill  him  for 
attempting  to  make  Converts  in  Ireland,  immediate- 
ly all  his  Strength  njiithered  away ;    his  whole  Body 
turned  Jliffy  and  he  could  neither  move  Foot,  nof 
Hand  to  ftrike.    The  Man,  experiencing  this  JmR^ 
dal  Sign  upcm  himfelf,  was  inftantly  changed  iato 
another  Man.    jind  both  Soul  and  Bodjf    ivere  Jet 
free.^^ — "  Abbot  Maxentius  was  often  vifited  by 
Angels,    and  furronnded  with  Light   in  his  Cell. 
One  Day  a  wicked  Soldier,  defigning  to  kill  hinir 
lifts  up  his  Sword  over  his  Head ;  but  fuddenly  his 
Hand  and  Arm  flood  fuj^ended  in  the  Air,  and  he 
was  not  able  to  give  the  Stroke.     The  Soldier  be- 
gins to  teax  YkVm![i\£  x^c)  ^v^<^  v  the  reft  are  Brock 
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foliikL     Bvit  te  Mkfers  his  Bneoues  from    their 

Comphdnts  hoth  of  Mind  ondBidy.^'* 

This  may  be  fomething  of  a  Parallel  with  |Mr. 
Wtjl^\  Cafe>     and  of  as  good  Authority.      And 
hence  he  may  imagine  himfelf  lifing  into  an  Aa- 
thority  like  what    "  Mmmburg  ivlates   of  one  P"^- 
Jobn^  a  Mirack^nji)orker^  who  made  even  Emperors  voh  I?* 
to  ftand  in  A*wt  of  him,  as  a  Perfbn  who  had  the  j^.  743. 
Scourges  of  God  in  his  Fonder ^  to  whom  Miracles 
were  but  PU^t  and  even  nothing.^''    The  Man,  no 
doiibty  deferred  fuch  a  Scourge  for  beating  his  Wife, 
who  was  a  Methodifi.    But,  had  he  beat  her  for  op^ 
pofing  Methodifm  \  —  the  Cafe  is  altered,    quoth 
Tlowden.     The  Hujband^s  Right  .m\ght  then  have 
been  |)leaded  for  exerdiing  a  little  DifcipUne  over  a 
^ohsdiM  mfe.     For  Mr.  Wefefs  illuminated  Ac^ 
fudnUmce^    Miftrefs  Bourignon^  itath  decided  the 
Pointy     in  Jlier  Light  rifen  in  Darknefi :     «*  It  is  P^rtlV. 
great  Malice  in  her  to  think  to  oblige  her  Hujband  ^«"-*3« 
not  to  adhere  any  longer  unto  my  Sentiments^ '-^ 
eoticeming  Perfe£iion,    whereof  her  Hujhand  has 
had  Experience*  •—  She -hath  fwom  to  he  faithful  H 
herUufband  Uill  Death.  ^  Que,    who  loves   the 
Juftice,  Goodnefs,  and  Truth  of  God,  thunders  and 
lightens^    when  Injuftice,  Malice,   or    Lying,  are 
oppofed  to  the  Senfe  that  he  bears  within  his  Soul ; 
^nd  he  mu/i  fliew  his  Difpleafure,  thotigh  it  were 
with  iharp  and  rude  Language,  or  quarrelling  and 
fightings  if  Need  requires."

Which  Bit  of  Itf/iff  may  be  explained  by  die  Story 
of  Pmukrd%  Boxi  which  I  learned,  when  a 
Oper.  *  School-Boy,  from  Hifiod.  **  After  Mortals  had 
^'g^  found  out  a  Way  to  fteal  Fin  from  Himvem,  J»fi» 
ter  ordered  Vulcan  to  form  a  BuaUifkl  JFmmh  who 
ihonld  be  adorned  with  the  Gifts  tmi  Grmcvff  .all 
the  Gddi,  and  thence  called  Pandora.  Miarmrf%  Con- 
tribudon  was.  Impudence^  SuitUty,  lining,  WhetdBng, 
Tricking^  and  Deceit.  And  ihe  was  Scot  down  among 
Men,  as  a  Punijhment  .on  fuch  as  were  fond  of  new 
Inventions,  For  thisPurpofe  ihe  brought  down  a  Btx, 
for  a  Prefent  to  Efdmetbeus^  [i,  e.  One  that  is  viife^ 
nuheu  it  is  too.late,']  who  fell  in  Love  with  dus  nqftical 
Ladjfy  and  married  l^er  i  (though  afterwards,  for 
Ibme  mifchievous  Pranks,  Jupiter  transformed  him 
hito  an  Jpe,)  But,  unhappily,  the  Lid  of  the 
Box  was  no  fooner  opened  by  Epimetbeus,  but  oat 
flew  a  Troop  of  all  Manner  of  Di/ea/es  and  Cola- 
mties,  Hope  only  was  left  at  the  Bottom  of  the 
Box.^^  Now,  fuppofing  the  MethoSftU  Pretences  tt 
In/piration  to  be  reprefented  by  ftealing  Fire  from 
Heaven  I  and  the  opening  of  the  Box  iy  Mr.  Weflefi 
Months  *wlnch.  Hie  a  peftiUntial  Blaft,  ftrikes  Jo 
many  to  the  Ground  \  —  yet  fome  furer  Comfort  thm

ipg  the  Secrets  of  the  Hearty  Sec,  (unlefs  there  be 
femething  diahoUcal  in  this:) — The  recdving  of 
Qtace^  and  the  Entrance  of  the  Holy  Spirit;   the 
very  Moment  they   are  fhnick  down,  God  entering 
into  their  ^ibois;    (unlefs   we  give  no  Credit  to 
Mr.  Whitefield^  after  he  hath  confeffed  that  he  hath 
impofed  upon    the  World  by  fo  many  Untruths,) 
-r^Soppofing  thefe  magnificent  Benefits  to  (land 
upon  a  fare  Foundation ;    fufHcient  Amends^  I  hope, 
is  herdiy  made  for  their  Sufferings  and  Tortures, 
Nor  are  they,  without  Precedents  on  their  Side.

—  Spiritual 
Intoxications ; —  Super-^eilential  Unions,  the  Gulpli 
of  Annihilation ;  —  an  abforbent  Embafiajm %  Obli- 
vion of  all  Things,  inducing  an  Ahjffal  Ugnttfica- 
tion  ^tb  GoJ,  Diijk  Confricaiivm ;  Sjnritaal  Impu- 
dence, mifanthiopical  Afpirations,  the  Joya  of 
Darknefs  and  obfcnre  Night,  fe^r.  Thefe,  and 
the  like  enormous  Words,  and  this  nmntell^ible 
Jargon,  is  frequently  repeated  in  tht  tuwSclml  rf

Which  perfedly  agreeth  with  Mr.  Wcjlcys  Prepa- 
ratory Ceremony  of  ConfeJJion  to  bimfelf-,  "  I  fpent  the 
Remainder  of  this,  and  the  following  Week,  in 
exanuning  thofe  of  the  Society  ;  fpeaking  federally 
to  eacbf  that  I  might  more  perfectly  knomj  the  State 
of  their  Souls  to  God-nuard^^  This  is  the  identical 
Many  who  had  the  Afliirance  folemnly  to  de- 
clare, "  luhat  We  fraBife  is,  the  Confeffion  of  feve-  Plain 
ral  Perfons  conjoint ly,  not  to  a  Priejf,  but  to  each  p**J*g"  * 
other''' 

Not  that   hare  ConfeJJion^  even  to   Mr.  Wejley, 
will  be  a  Jujfficient  Preparation  for   the  New  Birth  : 

—  Penances  are  to  be  undergone ;  divers  Purga- 
tions  and  LuJI rations  of  a  cruel  Kind  are  to  be  their 
Portion  (not  the  Satisfadion  of  Chriji)  before  their 
being  born  again ;  and  thefe  as  an  Equi*valent  to 
Furgatoryy  and  neceflary  for  the  Expiation  for  Sin, 

—  I  adjourn  this  Point  for  a  Minute,  becaufe  I 
muft  not  omit  Madam  Bourignon,  whofe  Injlitutims 
having  thrown  a  Man  into  a  dangerous  DiJIemper^  fill- 
ing him  with  Sorrow,  Sadnefs,  and  Sighing,  tfr. 
She  tells  his  Wife,  "  that  her  Dodrine  is  a  Milk, 
[tho'  'very  four"]  that  hegetteth  Virgins  j  the  Man's 
Sorro^w  good  and  wholefome,  —  a  BleJJtng  defigned. 
to  purge  his  Soul,  to  bring  him  to  PerfeBion^  to 
unite  him  to  God:  —  That  thefe  wholefome  Pains  and 
Sighs  are  the  Throes  of  the  Spiritual  Birth,  and  that 
Children,  Natural  or  Spiritual,  cannot  he  horn  again 
nvitbout  Pain  to  the  Flejh,  Wherefore,  I  efteem 
jrour   Hujband  happy  for  his  Child-bearing   PainsJ!\

Bat  the  Man,   a  Me 
hefiratir.g.  was  told  by  a  ^ualer,  that  he  Jkadifit 
a  5*^.     Widiin  a  few  Nights  there  was  a  violent 
tfrm  over  his  Room,  and  a  Vd€e  within  him  faid, 
«*  ^ing  FrAi/eu  /«J  Praifis ;  thou  (halt  fee  the  G/cn« 
§ftt€  Xru:  Jar-jfaUm  ;'*  and  a  glimmering  Light  ap- 
peared an  over  the  Room.     The  Fmce  then  com- 
manded him  to  get  out  of  his  Bed  nakedy  to  go  fo 
to  fome  P^IciisKs^  and  threaten  them  with  Fire  axd 
BrimjlzKe,     like   that  on  Sodcm    and  Gomcrrab,  if 
they  did  not  obey.     He  went  mahJ,  performed  his 
Mefiagc,    and  returned    Home,    where    he   ftood 
futlsJihTC^  or  four  Hours ;  the  Sfirit  within  him,  in 
an  unz^C^l  MafTKer ;  fometimes  forcing  him  to  fiif^ 
ibmetimes  to  harh  like  a  Dog  —  The  Spirit  too 
bad  him  kill  his  obftinate  Brother  and  Sijier  ;    and 
made  him  utter  with  great  Readinefs  many  Places 
in  ^crifture^  of  which  he  knew  nothing  before. 
The  Drift  was  to  pcrfuade  him  to  ^uakerifrty  of 
which  ScSi  it  named  many.    In  about  diree  or  four 
Hours  the  Man  cami  fo  bim/elf,  and  gave  a  perfed 
Account  of  all  that   had   be^en   him.      Some 
Nights  afterwards  the  fame  Trouble  was  renewed. 
His   fflfe  was  tcrtnrcJ  ivitb  exfraor£mary  Pains  i 
and  the  Qbildren   complained,    that    tbeir  Mo»th$ 
'were  fiopped  as  ^itb  fVooL     Upon  Dr.  Templar  i 
Coou&uauce  vf^Yma,  vAVrj  Prc^cr^  he  was  per- 
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z^y  free  from  all  MoUfiation ;    and  he,  by  the 
^oHor^^  Advice,  kept  clofe  to  the  Fuhlic  Service  of 
toJy  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  ^uakersy  or 
b€ir  Writings.     But  the  Sjuaker  gave  out,  *'  that 
he   Ponder    of  God  njuould  come   upon  him  again^"* 
Ind  accordingly  on  the  Tenth  of  the  Month  his 
'roubles  returned.    The  ^wV^faid  many  Things,  and 
[uoted  Scripture  to  bring  him  from  the  Church  to 
hiakerifm ;  and  faid,  "  it  would  ftrive  with  him, 
s  the  Angel  did  with  Jacoh^   until  the  Breaking  of 
he  Day  :  "  At  which  Time  it  left  him.     When  the 
pirit  came  again,  he  was  peremptory  in  fefifting 
:,   and   faid  it  was  a  Spirit  of  Delujton.     Upon 
fhich  the  Spirit  denounced  a  Curfe  and  Damnation 
pori  him  J  and  fo  left  him  with  a  ^vety  great  Heat 
2  his  Body.     After  this,  being  comforted,  and  con- 
dering  what   had  happened,  A  Foice  within  him 
^etkey  and  faid,  "  that  the  Spirit^  which  was  before 
pon  him,   was  a  Spirit  of  Delujion,   but  now  the 
'^e  Spirit  of  God  was   come  into  him."    It  ac- 
aainted  him,  that  the  Dodlrine  of  the  Trinity  was 
•ue,  and  that  God  had  an  EleSl  People,  t^c.  the 
""ruth  of  which  the  Minifter  of  the  Town  would 
iftrudl  him  in.  —  A  few   Days  after,  the  Spirit 
ame  upon  him  in  the  Fieldy  and  prefTed  him  to  be- 
eve,  that  he  was  a6led  upon  by  the  good  Spirit ; 
f   which,    however,    he    much   doubted.  —  One 
Jight  it  told  him,  "  if  he  would  not  believe  with- 
ut  a  Sign,  he  fhould  have  what  Sign  he  would." 
Jpon  that  Robert  Churchman  defired,   that  if  it  wa? 
good  Spirit,  the    iyire'Ca72dleJlick,     which    flood 
pon  the  Cupboard,    niight   be  turned  iiifo  Brafs\ 
/hich,  the  Spirit  faid  he  would  do.      Prefently 
liere  was  an  unfa^vcry  Smell  in  the  Room,  but  no- 
ling  was  done  towards  fnlfiUing  the  Vromife.     Otv 
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tlic  Lotii-Detf  following,  it  came  upon  kirn  in 
Church :  When  die  Chapters  were  read»  he  turned 
to  them  in  his  Bihle^  but  was  not  ahle  to  read. 
When  die  fjalm  was  fang,  he  could  not  fronomce 
a  Sjllahle,    The  next  Day  his  Speech  was  wholly 
taken  £ix}m  him.     **  As  we  were  fra^ng,  (fays 
Dr.  Temflar)  he  was  thrown  out  of  bis  Bed,  and 
called  to  me,  with  great  Vehemence,  to  hold  my 
Hongue,     When  Trctfer  was  done,  his  Tongue  was 
bwnd  as  before,  *till  at  lafl  he  broke  oat  into  thefe 
Words,  "  ^hine  is  the  Kingdov  ,**  which  he  repeat- 
ed above   a  hundred  Times.     Sometimes  he  was 
forced   into  zn. extreme  Laughter i    fometimes  into 
Sikgingi  ^his  Hands  heating  his  Breafl^   with  un- 
ufual  Heavifigs  in  his  Beify.     The  Difiemfer  con- 
tinued 'till  towards  the  Morning  of  the  next  Day ; 
when  the  Voice^  fignifying  that  it  would  leave  him, 
bad  him  get  upon  his  Knees,  in  order  to  that  End. 
He  did  fo,  and  prefently   he   had  a   perfed  Com* 
fnand  of  himfeify  and  gave  a  fober  Account  of  all 
that  paiTed,   having  a  diftinU  Remembrance  of  what 
t\it  Spirit  forced  him  to  do.  —  But  foon  after  the 
Spirit  raged  again  after  its  former  Manner ;  but  he 
was  by  Prayer  intirely    releafed.     This    prevailed 
upon  him,  his  Family ^    and  many  others,  to  difclaim 
^akerifm,     and    attend    the   Parochial    Church.— 
You  may  be  confident  of  the  Truth  of  what  is  here 
related  by  J.  7"."  —  immediately  follows,  in  'lur- 
ncr^  the  Cafe  of  one  fobn  Gilpin,     "  He  v/as  much 
taken  with  the  ne^^j  Do^ri?ie  of  ^:nkerifm\  and  be- 
ing direded  to  hearken  to  the  VciLe  i*:ithin  him,  one 
Day  as  he  was  walking  in   his  Clamber,  he  began 
to  p^^^  extremely,  could  noty?^//^,    but  fell  npon 
his  Bed,  where  he  cried  and   hcn,'jled  in   a   terrible 
and  hideous  Maivix^x,  ^^^  c>\^i\^T^  ^^  xJwotv  afed  to 
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^)  wkidi  lie  looked  upon  as  the  Pains  of  tie 
Nmu  Btrth;  hj  Degrees  he  ceafedfrom  hfFwUngy  and 
rgoiced,  that  now  he  could  wknefs  againft  the 
Msntfiers  (f  England^  as  falfe  PrephetSj  and  Priefts  . 
4!f  Baai,  After  diis  he  has  divers  painful,  tmfeen 
Strokes, —  hears  ^mvj,-— difcems  fometking  eater 
into  iiie  Bsdy^  which  ^aUm  fnggefted  to  be  die  Sph' 
wit  of  G»d  Ukt  a  Do*ve.  —  He  is  in  great  Rapture^ 
as  apprehending  his  'Sftrituid  Marriage  and  Vnim 
^itkCMfii  and  heard  the  Vifice  faying,  "  Ckrift 
V«  God^  and  God  in  Chrift^  and  Cbrifi  in  theeT 
Whkfi  Words  he  was  -compdkd  tofing  in  aflrange 
Mamver ;  as  alfe  divers  Pafiages  oi  Serifturs  \  ifhen 
ilie  Ptf^Vraifed  him  up,  and  bid  him  be  bumhk\ 
then  invnght  him  on  his  Knees  again.  ^  Then, 
carried  about  the  7tf<u;«,  he  proclaimed,  <<  I  am  the 
Way^  the  "Truths  and  the  Life^^  Once  i)eing  caft 
upon  his  Back  on  the  Ground^  the  Voice  faid» 
"  Thou  (hi^  have  t^fjo  Angels  to  keep  dice ;"  and 
immediatdy  tvso  ^nfjolk^ws  came  down  the  Chim- 
ney. After  this  be  goes  roaring  about  the  ^tr^ets  % 
lus  Pland  is  forced  to  take  up  a  Knife^  and  put  k 
to  his  Throaty  the  Voice  faying,  "  Open  a  Hok  there, 
4md  I  fwili  ginse  thee  Eternal  Ufe.^^  £ut,  perfuaded 
by  ids  Wsfi  to  go  to  Bed,  in  the  Morning  he  roared 
out,  "  Nww  the  Devil  is  gone  out  of  me : "  At  which 
IslbKt  there  was  heard  a  great  Thunder,  -^  The 
I>iwiJcame  again,  and  faid,  '^  that  it  was  Satan 
diathad  /e^^Su/ him  hitherto,  but  now ^^f^  was 
cone,  and  had  eafi  out  Satan  ;  aad  tiiat  what  he 
iudJ^  before  in  his  Cbadis  in  Obedience  to  Sa- 
ta»,  he  m«ft  tmdo  in  his  Shirt  in  Obedience  to 
iShri^:'  WhenopoB  he  goes  aia  into  the  jStree/t 
in  his  Shirt,  and,  in  Obedience  to  the  D«^/>.Com* 
is  carried  by  four  Womtn  into  his  Bed. 
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Then  he  fuls  in  his  Belly  the  Living  Water  of  the 
Spirit^  flowing  up  and  down,  and  two  Angels  wait 
upon  him  in  the  Shape  of  Butterflies.  After  this, 
fufpedting  that  he  was  a3ed  by  Satan,  he  cries  oat, 
**  lard,  what  wilt  thou  harve  me  to  do  T'  The  Demi 
anTwered,  **  It  is  nenv  too  late ;  Sentence  is  already 
fajfed  againft  thee^''  Hereupon  he  lay  down  in  Dt- 
/fair  i  but  prefently  the  Devil  told  him,  **  that 
it  was  a  nuhite  Devil  that  had  deluded  him  this  fe* 
cond  Time,  but  that  now  Chrifl  was  come  indeed, 
and  would  caji  him  out^  He  then  thought  the 
Devil  was  geSed;  bat  then  all  his  Members  fell  on 
working,  as  if  the  Pangs  of  Death  were  upon  him; 
the  Voice  telling  him,  *'  that  they  voere  the  Pmgs 
of  the  Nevj  Birth,  and  Chrift  vjos  nevj-formed  in 
him,^'*  And  the  Devil  told  him,  **  that  now  he 
(hould  work  Wonders,  and  caft  out  Devils  in  Cbrifs 
Name^  The  Man  thinking  it  all  a  Satanical  De- 
lufion,  he  fell  into  a  horrid  Fear,  and  the  Devil 
told  him,  "  that  all  this  while  he  had  been  ferving 
him,  and  that  it  was  too  late  to  repent ^  Hence  he 
fell  into  Dejpairy  and.  great  Terrors,  But  at  lafl 
Gff^gave  him  Repentance,  and  Peace  in  his  Confci- 
ence.  Whereupon  he  puhltjhed  a  Narrative  of  thefe 
Things,  as  a  Caution  to  others  j  —  attefled  under 
the  Hand  of  thi  Mayor  of  Kendal,  Minifter,  School- 
mafter,  &c." —  There  follows  more  of  this  Satani- 
cal/hocking  Kind;  <'  many  falling  into  dreadful 
Tremblings  in  their  whole  Bodies  and  Joints,  with 
Rifings  and  Swellings  in  their  Bowels  ;  Shriekings, 
Yellings,  Howlings,  and  Roarings.  And  yet  fome 
were  induced  by  thefe  Artifices  to  leave  the  Church 
for  ^uakerifmi  being  perfoaded  to  exfe&  the  Power 
to  come^  &c." 

Much 
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Much  mor&  I  could  produce  from  the  early  Ac* 
counts  of  ^akerifmy  concerning  their  horrible  Fits^ 
knocking  doivn  People  by   a  Look^  or  Word,  and 
^reading  the  Contagion  inftantly  among  Numbers  \ 
—  all  Marks  and  Proofs  of  the  Ne^  Birth,    But 
what  I   have  here  tranfcribed  may  be  thought 
tedious ;    though,  I  hope,  not  unfeafinahle^  or  im- 
pertinent.    For  here  we   have  a  firange  Fanaticifm 
caught  from  Popery  by   the  ^uakersy  and  from  both 
by  the  Methodifis\  who  have  taken  a  Copy  of  the 
Pidttre  very  exaftly,  and  in  the  moft  minute  Lines 
and  Features,     Some  Difference  there  is,  as  to  the 
Methodijis  taking  up  a  Delufion,  which  (as  far  as  I  can 
judge)  the  Quakers  ha^ve  been  laying  d(ywn ;  —  and 
as  the  Minijiers  of  the  Church  took  Occalion  from 
fiich  horrible  Aftions,  Appearances,   and  Preten- 
iions,  to  recover  the  Sufferer  from  their  Delufiom ; 
w^ich  Mr.  Wejley  is  perverting  to  their  Confirmation. 
Whether  all  be  not  mere  Diabolical  Operationy  or 
fAagical  Impojiure,  or  Juggling  Artifice,  or  Natural 
Enthufiafm  highly  ixjorkedup  by  a  cunning  Operator ^  or 
the  EffeS  of  fi)me   unaccountable  Difiemper  ;  —  and 
hoFw  far  all,  or  any  of  thefe  may  be  concerned, 
and  where  to   fix  their    Boundaries ;  —  I    confefs 
myfelf  unable  to  determine.     Though  in  general  it 
is   clear  enough,   that  the  Myftery  of  Iniquity    is 
ivorking. 

But  I  muft  remember  what  I  mentioned,  con- 
cerning fomc  other  cruel  Purgations  and  Lufirations 
like  Purgatory,  which  the  Methodifts  mufl  undergo, 
as  Preparatory  to  the  Nenv  Birth,  Hence,  I  fup- 
pofe,  the  Devon/hire  Farmer  (as  before  related) 
^  readily  fubmitted  to  the  Difcipline  of  forty  Stripes 
Jh've  one,  and  his  Wife  to  a  Purging  by  Fire  and 
Vol*.  II.  X  Woxtx. 
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4  Journ.  Wtaer,  —  Hence  Mr.  Wejley  mentions  "  one,  wkom 
'•  ^^'       God  is  purtfyimg  in  the  Fire,  for  beating  his  Wife,  a 

Mttbodift,  in  Anfwer  to  the  Prayers  of  his  Wife." 

—  Hence  he  fpeaks  fo  often  of  a  Fire  hurmng  i»

tions)  as  belonging  to  his  inward  Fire,  &c."

Thyne.     **  Several  Pojfejfed  Perfons,  or  the  Devil  in  them, 

Dxmoo.    complain  of  burning  at  the  Prefence,  or  by  the 

,  ,8    '      Prayers  of  the  faints ;  and  hereby  being  in  a  davhle 

Ja3«         Fire:''  —  The  fame  Author  fays,  «  that  the  Devihy 

?*f  fl^'    ^^°  poiTefs  others,  bring  a  Fire  like  that  of  Etll 

p.  87.      with  them,  and  caufe  a  terrible  Burning." — In  the 

Tom.  iv.    Malleus  Maleficarum  we  find  thefe  innvard  Barnings 

p.  112.      to  ht  K  certain  Sign  of  being  bede*uiUd:^    He  writedi 

Tom.iii,   again,  "  that  by  a  good  Exorcifi  one  Fire  muft  be 

p.8,229.    driven  out  by  another,  and  the  Devil,  who  lurks  in 

his  Prey,  be  put  to  Flight  by  burning  Methods,  like 

the  Flames  of  Hell;  and  then  he  will  go  out  in  the 

Shape  of  Fire,  but  leave  a  Burning  behind  him." 

But,  whatever  Likenefs  thefe  torturing  Luftrations 

may  carry  of  Purgatory ;  Mr.  ffyiey  may  perhaps 

diftinguifh   (as  he  did  with^  Regard  to   Confefpon) 

that  Popifh  Purgatory  lies  on  the  other  Side  of  the 

Gra^e;    his  belongs  only  to  this  Life.     But  this 

Pretence  muft  be  deemed  mere  Ca'vil.     By  ante* 

dating  and  jorcJlalliTig  the  limCy  he  hath  Pofi/h  Exasu- 

fks  j  and  may  x^<&  M\9)»U%^  of  Papal  Di/penfa- 
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HonSf  which  rometimes  commute  the  Penanee^  and 
releafe  Perfons  from  the  Torments  of  Purgatory 
after  Deaths  upon  Condition  of  their  undergoing 
equiiuilent  Suffen72gs  here.  One  fuch  Inftance  we 
had  before  of  Pope  Clement :  Another  fuch  Grant  Dift.  «. 
we  fee  in  Speculum  Exemplorum :  Another  in  Dia-  ^^P*  53 
rittm  Minimorum,  September  12.  —  Another  in  the 
Franci/can  Marty rology.  May  14;  where  "  Sijler 
CaJUdis  requefted,  that  Ihe  might  enjoy  in  this  Life 
the  Punifhment  ihe  was  to  receive  in  Purgatory,  It 
was  granted,  and  fhe  was  feized  with  a  Holy  Fire^ 
(Igne  Sacro,  or  St.  Anthony's  Fire)  from  Head  to 
Foot,  which  totally  confumed  her."  —  There 
may  indeed  be  fome  Danger  in  making  this  Ex- 
change  i  the  Sufferings  >6^r^  being  certain^  the  ether 
imaginary. 

But,  even  upon  this  Suppojttion,  "  the  Torments 
inflifted  on  the  l^.lethodijls  will  be  great  Gain ;    by 
bringing  them  to  a  State  of  PerfeSiion^  and   unfin* 
ning  Obedience y  which  will  be  full  Proof  too  of  their 
Pardon  and  ^al<vation,^'*     And  that  this  PerfeSlion 
extendeth  not  barely  to  a  Similitude  ^with  Chrift^ 
but  an  Equality ;    we  may  recall  Mr.  Wejlefs  cer- 
tain "  Experiences,  of  fome  of  his  Followers  be- 
ing as  free   from   in^vard  Corruption,  and   all  Re-* 
mainders  of  Corruption,    as  Chrijl  himfelf  was : 
— -  "  Pardon,   with  Power  to  fin  no   more,  &c.' 
We  may  obferve  how  carefully,  for  Fear  of  a 
Miflake,    he    inferts  Expreflions   to  this  Purpofe: 
**  Thoroughly  renewed  after  the  Image  of  Chrift  ;  ^^   4  Journi 
an  entire  Change  from  the  Image  off  the  Devil  to   P*  5'* 
the  Image  of  Gody  —  Mr.  Whitefieldtoo  5    "  All   3  J®"""* 
experience  Pangs  and  Travels,  e're  Chrift  is  formed  ^'      . 
in  them,   and  brought  forth  in  the  Meafure  of  his 
Fulnefs,  nvhofilleth  all  in  all,'*''     Such  is   their  Per-

forth  m  us.  And  yet  the  fame  Mr.  Wbitefield  (as 
a  Proof  of  his  drnfifiency  and  Impartiality)  com- 
7  Jcvrn.  plains  dfeuhere,  "  that  fome  EngUJb  Friends  had 
p.  x6.  chroiiv-n  afidc  the  Ufe  of  Means,  and  were  difput- 
ing  for  finlefs  Perfeaicn^  and  uKt^verfal  Redemption^ 
This  is  one  of  his  *  Home-Strcies '  apon  Mr.  IFefle;, 
and  Jdherents, 

Thus  muft  the  poor  'MethoSfts   be  plunged  over 
Head  and  Ears  into  Variety  of  Tortures   hejmd  Ex- 
frfjjion^   $r   Concepfi^^a;    in    Lakes    of  Firey  as  bad 
as  Purgaicry^  Or  Hell ;  and  then  they  have  the  Fa- 
vour of  being  told  by  their  Teachers,  that  they  are 
regezsrate  and  ineerruptihle.     And  thofe  who  have 
the  fircngeji  Fancy,  the  holdefi  Imagination  and  Prt' 
fimption,  will   foonefl  believe,  —  and    be  decmjtd 
Let  me  fee  among  them  but  a  fiigle  Injiance,  that 
will  exceed  the  Cafe  of  that  mighty  Hero  of  Anti- 
quity, Acbilles.     "  When  he  was  youngs   the  old 
Lady,  his  Mother,  dipped  him  in  the  Stygian  Lake^ 
as  a  fure  Method  of  rendering   him    itrvubierahle. 
But,  unluckily,  as  ihe  held  him  by  the  Heel,  while 
fre  was  lAsaJking  him,  that  Fart  remained  mtfectm ; 
and  in  the  Day   of  Battle,  there  the   Pythian  God 
mortally  Hx:ounded  kim^     After  all   their  Luflrations^ 
ihe   old  Serpent  ivill  bite  them  by  the  Heel.     The 
eommon  Cant  of  Enthufiafm,  that  whatever  the  Saints 
do,  after  the  A>w  Birth,  is  no  Sin,  or  that  GtJ 
feetb  no  Sin  in  the  Ele£i,  will  fcarce  infure  them : 
1  Deal.     —  Nor  yet  Mr.  If'hitefeldh  modeil  Aflurance  of 
p.  46.       Chrip's  Prerogative  being  transferred  to  him  ;  "  God 
3  J^^™-    being  pleafed  to  (hew  me,    that  /  Jhould  bruife  Sa- 
tan s  Head: ""^ "^Hor  the  fame  Power  a£umed  by 
Weflef,     other    ^^letho£fts,    *«  of    bruifing   his    Head,    and 
5J*>"™'  trampling  him  under  their  Feet."     Which,  how- 
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srer,    may  deferve  as   much  CreMt,  as  the  Story 
of  "   St.  Dunftans  holding  the  De<vil  by  the  Nofe 
with    a    Pair   o£  red-hot  Tongs ',''— or y   "  ^t.  Ger-    Vita 
/r«^'s    banging    the  Devil  upon  a  Gibbet,    which,     5[^Igg^' 
her   Hijiorian  fays,    fhe   did,    truly  ^    liter  ally y    and 
corporally ;  "  —  or,    "  either   St,   Juliana^s,    or  St,    Brev, 
Margaret^s  fierce  Combat  with  the  Z)^'//,  and  their    p*™"* 
taking  him  up   in  their  Arms,   and  throwing  him    Jun.  ao. 
out  upon  the  Dunghill.''' 

§.  50.  It  were  no  difficult  Matter  to  profecute 
this  Subjefl,  of  fuch  Phantajiic  Privileges  attained 
by  fuch  horrible  Methods^  —  through  Turks,  Infi- 
de/j,  and  Heretics,  and  other  wcickedly  Enthujiaftic 
SeSaries^  e/pecially  Papijis ;  —  and  hereby  trace  out 
(b  many  genuine  Marks  of  falfe  Religion,  —  but  true 
Impojiure, 

£ut  I  promifed  a  proper  and  complete  Parallel  of 
our  Methodijlical  Nevu  Birth.  Which  I  am  now  to 
perform,  —  by  tivo  Compari/ons ;  the  Firft  of  which 
fliall  be  the  famous  Initiation  into  the  Myfteries  \  that 
confummate  Delufion  of  the  Heathen  WorJd,  and 
which  hath  been  called  "  the  moft  execrably-facred 
Invention  of  diabolical  Pravity  and  Fallacy." 

The  later  Platonijls,  (who  were  the  moil  acute 
and   hitter  Enemies  to  the  Chrijiian  Religion)  in 
Oppodtion  to  Baptifmal  Regeneration,  boafled  great- 
ly of  their  own  Myfiical  Inflitutions.     Hierocles  wri-    Hjgy^ 
teth,    "  It  is  neceffary   for  the  Purgation  of  the    Needh. 
Soul,  and  its  Reftitution,  to  be  initiated  into  our  My-    P*  **3« 
Heriesy —  which  bring  on  t\iQ  P erf e^ion  of  the  whole 
Man.     Without  thefe  Cathartics  of  tbe  Lucid  Bodyy 
wc  offend  both  in  fiody  and  Mind.    J3ut  by  Initi- 
ation Men  are  upon  the  ff^ing  for  a  Participation  of.

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Divnuty ;  are  reftored  to  their  Priimtkfe  State,  hi- 
eome  Gods,  and  are  no  longer  Mortals, 

Set  **  Tlie  initiated  are    carried    through    terrihk 

JjJ^*^*  Vijiams^  CcMcuJpmu  cftht  PlacCy  Fire^  amJ  Smoke,  and 
p^j^  Darkmefi,  amJ  various /rightful  Ohjeffsi  —  throagh 
Furgatorj  and  Hell  conveyed  into  Eljfimm  aad  Heo' 
vtnr—'^'  This  Theurgy,  or  Sacred  Worky  is  the 
Art  of  Divine  Operations,  to  care  Difia/es,  drive 
away  Damons,  ferfed  and  regenerate  the  Socd  by 
magical  Ceremonies ;  and  is  introdnSory  to  cekjtud 
lUsaninations,  Infpirations,  Apparitions,  and  Gil- 
Societies  ;  to  all  fublime  and  venerable  SfeStacIesy^ 
"  As  in  SouL  there  is  a  Principle  of'Redmaimy  they 
have  certain  Tokens  and  TmpreJJions  from  God,  where* 
by  they  are  moved  to  return.  And  they  have  pro- 
vided a  magical  Fountain  of  Virtue  for  Souls  in  the 
Caret  ties  of  Hecate  $  left  Side;  and  certain  Deities^ 
called  ^AfxitKiKTOi,  Inexorahle,  and  not  to  be 
Mjfter.  fweetened^  ^r."  —  Jamblicbus  fpeaks  of  "  Da- 
^  *  •  mons  that  terrify  and  threaten  horribly,  and  a^tate 
^  7.  and  draw  Souls  by  afionijhing  and  fhaking  the  Ima- 
gination. But  this  is  refolved  into  the  Authority  of 
the  PrieJI,  who,  in  Virtue  of  thtfecret  Mjfenes, 
2Si&  not  as  a  Man,  but  as  a  Godi  and  therefore  his 
Commands  are  ftronger  than  would  otherwife  be- 
come him.  Not  that  he  intends  to  execute  what 
he  threateneth ;  but  to  fhew  what  Authority  he 
hath,  by  Means  of  his  Union  ivith  the  Gods: 
Which  Union  he  hath  procured  by  his  Knowledge 
of  thefecret  Sjmhols.''  —  "  The  Daemons  have  die 
Guardianfhip  of  the  Ineffable  Myfteries,  which  com- 
prehend the  Difpofitkn  of  the  WorldC^, 

'St. 
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St.  Auftin  relateth  the  Sentiment  of  Porplyry,  a   DeGr. 
Viatontfty    (not  the  famous  One ;   he  will  come  in   J^f^» 
afterivards)  "  that  the  Soul  by  certain  TheurgicalCon-   Cap.  9! 
fecrationsy  which  they  call  Initiations ^  is  rendered  fit  Sec  alfo, 
and  apt   for  the  Reception  of  SfiritSy  and  Angels^    ^^*   * 
and  to  fee  the  Godsy 

For  a  particular  Example  we  may  call  in  Julian^ 
the  Apoftatey  once  a  LeQurer  in  the  Chrifiian  Churchy 
whtt),  like  the  Methodiftsy  fet  up  the  JVieou  ^/r//6  of 
the  Myfteries  Platonic,  againll  that  of  Baptifm  j  and, 
as  Gregory  Nazianzen  hath  it  in  his  Firf  Ste/iteutic, 
**  oppofed  an  execrable  Initiation  to  the  Chrifiian  Ini' 
tiation  hy  Baptifm  ;  — for  this  he  defcendeth  intoyi^- 
terranean  Dens  of  Darknefs  to  confult  Damons,  and 
bring  out  Prophecy  ;  where  he  is  ftruck  with  TVr- 
rorSf  ilrange  unufual  Sounds,  fiery  Spe^acles,  many 
idle  and  formidable  Obje£ls ;  and  this  again  and 
again.  What  Impofiures  and  Delufions  were  his 
Fate  before  he .  returned,  they  can  tell,  who  are 
initiated  themfelves,  or  initiate  others.  — But  he 
returns  with  a  ghaftly,  mad  Look,  as  poffeffed  by  a 
Damon.  This  they  call  Enthufiafm.  And  he  was 
highly  delighted  with  his  Tortures  and  Burnings.  — 
This  was  not  the  leaft  of  his  Impieties."*"  • — St.  cjalian. 
(jyril  alfo  upbraideth  him  on  the  fame  Ac-  Lib.  VI. 
count,  *'  as  a  Patron  of  thofe  noSiumal  and  immo- 
defi  Myfieriesr 

So  far  concerning  the  Platonifis.  But  I  have  a 
Mind  to  enlarge  a  little,  and  be  more  particular 
about  the  Myfieries,  for  the  Sake  of  better  Campari- 
fin.  And,  for  the  fame  Reafon,  I  would  once 
more  juft  run  over  the  principal  Occurrences  in  the 
Progrefs  of  Methodifm.  "  They  ifct  out' with  tri- 
fCm^y  fuperfiitious  Rules,  prepared  for  great  Things, 
and  undergoing  a  Purgation,  by  unreafonable  Fall- 
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ings,  WatchingSy  Mordficadoos ;  neither  Lmghhigt 
nor  fndtingy  anlefs  compelled  to  it  by  the  DevU\ 
private  ConfeJJtons,  without  any  Manner  oi  Referve; 
pafs  the  fery  Trial  of  Blafphemiesy  InJideUtitSy  and 
Athe'tfm ;  are  fmitten  by  the  Devily  or  their  Teaclh 
ersy  with  Falls  to  the  Ground,  Heavings,  Sweat- 
ings, Roarings,  Shrieks,  Yellings ;  with  Pain^ 
ConvuUions,  Trepidations,  Terrors,  Madnefs,  Dc- 
fpair,  Combats  with  Satan ;  Deprivation  of  the 
Senfesy  Afloniihment,  Amazement,  and  Stiuming. 
— They  have  Intervals  and  ViciJJtttides  of  light  ^ 
Darknefi ;  alternate  Riiings  and  Fallings ;  Sftritual 
Deje^ions  and  Defertions,  and  again  Confolations 
and  Prefumptions ;  ride  triumphantly  with  CJbriJt 
in  bis  Cbarioty  and  then  move  heavily  when  he 
taketh  off  his  Chariot-ivheels ;  are  carried  up  to 
Heaveny  and  down  again  to  HelL  As  the  Founda- 
tion of  the  Ne^  Birth,  they  feel  all  pojjible  Agfh 
niesy  Pangs  and  Tortures  of  Mind  and  Body  ;  arc 
in  Helly  or  feel  all  Hell  'within  them.  But  Thing? 
begin  to  mend ;  they  fall  into  Ecflafies,  Revela- 
tions, and  Vifions  ;  they  fee  and  hear  different 
Sounds  and  Voices,  Apparitions  and  Spedlacles  of 
Devils  and  Hell ;  and  thefe  changed  for  God,  An- 
gelsy  ondHea'ven,     But  going  down  to  Hell  they 

conquer  Satan,  and  trample  him  under  Foot; 

they  are  flufhed  with  Perfedion,  Affurances  of 
Pardon  and  Salvation;  become  canonized,  are 
plunged  into  God,  are  all  God.  Hence  they  juftly 
contemn  and  anathematize  all  the  Vnmethodizedy  as  of 
a  mean  and  reprobate  Way ;  with  their  Morality 
they  fink  into  Helir 

Such  is  the  Compofition  of  this  Nenju  Difpenfa- 
tion.  And  \£  every  h  articular  be  not,  flridUy  fpeak- 
ing,  a  necejfarj  Part  oi  iCivcvx  ^w*  Binb^  \\  \^  all 
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a  frelimtiary  IntroduBiotij  or  a  Fart  of  the  Metho" 
£ff*s  Progrefsy  -—  under  the  DireSUn  of  illumituded 
and  injured  Teachers. 

Would  not  this  amaze  any  Per(bn»  who  has  any 
Reverence  or  Regard  to  certain  infpired  Writings^ 
called  the  Bible  ?   With  what  Face,  or  by  what 
Authority,  do  thefe  bold  Mifcreants  make  thefe 
fUlUJb  Horrors  and  Tortures  2^  fundamental  Fart  of 
ihe  Cbrifiian  Religion  ?  Whence  the  Prefumptiony  or 
where  taught  in  the  BibUy   that,  in  order  to  be 
bom  again,  '*  all  muft  pafs  through  thefe  Fangs^ 
and  God  is  compelled  to  defert  them,  and  fo  leave 
liiem  in  Defpair,  Blafphemyy   &c.    and  that  they 
are  to  be  knocked  donun^  and  unaccountably  tormented 
hy  the  De^ih  or  Man  ?    Where   is  it  required,  (as 
furely,  if  neceifary,  it  would  plainly  and  peremp- 
torily be)  that  fach  Infernal  Seizures  are  the  ap- 
pointed Preparations  for  a  Chrifliatis  Regeneration? 
Yes,  they  have  the  Face  even  to  teach  this,  and  (as 
if  f^try  one  had  been  fuch  a  violent  Ferfecutor, 
and  every  one  was  to  be  con<verted  in  his  extraor£* 
nary  Manner)  both  Mr.  Wejley  and  Whitefield  have 
produced  St.  FauV^  being  (Iruck  to  the  Ground^  and 
continuing  three  Days  blinds  as  being  in  this  Man- 
ner, and  during  this  Time,   in  the   Fangs  of  the 
NetM  Birth,     Whereas,  it  had  been  much  more  to 
their  Purpofe  to  have  thought  upon,    "  the  facri- 
ficing  of  your  Sons  and  your  Daughters  unto  De^ 
tinlst  —  The  Tabernacle  of  your  God  Moloch  ^  to  whom 
Children  were  confecrated  by   pafling  through  the 
Fire,  in  the  Valley  of  Gehenna-,''^    and  which  De- 
*vilijh  Sacrifice  was  done,  in   order  to   extort  Pro- 
phecy out   of  the   miferable  Sufferers.      Whence 
making  Children  pafs  through  the  Fire,  and   ufing 
Divination^   are  io  often  joined  in  Scripture.

I  can  hardly,  I  confeis,  allow  the  Myfteries  to 
have  been  originally  of  fuch  an  innocent  Nature^ 
and  with  fuch  good  Dejsgn,  as  Mr.  Warbttrton  pleads 
for.  But  as  he  acknowledgeth,  that  ''  they  be^ 
came  in  time,  and  by  Report  very  early  too,  bor- 
ridly  corruft,  the  Seafon  of  Lujl  and  Revenge-,''* 
there  needs  no  great  Difpute.  —  As  to  the  '^  double 
DoSrine^  (the  Confeqaence  of  Initiation)  faying 
one  Thing  *when  they  thought  another  i  the  external, 
and  internal ;  a  <vulgary  and  a  fecret  one ;  the  firft 
epetily  taught,  the  fecond  confined  to  a  fele3  Num^ 
her  ;  **  —  the  Confideration  of  this  Point  I  leave  to 
Mr.  WeJUyj  whom  we  allow  to  be  an  Adept  in  the 
double  DoQrine, 

§.  52.  It  is  not  to  be  expefled  that  my  hare 
Word  fiiould  be  taken  by  Mr.  Wejley,  whofe  on»n 
may  (bmedmes  be  fufpe^ed.  And  therefore  I 
fh^  produce  my  Vouchers ;  as  a  J ujlification  of 
my  Comparifon  of  the  Myferies  ^ith  MethodJ/m,  and

Thefe  belong  to  the  Initiated.'*    And  foon 
after  he  introduceth  a  Chorus  of  the  Initiated  exult-

And  Cicero   (who  well  knew  how  to  accommo-   De  Leg. 
date  himfelf  to  Tiroes  and  Things)  followeth  the   ^'  ^'' 
Greeks  in   the  fame  grand  Account  5    with  fomc 
Exception  to  nocturnal  Celebrations, 

This  high  Opinion  of  the  Myfteries  was  very  far 
from  being  general,  or  received  by  great  and  good 
Perfons.     Thofe  great  Men,   Jgeflaus  and  Epam- 
nondasy    would  not  fubmit  to  an  Initiation.      For   Plutarc 
Plutarchy  inmiediately  after  the  Verfes  of  Sophocles  ^^\^   * 
before  cited,  gives  this  Account.    (And  the  fame 
we  have  more  largely  in  the  Life  of  Diogenes  by 
D,  Laertius,)     "  The  Athenians  aiking  Diogenes  to   Laert.  in 
be  initiated^  becaufe  fuch  had  the  Precedency  in  a   P.*?^^} 
future  State ;  he  replied,  *  Ridiculous  Thing  !  that   see.*  39I 
Agefilaus  and  Epaminondas  inuft  rowl  in  Dirt  \  and 
every  Scoundrel  initiated,  fuch  as  Patecion  the  ^hief 
be  happy  in  the  Elyjtan  Fields'''   Nor  fhall  we  enter- 
tain the  better  Notion   of  the  Myfteries,  when  we 
find  fo  v^ife  and  good  a   Man  as  Socrates  refufing 
Initiation,     For   which    (though    perhaps  he  had 
flronger)  he  gives  this  Reafon :    "If  the  llyfterics   Luclan. 
were  bad,  he  fhould  not  be  able  to  conceal  the  Se-  p*™®"* 
cret,  but  muil  difcourage  every  one  from  Initiation  ; 
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and  if  ^W,  Humanity  would   obFge  him  to  tbf- 
Vol.  II.   eover  it  for  the  public  Benefit.^''  —  Plutarchy  in  the 
P-  417-     j)gfi^  ^  Oracles,  bys,    «  Concerning  the  Mjfie^ 
r/ej,  in  which  we  have  all  that   can  be  proved, 
cither  negatively   or  affirmatively,  concerning  the 
Tru/h  of  Damons y    (tO   fpeak  with   Herodotus)  let 
me  hold  my  Peace,  or   ipeak  nothing  but  what  is 
fafjourakle.      The    Solemnities    however,    wherein 
there   are  fuch  Dilacerations,  FaftingSy  and  Honvl- 
iftgs,  and  likewife  flthy  Talk,  Madnefs  and  Noije, 
ofid  JaSIaticns ;    I  do  not  apprehend  thefe  to  be 
any  Worfhip  of  the  Gods,  but  inflituted  as  fo  many 
SiAjeetners  to  apfeafe    and  advert    'wicked    Sfirits.^^ 
Upon  which  Dr.  Gale  hath  this  Remark,  in  his 
P*  195.    Notes  upon  Jamhlichus :    "  Plutarch,    when  he  was 
about  to  defcribe  the  Frauds  and  Pravity  of  Da* 
mofis,    pafTeth    by    the  Myjieries  themfihves    (from 
which  he  could  beft  and  moft  plainly  have  per- 
formed it)  hindered  by    a   fuperftitious   Reverence 
uftal  with  the  Greeks,''''    What  Plutarch  mentions 
of  Herodotus  may  be  feen  in  his  fecotid  Book,  where 
T.dit.         fpeaking  of    thofe    "   Images  and  Reprefentatims, 
Grooov.    <^iijch  the  JEgyptians  call  Myjieries,   cf  thefe  (fays

fay  nothing ;'  or,   *  favour  my  Words*     And  con- 
cerning the   Initiations  of  Ceres,  which   are  called 
Thefmephoriaf  I  fhall  have  an  equal  Guard  upon  my 
Tongue,  except  as  to  what  may  be  hoJily  faid  of 
them."     Some  Parts  of  them,    it  feems,  were  not 
fo  very  holy,  —  Nor   can  we  fuppofe  that  Demo- 
fheties,    or  the  Generality   of  the  People,   thought 
highly  of  the   Myjieries,  when   pleading   his  Caufe 
againji  Efchines,     in  a    Concourfe   of   almofl  all 
0e  Cor.    ^^^^^^y  ^®  thus  ridiculeth  his  Adverfary  :    "  When 
you  was  gro^n  i^pj  you  waited  upon    your  Mother, 
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and  read  Sooh  to  her,  when  fhe  was  initiating  \  at' 
Night  putting  Faijun-Jkins  on  the  Initiated,  becoming 
their  Cupbearer,  luflrating  their  Bodies,  rubbing 
them  with  Dirt  and  Bran ;  and  after  this  Purijica- 
tton,  ordering  them  to  exclaim,  *  I  ha^ve  fled  from 
the  E^viU  1  ha've  found  the  Good\    proud  that  none 

could  honxjl  fo   well  as  yourfelf. After  this, 

who  would  not  hlefs  Efchines^  and  efteem  him, 
happy  ?  " 

Bat,  whether  the  Myjleries  were  good,  or  hady 
Authors  are  pretty  well  agreed  as  to  the  preparatory 
Ceremonies,  and  Manner  of  Initiation ;  whereby  they 
were  to  Reprefent,  and  A^  over  again,  the  Actions 
4md  FaJJions  of  the  Deities,  for  whofe  Honour  the 
Myferies  were  inftituted.  As  to  any  real  Good,  it 
xnight,  for  what  I  know,  be  as  great,  as  what 
hath  been  efFeded  by  Free  Mafons,  or  Free  Metho- 
dUfts,  Something  had  will  appear  prefently.  —  But 
let  us  confider  the  preparatory  Rites. 

That  Initiation  might  feem  a  <venerable  and  y&- 
leftm  Thing,  the  Denjotees  were  taught  to  qualify 
themfelves   by    Prayer   to    the   Daemons^   Fafiings, 
Watchings,   Co77feJJion  to  the  Pricfi,  and  other  Luf 
trations.     We  read  in  Plutarch,  "  that  Fafling  is  to   Thcnrt^ 
precede  the  Myfteries of  Ceres''    And  that  Confef-   ^oc- 
Jhn  was  required  ;  —  "  Antalcidas  being,  examined  .Vol.  II. 
by  the  Priefty  in  order  to  hit  Initik^y  what  grie-   ?•  «>7» 
nfous  Crimes  he  had  committed,  madb'Anfwer,  *  If 
I  have  been  guilty  x^f  any  fuch  Crime,  the  Qodi 
knonu  it  already'' 

The  Confeffion  was  a  Trick  df  the  Mafters  of  the 
'Ceremonies  to  get  the  People  under  their  Girdle. 
But  the  FaJHng  and  Watching  were  to  correfpond  to 
the  Sufferings  of  Ceres ',   "  who  neither  eat,  nor   Callim,' 
dranky  nor  jflept^  nor  *wa^ed\    but  fat  upon  the  Hymn.

378  ;  where  it  is  added,  "  This  is  called  the  for- 
rewful  Feftivaly  becanfe  of  the  great  Grief  of  Ceres 
for  her  Daughters  going  to  Hell^ 
T^aftn.         Orpheusy  a  Sort  of  Magical  PraHitioner,   and  fa- 
'  '"     ther  of  the  Myfteries,  introduced  Expiations,  Luftra- 
tionsy  tec,  for  wicked  Actions,   as  well  as  extraor- 
dinary Cures  of  Diflempers,  and  Appeafements  of 
Divine  Wrath,    for    the  Ufe   of   the    Initiated 
Whence  we  read  of  fo  many  Perfons,  guilty  of 
Murder,  (ffc,  defiring  to  be  initiattd ;    either  as  a 
Pretence  of  their  Innocency,  or  Expiation,  or  Cover 
of  their  Crimes, 

How  borrihle  the  Proce{s  was  in  theie  MethoSft- 
like  Initiations,  will  appear  from  the  following  Ac- 
counts of  their  tortures,  Terrors,  Viciffitudes,  Re- 
generation^  and  fomething  tending  to  Generation, 

Stohaus  citeth,  from  Ihemiftius,  twa  ftrong  Paf- 
fages.  "  The  Pcrfon  to  be  initiated,  in  his  firft 
Entrance,  was  feized  with  Horror,  ajlonijhing  DiZ' 
zine/},  j^nxiety,  and  Diftrefs  of  all  Kinds,  unabhe  to 
ftand,  or  find  any  Way  to  extricate  himfelf.  But 
when  the  Prophet  openeth  the  Porch  of  the  Temple, 
wipeth  and  adbmeth  the  Image,  and  fheweth  it  to 
the  Car.didate  for  Initiation,  fhining  with  a  Dinnne 
Brigbtnefs\  all  Cloud  and  Ohfcurity  were  intirely 
difperfed.  And  Mind  (0  Naj)  broke  out  from 
the  Vcfth^  fuU  of  U^t  and  Blaxe,     inflead  of 
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die  former  Darknefs."  The  other  Paflkge  b 
brooght  by  Mr.  Warburton^  whofe  Tranjlation  I 
am  glad  to  borrow.  Towards  Initiation,  "  The 
firft  Stage  is  nothing  but  Errors  and  Uncertainties y 
taborious  Wanderings ;  a  rude  and  fearful  March 
through  Night  and  Darknefs.  And  now  arrived  on 
the  Verge  of  Death  y  and  Initiation,  every  Thing 
wears  a  dreadful  AJ^ed.  It  is  all  Horror,  Trem* 
bling,  S'vjeating,  and  Affrightnunt,  But,  this  Scene 
once  pad,  a  miraculous  and  diitine  Light  difclofes 
itfelf;  and  fhining  Plains,  and  flowery  Meadows 
open  on  all  Hands  before  them.  Here  they  are  en- 
tertained with  Hymns  and  Choruses,  with  the  fublime 
Dodrines  of  facred  Knvuoledge,  and  with  reverend 
and  holy  Vifions.  And  now  become  ferfeSy  initiated^ 
and  free,  they  are  no  longer  under  Refraints ; 
but  crowned  and  triumphant  they  walk  up  and  down 
the  Regions  of  the  BleJJed,  &c"  Mr.  Warburton 
brings  another  Paflage  from  Proclus :  "  In  the 
Celebration  of  the  Myjieries  it  is  faid,  rfiat  the  Ini- 
tiated  meet  with  many  Things  of  multiform  Shapes 
and  Species,  prefiguring  the  firft  Generation  of  the 
Gods.  '  Medea,  in  the  utmoft  Diftrefs,  drives  to  ApoIIon* 
the  Temple  of  Hecate ;  and  having  purifed  herfelf,  ^2**^!* 
calls  upon  Brimo,  the  Night-^wandersng,  fubterra"  y,  g^^.* 
man  Goddefs,  ^ueen  of  HelL^  Upon  which  the 
SchoHaft  {ays,  that  Proferpina  is  called  fo,  as  being 
die  terrifying  and  afionijhing  Dammt^  -aod  fending 
i^ie  Apparitions  termed  Hecatea ;  which,  as  they 
often  change  their  Form,  occafion  her  bemg  called 
E/f^u/ih  i'  c.  the  Spe^re,  or  Hobgoblin.^'  Accord- 
ingly Mr.  IVarburton  righdy  obferves,  that  *  when 
the  Shews  were  reprefented,  Proferpine  alone  pre- 
fided.*  —  This   eminent  Writer  will,  1  doubt  not, 

^xcufe  me,  if  I  tranfcribe  more  from  his  BooJt,  on 
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^is  /irikU ;  —  diOQ^  we  ftioM  liafipen  to  difo 

in  our  Sentiments,  as  to  mt  Poku.

P.  aao.    "  ^ed,  —  At  length  he  arrives   at  the  Borders  of 

"  Efyftum;'^  here  he  undergoes   the   Luflrathm; 

*\  and  then  enters  into  the  Abodes  of  the  Bleffed,  —

This  lafl  Expreflion  recalls  to  mind  that  of  Mr. 

3joura.  ^^Jh^s    Initiated:    "  A  Flame    kindled    in    my 

p.  '9*      Heart,  with  Poiw  fi  ntiehnt^  ^md  yet  Jb  'very  ra- 
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*vijnngs  that  my  Body  was  almoil  torn  afunder,  — «. 
I  Jhjueated.  1  trembUd,  1  fainted.  I  fung^  And 
in  Truthy  the  Man  mull  be  blind,  who  cannot 
fee  the  whole  of  this  JhiJHng  Machinery  in  the 
MyfterieSi  employed  in  the  Imtiadon  of  the  Me* 
thodifts, 

llie  Terrors  of  Initiation  were  fo  eminent,  that 
they  became  pro<verhtai  I  and  every  Thing  ^/^i,  dif 
malj  and  tremendous^  was  compared  to  the  Myferies. 
Nor  would  the  Puniihments  and  Torments  have 
been  fupfortahle^  had  they  not  been  relieved  by 
fuch  Alternations^  as  Dion  Chryfoftome  relates ; 
"  When  one  leads  a  Greek,  or  Bariarian,  to  be  Warbur. 
initiated  in  a  certain  n^^ic  Dome,  he  fees  many  p.  196.] 
mxfiic  Sights,  and  hears  in  the  fame  Manner  a 
Multitude  of  Voices;  Darknefs  and  Light  alter* 
Mofd/y  affed  his  Senfes ;  and  a  Thoufand  other 
uncommon  Things  prefent  themfelves  before  him.'* 
The  fame  muft  have  been  the  Sufferings  of  Mr. 
Wejltfs  Patients  5  horrible,  as  he  defcribes  them^ 
and  intolerable,  beyond  Exprefiion,  or  Conception, 
were  it  not  for  the  like  FiciJ/itudes ;  efpecially  as 
the  Scene  was  at  length  totally  changed ;  <*  the 
Confines  of  Death  fucceeded  by  the  New  Birth,  De^ 
vils  by  Angels  and  God,  and  Hell  by  Hea'venJ''* 

Lamentable,  however,  were  the  EffeBs  of  the 
"Myjieries  upon  People's  Minds  \   *'  iilling,   as  Fhi^    y  .  .j 
torch  writes,  many  Ihoufands  nvith  Defpondency  and   p,  n. 
Defpair^''  —  How  the  Methodifts  have  been  pufhed 
into  this  Gulph,  we  have  already  feen. 

That  Madnefs  too,  which  hath  appeared  to  have 
been  caufed  by  Methodifm,  was  either  real,  or  nuell 
aSed  by  the  Initiated  of  old  ;  and  this  in  Imitation 
of  Ceres,   who  was  drove  to  tbefc  Extremities  upon

But,  for  lUt^ation  and  Confirmation  of  what  coa« 
cerns  the  Myfteriesj   I   muft  intreat  Room   for  a 
Special  Exan^ ;  that  of  Afuhius^   the  famous  /ssr^- 
^Va/  Dehauchee,   who  gives  an  Account  of  his  own 
Initiation.     "  In  hopes  of  ending  my  Miferiesj  I    Met 
determined  to  apply  to  iht  Pre/ence  of  theGoddefs\    ^*^ 
and  having  purified  myfelf  feven  Times,  I  prayed, 
'  O   ^Untine  Ceresy    who  inhabiteft   Eleufis  i  —  and 
thou  Projerfinaf  dreadful  in  noHumal  Howlings,  po- 
tent to  rcftrain  the  AJfauhs  of  Spodres^  &c,"  [Then 
ke   relates  his  frightfuUypkafimt  Dream,    imaging 
o«t  the  MfJIeries ;  and  defires  to  be  iet  at  Liberty 
Scorn,  the  Shape  of  an  Jfs,  into  which  he  had,  by 
Sorcery^  been  transformed.']     '*  The  Goddefs  appear- 
M  and  faid,    *  Go,  kifs  the  Hand  of  the  Priefi, 
end  pat  off  that  deteftable  Skm.     Nor  fear  any  of 
«if  Operations  to  be  MjffieuJt.     Among  my  cbearful 
Ctnmomes   and  pieafant  SightSy    none  ihall  abhor 
.diac  Drfonmty  which  you  now  wear;  or  maUcioufly 
hetirpret  the  tu^  Form  you  are  to  aflame.    And 
fiemenftber,  you  are  engaged  to  me  for  Life.     For 
irve  you  fiiall,  happy  and  glorious  ;   and  when  yott 
die,   and  defcend  to   the  Regions  helew,  you  ihall 
inhabit  Elyfium ;    and  ihall  adore  me,  whom  you 
BOW  Jee,  Jhimng  through  Acberontic    DarknefsJ'^  — 
**  Awaked  out  of  this  Dream,  I  arife  full  of  Fear, 
and  Joyy    and  profufe  Sweat ;    and  puri^  xayfdf 
zgam,  —  And  (after  a  Sight  of   feveral  ridiculous 
figttres)   the  peculiar  Pomp   of  the   faving  Goddefs 
b^an  ;  and  the  whde  Society  of  Imtiatedy  Perfons 
of  both  Sexes  and  all  Ages,  came  together.  Sooa 
^crthc  Gads  fafs  in  Review ^   cOPAeEBCTA\a%  \s^ 
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KValk  ^idl  bumM  Feet :    Gods  ceUftial  and  infernal  \ 
©r  ^banghtg  their  Farms  from  one  to  the  other.  —    | 
Among  the  Imtiated^  one  carries  in   his  happy  Bo- 
Ibm  an  Effgies  of  a  Deity^  of  a  ftrange  Form^  but    , 
n;enerahle  for  its  fiibtle  Indention  ami  Novelty ^  and 
to  be  kept  with  a  frofound  and  religioms  Silence.  — 
And  lo  !  the  Benefits  fromifed  by  the  Goddefs  attend 
me;   and  the  Prieft  brmgs   my   Safety ^    with  a 
Crown  in  his  right  Hand.     I  was  overflowed  with 
Joy,  but  would  not  be  too  noify^   for  fear  of  dif- 
turbing  the  Aflembly ;  bat  greedily   devoured  the 
Crown.     Immediately  my  deformed  afinine  Fnce  Jlips 
dffi   every  Part  of  the  Beaf  goes  away  ;   and» 
what  chiefly    troubled    me    before,    my  fail  no 
snore  appeared     The  People  tvonder ;    the  Religioss 
revere  fuch  an  evident  Miracle^  and  eafy  Renovation', 
and  with  one  Voice  atteft  fuch  an  illufiriosu  Favour 
of  the  Goddefs.     But  I   flood  Jilent   and  afioniJbei\ 
unable  to  comprehend  my  Joy,   or  in  what  Words 
my  nevo  Voicey  my  Tongue  horn  again,   fliould  thank 
the  Goddefs,     But  the  Prieft,  being   divinely  injpired, 
ordered  a  Shirt  to  be  brought  to  cover  me,  and 
other  Garments.     Then  he  faid,  *  Here  is  an  End 
of   thy  Calamities.      Thy  former  Birth,  Dignity, 
or  Learning  have  profited  thee  nothing.     Come,  at- 
tend the  faroing  Goddefs  with  Triumphant  Steps.     Let 
the  Profane  fee  ;  let  them  fee,   and  acknowledge  their 
Error.     But  you,     Lucius,    though    now  fet  free, 
continue  fteady  to  our  Society,  and  Worfiip  of  the 
Goddefs:    Then    you  fliall  better  feel  the   Fruits 
of  your    Liberty'  —  Thus     fpoke      the     prophetic 
Prieft,    fatigued   and   out    of  Breath,    and  then 
held  Peace. —  I  became  famous:    All  pronounced 
me  thrice  happy,   whom  the  Power   of  the   Deity 
had  reformed  into  a  Maa  \  '^xAh^Vs^^  €^t  his  Probity 
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and  Goodnefs,  had  deferved  to  be  horn  again,  and 
immediately  efpoufed  to  the  /acred  Rites. —  And  my 
Relations  haflen  to  enjoy  my  Sight,  and  di'vine  Re- 
turn from  Hell.  —  After  this  I  deiired  to  be  initiated 
in  Form  into  the  Secrets  of  the  holy  Night,  But  the 
Prifft  direfted  me  to  nvait  the  Call  of  the  Godde/s, 
who  ele^ed  whom  flic  thought  fit,  brought  them 
to  a  AVw  Sirth,  and  reftored  them  to  the  Courfe 
of  a  new  Life,  —  At  length  the  Time  came.  I  was 
carried  to  the  Confines  of  Death,  trod  the  Threjhold 
of  Proferpina,  and  returned  back.  I  faw  the  Sun 
ihining  in  the  Middle  of  the  Night-,  and  was 
among  Gods  celefiial,  and  Gods  infernal.  Lo !  I 
have  related  what  you  have  heard,  but  cannot  un- 
derjland.  Nor  will  I  relate  any  Thing,  but  what 
is  allvwedy  to  profane  Minds.  I  was  adorned  in 
what  is  called  the  Olympiac  Stole ;  had  a  Cro^n  iet 
on  my  Head;  enjoyed  a  moll  facetious  Entertain- 
ment, ScC.  till  the  Myfery -Birth  was  completely 
ended.  Soon  after,  by  the  InftinSi  of  the  Goddefs^ ' 
I  took  Shipping,  and  went  away  to  Rome,  that  holy 
City,^"*    So  much  is  an  ExtraB  from  Apuleius. 

The  Myfteries  were  early   brought  into  antient 
Etruria    (now  Tufcany)   from  jEgypt  or  Greece; 
and  were  celebrated  in  great  Conformity  to  Mitho- 
difm.     Of  which  we  might  give  Proof  from  that 
learned  Work  ofGorius,  Mufaum  Etrufcum.     I  fliall 
juft  touch  upon  a  few  Particulars.     "  A  certain  j^j,^ 
great  Secret  belonged  to  them,  which   the  li^fi^   Etrufc, 
were /worn  never  to  reveal.     The  Secret  was  car-   P*33®*"'« 
ried  (by  Virgins  generally)  in  a  little  Chef,  which 
contained   the  filent   and   myfierious  Fearfulnefs,  — • 
Orpheus,    Hercules,  Ulyjfes,  and   others  were  initio 
eUjed,  as  believing  tliey   fhould    become    thereby 
jufier  and  mor£  holy ;  have  the  Prefence  of  the  Gods, 
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mid  btfiuidfy  haf^.    But  firft  they  mdl  go  througli 
diverfe  Luflrations ;  they  were  to  make  full  Con- 
fejprni  of  whatever  they  had  done,  faid,  or  thought; 
and  were  ded  to  a  Whtely  either  as  an  Emhlem  of 
extorted  Confeffion^  or  of  the  Tortures  they  were  to 
undergo  in  Initiation :  —  In  which  Ceremony  the  Fu- 
ries  appeared  with  their  hijpng  Serpents^  and  other 
Monfttrsy  threatening  terrible  Things.     This  was 
tradSified  in  a  Sfmaly  dark  Camem.     After  Variety 
of  Punijbments^  they  had  gayer  FrofpeSs  i   and  were 
told,    they  were  regenerated^    and  fbould  £<ve  for 
ever.    They  were  carried  to  the  Myfleries  in  Cha- 
riotSy  and  aiftcr   Initiation  placed  upon  a  Throre^ 
With  much  more  to  this  Furpofe.     One  may  add 
ibme  antient  Infcriptiom  on  the  Monuments  of  imtf- 
ated  Heathens  :     *'  In  aternum  rcnatus,  tfr."    In 
P.  153,     order  to  efFeft  this  New  Birth,  "  it  is  remarkable 
(faith   Mr.   Warburton,   from   Eufebius)    that  the 
Myfiagogue  ( Chief -Prief  of  the  Myfteries)  nxas  habited 
Bke  the  Creator ^     What  ^ort  of  Habit  this  might 
be,    I  cannot  fay.     But   furely  Mr.   Wefley  imSt 
prodigioufly  plume  himfelf,    and  appear  divinely 
magnificent  in  fuch  an  Accoutrement.  —  The  Myfta- 
gogue  had  a  farther  Office,   that  q^  fkensing  and 
explaining  the  Myfteriesy   and  all  the  Reprefentations 
that  paffed  in  the  Initiating  Ceremonyy  and  was  thence 
5  Toonu    called  Hierophanta  ;  which  Office  we  find  Mr.  fFeflty 
^•izj$i.   performing,  when,   upon  a  particular  Examination 
of  what  his  Initiated  had  fufFercd,  &c.  he  fo  nicely 
cxplaineth  what  Appearances  were  from  God,  and 
what  from  Satan. 

Of  one  Thing  more  it  may  be  proper  to  remind 
the  Methodifs,  Virgil  tells  us,  that  "  after  jEmas 
had  been  fo  well  conducted  and  infiruffed,  had  re- 
ceived (o  tnaxsy   ^Iwiaui   Fredi^ioxs  etnd  Frvmifesy 
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and  feen  fuch  rare  Shrws  in  Elyfium ;  —  botli  be^ 
and  his  Guide^  came  out  at  laft  through  the  hvory 
Gate ;  through  which  the  Gods  helonxi  fend  up  *vaiu 
and  delufi<ve  Dreams,''^  —  Let  Mr.  Wejley,  and  his 
Initiated^  beware  of  Fallacy  in  the  End.  -^ 

Milton  makes  Satan,  in  his  Wanderings,  find  ^^"^ 
out  a  Place  called  The  Limbo  of  Vanity,  or  Paradife 
of  Fools  i  to  which  draggle  Idiots,  Eremites,  and 
Friars,  'with  all  their  Trumpery,  They  think  they 
are  at  HeoFvetCs  Gates^  and  that  St.  Peter  dands  ready 
with  his  Keys. 
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A 'violent  Crofs-Wind,  from  either  Coaft^ 

BioiAJs  them  tranpverfe  ten  thoufand  Leagues  arwryy 

Into  the  de'vious  Air,     Then  might  you  fee 

Cofwlsy  Hoods,  and  Habits,  *with  their  Wearers ^  toff. 

And  fluttered  into  Rags  I  then  Re/ies,  Beads,  ^

And  it  is  well,  if  Dealings,  Appeahi  Journals^  mo-^

f .  53.  But  I  mentioned  fome  Circumdances  in 
the  MyJIeries,  abominably  obfcene  and  profane,  Yoit 
whatever  the  Deities,  to  whom  the  Myfieries  were 
confecrated,  did  or  fufFcred,  —  all  was  to  be  figured 
out,  and  a6ied  o^er  again,  in  the  Myfieries  them* 
fel*ves  :  —  Things  indeed  not  to  be  named;  and  yet 
the  Wickednefs  of  which  ought  not  to  be  concealed:- 
—  Things  fo  fcandalous  and  infamous,  that,  eveft 
in  the  old  Times  of  Heathenifm,  the    Play-Wrights 
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often  lay  their  Scenes  of  Delaucbery  in  the  ^fyjit' 
ties :  And  Hifivrians  fupply  as  with  many  Accounts 
of  Lev:duefs  committed  there.     Jie^ened  fays,

The  Impurities  of  this  Society  will  be  more  evi- 
dent, by  turning  to  the  Fathersy   and  other  Ecclefi- 
afiical  H'riters.     My  Vouchers   here   are  many  and 
plain  ;    but  I  conHne  myfelf  to  a  few  :    And,  not 
producing  fcch  as  fpeak  of  them  in  general,  as 
immodefiy  diaholicaly  &c.  fliall  flick  to  a  particular 
Cafe. 
Advef.        Tertullian  {2ysy  "  As  to  the  Superftition   of  the 
Q^^  j'     Eleujinian  ^'^yJieriesy   what  they  conceal  is  the  Shame 
of  them.     Therefore  they  make  the  Admijfion  tor- 
turousy  take  Time  in  the   Initiationy    fet  a  Seal  on 
the  Tongue y   and  inftruft  the  Epopt^g  for  five   Yean, 
to  raife  a  high  Opinion  of  them  by   Delecy  and  Ex- 
peBation.     But  all  the  Divinity  in  the  faa-ed  Domes, 
the  WTiole  of  what  they  afpire  to,   what  fealeth  the 
Tongue,  is  this  ;  —  Simulacrum  Memhri  Virilis  re- 
njelatur.     But,  for  a  Cover  of  their  Sacrilege,  they 
pretend  thefe  Figures  are  only  a  myjfical  Repre/enta- 
tion  cf  'venerable  Nature. ^^ 

The 
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The  original  Reafon  of  fuch  Figures  being  expofed^ 
to  View,  and  had   in  Veneration,  in  the  Myfieries^ 
wc  learn  from  others.     Clemens  Alexandrinvs  giveth 
a  full  Account  of  ibis  Religion  of  the  Myfteriesy  toq 
prolix  to  be  tranfcribed ;  —  "Of  their  ^wicked  Infti-   Protrept^ 
tution,  Cruelty^  Stupidity^  Madnefs^  making  GoddeJ/ei    Cap.  2. 
of    Harlots,    corrufting  Mankind:  —  The  Myfieries 
of  Ceres  are  nothing  but  Reprefetttatiotts  of  incejluom 

Deities : Their  ridiculous  Exclamations  upon  Ad' 

tnijpan  were,  *  I  have  eat  out  of  the  Timbrely  I 
have  drank  out  of  the  Cymbaly  I  have  carried  the 
Cbefli  I  have  crept  into  ih^  fecret  Chamber.''  In 
the  Cheft  Pudendum  Bacchi  inclufum  erat,  —  Ciflam 
it  Veretrum  no^fi  ReUgione  colenda  tradunt^  —  It  is 
a  Shame  to  mention  the  filthy  Circumftances  in  the 
Story  of  Cerei.  In  her  Wanderings,  fhe  was  en; 
tertained  by  one  Baubo ;  who  finding  ihe  could  nqt 
make  the  Goddefs  drinks  reduSis  Vejiibus  occultas  Cor-: 
ports  Partes  Di'va  Oculis  ohjicit :  With  which  Spec- 
tacle the  Goddefs  was  fo  delighted,  that  fhe  ^ank 
immediately,  and  burd  out  a  laughing.  Thefe  are 
the  fecret  Myfieries  j  which  Orpheus  alfo  injoined-, 
wfaofe  Verfes  on  that  Occafion  I  will  recite."  [The 
ohfcene  Verfet  may  there  be  fcen.]  "  The  common. 
Sign  and  Symbol  oS  the  Initiitted  is  ;  *  I  have  faji^ 
ed,  I  have  drank  of  the  mingled  Cup ;  I  have  takei^ 
^EmiethiBg  from  tibe  Chefl ;  making  Uife  of  it,  I 
have  pot  it  into  the  Bajket,  and  from  the  Bajkif 
replaced  it  in  the  Chef.'  E^egious  Spe^acles] 
and  efpectally  becoming  a  Goddefs:  Worthy  of 
Darkneis  and  Fire ;  worthy  of  the  Grecians,  who 
hereby  are  to  be  happy  after  Heathy  beyond  aU 
Hope  and  Expectation.  HeraclttuSf  the  Epheftan, 
calls  fuch  Perfons,  *  Night -rovers,  Magicians,  Bac» 
cbemals,   Myjiics'  —  What  People  call  the  Myfe- 
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ries,  have  thefe  untolj  Rites  of  Imtiation.  —  Impa- 
dent  WoHhip  of  what  ought  not  to  be  named, 

lib.  ▼•  &c.^  Amobius  hath  the  fame  Accoont;  with  fome 
9ther  Circomftances,  too  indecent  to  be  mendonedy 
which  were  the  Twndation  of  the  Myfteriti,  and 

SttCt.  I.  put  in  TraQict  in  their  dlehraiion.  —  Gregory 
Naxiwizine  tdls,  **  how  Ceres  berfelf  followed  the 
Example  of  Beaibo  : 

Hac  uhi  fata  Dea  efly  coxam  detexii  u/ramq; 

This  vr^s  to  inflame  her  Admirera:  And  thefc 
Things  are  even  now  obferved^  in  the  Initiations^ 
—  And,  m  the  fame  Oration,  he  takes  Notice, 
•*  of  eighty  Degrees  and  Kinds  of  preparatory  Pu- 
nijbmentsy  and  Trials^  which  the  Candidates  were  to 
go  through,  before  they  could  become  ferfe&y  and 
of  the  Number  of  the  Epopt^r,  who  were  to  fee 
3  Joura.  ^/."  Whether  Mr.  JVeJley  may  allude  to  any  fuch 
P*  5«-  indecent  Sights  in  the  Variety  of  Tumblings  and 
Jgi  tat  ions  in  YihJJ/emblies,  I  cannot  fay.  His  Words 
are  thefe;  and  the  emphatical  ones  in  Italics,  as 
here  fubjoined.  "  One  had  run  out  of  the  So- 
ciety in  all  Hafle,  that  Jhe  might  not  expofe  herfelf 
P.  64.  —The  fame  Offence  was  given  in  the  Evening. 
The  firft  that  was  deeply  touched  was  Z^—  W^, 
whofe  Mother  had  been  not  a  Uttle  difpleafed  a 
Day  or  two  before,  when  flie  was  told,  that  her 
Daughter  had  expofed  berfelf  before  all  the  Con* 
gregation."  He,  and  the  other  Spe^ators,  know 
beft. Such  are  their 
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Fejia  infefta  Deo,  Divumque  Sacernma  Sacra, 
Infejled  Feajlsy  and  mofi  execrably  facred  Rites, 

Nor  do  I  conceive  that  the  Fathers  have  done  any 
Lijury  to  the   'venerable  Myfteries ;    as  they  appeal 
for  Proof  to  the  myfikal  Writers  themfelves.     And 
the   Matter  may  receive    more  Light  from  what 
has  already  been  cited,  from  Authors  long  before 
the  Times  of  Chnfiianity.     I  will  add  a  few  more 
Pagans.     Plutarch,  though  generally  pretty  Jhy   as  Plutarch. 
to  the  Myfteriesy  fpeaks  thus  in  his  Dialogue  called  ^®g  ''• 
Eroticus.     "  Lyve  was  the  only  Thmg  that  could 
mollify  the  inexorable  Pluto^  and  make  him  give 
back  Eurydice  to  Orpheus,     Wherefore,  my  Friend, 
it  is  a  good  Thing  to  be  Partaker  of  the  Eleufinian 
Myfteries,     For  I  fee  that  the  mad  myfiical  Lovers 
have  the  befl  Place  in  the  lower  Regions."    Athe- 
meus  writes  thus  :   **  Heraclides,  the.  Syracujian,    in   Athen. 
his  Book  of  Laws  and  Cuftoms^  fays,  that  in  the   ^jj  '*• 
Myfteries  of  Ceres,  certain  Honey-cakes,  made  in  the   16  ii. 
Shape   of  Pudenda  Muliehria,  were  carried  about  P*  ^47« 
for  a  Shew,  and  ofiered  to  the  GoddeJJis.    Thefe 
were  called  Mylli.''^    For  this  Reafon,  I  fuppofe, 
Suidas  explains  Mi/A^o^^i   a    Harlot,     Hence    we 
may  conjediure  why  the  initiated  LaiUes  were  called 
Melijpe,  Bees,     [See  Hefych,  ScTheocn't,  Idyll.  15. 
Verf.    94.    Schol.  ]     The   laft    named    Author 
makes  a  Lover  fay  to  his  Miftre/s,  "  I  envy,  O 
dear  Woman,  ^afton ;    who  enjoyed  fuch  Things, 
as  the  Profane  and  Uninitiated  are  not  to  know^* 
«<  He  meaneth,    faith  the  Scholiaft,    the  fnyftical 
Love  of  Jafeon  and  Ceres ^"^    The  Nature  of  their 
X.ove  may  be  found  in  Homer,  OdyC  5 .  Vecf.  1 25. 
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We  have  here  a  good  Hint  what  the  real  Secret 
was,  in  the  MfftmtSj  (b  carefully  to  be  concealed 
from  the  Profane.     And  it  is  no  fmall  Confinna- 
Somn.      tion  of  this  which  we  read  in  Macrohius,    "  A^- 
Sc^ion.     ^^^;^j^  ^^  Philofopbery   too  inquifitive  into  Secrets, 
Oip.  ».     had  divulged  fomething  of  the  EUufiman  Myfieriti  ; 
For  which  the  GodJeffes  were  enraged  j  and  he  faw 
them,  in  a  FifMy  (landing  before  a  ^Hc  Siew, 
in   meretricial   Habits,    and    with     hofi    Geftuns: 
When  he  afked  them  die  Reaibn  of  this  unbe- 
coming Appearance,    they   anfweredy    that  they 
were  dragged  forcibly  from  the  Dome  of  their  Chaf- 
tiijy  and  p^ofituted  to  evtry  Comer  " 

Such  myflical  Turpitude  was,  I  am  perfaaded,  the 
^and  Secret  to  be  under  the  Seal  of  Silence  *,  and 
that  when  the  Initiated  themielves  difco'ver  what 
they  are  alltrjced  to  difcover,  referving  what  (as 
they  fpcak)  is  not  lawful  or  fit  to  be  publHhed,  — 
it  is  no  more  than  hiding  their  Shame,  And  for  this 
Reafon  I  agree  with  the  learned  Authors y  who  con- 
tend, that  **  the  Ignorauce  of  the  Myfieries  preferves 
their  Veneration.''^ 

I  know  indeed  what  fuhlime  DoSirines  are  fome- 
times  pretended  to  lie  hid  under  thefe  external 
Reprefentations :  —  Such  Phyficaly  Philofophicaly  and 
Religious  Knowledge,  as  the  Generation  of  the  Gods, 
the  Seminal  Principles  of  all  Things,  the  Fecundity  of 
Nature,  and  (by  fome  few)  the  true  Theology  of  the 
Unity  of  the  Deitjy  &c.  But  were  no:  the  natural 
Figures  Jhewn  ?  Are  not  the  Pudenda  utriufque 
Sexusy  ConfpeShis  Deorum  et  Dearum  in  Nuditate, 
pretty  Means  of  con<veying  fuch  Dodlrines  ?  And 
fuppofing  the  heft  Defign  of  the  original  Inflitution, 
was  it  not  accompanied  with  a  ftrangc  Mixture  of 

Fmjnre 
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impure  Incentinfes,  fit  only  for  a  Metfiodtft  arri<vtd 
at  PerfiSiion  to  grapple  with  ? 

Nor  do  I  quefUon  but  thefe  impujeni  lUprefentO' 
tionsy  and  Behaviour  of  the  Initiated^  were   a  Far± 
of  the  original  Inftitution ;    becaufe   the  Myfteries' 
were  to  imitate  and  aS  (zsl  faid  before)  the  Paf 
fions  and  ABions  of  their  Patron-Goddejfes, 

What  I  have  faid  ftands  confirmed  by  unquefii' 
enable  Authority ;  I  mean  that  of  the  eminent  P/a^ 
tcniji^  Jamhlichus ;  to  whom  Mankind  in  general 
gave  the  Precedency  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Myfie- 
ries.  The  famous  Porphyry^  who  was  more  a  Wi- 
lofopher  than  a  ^yflagogue^  had  written  a  Letter  to 
Jamhlichm  \  whom  he  concealeth  under  the  Name 
of  Anebo:  Becaufe,  I  fuppofe,  it  might  not  be, 
proper  to  correfpond  with,  an  Initiatedy  concerning 
the  Secrets  of  the  Myfteriesy  too  plainly  and  openly^ 
In  the  Letter  he  aflceth  him  fuch  Queftions  as 
thefe  :  "  Why,  m  their  Theurgic  Rites,  they  invo-r 
cate  Gods,  both  Celeftial  and  Subterranean  ?  —What 
is  it  that  Mftinguijhes  Gods  from  Damons  ?  WJiich 
are  Viftble,  and  which  Iwvijible?  By  what  Mark 
are  we  to  difcern  the  Prefence  or  Apparition  of  a 
God,  from  that  of  an  Angel,  Archangel,  Damons 
or  Deified  Hero  ?  For  all  of  them  love  to  fpeak 
hoajiingly  ofthemfehes,  and  make  a  Shew  by  Phan- 
tafms  and  Apparitions.  —  How  comes  Prophecy  to 
pafs  ?  As,  in  Dreams,  Enthujiafms,  divine  Rap' 
Hires,  and  Ecfiajies :  Some  Prophefying  by  the  Help 
)f  Water ;  Others  by  Vapours ;  others  from  their 
nvn  Fancies,  afiifled  by  Darknefs,  or  certain  Po- 
tions, or  Verfes,  &c.  —  Simple  and  young  People  are 
^eH:  fitted  for  this  Bufinefs.  And  fuch  Prophecy, 
pay  proceed  from  Lofs  of  Senfes,  difiempered  Mad- 
lefs,  or  Alienation  of  Mind,  Dizzinefs,  Difira^ion  of 
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fimfii ;  —  «r  Fdotty  mrtifididlj  rasfei  hy  Strarj ;  or 
cMe  the  Deufikm  rf  mnckd  Mfem  amd  Sfnits.  — 
Wktt  b  die  Mtaaaoig  of  GW^  fi^S  f  Hmmam  Paf- 
fms  mtd  hfrmiiks  ;  to  ^Hiom  dierefbre  die  *o:tft 
Wmfiiffm  ewmfkraie  tkt  Fhm&^  and  tifcaa  Vif- 
tmrfes  ?  —  How  is  it,  diat  thele  Gciiy  foppofed  to 
be  OCT  ^mferirn^  moil  he  cmmfeileJ,  axd  fttbmt  t9 
mSf  asif  dicjr  were  htferiwsf  Tliat  their  fForfiip- 
fen  moft  come  fttfarri  and  fta^ed  from  all  De-

dodi  not  hememi  aaJ  Jwrge  S'*^  ^^'"t^  ^v'  ^f  ^^^' 
wmm  hddemts^ — If  thofe  nho  thus  mechamccUf 
tmpverjt  'uitb  the  Deities,  have  no  Method  of  Ha^ 
fe^ej}  that  is  more  ftaare  or  more  cre£hle  ;  nothin{^ 
but  thefe  btrribie,  m/ele/s  IttvemtioKs i  ^certainly 
dlis  is  not  the  Work  of  the  Gcds,  or  gcod  Spirits ; 
but  of  a  deluSng  D*ewan ;  or  elfe  all  is  btmoM  In^ 
nxnttm,  and  fidicn  ofterruptihle  Xathre.^

And  as  to 

the  ohfcene  Csa^'crfation  ;  I  efleem  it  as  a  SyTnhcl  cf 

Want  of  Good  in  Matter,  and  of  that  Tstrfitude 

in  'SuhtrZy  "vYlw^  Vi   oJ^trwardU  to  be  adorned.     Of 
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wtiich  AdommefU  Natare  has  the  Uronger  Appetite^ 
the  more  it  knoweth  of  the  Indecencies  of  thefe 
Things.  And  again,  it  purfueth  die  Forrm  of  gotd 
Things,  bj  having  learned  from  filthy  Difcourfe 
'what  Filthine/s  is.  By  fuch  Difcourfes  People  fliew 
they  have  a  Seft/e  of  Tur^tude ;  but  the  TurpiHide 
iifelf  they  throw  off,  and  turn  their  whole  Defire 
to  the  Contrary,  Another  Reafon  likewife  may  be 
given  for  thefe  Things.  The  flrong  Inclinations 
of  Naturey  by  being  totally  reftrainedy  become 
ib-onger.  Bot,  being  inddged  in  fosne  Meafure^ 
and  for  a  Jhort  TifMy  they  rejoice  in  Moderation^ 
and  are  fatisfied :  And,  being  thereby  furified^ 
they  defiji  afterwards,  not  fo  much  from  Com' 
fulfiofty  as  Perfuafion,  Therefore,  as  in  Playsy  by 
ieeing  the  Paffions  of  others  we  are  fen£ble  of 
our  own>  moderate  them,  and  purge  them  away ; 
U}  in  the  /acred  Myfieriesy  by  feeing  and  hearing 
Ohfcemties^  we  are  freed  from  any  Injury  fuch 
Reprefoitations  might  caufe  in  Fa^,  Such  Things 
then  you  fee  are  introduced  as  a  Medicine  to 
the  Sou/,_  as  moderating  the  Evils  incident  to 
Nature,  and  freeing  and  delivering  us  from  our 
Chains,*^ 

Thus  that  Mafier  of  the  Myjieries  |JainIy  owneth 
the  Truth  of  the  FaSls :   He  gives  not  the  lead  In-    . 
timation  of  their  being  any  Innovation,   or  Corruf^ 
Hon  of  the  original  Defign,     And  his  Pleas  and  Ex* 
cnfes  for  fuch   infamous  Sights,  Difcourfesy  and  Ac- 
tions^  may  fairly  be  left  to  the  Judgment  of  the. 
moft  ordinary  Capacity.  —  But  ftill  happy  Confe-^ 
qu£Hces  arc  the  final  IJfke,  For  he  tells  us  in  the  next' 
Chmf^y  "  It  is  manifed  that  the  whole  is  y^z/u/^irji^  Jambt. 
to   the   Soul,     For  in  feeng  the  bleffed  SpeaacUs,  Myfter. 
(mesuung  aiGods  mdGoddeJfes)  the  Soul  is  change^  ^^*  "* 
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into  (mother  tifey  worketh  other  Opiratiotu ;   think- 
eth  itfdf  no  Human  Creature,  and  thinketh  rightly : 
For,  flitting  off  its  own  proper  U/e,  it  is  changed  into 
the  moft  hleffed  Energy  of  the  Gods.^     So  much  for 
Jamhlichus,  — 
Wtrbur.        Mr.  fTarhurton  ohfcrvcSf  **  one  infaperable  Oh- 
'•  '48.     ^acle  in  Pagani/m,  to  a  Life  of  Purity  and  HoH^ 
fie/sy    was  the  'vicious  Examples  of  their  Gods ;  and 
that  this  Evil  was  reme£ed  hy  the  "MyfteriesP    But 
I  conceive  this  £«w7  was  rather  promoted  than  reme- 
£ed  thereby.     As  an  Inilance  of  Perfons  juftijjmg 
One  another  from  fuch  Celefial  Exampiesy  he  fays, 
Hercul.     from  Euripidesy  that  **  Thefeus  confoles  his  Friend 
v."mi5,    ^^cnles  by  the  Examples  of  the   Crimes  of  the 
Gods^    But  it  muft  be  remembered,  that  both  thefe 
Heroes  were  of  the  Order  of  the  Initiated i   fome  of 
ihcfrfl  too,  as  living  not  lefs  than  twelve  Hundred 
Years  before  Chrif :  —  And  that   fuch  an  accurate 
H^riter  as  Euripides  would  fcarce  have  put  that  Ex^ 
cufe  into  their  Mouths,   had  it  not  been  conform- 
able to  the  original  Plan^  but  diredlly  contrary. 

The  Poet,  fpeaking  of  JJJignations  in  the  tem- 
ples of  IJisy   Ceresy    &c.  adds,

Something,  in  the  preceding  Account  of  the 
Mj/feriesy  might  have  been  obfcrved  concerning 
the  not  uncommon  Practice  of  initiating  Rogues  and 
harlots.    But  1  ftvall  fay  no  more  of  the  Myferims 
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Tradf;  orAy  dedicating  whzth^th  been  faid  upon  the 
Sufcjea — to  Mr.  mf/IIey  Ha//,  whofe  Do^n7ie  awC 
PraSice  have  been  fo  conformah/e ; — to  Mr.  iPy/eys 
initiated  Lady,  "  who,  after  being  in  Defpair  and 
in  He/l,  &c.  had  her  horrib/e  Dread  taken  awa^r, 
and  began  to  fee  ibme  Danvnings  of  Hope ;  bat  was 
Jbon  after,  if  not  at  that  very  Time,  a  common  Profit 
tute ;"  together  with  her  Admirers ;  —  and  to  all 
others  whom  it  may  concern. 

{.  54.  Having  thus  drawn  a  Para//ef  between 
the  Myferies  of  Met/fodifm  and  thofe  of  downright 
Pagamfm,  I  ihall  conclude  my  Comfarifon  with  a 
Para//e/  from  Paganizing  Popery ;  namelyy  St,  Pa* 
tries  Puf'gatory,   in  Ire/and. 

Gira/dus  CanArenfisj  Matthew  Paris,  and  others, 
have   faid  much  of  this  memorab/t  P/ace :    But  as 
MeffingJjom  hath  brought  all  together,  in  Kis  Z/iv/ 
of  the  Hibernian  Saints,  I  ihall  make  my  ExtraS^ 
from  him.     "  That  there  nvas,   and  is,    fuch  a   Me<!in^. 
Thing  as  St,  Patricks  Pnrgtitory,  is  agreed  by  an-  .  P-  9^— 
tient  and  modem  Writers ;  and  the  Certainty  timft 
be  afTerted,  to  refute  the  Impudence  of  Heretics,  — 
The  Occafan  of  it  was  this.     While  St.  Patric  was 
humbling    himfelf  in   Faitings,  Watchings,    and 
Prayer,  Chrifi  appeared  to  him,  and  fhewed  him  a 
dark  Den^   faying,  *  Whoever  in  true  Fait/}  and 
Penitence  ihall  enter  into  this  Den,   and  continue  - 
there  for  twenty-four  Hours, '  he  ihall  be  purged 
from  all  the  Sins  of  his  whole  Life.  V  The  Truths 
of  this  is  coniirmed  by  the  antient  Breviaries,  &c. 
To  queftion  it,  would  be  to  give  the  Lie  to  a/l  An^ 
ifftiity  and  Piety.     [Mr.  Wejlefs  fole  Teftimony,   as 
to  his  own  Purgatory,  will,  by  all  unprejudiced  Per^ 
fams,  he  downed  of  efua/ yeracity,']

For  St 
Pmirk^  finUog  it  difficnlt  to  convince  that  incredw 
UmNmHom^ihcTrvi^  i£  Jmhir§  imfemal  Pu^fh- 
mtnii  midhtfvif^  J^P*  nuntid  rf  Hemftm  to  bring 
this  ocular  Demwfiration  and  Ptoai  of  it,  here  on 
Earth.     Jacohtu  dt  Vitriaco  attefts  this;    «  that  if 
any  one  truly  fmttnt  and  ca^efid   defcendeth 
hither,   he  is  hfirmttd  and  fnrifad  iy  tie  Deviis^ 
by  ten  ThooTand  Softs  of  Tortuns.    And  whoerer 
returns  thence  thus  hjtrated^  he  can  never  limgb  or 
joh  afterwards,  or  intermeddle  with  'unrUfy  df- 
fmr$:'    [Mr.  Wijky  hath  been  a  fitde/«mn#  hoe; 
«  JoiirA.   who,  after  his  repeated  Refolution  not  to  Imagh^  no 
^'  '^*      not  for  a  Moment^  nor  to  fpeak  a  ThtU  ef  ^amUfy 
Anfw.to  ^hings^  confefieth,  that  *'  he  hadi  fiace  engegitd 
^^^-     often  in  'werUly  Bnfinefi,  the  Order  of  Ftonddenct 
^'  '^'       requirii^  it.''  ^  WhoaUo  hath  been  mnited  /f  Yemu 
PbiiomeideSf  the  Laagbter^Lemag  Datne."] 

We  now  difcourfe  ody  concerning  a  t^f^it^  Par* 
gatmy^  of  meritorious  Pnttj/^ments  in  tits  Li/t^  for 
the  Ufo  of  foch  as  are  making  a  PUg^rimage  im  the 
Lard  Whichistobeii^/^^v^A/fronathaiyitftMV 
Ptargatory,  which  lies  on  the  other  Sidk  ef  the 
Crowe.  And  it  wm  defigjoed  by  St.  Patmc  for  a 
Prcoft  thaX  ^ec«  ^viik  fni^«9^;^\aig^  ^  ^UnMwt  <« 
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ttiw ;  and  which  migfat  be  eTcaped,  by  a  prefeni 
Expiation^  thiOBgh  this  luftral  Fire,  This  ap- 
pears by  the  Jfymt  compoTed  in  Meinory  of  St. 
Patric. 

The  OrJer  and  Maimer  of  paffing  into  this  Pur- 
gatory foUoweth.  **  Yott  muft  undergo  a  Courfe 
of  Faftittgt  uiing  a  meagre  Diet ;  and  that  only  to 
be  tafted  once  in  twenty-four  Hours,  however  your 
Guts  puy  grumble.  But  you  may  refreih  and 
moiften  your  Month,  with  certain  IVaters ;  which 
are  as  Hgbt  and  wholefome  as  the  Waters  of  the 
Spaw,  You  are  regularly  to  keep  the  holy  Sta- 
tists :  And  when  you  are  weary  at  Night,  you 
are  not  lie  down  on  a  BeJ,  Cosub^  or  Pillow ;  but 
may  lie  on  your  Cloai^  or  wrap  your  Breeches  about 
your  Head.  —  Whoever  undertake  this  Progrefs  muft 
ht  admitted  by  the  Spiritual  Father^  who  prefides 
ever  Purgatory  I  muft  betake  themfdves  to  what. 
are  called  the  Penal  Manfans^  or  Penitential  Cells 
qf  the  Saints  i  where  they  muft  ivbirl,  themfelves 
feven  Times  round  the  Crofs,  A  rough  and  ftony 
Paih  thence  leadeth  them  to  a  Lake%  at  the  Bottom 
of  which  is  a  Stone^  whereon  they  muft  fix  their 
Feet^  which  will  be  cruelly  tired  and  tern ;  but  in. 
lefs  than  half  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour,  by  the  Help 
of  Prarer,  they  will  /eel  a  Jtngular  Refrefifment . 
and  Strength  from  the  Stone  :  St.  Patric  having 
frayed  formerly  upon  it,  and  left  the  ImprtJUton  of 
his  Feet. 

Thefe  Aufierities  having  been  repeated  iox  Jeven 
Days,  on  the  eighth  the  troublefome  Ceremonies 
are  ail  to  be  doubled.  Then  the  Candidates  are  con- 
vened before  the  Spiritual  Father,  who  fpeaks  to 
them  a  Word  of  Exhorticm  ;  and,  in  a  pre-medt- 
tatedForWf  gives  them  an  Account ^  ox  'JowrnaC^  ^i 

A  a  2  ^^^ 
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fuch  Exampks  as  muft  mcnre  the  moft  Stupid,  foften 
the  moft  Hardened^  and  terrify  the  moft  Audacious : 
And  preparing  them  by  Comf$ffiim  aftd  Abjolution^ 
and  Warnings  agamd  the  Pvwers  of  Darknefs,  he 
brings  them  to  the  Mouth  of  the  Den.  Where  you 
may  fee  them  in  an  Agowf^  as  if  pafling  into  ano' 
ther  World  \  Jtghing^  groamug,  framing,  &c. 

The  Den  itfelf,  into  which  they  now  defcend, 
IS  a  dark,  lonjLy  narrow  Hole,  [As  when  Satan  fhnt 
Mr.  Whitefiild  into  a  Clofet^  and  locked  him  up  ia 
iron- Armour. '\  where  they  moft  ftoop  or  creeps  ui^- 
able  to  go^  fiand,  or  fit.  There  is  a  fmall  H'ifuhw 
on  one  Side,  which  lets  in  a  littie  Light :  And  at 
the  Extremity  is  iituatcd  that  horrible  Gulph^  which 
God  (hewed  to  St.  Patric^  for  the  Terror  of  the  Ob^ 
fiinate,  (But  the  Den  is  now  made  fmoother  and 
plainer  hy  Papal  Difpenfations.)  They  then  plnngc 
themfelves  naked  in  the  Lake  \  and  being  luftrated 
by  this  Expiation^  they  come  oat  renenjoed  and  bom 
againy  able  to  conquer  the  old  Serpent, 

The  Benefit  attending  the  Vifitation,  Satisfadion^ 
iind  Purgation  of  this  Den  is  undeniable.  And  the 
Pains  and  Punijhments  may  eafily  be  colledled  from 
the  Darhnefsy  Narronxmefsy  and  Icng  Continuance  in 
the  Hole;  the  fuffocating  Breath  of  Numbers 
crowded  together ;  Exuherations  of  the  Feet,  Penal 
Cells,  FaJiingSy  Watchings^  lying  on  the  Ground, 
crying  and  'wailing,  and  Abdication  of  Earthly  Com' 
forts  :  —  As  well  as  horrible  Vifions  and  SpeSlres, 

This  is  to  be  obferved,  "  that  the  Sexes  ere  not 

allowed  promifcuoufly  to  go  together ;  but  the  Men 

feparately,   and  Women  feparaiely,^''     [In  this  Parti. 

cular  Mr.   Wejley  differs  j    warmly   aficrting  that 

4jourii.    **  t^e  unmarried  Men  and    Women  ought  to  go 

p.  9S'       together.'') 
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Mejfingham  then  proceeds  to  ilhfiraie  and  confirm 
what  he  had  (aid,  by  a  fpecud  Inftance,     "  Whtn 
St.  Patric  was  favoared  with  this  Proof  of  Purgt^ 
tofy^    for  the  Cowutrfion  of  the  Irifh  to  the  CathoMc 
Fmitby  many  Pemttnts  defcended  into  it :  Of  whom 
fome  ferijhed  there ;  others  retnming  declared  what 
torments  they  had  fuiFered,  and.  what  joyfid  SpeStt' 
cks  they  had  ieen :   Which  Accounts  St.  /WnV 
order  to  be  preferred.     Afterwards  one    Ovitit^ 
who  had  been  many  Years  a  Soldier  in  King  Sie- 
phevCs  jimtfy    being  under  Compondion    for  his 
^cked  Idfiy  and  many  enormous  Vices,  would  needs 
undergo  the  moft  grievous  of  Penmces,  by  entering 
into   St.  Patricks  Purgatory.      The  Prior  oi  the 
Place,  preparing  him  as  nfually,  tells  him  he  ihauld 
meet  with  certain  Meffengers  from  God,  who  would 
inform  him  of  what  he  was  to  do^  or  fufier :    But 
when  jlxy  'were  gone,  the  Tempters  ihould  attack 
him.     The  Soldier,  refolved  to  make  trial  of  (his 
ih'w  and  uncommon  Warfare ^  goes  intrepidly  into 
the  Den ;   where  he  foon  found  himfelf  in  total 
Darknefs.    But  e're  long  a  little  Light  appeared ; 
and  became  to  a  Room,  not  unlike  a  Moniyb 
CJoifteri  where  {aiat  fiaven  Rdigiotu  approached, 
and  IdeJedGod  for  infpiring  him  with  the  good  Pur* 
poie  of  expiatis^  his  Sins ;  informing  him,  that  unlels 
he  proceeded  couragionfk^  he  fhould  perifh.  Body  and 
Sotd,     For  as  foon  (fay  they)   as  njne  are  gone,  a 
Multitude  of  foul  Spirits  will  come,  bringing  grieV'- 
ous  Tortures,  and  threatening  nsmfe,  perfuading  yon 
alfo  to  return,  and  promiiing  to  carry  you  to  the 
Gate,  ivbere  you  came  in.    But  hare  Courage :    In 
your  Torments  call  upon  Chrift,  and  you  Aall  irnrn* 
diatfiy  he  fet  free.    And  fo  they  left  him. 

A  a  3  1\»» 
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The  SMer^  diQS  iDftruded,  £obd  waiting  for  a 
C»mhat  iKttb  the  Dmls :  And  prefeiitly  he  heard 
a  tuwatltuotu  NQtfe^  as  if  the  whole  World  was  in 
Commotion ;  whereby  he  was  almoft  driven  cut 
9fhis  S^mfis.  After  this  UrrMe  Nmfe  follows  the 
wnrt  horribU  nnfihU  AJfeS  9f  the  De^h\  who  de- 
rided, and  infolfied  him*  faying,  <  other  Mortals 
come  not  to  us,  till  ofter  Death  :  Yon  bonrntr  cur 
Society  fb  moch,  as  to  farrender  Body  and  Soul  to 
OS  while  aS^em  And  we  will  reward  yon  accord- 
ii^jfy.  You  came  hither  to  endure  Torments  for 
your  Sim ;  and  (hall  have  what  yoa  wanted.  But 
however,  as  a  Favour  for  yoor  finmer  Services,  if 
you  pleafe,  we  will  condudl  you  out  tmlmrt,  to  the 
Gate  tichereyou  cmme  mm  J*  But  the  uneLamted  Soldier  is 
neither  fliaken  by  their  Aleimces,  nor  inveigled  by 
their  AUmrements, 

Tlie  Devils,  feeing  themfelves  contemned,  bind 
him  Hand  and  Foot,  throw  him  into  a  Firf,  and 
drag  him  about  with  irnv  Hoch :  Whereby  having 
endured  great  Torment^  he  calls  upon  Cbrifi,  and 
is  entirely  ddivered ;  not  fo  much  as  a  flngle  Sf^xrk 
remaining. 

Hence  fome  of  them  carry  him  into  a  diftnal  and 
diork  Regiciij  where  nothing  but  DeviJs  was  to  be 
feen ;  and  where  his  Body  was  pierced  with  a  Strf- 
mefs  and  Rigor,  by  a  pefHlent  Wind.  They  carry 
liim  fanher  into  the  Hearing  of  Hc^-lingsy  J  rail- 
iMgSj  and  Clamcurs ;  —  into  a  Sight  of  Wretches 
tirmented  in  a  miferable  Manner :  And  thrtnL-irg 
hiin  en  the  Ground,  th^  endeavour  to  torment  hirr, 
like  the  reft.  But  the  J^ame  cf  Jefus  forced  them 
to  give  over.  —  Thence  they  convey  him  t:)  ano- 
ther Field  full  of  greater  liUjlry  ;  among  fcry  ^cr- 
fefM  cl:n^\T^^  to    ^^oot   \i^ott3i\s,   ^isA   x.atiK^  into 
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tl?eir  Hearts.     *  Thefe  Tortarcs,  fay  they,  are  pre- 
pared for  you,  onlefs  you  confent  to  go  back*    Bttt 
the  Name  of  Chrifi  again  prevented  them. 

They  drag  him  to  a  Field  ftill  more  dreadful ; 
where  are  Pcoj^c  pierced  with  Iron  Nail$  from 
Head  to  Foot,  without  Interval ;  and  roarings  as 
if  they  were  killing  ;  and  tortured  with  both  a  cold 
and  burning  Wind.  Bat  nothing  could  affright  the 
Soldier, 

Thence  he  is  harried  to  a  fourth  Field,  full  of 
Fires,  and  every  invented  Torment  of  every  Kind  ; 
chiyve  all  ExpreJJidn  or  Conception,  They  fhew  him 
a  burning  Wheel,  and  throw  him  upon  it  to  torture 
him ;  but  by  the  Name  of  Jefus  he  comes  down  »«- 
hurt.  Through  more  Tortures  thefe  infernal  Dogs 
carry  him  to  the  very  Entrance  of  Hell;  and  all 
flounce  in  together  with  the  Soldier :  Where  he  felt 
fuch  intolerable  Mifcry,  that  for  a  long  Time  he 
forgot  the  Name  of  Jefus,  and  ftood  perfe^ly  afio- 
nijhed.  Here  they  fhew  a  Fridge  ever  Hell,  ex- 
tremely flippery,  narrow,  and  high;  and  compel 
him  to  walk  upon  it ;  which  he  did,  by  the  Name 
of  ye/us,  ^without  any  Slip,  or  making  a  falfe  Step^ 
Which  provoked  the  Devils  to  fuch  horrid  Clamours 
and  profane  Outcries,  as  yirere  more  infujferable  thad 
all  his  other  Punifiments, 

Our  branje  Soldier  being  thus  fet  free  from  the 
Vexation  of  the  Devils,  is  prefentcd  with  a  Fievu  of 
the  Gates  of  Paradife ;  whence  the  Saints  came  out 
to  meet  him,  with  Crojfes,  JVax-Candles,  and  Cb- 
lours  fying,  to  carry  him  into  Paradife ;  where  he' 
was  entertained  with  the  moji  delegable  Sights  and 
harmonious  Sounds,  The  Man  affirmed*  that  this 
proceeded  not  from  Ecftafi  j   bat  that  he  faw  aH 
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With  his  nrferatJ  Ejet,  and  had  corforea/  FitfUng 
4md  Experience  of  the  Sufferings.  He  afterwards 
entered  among  the  Matks ;  and  had  upon  Continu- 
ance»  an  JJfuremce  of  SalwUtw,^''  Thus  endeth 
this  MetboiRflico'Mmid/h  Story.  And  it  is  Aibmit- 
ted  to  the  Judgment  of  eveiy  Man  m  bis  Senfes^ 
whether  the  frimcipal  Mjfiery  of  Methodifm  bears 
any  Rrfevtbkmce  of  true  Cbriftiamty ;  —  and  whe- 
ther it  be  not  a  perfeB  Copy  of  the  moft  berrihie 
Deuces  in  Pagani/m  emd  Popery. 

Let  us  now  recapitulate  fome  of  the  Ingredienb 
for  making  a  true  MetboJift.    He  muft  fet  out  on 
Foott  with  a  fandified  Countenance,  and  high  Pre- 
tences to  Piety  i   which  is  to  confift  of  un/criptnral 
Peculiarities,  ivJbimJical  ZtrsBneJfes,  and  bitter  Zeala^ 
gainft  innocent  and inSfferentl^bings,  In  order  to  catcb 
Fame  dill  more  cffedlually,  he  muft  be  a  deep  Dealer 
in  the  black  Arts  of  Calumny  and  Uncbaritablene/s ; 
muft  feemingly  dejpi/e  Money,  and   be  often  calling 
out  for  Sufferings  and  Perfecution.     However  tJisicied 
he  hath  been,  let  him  infant aneoufly  be  called,  con- 
'verted,    perfeBed,    affured  of  Salvation  j    and  talk 
much  of  Impulfes,  Feelings,  Raptures,  and  Ecfa/ies. 
But  above  all,  let  him  boafl  of  Infpirations,  divine 
MiJ/jons,  familiar  and  amorous  Converfations  ixitb 
God,  talking  with  him  Face  to  Face,   and  fitting 
down  with  him  at  7Me,     By  Degrees  he  becomes 
e^al  to  Prophets,  Apojiles,  or  Cbriji  bimfelf:    1%  in- 
titled  to   Vifions,   Rpvelatiom,  Prophecies,  and  Mi* 
racles.     Thus    armed  with  a  conceited  Imagination 
and  fpiritual  Pride,  he  is  to  combat   Satan,    and 
all  the  Dogs  of  Hell;    and  (as  he  is  ordained)  to 
run  the  Gantlope  through  Terrors,    Doubts,   Sceptic 
€ifm.    Infidelity,    Atbtifm^   fpiritual  Dtfertions,    and

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Lcfs  of  CoiTs  Graciy  (Things  hlgMy  lenefictaU  ^3 
abfolutcly  necejfary)  Dejp<mdency  and  Deffqir^  Dif" 
traSiion  and  ^adrefs:  —  through  inolent  Agmes^ 
Dijiortionsy  and  Cormjvlfions  %  the  Pains  of  HeUj 
Damnation^  and  Hell  itfelfi  through  all  the^i- 
feries  and  Tortures,  beyond  Expreffion  or  Defcrip- 
tion,  which  either  God  or  Nafurey  Satan  or  the , 
Preacher,  can  bring  upon  him :  —  But  having  un- 
dergone thefe  fery  LufirationSi  he  hath  Apparitiom 
of  God  and  Angels  coming  to  carry  him  to  Hea- 
n^en  :  He  is  united  to  God ;  h  is  plunged  into  God ; 
i&tf  //  All  God.  —  This  Progrefs  indeed  may  happen 
to  want,  a  trifiing  Circumftance^  the  Diredion  of 
Scripture ;  but  that  Defeat  is  fufHciently  fupplied 
from  Heathenifm  and  Popery. 

And-  who  cf^n  help  admiring  the  deep  Arti" 
Jici  and  iif^M^im^/T  What  hrai  hitherto  been 
imputed  to  Fits  and  Diftin^'^to  Cheat  and 
Impofinre  -^  tO  fFltctera/}^  Sorcery ^  Magic,  and 
fome  eUaboUcal  lUufion  — •  all  is  engrafted  into  the 
pure  Religion  of  MetbfMst  all  is  God'i  Work^ 
and  a  Manifeftadon  of.  'what  he  hath  done  for 
their  Souls,  And  when  Mr.  Wejley,  and  his 
AJfociates,  have  clearly  vindicated  the  ParaU 
lels  I  have  brought  ( from  Popery  particularly  ) 
from  Enthujiafm  and  Jmpojiure,  their  own  Dif" 
penfation  may  (land  fair  for  a  favourable  Con* 
fruSlion. 

It  may  behove  me  in  the  Clofe^  to  leave  my 
Judgment  J  in  as  plain  a  Manner  as  I  can,  con- 
cerning this  Wffierious  Part  of  Methodifm  ;  in 
which  the  principal  Difficulty  feems  to  lie.  Thus

TH  E  P^^an  Myftenes  being  of  fuch  an  imfm^ 
ral  Naiure^  and  Tendencj,  it  mig^tjafUy  be 
thought  (Irange,  were  no  Notiee  taken  of  them  in 
tiM  Ihly  Scriptures.     And  therefore,  though  fuch 
an  Enquiry  might  ctay  09  into  too  great  a  Length, 
yet  I  fhall-  not  intirdy  pais  it  over.    There  can  be 
then  little  Doubt,  but  diey  ^ure  pointed  out  by  St. 
Psttd:    *^  It  is  a  Sham  foen  to  J^ak  oftbrfe  Things 
that  are  done  of  them  in  Secret^''    And  where  ChHf' 
tiamty  is  termed  die  f^y fiery  of  GodUnefs^  it  is  fet^ 
I   am  perfuaded,  in  Ofpefitiwj  not  only  to  the 
Myfitry  of  Imquity  that  was  to  woi^  in  the  Chrif 
tian  WerU  but  likewife  to  die  preceding  Myjteriee' 
among  the  Gentiles.    Nor  is  it  improbable,  Aat  the' 
JpofiU  writeth  in  direft  Ofpojkien  to  die  Afpearanca^ 
Ftetemety  and  Impoflures  of  thofe  fa^e  Di*vimties  : 
»•  Wi&ottt  Contreverfy  great  is  the  jifyfery  ofGod*    \  Tim. 
linrfi  :   God<was  maniftft  in  the  FUfi,  jufiifiedhy  the   ^»-  '^

'Ai'Spi^TO/;*  Men^  it  fcems^  very  agreeable  to  the 
Apofllis  Climax,  and  Scope  of  his  Reafoning,'] 

In  the  Old  Tefiametttf  Deut.  xxiii.  17.  (not  in- 
deed in  the  Hibrtw,  but  in  the  Sepiuagint)  after 
the  Words,  "  There  Jhall  he  no  Wborey  —  nor  ^odo- 
ntites of  the  Sons  of  Jfrasij^  we  find  added  Words 
of  this  Import,  "  There  fhall  not  be  an  Initiatory 
nor  an  Initiated,  of  the  Sons  or  Daughters  of 
Jfrael?^  It  is  poffible  this  additional  Claufe  may 
have  been  inferted  by  ^q  Seventy,  by  Way  of  In- 
terfretation  of  the  preceding  Words.  They  knew 
the  Nature  of  the  Myfteries  full  well ;  and  we  are 
led  to  this  Meaning  by  the  Impurities  forbidden,  and 
by  the  Price  of  the  Dog  in  the  next  Verfe  i  the 
Egyptian  God  Jnuhis  being  ufually  figured  with  a 
Dog^s  Head.     Edit.  Daniel,  Schol. 

We  may  ob(erve  alfo,  that  Philo  the  Jewj  (de 
Sacrific)  exprefsly  ranketh  the  Prohibition  of  the 
Editio       Myfteries  among  the  Lanus  of  Mqffs.     "  The  Law^ 
u^iUi'!  ^^^^  ^®»    exprelsly  exdudeth  the  whole  of  the 
Myfteries,  their  Jnchan/ments  and  execrable  Scurrili- 
ties,  from  the  Holy  Ordinances:    Not   permitting 
thofe  educated  in    her  Society  to  celebrate    fach 
Heathen  Rites  \    nor,  depending    on  fuch   mylli- 
cal  Ceremonies,    to  difregard    the     Truth ;    and 
to   follow    the   Works    of   l^ight    and   Darkneft, 
omitting  what  deferveth  the  lAght  and  the  Day, 
Let  none  therefore  among  the  Difciples  of  Mofes 
either  initiate,  or  be  initiated:    It   being  equally 
wicked   either  to  teach,    or  to  learn   the    Myfte- 
ries,  —  It  is  generally  the  Cafe  with  them,  that 
no  good  Perfon  is  initiated  i    hut  Thieves,   and  Pi- 
rates, and  mad  Gangs  of  abominable    and  immodeft 
Women  \    aftex  p20E\kv^VjV^>^\t  It/Une^  tQ  t{>e  im- 
tinting  Prlefts^     "^«.nw^  ol  >CEi&Yat^eri>s\aN^X'^'«. 
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Kmicc  of  the  fame  PafTage  in  the  Stptuagntt,  and . 
explained  it  in  the  fame  Manner. 

For  farther  Proof  of  the  Turpitude  in  the  Mjfii- 
fies  of  Ifis  and  Ofiris^  and  that  it  was  fo  from  the 
JBtginuing^  we  need  only « confult  Diodoms  SiatluSf 
Lib.  I.     ^^  Ifis  J  being  overwhelmed  with  Grief  for  jajtld 
the  Lofs  of  her  Hufband  OJirisj  took  particular  Rhod. 
Care  in   deifying    him  to   coi^ecrate  bis  Pudenda  \   ^*    ^* 
which  (he  ordered  to  be  peculiarly  honoured  and 
adored  in  the  Myjleries.    And  the  fame  holy  Infii^ 
tution  was  obfenred  with  the  fame  Ceremonia^  whea 
carried  into  Greece  by  Orpheus :   Where  the  com- 
mon People,    partly  from  Ignorance,  and  partly 
fwm  a  Love  of  the  new  God,   (Phallus)   wtre  very 
fond  of  being  initiated.'^ 

Much  more  might  be  collcdled  (even  from  initio  : 
etted  Authors,  however  generally  fty)  concerning 
the  if  famous  Origin  of  the  Myjieries ;   which  I  pafir  . 
over.     But  (hall  add  a  Word  or  two  from  Jofepbut 
(contra  Apion.)  of  the  Sight  of  the  Deities,  which 
the  Initiated  enjoyed.  The  Account,  which  he  has 
from  Manetho,  is  thus  :  **  Amenophis,  who  wanted   Lib.  i.  ' 
a  Pretence  /or  driving  the  Ifraelites  out  of  Egypt,  Cap.  »d>- 
had  a  ilropg  Defire  of  feeing  the  Gods.   This  Deiire  ^^* 
he  communicates  to  a  Perfon  deemed  to  be  a  Par'' 
taker   of  the  Di'vine  Nature,  on  Account  of  his  . 
prophetical   Knowledge  ;   who  told    him,   that  be 
might  have  a  Sight  of  the  Gods,  if  he  would  purge 
the  Country  of  Leprous  and  Unclean  People.     And 
one  Charamon  alio  pretends  he  hath  a  Dream  from 
Jfis  to    t^e    fame  Purpofe.    Thus  Calumny  end 
hJyftery  were  employed  for  expelling  the  true  Wor* 
fhippers  of  the  Deity,    Thefe  pretended  «*  Dream  ^.^^ 
froms  Ifis  were  the  common  Cant  of  the  Imtiatedi   Sic.  ^.^ 
and  (he  would  afpear.  to  .the  .Di/ir<l«rei  m  \>KaA'Qit  '**^>'*''^- 
XoL.  11.  B  b  ^^^> 
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Body,  tad  eun  tbitr-imurabU  Dtfiempers.^*  Orut^ 
to  whiofc  Hafpine/s  iy  InitiatioH  Amenflni  afpired» 
was  the  ^m  tf  Ofiru  mid  Ifa,  (who  frft  inftituied 
th§  Myfiiries)  ami  coiifequentl}r  the  firft  initiated 
Kng }  and  diereby  a  Devotee  to  the  Impurities  be- 
five-mentioned  fiom  Diodonu. 

This  might  lead  us  to  confider  the  Atuifuity  tf 
the  Myftiries.    For  the  bed  Cbrmiologers^  particular- 
ly Arcbbi/bop  UJhery    placer  the   Reigm  of  Orms  in 
Egypt  between  one  and  two  Hundred  Yean  before 
Che  Time  of  M^es,    And,  if  Numemus  the  Py^ 
thmgoreoM  may  be  depended  opon,  (and  why  ihould 
Vcptr.     he  not  ?)     as    eked    by   Eufebiusj    the  Initiating 
f^p!  \.     ^^^fi*  ^^^  ^  Perfons  that  inftigated  Pharonb  to 
opprels  and  perfecute  the  Hebrews.     For,  having 
mentioned  the  Initiations  and  other  Injiiiutions  of 
the  Magi  and  Egyptians^  he   fays,   that  "  Jannes 
and  Jambreesy  who  oppofed  Mofes  [he  calls  him 
Mufaus\  when  the  Je^s  were  expelled  Egypt ^  were 
Egyptian  Myflery-Priefisj  and  in  high  Reputation  hi 
Magic,'*'*     Here  we  have  the  fame  Miracle- Mon- 
Exod.iy«  gers^   whom  Mofes  calls  the  Wifemeny   the  Sorcerers, 
h  and  Magicians  of  Egypt :  —  A  PafTage,   which  does 

no  great  Credit  to  the  Origin  of  the  Myferies ;  nor 
to  our  modern  Initiators^    who  are    mangling  the 

Qofpel. 

The  Ele^finian  MyJIeries  were  indeed  of  a  later 

Date ;  and  yet  were  celebrated  in  Greece  at  no  great 
Diflaupe  of  Time  from  the  former.  For  the  Wri' 
ters  on  the  Arundelian  Marbles  colled  thence,  that 
^ey  conmienced  about  fourteen  Hundred  Tears  be- 
fore Cbrift ;  which  is  not  above  ninety  Years  after 
the  Deliverance  from  Egypt  by  Mofes. 
fint  whenever,  or  however,  they  were  brought 
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aild  Pro/erpinay  they  were  of  xhe/afm  Naiure^  and 
obferved  with  equally  chajle  Ceremonies^  with  thofc 
of  JJts,    For  (befides  what  has  been  mentioned  al- 
ready of  Jafion)   Diodorus  Siculus^  in  his  Account 
of  the  Myfleries^  writeth,  "  that  Ceres  for  Love  to   ^^^'  5- 
Jafion,  to  whom  (he  was  ufed  to  grant  the  laft 
Favour,   came  and  fhewed  herfelf,  with  other  Dei- 
tiesy  at  the  Nuptials  of  his  Sijier :  —  That  indeed 
each  Particular  of  the  Myfleries  was  known  only  to 
the  Initiated,  who  boafled  much  of  the  Prefence  of 
the  Deitiesy    and  the  ^wonderful  and  fudden  Relief 
which  they  brought." 

One  Contrivance   for ."  giving  the  Initiated  a 
Sight  of  the  Di*vinitiesy  was  by  means  of  a  Looking' 
glafsy  wherein  none  cbuld  fee  their  wm  Facesy  but 
had  a  clear  View  of  the  Gods  and  GotUeJfesy    This 
we  have  from  Paufanias  :   And  Ett/eHus  relates  the  ^^'  ^. 
fame  Thing.  —  So  eafily  might  weak  People,  and  pyjJg,* 
under  the  utmoft  Aftonijhmenty  be  deluded  by  Fi-   Lib.  i. 
gures  behind  a  Glafs,  in  a  jn-oper  Habit  and  P*-  ^P*  '• 
fiure ;  and  efpedally  by  living  Perfons»  perfonaiing 
the  Deities  in  any  Manner  they  thought  fit. 

As  a  Proof  of  the  dtdecendesy  ^msmim  writeth, 
*«  that  TheophiluSyBi Jhop  of  Jlexandriay  cgregiduiOy   Ecdcf^ 
ridiculed  and  expofed  to  pbblic  View  the  Jhame"  i^ly^  ,, 
ful  Figures  belonging  to  the  Myfieriesy  the  PhaUmi^   Cap.  15. 
&c.  which  he  brought  out  of  the  Pagem  Temple. 
For  which  the  enraged  Heathens  raifed  a  Tutnultg 
and  majfacred  a  great  Number  of  the  Chriftians^^ 
x—  Even  the  initiated  Paufanias,  notwithftandiffg  hi$    «^^ 
lifual  Refervednefs,  fometimes  blirts  out  a  little  too    Kuhnii\ 
much,  and  intimates  fomething  Jbameful:  —  "  As   P«  i9'5» 
frequent  AJfignations  j  —  the  Pronenefs  of  the  n/f-   ijo'sio' 
gious  Females  to  Fenery ;  —  Mixture  of  the  Obfcene    576,57s, 
^y  Mracuhsts ;  —  the  ContinuwiR^  ^  ^"5^  1.W-  "^ti^^

fman  Teftimal  for  a  Week -,    on    tiic  third  Day 
ivhereof  all  Males^  even  the  Dogs,   are  excluded; 
but  the  next  Day  the  Men   are   admitted  among 
them,  when  they  pafs  the  Time  in  Sporting^  and 
iightDi/courfei — xh^JtHours  ofCerestOf  a  veryftrangc 
Rind ;  with  the  Secrecy  enjcnned  ;  —  the  Obfcenitics 
in  the  Myfleries  of  Otpid,   and  fuitable /^rxmrj.'' — 
—  A  Man  initiaieJj  and  under  an  Oath  of  Silence, 
could  not  well  have  difcovcred  more  of  the  true 
Nature  of  the  Myfieries^  and  the  Reafon  why  they 
•oght  not  to  be  divulged.    We  are  aflured  too^  that 
one  Day  of  ^tEleuJiman  Fejiival  v^tls  fet  apart  for 
(he  Rites  of  Venus  and  Cufidj  and  another  for  thofe 
of  Batcbus:  Both  which   were  confeiTediy  ieyond 
wuafiare  ahominable.    Nor  will  our  Opinion  be  more 
favourable,  when    we  remember  what  Jthenaus 
writes:    "  Apelles,  being   extremely    de/irous   of 
drawing  a  VenushovEL  the  famous  Phryr.ey  could  find 
no  Opportunity  of  feeing  her  nakedy  without  going 
to  the  EUufinian  and  Neptunian  Garnet ;    where  fhc 
Jlripped  herfelf  in  the  Sight  of  all  the  Men,  and 
went  into  the  Sea  to  wafh  herfelf.    From   which 
^ight  of  the  Myfiical  Goddefs  he  copied  his  admi« 
rable  Venus  AnadyomaUy  riiingout  of  the'Sea.'*  —  I 
apprehend  therefore  that  no  great  Strefs  is  to  be 
laid  upon  thofe  initiated  Jutbors,  who  have  thought 
themfelves  obliged  to  fay  nothing  but  what  was 
good  of  the  Myfteries ;    or  have  talked  of  the  Unity 
of  the  Deity  J  as  the  great  Secret  of  them;    per- 
haps to  avoid  the  Shame  of  being  thought  Dupes 
to  a  Foolery,   or  inquiiitive  into  fomething  ivorfe. 

But,  as  I  agree  with  Mr.  Warhurton,  that  nothing 
is  meant  by  Virgil  in  the  Defcent  of  jEneas  to  Hell, 
but  his  Initiation  into  the  Myfieries  ;   it  may  afford 

ftime  Light  to  obfcrve,  xV^\  xi'ox  w^*}  £ntas^  v^ 
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many  other  aniient  Heroes^  recorded  to  have  went 
down  to  Helly  and  afterwards  to  have  been  deifed 
and  tranflated  into  Heaven^  were  all  Knights  of  tie 
diinne  Order  of  the  Myperies,  For  Inflance,  Bacchus^ 
Hercules y  ThefetUy  Orpheus,  Sec. 

Pavfaniasy   in  his  accurate  Defcription  of  "  a   Lib.  fo« 
Painting  by  Polygnotusy   of  JJlyffes  defcaiding  to  Hell   ^P-  **• 
to  <ofifult  the  Prophet  Tirefasy  among  other  Figures 
takes  particular  Notice  of  a  Virgin  with  a  Cheft 
6n   her  Knee,    like  that  ufed  in  the  Myferies  of 
Ceres  ;    and  of  Theftus  and  Peritbous  fitting  on   a 
Throne^^  as  was  ufual  for  the  Initiated. 

In  the  Comedy  of  Arijiophanes  called  the  Frogs,  is 
adted    the  Defcent   of  Bacchus  to  Hell,    attended 
with  Xanthias  as  his  Efjuirey  to  fetch  up  a  Poet  fit 
to  write  a  Panegyric  on  the  Myfteries.    But  thus  fayi 
the  Scholiafty  (Vcrfe  375.)     "It  is  to  be  under- 
itood,  that,  though  he  feems  to  fpeak  of  the  Initi- 
ated as  in  Helly  in  reality  he  meaneth  the  Myfteries 
€U  Eleufss ;  that  being    properly  the  Scene  of  the 
DramaC^    So  that,  taking  diis  Key  with  us,  we  are 
let  into  the  chief  TranfaSions  and  Incidents  of  the 
Myfteriesy  under  the  Cover  of  Bacchuis  Voyage  to 
4he  lower  Regions.    «<  After  due  Preparation,   and   ▼er.i4# 
InftruSion  from  one  of  the  Adepts,  and  paying 
Charon  the  Ferryman  his  Fare,   (for  no  Pay,  no  Paf 
fage)  they  are  ferenaded  by  a  Chorus  of  croaking 
Frogs,     [The  Emblems   of  Papal  Impoftors,  Rev, 
xvi,    13.]
